in adaungerous Sea, through any arrogant prelumption 
of mine owne ſtrength, hoping therby,to gaine the more 
ſecuritie, when ( ſtill within the viewe of lande ) I may 
ſafely pur into euery harbour, and (©, auoide the innu- 
merable perilles, which might otherwile inſue. For this 
Hiſtory comprehendeth alarge, and copious diſcourſe, 
full ofall variety , extending itſelfe in that exceeding 
length, that I might ſooner weary, and looſe my ſeite in 
the narration, then giue full atisfaftion to the Reader. 
Yet, that I may yeeide them due content, I purpole to 
glue ſome {mall raſt ofthe contents of the whole,and for 
the reſt, referre them to the body, and ſubſtance of the 
booke, whereof this ſmall Epiromy , may 1uſtly bee ter- 
med butthe ſhaddowe. You ſhall therefore vnderſtande, 
thatthis worke ofthe Decades (written by Peter Martyr 
a 27illanoiſe of Anzlerin, intitled the Hiflory of the newe

rogether with the ſubieAion,and conqueſt therof.Whers- 
in, weare chicfely to conlider,the induſtry,and trauailes 
of the Spanyarde, their exceeding charge in furniſhing 
ſv many ſhippes, for this intended expedition,their con- 
tinuall ſupplyes to further their attempres, and their ac- 
tive and vndaunted ſpirites, in executing matters of that 
qualitie, and difficulrte, and laſtly, their conſtant re{olu- 
tion of Plantation. All whiche, may bee exemplary vnto 
vs, to performe the like in our Yirgenea, whiche beeing 
once throughly planted,and inhabited with our people, 
may returne as greate benefitte to our Nation in another 
kinde, asthe Indies doe vnto the Spanyard:foralthough 
it yeeldnor golde, yet, is it a fruitfull pleaſant coantrey, 
repleniſhed with all good thinges , neceſlary for thelife 
of man, ifthey be induſtrious, who inhabite ir. Bur-wee 
leaue this to them, who haue authoritie , and good pur- 
ſes, to further a matter ofſuche important conſequence, 
and returne to our purpole. Beſides the firſt diſcouery of 
this countrie ofthe Weſt Indies,this hiſtorie likewiſe de» 
clareth the conqueſt, and ſubieQion of the people, the 
manner howe, and what myriades of millions of poore 
naked Indians were ſlaughtered, and ſubdued through 
the conquering {worde, and the numberofthe Spany- 
ardes, that attempted, and performed the ſame.\Where- 


in,the chiefe men of note, & principall Commaunders, 


haue their particular names ſet down,as Chriſt. Columbus 
Fern.Cortes, Fern. Magaglianus, and the reſt, whome the 
Author hath expreſſely mentioned,to their zternall c6- 
mendatton : and for the incitement, and pronocation of 
the living, to the like honourable, and high attemptes. 
Here alſo, are the people deſcribed, by their ſeuerall Na- 
tions, their particular rites, ceremonies, and cuſtomes, 
by their habice, and attyre, eytherin warre, or peace: al- 
{o, 
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» beautified with wonderfulart,and curioſitie:their migh-

lo, by theirreligion, ſacrifices, and other demeanure, & 
geſtures whatſocuer : {o that to reade the particulars,dif- 
courſed there at large, which I brietely mention heere, 
will ſoallure the reader, that nothing may ſeeme more 
pleaſing, ordelightfull: for, as in talthions of apparell, 
and ordinary diet wee like extraordinary varietie, and 
change, though both tranſgreſle the rules of modeſtie, 
and ſobrietie, yeteither of theſe pleaſe the appetite, and 
vatemperate delires : ſo doth varietie of hiſtorie yeelde 
more pleaſure, and contentment, which (being a thing 
of more indiffterencie, andasſtrong a moriue in another 
kinde) cannot bur affe&the ſences, and intelleuall fa- 
culties, with farre greaterdelight. Hereunto he addeth 
the ſpeciall deſcription ofthe ſeuerall countries, with 
their particular (ituation; boundes, abutrments,and qua- 
licie of the ſoyle : togetherwith their Mountaines,hilles, 
rivers, meddowes, paſtures, wooddes, forreſts, valleyes, 
playnes, and champions: and what goodly citties, and 
tortified townes are there ereQed, with the mattter, and 
mannerof theirarchiteure, and building, withallthe 
ornament, and elegancie thereof : their huge Pallaces, 
and houſes of pleaſure, farre exceeding many Chriſtian 
Princes courtes : their orchardes, gardens, and other 
incloſures for wilde beaſtes and foules of diuers kindes,

at itwas called , or in what yeere it was founde: Albei?, the . 


fault was uot theirs, but rather the malice of others, or the envie 
of that which we cal fortune. I do not therfore marueile,thatthe 
auncient kiſtories attirme, that great thinges proceede and in- 
creaſe of {mall and obſcure beginninges, lith we haueſeenethe 
ſameveritiedin this finding of the Indies, being ſonotable-and 
newe athing.

What manner of man Chriſtopher Colon ( otherwiſe 
called Colurabus ) was,ana how he came firſt 
to the knowleage of the Indies . 


in Nr, a village inthe territory of Gexeain Italie. Hee 
deſcended as ſome thinke, of the houſe of the Peleſtreles of 
Placentia in Lymbardie . He beganne of achylde to bee a 
maryner : of whoſe arte they haue great exerciſe on the ryuer of 
Genra, He traded many yeetes inco S#ria, and other parts of the 
Eatt. After this, hee becamea mailter in making cardes for the 
ſea, whereby hee hadde great vantage. Hee came to Portugall 
to know the reaſon and deſcription of the South coalls of Attri« 
ca, and the nauigations of the Portugalles,thereby to make his 
cardes more perfc& to bee folde. Hee maryed in Portugall, as 
ſomeſay:or as many lay,inthe Iland of AZzdera,where he dwelt 
at ſuch time as the (aide Caravellarryued there, whoſe Plat ſo- 
iornedin his houſe, and dyed alſo there, beequeathing to Colon 
bis carde of thedeſcription of ſuch newe landes as he had found, 
whereby Colon hadde the firſt knowledge of the Indies. Some 
baue thought that Colon was well learned in the Latine tongue 
and the ſcience of Colmographie : and that he was thereby firſt 
moued to ſeeke the lands of Amtpoder,and the rich Iand of Ci- 
pango, whereof Marchns Paulus writeth, Allo that he had reade 
what Plate in his dialogues of Timens and Cricias, writeth of the 
great Ilande of Arlanride,and of agreat lande inthe welt Ocean 
vndiſcouercd, being bigger then Atia and Attrica. Furthermore 
that he had knowledge what Ariſtotle and Theopbraftus ſaye in 
their bookes of Maruayles, where they write that certayne 
marchauntes of Carthage, fayling from the ſtrayghtes of G:-

a great Lande not inhabited , yet repleniſhed with all thinges S_ "nx 
requitite, and hauing many nauigable ryuers. In deede Celecr — : 
was aot greatly learned : yetof good vnderſtanding. And Colon confer 
when he had knowledge of the ſayde newe landes by the infor- red with lear= 
mation of the deade Pilotte, maderelation thercof to certayne nedmen, 
tkarned nienne, with whome heconferred as touching the lyke 

thinges mentioned of olde authors. Hee communicated this 

ſecrete and cunferredchiefely witha Fryar, named 7ohn Perez 

of AMarchena, that dwelt in the WHonaſtery of Rabida. So that I 

verily beleeue, thatin manner all that hee declared, and ma- 

nie thinges more that hee left vnſpoken, were written by the 

fayde Spanylhe Pilotte that dyed in his houſe. For I am per- 
ſwaded,ithat if Colon by fcienceatteined to the knowledge of the 

Indies, hee woulde long beetore haue communicated this ſe= 

crete tuhis owne countrey-mennethe Genzes/e;,that trauayle 

all theworlde forgaynes, and not haue come into Spaynefor - 

this purpoſe, But doubtletle hee never thuught of any ſuche 

thing, beefore heechaunced to bee acquainted with theſayde 
Pylotte, who founde thoſelandes by fortune, according to 

the ſayinge of Pliue, nod ars dxerenon potuit, caſus inuenit, 

T hat is, T hat arte coulde not teache, chaunce founde. Albeit, 

the more Chriſtian opinion is, tothinke that G OD of his 

fingular providence and infinitte goodnelle, at the length with 

cye> of compaſlion asit were looking downe from heauen vp- 

pou tie Sonnes of Adam, folong keptvnder Sathanscapti- 

uitie , intended euen then{ior cauſes to him onelie vaknowne ) 

to rayſe theſe windes of mercy whereby that Carauell ( here- 

in molt iyxe vnito the ſhyppe of Noe, whereby the remaant of 

the whole worlde was ſaued, as by this Carauell this newe 

worlde receyued the firſt hope of their ſaluation ) was driven 

to theſe landes. But wee will nowe deciare what great chinges 
followed of this ſmall begynning, and howe Cele followed 

this matter, revealed vnto him noc without GODS pro»

The attengpt of Colen. 
What labor and tranayle Colon, tooke in attempting 
his firſt wojage tothe Indies, 


Frerthe death of the Pilot & marryners of the Spanyſha 
A Carauell that diſcoucred the Indies, Chritopher Colon pur- 

poſed to ſeeke the ſame. But in howe much more hee de- 

liredthis, the letle was his power to accomplilhe his de- 
lire. For, beclide that of himſelfe hee was not able to turnitte 
one ſhyppe, he lacked alſo the fauour of a King, vader whole 
protection he might ſo cnioy the riches hec hoped to finde,that 
none other myght take the ſame from him,or deteate him there 
of. And ſeeing the king of Portugal occupied in the conquelt of 
Africa, ad the Nauigations of the Ealt, which were then fir(t 
attempted , the King of Caſtylelikewiſe no letle builied in the 
warTres of Granada, hee ſent to his brother Bartholomwewe Colon 
( who was alſo priuie to this (ecrete ) to practite with the King 
of E:2'ande(Heury the (cuenth ) being verierichand without 
warics, promiling to bring him great riches in ſhorte time, if 
hee woulde jhewe tum fauour, and turniſhe him with ſhippes to 
diſcouer the newe Indies, whereof he had certaine knowledge. 
But neyther here being able to bring his ſuite to patle, hecauled 
the matterto be moued to the king of Portugal Dox Alon/a,the 
fifth of that name : at whoſe hands he found neither fauour nor 
mony,foralmuch as the Licentiat CalzadiUla the biſhop of F5/eo, 
and one mailter Roarigo,men of credite inthe ſcience of Coſmo- 
graphie, withitoode him, and contended that there neither was 
nor coulde any golde or other riches bee foundein the Weſt,as 
{olonathrmed, By reafon whereof ne was very {ad and penliue: 
but yet was not diſcouraged, our defpaired of y hope of his good 
aduenture, which hee afterwarde tounde. This done, Fe tooke 


ſhyppingat LZy/bzrze, and cameto P.u/os of Zfogrer , where hee 


communed with Aarti Alonſo Pizzon, an experte Pilotte, who 
offered himfelfe vnto him. After this, diſcloling the whole ſe- 
cretes of his minde to John Perez, of CHarchenal a fryar of thors 
der of faint Frarces in Rabidazand wel learned in Coſmography) 
and declaring vnto him howe by following the courſe of the 
Suane by a reimperate voyage, rich and great landes might be 
founde: the Fryar greatly commended his enterpriſe,and gaue 

kim 
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for his fir ſt woyage. 3 
him counſayleto breake the matterto the Duke of Aeding Side 
ma,Don Enrique of Guzman,a great Lorde, and very rich : alſe' 
to Dox Luzs of Cerda, the Duke of Medma Celt,who at that time 
had great prouition of ſhips well furniſhed in his hauen of Sexra 
Hara, But whereas both theſe Dukes tooke the matter for a 
dreame, and asa thing deulfed of an Italian deceiuer, who ( as 
they thought ) had betore with like pretence deluded thekinges 
of Englande and Portugall, the Fryar gaue him courage togoe 
tothe courteof the Catholike Princes Doz Fernando, and lady 
Nabell princes of Caltile, athrming that they woulde bee ioytull 
of fuchenewes : And tor his better turtherance herein, wrote 
letters by him to Fryar Ferdimando of Talawerathe Queenes con-* 
feilor. Chriſtopher Colon theretore, repayred to the Court of the 
Catholike princes, in the yeere 1486, and deliuered vnto their 
handes the petition of his requelt,as concerning the diſcouering 
of the new Indics. But they being more carefull, and applying 
all their mynde howe they might dryue the Moores out of the The conqueſt 
kingdome of Granada, whichegreatenterpriſe they had already ®f Granada, 
takenin hande, did little or nothing elteeme the matter. But 
Colon not thus diſcouraged, founde the meanes to declare his 
ſuite to ſuch as had ſometimes priuate communication with the 
King, Yet becauſehee was a ftraunger, and went butin limple 
apparel,nor otherwiſe credited then by the letter of a gray fryar 
they belecued him not, neyther gaueeare to his wordes, where. 
by he was greatly tormented in his imagination, Onely Alonſo 
of Quintanilia, the Kinges chiefe Auditor, gaue him meate and 
drinke at his owne charges, and hearde gladly ſuche thynges as 
hee declared of the jandes not then founde : deliring him inthe 
meane tymeto bee content with that poore entertainment, and 
not tudiſpayre of hisenterpryfe:putting him alſo in good com- 
forte that he ſhoulde,at one time or other,come to the ſpeech of 
the Catholike princes. And thus ſhortly after, by the meanes 
of Alon/oof Pnintavilia, Colon was broughtto the preſenceand . 
audience of the Cardirail Dox pero Gonzales of Mendoza, arch- — 
biſhopof Te«/cds, a manne of great revenues andauthority with The archb; 
the King and Queene,who brought hita before them atter that ſhop of T 0+ 
he well.perceived and examined his entent. And by this meanes ledo, 


was his {uite hearde of the Catholixe princes,who ailv reade the 
booke

booke of his memorials which he preſented vnto them. Andal- 


though at the hbcli they tooke it for vaine © faile that he promi- 
led, neuertheletle they put him 1n good kope that ke ilouid bee 
wel diſpatched whe they had finiſhed the wars of Grazada,which 
they had now in had, With which anſwer, Ce/oz began to reuiue 
his ſpicits, with hope to be better elteemed,& more tauorabiy to 
be heard among the gentlemen & noblemen of thecourte,who 


before tooke him onely for a craity tcllow & deceiuer:& was no 


thing diſmaide or diſcouraged whenſoeuer hee debated the mate 
ter with them,although many judged him phantaſticali,as 1s che 
maner of ignorit men;tocall all {uch as attept any thing beyod 
their reach,& the copatle of their knowledg,thinking the woriie 
to be no bigger then the cages wherin they are bruughtvpand 
liue.But to returne to C#/0x,Sohot & vrger was the liege of Gra» 
ada,that they preſently graunted him 31s demandeto lecke tlie 
new lands,& to bring from thence gold, liluer, pearjes, precious 
ſtones, ſpices,and ſuch other rich things . They gauc 11m ajſo 
ehe 10.part of all the revenues andcuſtomes due vnto the kirg, 
of all ſuch landes as he ſhoulde diſcouer, not doing preiudicein 
anything to the king of Portugal]. The particulars of this agree- 
ment were made in the towne called Santta Fe: &the priviledge 
of the rewarde in Granaaathe xxx. day of Aprill, the ſame yeere 
that citie was won. And whereas the (aid Catholike princes had 
not money preſent to diſpatch Colon, Luzs of S. Angel;the Kings 
Secretary of accomprtes, lent them 6. Pentes of Maraz, which 
in a grotle ſumme make 16. thouſande Ducates, 
In the ſcutcheon of armes giuen to Columbus by Don Ferdinan 
4 and queene 1/abella, theſe verſes were written, 
Por Caſtclla,y por Lron. Nucuo mondo hallo Colon. 
For Caſtile and for Leon. 
A newe worlde founde was by Colon, 
Why they were called Indies. 
Omethinke thatthe people of the new world were called In- 
dians,becaule they are of the colour of the eaſt Indians. And 
although (as it ſeemerh to me ) they differ much in colour and 
faſhions, yet it is true, that of Tndia they were called Indians. In- 
dia is properly called that great Prouince of Aſia, in the whiche 
great Alexander kept his warres, and wasſo named of theryuer 


of the name of the 1n11ans. 4 


Indin: & it is diuided into many Lingdomes confining with the 
fame.From this greatLadia(calied the Ealt India)camegreat co- 
panies of men,as writeth Herogerres,& inhabited thatgreat parte 
of Ethiopia that lyeth betweene the fea Bermeia(ortherwiſlecalled 
the red ſea,or the gulfe of 4ratia)and the river of Xis:al which 
regions great Chriſtian prince Prefter T-bn doth now polletle. 
Fheſaid Indians prevailed ſo much,that they vtterly chaunged 
thecuſtomes and name of that Jand,& called it India: by reaſon 
whereof, Ethiopia alſo hath of long tyme bin called India. And 
hereupon it came that Ariſtotle, Seneca, certayne other old au- 
thorstayd,that India was not farre from Spaine.After this alſo, 
of later dayes our welt India was fo called, ofthe faide India of 
Prefter Ichna where the Portugalles had their trade: For the Pilot 
of the Caraueli that was firlt dryuen by forcible winde toanvn- 
knowne land in the wett Ocean, called the ſame Iadia,beecauſe 
the Portugalles ſocalled ſuch landes as they had lately diſcoues 
red Eaſtwarde. Chriſtopher Colon allo,aftter the faid Pilot, called 
the welt landes by the ſame name: Albeit ſome that take {vlonus 
for an expert Colmographer,thinke that he ſo named them of 
che Eaſt India,as to be the furtheſt & vnknowne endtherof, rea- 
ching into the Weſt,vnder the other hemiſpherie orhalfe globe 
ofthe carth bencath vs:aftirming thatwhehe firſt attempted te 
diſcouer the Indies,he went chicdy to ſceke therich Iland of (F- 
pango,which falleth on the part of great Chinaor Cathay, as wri- 
teth Marcus Paulus Venetus,& other:and that he ſhoulde ſooner 
come thither by following the courſe of the Sunne Weltwarde, 
then againſt the ſame.

Thus growing to further tamiliaritie, our men were 
honorably catertained ofthe king of that part of the Ilid,whoſe 
naine was Geaccanarillas:torit hath man ore when eExe- 
a arriued in Italie;he found Zatium diuided into many kingdos 
and prouinces,as Latinm, Mczeutium, Turnmyand Tarchontem, 
which were ſeparated with narrow bounds, as ſhall more largly 
appeare hereafter. Atthe euen tide about the falling of the Sun, 
when our men went to prayer,and kneeled on their knees after 
Relivions ang he maner of the chriſtians,they did thelikealſo, And afterwhat 
humiepeople manner ſocuer they ſawe them pray to the crolle, they followed 
them in all poyntes as well as they coulde, They ſhewed inuch 

humanitie towards our men, and helped them with theirligh-

yron ) and are very long and narrow. Many aftirme that they iron; 


haue (cene ſome of them with fortie ores. T he wilde & nuiſchie- 
vous people called Canibales, or Caribes, which were accultocd 


to eate mans fleſh(& called of the olde writers, Anthropophagt ) Canibales,or 


moleſt them exceedingly,inuading their countrey,taking them 
captiue,killing & eating them. As our men fayled tothe Landes 
of theſe mecke and humane people, they leftthe Llands ofthe 
Canibales, in maner inthe middelt of their voyage towarde the 
ſouth. They complained that theirllids were noletle vexed with 
the iucurlios of theſe manhunting Cambales when they go torth 
arouing to ſeeke their pray, then arc other tame bealts,of Lyos 
and Tigers. Such children as they take, they geld to make them 
fat as we doe cockechickings and young hogges, and cate them 
when they are wel fedde:of ſuch as they eate, they firlt eate the 
intralles and extreme partes, as hands,feet, armes,necke, and 
head.Theother molt fleſhye partes,they pouder tor ſtore,as we 
do peltels of porke, and gammondes of bakon:yet doe they ab- 
fteyne from cating of women, and countit vile. Therfore ſuch 
yong women as they take,they keepe forincreaſe,as we do hens 
to leye egges : theolde womenne, they make their drudges, 
They of the Ilandes ( which we may nowe call ours ) both the 
men and the women, when they perceiue the Cambales c_ 
have none other ſhift but onely to flee : foralthough theyvie 
very (harpe arrowes made of reedes, yetare they of imall force 
to repretſe the fury of the Carbales:tor cuen they thefelues con- 
tefle, that ren ofthe Cambales are able to ouercome a hundred 
of them if they encounter with them . Their meate is a certaine 
rocte,which they call Ages, much like a nauewe roote in forme 
and greatnelle, but of ſweetetaſt, much likea greene cheltnute, 
They hauealſo another kinde of rootes , whichthey call Z«cca, 
whereof they make breadein like manner. "They vie Ages 
more often roſted or ſodden, then to make breade thereof.But 
they neuer eate 7xcca, except it be tirlt fliced and pretſed ( for 
it is full oflicoure) and then baked or ſodden, But this is to bee

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marueciled at, thatthe iuyce of this roote is a poyſon as ſtrong: 
as coniturs, fo chat it it be druake: it cauſeth preſent death,and 

yetthe bread made of the malle thereof, is of good taſt and hol- 

{ome, asthey all haue prooued. They make allo another kind 
of bread of acertaine pulſe, called Pamcym, much like vato 
Maiziam, wWheate, whereof is great plentie in the Dukedome of Millane, 

| Spaiae, and Cranatum, But that of this Countrey is longer by 

aſpanne, ſomewhat ſharpe towarde the eade, and as bigge as 
a mans arme in the brawne:the graines whereof are ſetin amar- 
ueylous order, and are in forme ſomewhat like a Peaſe, While 
they be ſoure and vnripe, they are white, but when they areripe - 
they be very blacke, when they are broken they are whiter then

Ti:us makinga league of friendſhip 
with the king, and leauing with him xxxviii. mento ſearch the 
Tiande, he departed to Spatne, taking with him tenne of the in- 
habitantes to learue the Spaniſh tongue, to the intent to vie 
them afterward for interpretours. Ce/oxzs therfore at his returne 
was honouradbly receiued of the King and Queene, who cauſed 
him to lit in theirpreſence, which is a token of great loue 
and honour among the Spanyardes. Hee wasalſo made Admi- 
ral of the Ocean,and his brother gouernour of the Uand. 

Toward the ſecond voyage he was furniſhed with xvii. ſhips The ſecond 
whereof three wete great caractes of a thouſande tunne, xii,were Yoyages:CE- 
of that ſort which the Spanyards call Carazclas, without deckes 29% 
and two other ofthe ſame ſort fomewhat bigger, and more apt 
to beare decekes, by reaton of the greatnefle uf their maſtes. Hee 
had alſo a thouſande and two hundred armed footemen wel ap- 
poynted : among which were many artifcers, as ſmythes, Car- 
penters, niyners, and ſuch cther, certaine ho: ſemen alſo, well 
armed : Lykewiſc mares, ſheepe, heygh:fers, and ſuch other of 
both kindes for increaſe : Likewiſe all kinde of pulſe,or goagund 

an 
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andcorne, as wheate, barley, rye, beanes, andpeaſe, and ſuch 
other, aſwell for foodeas toſowe : belide vines, plantes, and 
ſeedes, of ſuch trees, fruites, and hearbes, as thoſe countreyes 
lacke,and ( not to bee forgotten){undry kindes of artyllerie and 
iron tooles, as bowes,arrowes, croſbowes, billes, hargabulles, 
broade ſwordes, large targettes, pykes, mattockes, ſhouelles, 
hammers, nayles, ſawes, axes, and fuch other, Thus beeing 
furnithed accordingly, they ſet torward fromthe Ilandes of Ga- 
des ( now called Cates ) the ſeuenth day before the Calendes of 
Oober,in the yeere of Chriſt. 1493. & arriucd at the Tlandes 
of Canariz at the Calendes of October : Of Thele Ilandes,the 
laſt is called Ferrea, in which there is no other water that may 
be drunke, but onely thatis gathered of the deawe, which con- 
tinually diſtilleth from one onely tree, growing on the higheſt 
banke of the Iland, and falleth into a rounde trench made with 
mans hande: wee were enfourmed of theſe thinges within fewe 
dayes after his departure: Vhat ſhall ſucceede, we will certifie 
you hgeafter. Thus fare ye well, from the courte, atthe Ides 


of Nouember,1493.

none other matter to certifie them of by the poſtes, but onely 

that the Admirall with five ſhippes,and toureſcore and ten men 

remained (till in Hipazielato earch the ſecretes of che Lande, 

and that as touching other matters, hee himſelte would ſhortly 
makerelationin their preſence by woorde of mouth therefore 

theday before the Nones of April, hee came to the court him- 

ſelfe. What I learned of him, and cther faithfull and credibie 

men, which came with him from the Admirall, I will rehearle 

vnto you, inſuchorder as they declared the ſame to mee,when 
Idemanded them :takeit therefore as followeth. T he third day Thelland of

ſee ſomuch as an elle ſpace of bare carth or ſtonie ground, this 

they called Domaimca,becaule they found it on the Sunday, They Thelland of 
taried here no time,becaule they ſawit to be deſert. In the ſpace Dominica. 
of theſe xxi. daies,they thinke that they ſayled eight hundred & 
xx.[cagues,the north northeaſt winde was fo full with them,and 

ſofreſhly followed the ſterne of their ſhips. After they had ſay- 

led a litle further, they eſpied divers Ilandes repleniſhed with 

fundry kindes of trees, from the which came fragrant ſauoures 

of ſpices and fivecte gummes : here they ſawe neyther manne 

nor beaſt, except certaine Lyfartes of huge bignetle, as they re- Eyſartes. 
ported which went aland to view the countrey, This Iland they 

called Galaraor Galanta: from thecape or poynt of this Lland, 0 Tland of 
eſpying a mountaine farre of, they ſayled thither, About, xxx.

Their trame is rayſ{ed of exceeding 
high trees,ſet cloſe together, and falt ;amraired in the ground, 

ſo (tanding allope, and bending invard;ti:at the toppes of the 

trees ioyne together,and beare one agatiit another , hauing 

allo within che houſe certain ſtrong and fort proppesor polts 

which ſuſteyne the trees from fall:ng. They couer them with 

the leaues'ot date trees,and other trees {irongiy compact and 
hardened,wherwith they make them ciofe from winde and wea- 

ther. Atthe ſhorte polts or proppes within the houſe, they tie 
ropes of the cotton of gotſampinetrees,or other ropes made of 

Goffampine. certaine long & rough roots, much like vnto the ſhrubbe called 
ans Shartum, wherot in oldtime they vſed to make bands for vines. 
and gables and ropes for ſhippes. Thele-they tye overthwart 
the houſe from poltto poft, on thele they Jay as it were cer- 
tainematreſſesmade of the cotton of gotſampine trees, which 
growe pleatifully in thefe Ilandes. This cotton the Spanyards 
call 4/godon, andthe Italians Bombaſinet and thus they ſleepe 
in hanging beddes. At:the entrance of one of theirhouſes,they 
ſawe two Images of woodelike vnto ſerpentes, which they 
,thought had beeneluch idoles as they honour: but they learned 
afterwarde thatthey were ſet there onely tor comelinetle, for 
they know none other God then the ſunne& moone,although 
they make certaine images of gotlampine cotton tothe fim!t- 
tude of ſuch phantaltes as they.lay appeare to them in the night 
Our men tound in their houſes, all kinds of earthen vellelis, nct 
much ynlike vnto ours. They founde a!foin their kytchens, 
Fine cookeric. mans fleſh, duckes fleſh,& goole fleſh,allin one pot, and othcr 
on heſpitsready to be Jaydtothe fire. Entring into their inner 

lodginges, they founde taggottes of the bones of mens armes 

Arrowheades and jegges, which they reſerue to make headesfortheir Ar- 
of hornes. 8 wes, becauſethey lacke iron,the other bones they caſt away 
when they haveeatenthe fleſh. They found likewiſe the head 

ef a yon; manfaltenedto a poſt, and yet bleeding.They haue 
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in ſomevillages , one great hall or pallace, about the which 
their common houſes are placed : to this they reſfort,as often as 
they coine together to play, Vhen they perceived the com- 
ming of our men, they fledde. In their zoufes they founde 
allo abouse thirtie children captives, which were referued to 
bee caten, but our men tooke them away to vie them tor tnter- 
preters. S2arching more diligently the inner paits of the Ilande, 
they ſound ſeuen other riuers, bigger then this which wee 
ſpake' of betore, running through the Ilande, with truitetull 
and pleaſant bankes, deleable to beholde, This Ilande 
they called Guadalupeayforthe limilitude that it hath to the motit 
Guedalupns in Spayne,. where the image of the virgine Marie 
is religioutly honoured, but the inhabitantes call it Caracueriay 
or Qucraquiera: It is the chicte habitatio of the Canales, They

(which they call Cazoas)they looled their ankers the day before 
the Ides of Nouember, and departed from Guadalupea. Colonus 
the Admiral,tortie delire he had to fee his companions,which 
at his firſt voyage he left the yeere betore in Hiſpamela to ſearch 
the country,lct patle many I:ands both on his righthand, & left 
hande, andayled directly thytter, By theway there appeared 
from thenortha great Tland,which the capriuesthat were taken

gather euga a$they doe gold, thatis, as much as will ſ:rue for

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the inhabitants of ether countreys adioyning to them,for ſuch 
"thinges az they lacke, as dyſhes, pottes, ſtoolcs, and ſuch other 
necetlaries. As Zuxames returned to the Admirall (whichwas 
about the Ides of March) hee founde in the woodes certaine

of pleaſant paſſe not on them, Thisregion, though it be full of ſtones & 
caſt, reckes ( and is therefore called.

Here he ſent certainearmed men out of the ſhippes to 

Rofteafq, & Re cottages, where they found neither man. nor woman, bue 
ſerpents of viii ro{tmeate enough, for they found certaine ſpittes of woode 
footelong, lying. at the fire, hauing fithe on them about an hundred

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pounde weight, and two ſerpentes ofeyghtfoote long a peece 
whereat maruciling, and looking about if they could elpieanie 
of the inhabitantes, and that none appeared in light (torthey 
fledde all to the mountaines at the comming of our men) they 
fell to theirmeate, and to the fiſh taken with other mens tra- 
uayle, but they abſteined from the ſerpents,which they athirme 


to differ nothing from the Crocodiles of Egypt,butonlyin big- cygcodiles of 
neſle:tor (as P/ne laytn)Crocodiles haue ſometimes bin tound Eg;pe, 


of xviii. cubitslong, but of theſe the biggelt were but of cight 
foote, Thus being wel retrethed,they entred intothe next wood. 
where they found many of the fame kinde of lerpentes, hanging 
vpon boughes of trees, of the which, ſome had their mouthes - 
tved with {tringes, and ſome their teeth taken out. And as they 
ſearched the places neere vnto the hauen, they (awe abuur.Ixx. 
men inthe top of a- high rocke, which fled as ſuoneas they had 
eſpied our menne: who by ſignes and tokens of peace calling 
them againe, there was one which came neere them,and ({tood 
on the toppe of a rocke, ſeeming as though he were yet feare- 
full:but the Admiralſent one Dzaacxs to him,a man of the ſame 
countrey, whom he had at his firſt voyage taken iathe Ilande 
of Guanahains, being neere vnto Cuba, willing him to come 
neare, and not to beafraide, When he hearde Didacns ſpeake 
to him in his owne tongue,he came boldly to him, and ſhortly - 
afterreſorted to his cumpanie,perſwading them.to come with- 
out all feare. After this metſage was done, there deſcended from 
the rockes to the ſhippes, about threeſcore and ten of the inha- 
bitants, profering friendſhip and gentlenelleto our men:which 
the Admirallaccepted thankefully, and gaue them diuers re- 
wards,& thatthe rather, for that he had intelligence by Didacus 


the interpreter, thatthey were the kinges fiſhers, ſentof their The kinges. 
Lorde to takefth againit a ſolemnefeaſt which hee prepared fiſhers, 


foranother king. And whereas the Admiralles men had eaten 
the f{h which they left at the fire, they were the gladder 
thereof, becauſe they had left the ſerpentes:for there is nothing 
among their delicate diſhes, that they e{teeme fo. much 
as theſe ſerpentes, in ſo much that it is more lawfull for 


common people to cate of them, then Peacockes or Phe- * wg

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as many more the ſame night. Being asked why they firft 

roſted the fiſh which they entended to beareto the King #

had appoynted, following the falling of the ſunnefrom the be-

Then they deſired to knowe his name, and toldeour men like- 
wiſe the name of their king. Thus fayling on yet further ever 
cowarde the VVelt, within fewe dayes he came neere vnto a cer- | 

, ; ; : | A Mountaine 
taine exceeding high mountaine,wel inhabited by reaſon of the gyirgull & wel: 
great fertilitie of the ſame, The inhabitantes of this mountaine, inhabir<d 
broughe to our ſhip, bread, gotlampine cotton,conies,%& ſundry 
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kindes of wilde foule, demaunding religiouſly of the interpre- 


toures, if thisnation deſcended not trom heauen. The king 
of this people , and diuers other ſage men that ſtood by him,in- 
formed him that that Tland was no Iland. Shortly after,entring 
into one ofthe Ilandes being on the left hande of this Lland 
they found no bodietherein;for they fied all atthe comming of 
our men : Yet founde they there toure dogges of maruelous de- 
formed ſhape, & ſuch as coulde not barke, This kind of dogges, 
they cate as we doe goates, Here is great pleiity of getſe,duckes, 
and hearons. Betweene theſe Ilandes and the continent,he en- 
tered into ſo narrowes [treightes, that hee couldeſcarſely turne 
backe the (hippes, and thele alſo ſo ſhalow,that the keele of the 
ſhips ſometime raſed on the ſands. The water of thele (treights, 
for the ſpace of fourtie myles, was white and thicke, like vnto 
mylke, and as though meate had beene {parkled thoughout 
all that{ca. And when they hadde ar'the length eſcaped theſe. 
{traights,& were now come into a maine & large ſea, and hadde 
ſayled thereon for the ſpace of foureſcore myles, they clpied an 
otherexceeding high mountaine,whetherthe Admiral reſorted 
to {tore his ſhippes with freſh water and tuell, Heere among 
certaine woodes of Date trees, & pyne apple trees of exceeding 
height, hee ftounde two nauie ſpringes of freſh water, In the 
meanetime, while the woode was cutting, and the barrelles 
filling, one of our archers wentinto the woode to hunt, where - 
he eſpyeda certaine manwith a white veſture, {olike a fryer of 
theorder of faynt Marie of AZcrceats,. that arte firſt tighthe 
ſuppoſed it had bin the Admirals priett, which he brought with 
hin,beinga man of the ſame order:butewo other tollowed him 
immediately out of the ſame woodes. Shortly after, hee ſawe a 
far of a wholecompanieof men clothed in apparel,being about 
XXX. in number. Then turning hisbacke,and crying out to his 
tellowes, hee made halt to the ſhippes with all that he might 
driue, Thele apparell men, made lignes and tokens to him 
totary,and not to beafraid,but that not withſtanding he ceaſed 
not to flee. The Admirall being aduertiſed hereof, and not 
a little reioycing that hee hadde tounde a ciuile people, in- 
continently ſent fourth armed menne, with commandement 
that if neede ſhoulde ſo require,they ſhould enter fourtie myles 


inte 


which were many natiue vines, hereand there creeping abou 
hightrees, with many other trecs bearing aromatical fruites ,; "ne 
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intothe Yande,vntill they might finde eyther thoſe apparelled 
men, or other inhabitauntes of that countrey;:When they had 
paſlcd ouer the wood, they came into a great plaineful of gratle 
and hearbes, in which appeared no token of any pathway. Here 


attempting co goe through the gratle and hearbes, they were 


ſoertavgled and bewrapt therein, that they were ſcarſely able 
to patle amyle, the gratie bceing there litlelowerthen our ripe 
corne: being therefore wearyed, they were enforced to returne 
agaync, finding no pathway. The day tollowing he (cnt foorth 
xxv.armed menanother way, commanding them to make dili- 
gent ſearch and inquilition what maner of people inhabited the 


- land: Whe departing,when they had found, not farre from the 


ſealide, certaine ſteps of wilde beaſtes, of the which they luſpe- 
aed ſome to be of Lions teete, beipg ſtricken with feare, retur- 
ned backe agayne, As theycame, they found a woode inthe 


and ſpices. Of theſe vines they brought with them into Spayne: 
many cluſters of grapes, very ponderous,andfull of licour: bur 


- of the other fruites they brought none, becaule they putcified by 
the way imthe ſhip, & werecalt into the ſea. They ſay alſo that 
-in the landes or medowes of thoſe woodes, they ſawe fockes of 


great Cranes, twiſe as bigge as ours. As hee went forward, and 
eurned his ſayles towarde certaine other mountaines, hee eſpied 
two cotages-on the ſhore, in che which he ſaw onely one man, 
who being broughtto the ſhippe, ſignified with head, fingers, 
and by all other lignes that he couldedeuiſe,that the land which 
lay beyonde thoſe mountaines was very full: of people : and as 
the Admiral drey'neere the ſhore of the ſame, there met him cer 
caine Canars,hauing in them many people of thecountrey,who 


madelignesand tokens of peace and friend(hip. But here Did pau ru 
es the interpretour, which vnderſtoode the language of the in- guagesinihe 
habitants ofthe beginning of C#ba, vaderſtoode notthem one lland of Cubs 


whit, whereby they conſidered that in ſundry prouinces of Cx 
6a, were ſundry languages:He had allo intelligence, that inthe 
Ilande of this region was king of great power,and accuſtomed 
to weareapparell: heefaydethat all the tracte of this ſhore was 


drowned with water,and ” of mudde, beſette with manytrees,

As they yet proceeded 
forwarde, they ſaw here and there all the way along by the ſhore, 
a great ſmoake ryling, vntill they cameto another mountaine 
foureſcore myles dittai;t, there was no rocke:; or hill that- 
coulde be ſeene, butthe ſamewasall ofa (moake, But whether. 
the fires were- made by the inhabitantes tor: their necellarie 
bulinelle, or ( as wee ate wont to ſette beacunson fire when we 
fuſpe&the approch uf ur enemies ) thereby-to giue warning to 
their:eighbours to becina readinejle,& gather togetier, if per- 
haps curmenſtoulde atterpt any thing againſt them,or others- .

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aye ambatſadours-of the Kinges of diuers regions were ſent to 
Cannaboa , perivading him in noconditionto permit the Chris 
ſtians-to inhabite the Llande, except hehadde rather ſerue then 
rule. Onthe other partic, Hoieda aduettiſed Camnabea to goe to 
the Admirall, and to makea league of friendſhipwithhim : bue 
the ambatladours on-the contraty part,threatnedhim,that it he 
woulde lo doe, the other kinges woulde inuade his region. But 
. Hoteda anlwered them againe, that whereas they conſpired to 
mainteynetheir libertie,they ſhould by chac meanes be brought 
to ſeruitude & deſtruction, ifthey entended to relilt or keepe 
war againſt the Chirſtians'Thus Caxnaboa on the one lide and 
the other being troubled,as it were a rocke inthe ſea beaten with 
contrary floudes, and much more vexed with the ſtormes 
of his guiltie conſcience;for that he had priuily ſlaine xx. of our 
men vnder pretece of peace;feared to come to the Admiral: but 
at the length,haning excogitared his deceyt, to haue ſlaine the

'haſted with ſuch as he had now gotten;Leauing therefore inthe 
-fortretſeagarriſon of ten men, with that portion ofthe Lande 
. breade which yet remained, leauing alſo with: them a Hounde 
-totakethoſekindes of litte beaſtes which- they call Yfas, not 
,muchvalike our-Contes, .hce returned-tothe ftortreile of Con- 
ception,. T his alſo was the moneth wherein'the king Guarioxc- 
xins,and allo Mazicautexwes borderer vnto him, ſhoulde haue 
brought in-their tributes, Remaining there the whole moneth 
oft IJune,he exa&ed the wholetribute of the two kinges, and vi- 
Aualles necellary for him-and-ſuch as he brought with him, 
abom which were about fourehundred in number. Shortly after,about 
$paiar, the Calcndes of Iuly,there came three Caraueles from Spayne, 
| bringing with.them ſundry kindes of vifalles, as wheate, 
oyk,wine, bakon, & Martclmas beefe, which were.diuided to 
cuery man according as neede required, ſcme alfewaslolt in 
the caryage for lackef good lookingto.Atthearriuail of theſe 
-Fhippes, [the Lieutenant receiued commaundement from the 
King and the Admiralihis brother,that he with his men ſhouJd 
remouec their habitation to the South (id2 of the Ilande,becauſe 
it was necrertothe golde mynes : Alſothat hee ſhoulde make 
diligent fearch for thoſe Kinges which had Nlayne the Chriſti= 
an men, andto fende them with-tacirconfederates bound into 
Spaine.Arthe next voyage therefore heient three hundred caps 
'trues, wita three kinges, and when hee had diligently ſearched 
thecoaſtcs ofthe South ſide, he tranſport2d-his habitation,and 
.buildeca fortietle there, vppon thetoppe of an hill neare vnto 
A ſure haven: this fortretle hee calied ſunt Dominickes tower. 
Into thishaven runnetha river of whoiſome water, repleniſhed 
withſundry kindes of good fiſhes + they aftirme this river to 
haue.many benefites of nature, for where ſocuer it runneth, 
all thinges are exceeding picaſaunt and truitefull, hauing 
ON eveay {ide groues of Date trees, -and divers other of the 
Jandetruites lo plentifully ,that as they layied. along by the 
Gore, oftentimes the brauuches thereof, laden with flowres 
and 
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and fruites, hong ſo ouer their heades, that they might plucke 
them with their handes : alſo that the fruittuines of this ground, Inbetts, 
is cyther equall with the ſoyle of Ilabella, or better, In 1/abella , 
hee left onely certaine ſicke men, - and ſhippe wrightes, whome. 
hee had appoynted to make certaine caraue!s,.the reſidue of kis: 
men, hee conueighed tothe South, to ſaint Dominiekestower. 
After hee had builded this fortretle, Teauing therein a garriſon 
ofxx, men, . hee withthe remnar.t of his touldiers, prepared 
themſclucs to ſearch the. inner partes of the Welt lide of 
the Laude, hitherto knowne onely by name, Therefore 
about xxx. leagues, . (tat is) foureſcore and tenne ' myles 
from the fortretle , hee chaunced on the ry uer V.ubay which Theriuer op 
wee laydeto dcfcende from tie mountaines of C:hauaright ton Nada, 
wardethe South, by che middelit of tae Ilande, When he had 
ouerpalſed this river with acompaitie of armed menne diuided 
into xxv. decurions,that is, tenne ina companic,withtlicir ea» 
pitaines, he ſ:zrttwo decurions to the regions of thoſe Kinges 
inwhoſe landes . were the great woodes of bralile tree,  Incly- 
ning towarde the Jeft hande, they founde the woodes, cntred. 
intothein,and felled the high and precious trees, which were to: 
that day vatouched.Each ofthe decurions filled certainc of the 
Tlande houſes with the trunkes of bralile, there to bee referued 
vntill the ſhippes came which ſhould cary them away. But the, 
Lieutenantdirecing his journey towarde the right hande; not 
farre from the bankes of the riuer of Naiba,tound a certain king 
whoſe name was Beachins Anacauchoa, encamped againſt the ig- 
habitants of the province of N::ba,to ſubduethem-vnder his do; 
minion,as he had don many other kings of the Uand, borderers- 
vnto him. The palacect this great kingJis called Xaragua, &is 
{ſituate rowarde the Welt end of:the Ilande, diſtant from the ri- 
acer of Naibagxxx,leagues. All the princes which dwell betweene: 
the Welt ende & his palace, are ditionaries vnto kim, Aflthat- 
region from Naibato tne furtheſt marches of the welkzis vtterly 
without golde, althougs: it bg full of mountaines.. When the "v2 "7" 
king hadeſpied our men, iaying apart his weapoas,- and g:uing xvithow colde ' 
Upnes of peace, , heſpake gentiely tothe ( yncertatne whether: 
itwere of hu;nanitie or feare) and demanded of them what the 
woulde haue, The Lieutenant aalweared, Ti:at kee ſhould, 
| paie 
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pay tribute” tothe Admirall his brother, in-the name of-the 
--Chriſtian King of Spayne. Towhom he layde, How can you 


require that of me, whereas neuera region vndermy dominion 
bringeth forth golde ?For he had heard,thatthere was a ſtrange 
nation entred into the Iland., which made greatſearch for gold: 


- Buthe ſuppoſed that they deſired ſome other thing. . The lieu- 


tenant anſwered againe, God forbidde that wee ſhoulde en- 
ioyne any manne to.pay ſuch tribute as he might notealily for- 
beare, orfuch-2swere not engendered or growing inthe region 
| but wee vnderſtande that your regions bring foorth great plen- 


-tie of Gollampine cotton, and hempe, with ſuch other,whereof 
- weedelire-youto giue vs parte. When he heard:theſe woordes, 


_he promiſed with chearefull countenance, togiue him as much 
of theſe thinges-as hee woulde require, Thus difmifling his 
army, and ſending metlengers before,he himſelfe accompanied 

-the Lioatinant and broughthim to his palace, being diſtant 
(as we haueſayde) xxx. leagues. 'Inallthistracte, they palled 

.through the juriſdiction of other princes,being vader his domi- 
nion : Of the which, ſome gaue them hempe, of no lefſe good- 

 nelle to make tackelinges for ſhippes then our woode :-Qther 

-fome brought breade, and ſome Gollampinecotton. And fo 
cuery of them payde tribute with ſuch commoditics as their 
countries brought forth. At the length they came-to the kinges 
manſion place of Xaragua, Before they entred into the pa- 
lace, agreatmultitude of the kingesferuantes and ſubiectes re- 
ſorted tothe court,honorably(aftertheir maner)to receiue their 
king Benchins Anacauchoa, with the ſtrangers which he broughe 
with him to ſee the magnificence of his.court. But now ſhall you 
heare howe they were entertained. Among other triumphes & 
lightes, -two are efpecially to bee noted : Firlt, there mette 
themacompanie of xxx. women, beeing all the kinges wiues 
and concubines,bearing intheir handes branches of date trees, 
finging and daunſing -: they were all naked ,- ſauing that 
:theirpriuie partes were couered with breeches of Goſlampine 
cotton: butthe virgins, hauing their haire hanging downe 


Well fanoureg Abouttheir ſhoulders, tyed aboute the foreheads with afillet, 


yvamen, 


were vtterly naked. They affirmethac their faces, breaſts, pap- 
pes; hands, and'other parts-of their bodies, were exceedinge 
| {mooth 
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ſmoth; and well proportioned; but ſomwhat irclining to aloue- 
ly broune. They ſuppoſed that they had (eerie thole n:olt beuti- 
full Dryades, or the native nymphes or fayries of tl.e fountaines

* + wherof theantiquesſpake ſo much. The braunches vt Cate trees 


whuct: they bore 17 their right handes when they dau: ced, they 
delivered to the Lieutenant, with lowly courtelie ai:d ſmiling 
countenance. 'Fiusentring into the Kinges houle, they founde 
2 delicate ſupper prepared tor then, after their manzer, When 
they were well refreſhed with meate, the nyght drawing on, 
ti:ey were brought by the kinges officers, euery man to lus .od- 
ging, according tu his degree, 11certaine of their houſes about 
tie paitace, where they reſted them in hanging beds, after the 
maaer of the countrey,whereot wehaue ſpoken more largely in 
a:other place. 

The day following, they brought our men-totheir common | 
hal), into the which they come together as often as they make - «+. , +. 
any notable games or triumphes,as we haue ſayde before. Heere Apret 
atter many daunſynges, ſingivges, maskinges, runninges, Paltime: 
wreſtlinges, and other trying of maſtryes, ſodainly there appea- | 
redina large plaine neere vnto the hal,two great armies of men - 
of warre, whuch the king for his paſtime had caſed to bee pre- 
pared, as the Spaniardes vie the play with reedes, whichthey 
call ngade Canias. As the armies drewe.neere together, they 
allayled the onetk.e other as hercely, as if mortall enemies with 
theirbannersſpleade,ſhould fght fortheir goods, theirlandes, 
their lives, tier libertie, their countrey, their wiues and their 
childreny{o that withinthe momert of an houre,foure menwere 
llayne, and many wounded. The battaylealfo ſhoulde haue ow _ 
continued longer, it tize king had not, atthe requeſt of curmen *2Y2* mipore 
cauſed them to ceaſe, The thirde day, the Licutenaunt coun- 
{ayling theKing to ſowe more plentieof gotlampine vponthe }.. 
bankes necre vnto the waters lide, that they might the better 
paye their tribute pryuately , according to the multitude of 
theirhoules, 'hce prepared to /abella, to vilite the licke menne 
which hee hadde left there, and aiſotoſec howe his. weorkes. 
wentforwarce. In the timeof bis abſence, xxx. of his meane 
wereconſum:d with diuerſe diſeaſes , VWheretore beciig ſore 
troubled uw his nunde, and - maaner *at his. wittes ende, 
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what hewere beſt ty doe, for as much as hee wanted all thinges 


neceilarie,as well toreſtore them. to health which were yet acra- 


ſed, as alſo vitayles to maintaine the whole- multitude, where 


as therewas yet no _ſhippe come from Spayne .: atthe length, . 


hee determined to ſendeabroade. the licke men hereand there 
to ſundry Regions ot the Llande,aud to thecaltelleswhich the;

men in theſe Caſtels, and other of the Land houſes neere vnto 
the ſame, hee himſelfe repayredto Saint Dominickes,exatting 
trybutes of all the kinges which were in his way. When 


hee had taryed thereatewedayes, there was a .rumour {areade, . 


that all the kinges about the borders of the towre.of Concep- 
tion, hadde conſpired with deſperate myndes to rebell againit 


_—_ ' hee tooke. his journey towarde them immediately,. notbeing 


diſcouraged eytherby the lengthof the way, orfeeblenctſe_of 
his ſoudiers,. becing in manner forewearied withtrauayle. Ag .

after, when he had put to death two of the Kinges whiche were 
the chiete authors of this new reno{tc,and had ſuborned Gearro- 


rexinrandthe other kings to attempt-theſame, lealt thepeople ,

trey, whichthing might haue bin. great incommoditicco our 
men, who bythe increaſe of their-ſeedes and truites were often 
rimes ayded, he freely pardoned and diſmitled Gaarionexizes and 
che other kinges, the people in the meane time flocking-togea« 


ther about the tower, to the number- of fiue:thouſande without 


weapons, with pitifull houling for the deliverance of their kings 
Theayrethundered,& the earth trembled through the veheme- 


cie of their outcry. The Lieutenaunt- warned Guarienexins and 


the other kinges, with-threatninges, with rewardes, - and with 
promiſes, neuer-hereafter to attempt any fuch-thing. Then 
Grartonexins made an oration to the people,of the.great power 
of our men,of their clemencie toward a7” 656 & liberalitic to 
ſuche as remaine faithtull, deſiring themreo quiet theirmyndes, 


and fromthencetorth neither indeed nor-thoughe to enterprife 
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any thing againft the Chriſtians, but.to obeyand ſerue them, 
except they woulde dayly bring themſclues into further cala- 
mities. When the oration was finiſhed, they tooke him vppe, 


' and ſet him on their ſhoulders, and fo caryed him home to his 


owne pallace -: and by this meanes,. this. Region was paci- 
fyed fora while. But our menne, with heauie countenance 
wandered vp and downe,as deſolate in aitrange countrey,lack- 
ing victailes, and worne out of apparell, whereas.xv. monethes 
wcre nowe palled liace the Adnurals departure, duryng which 
time, they coulde heare nothing out of Spayne. The Lieue- 
tenaiit comforted them all that hee coulie with tayrc wards 
and promiſes, In the meane time, Benchins Anacanchoa (. the 
king of the Welt partes uf the Region of Xaxagua ( uf whome 


' wee ſpate before) ſent metlengers to the Lieuctenant, to ligni- 


Gevnto him, that hee had in a readines the goflampine cotton, 
and fuch other thinges as he willed him to preparetor the 

aymeat of his trybute., VWhereupon the Lieuctenant tooke 
bis iourney thither.and was honoradly receiued of the king and 
his liſter, ſometime the.wite of Cannabea the king of Cribana, 
bearingno letle rule in the goueriauyce of her brothers king- 
dome, then he himſelte : For they attirmed her to beea wile 
woman,ot good maners,& pleaſa;itin companie. She carneltly 
verſo lie brother,by the example of her husband, to loue 
& obey the Chriſtiaus, This woman was called Anacaora. Hee 
foundein the palace of Beachins Anacauchoa. xxxii.kings, which 
had brought therr tributes with them, and abode his comming, 
They brought with them aiſ{o,belidetheir tribute aſligned them 
further todemeritethe fauour of our men,great plenty of vitails, 


as both kindesof bread, conies, and fithes,atready dried,becaule . 


they ſhould not put:ifie : Serpentes alfo of that kinde which wee 
fayic to be eſteemed among them as molt delicate meat, & like 
vnto Crecodiles ſauing in bignetle. Thete Serpents they cal 7 
@/rmas wiiich our men Jearned(fomwhat too lare)to haue bia e1- 
genderedin tlic Liande: For vnto that day, none of them durſt 
aducature to tait of them, byreafon ct their horribledeformity 
and lothfomnes, YettEe Lieutenant, being ent.ſed by the plea« 
fantnes of the kinges lifter, determined toratt of the Serpentes. 
Jt when licefelt tne Hlethe thereof to beeſo delicate to his 

| tongue, 
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tongue,hee fel to amaine without allfeare : thewhich thing his 
companions perceiving, were not behinde him in greedynellc 
infomuch that they had now none other talke,thenof the ſweet- 
netle of theſe ſerpentes, which they aftirme to be of more plea- 
caunte taſte, then ceyther our Phelantes or Partriches : but 
they looſetheir talte,except they be a after a certainefa- 
ſhion, as doe Peacockes and Pheſantes, except they beenter- 
larded before they be roſted. They prepare them therfore after 
this manner : Firſt, taking out their bowelles, euen trom the 
chrotexathe thyghes, they waſhe and rubbe their bodies verie 
cleane both within & without, then rolling them together on a 
gitcle,inuoluedafterthe maner of a ſleeping ſnake, they thrult 
chem into a pot, of no bigger capacitiethen to hold them only 
ehis done, puttinga little water vnto them, with a portion of 
the Ilande Pepper, they ſeethe them with a ſoft fire of fweete 
wood,and ſuch as maketh no great ſmoake: Ofthe fatofthem 
being thus ſodde, is madean exceeding pleaſant broth or pot- 
tage. They ſay alſo,that there is no meat to becompared to the 
egges of theſe ſerpentes, which they vie to ſeethe by themſelues

alſo be reſerued many dayes after. But hauing ſayde thus 
much of their entertaynement and dayntie fare, let vs nowe 
ſpeake of other matters , When the Lieutenant had filled one 


_ of the Ilande houſes with the Gotlampine cutton which he had 


recciued fortribute, the kinges promiſed furthermore to giue 
him as much oftheir bread as he would demaunde : he gaue 
them heartie thanks, & gentlely accepted their friendly proffer 
In themeane time, whyle this bread was a gathering in ſun- 
dry regions,to be brought tothe palace of Beuchins Anacauchoa 
king of Xaragea, he ſent metlengers to 1/abella, for one of the 
two Carauelles whiche were lately made there, intending to 
(ende the ſame thither againe laden with bread, The Manners 
glad of theſe tydinges, fayled about the Ilande, and in ſhorte 
{pace brought the ſhippeto the coaſtes of Xaragua. The liſter 
of king Beuchins Anacauchea, that wile and pleaſaunt woman 
Anacaona ( the wite ſometime of Caunaboa the king of the gol- 
den houſe of the mountaynes of Cibaza, whoſe husband died in 
the way when he ſhoulde haue beene caryedints SpayneJwhen 
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ſhe heard ſaythatour Type was arriued on the ſhore ofher na» © 
e 2 


tive countrey, perſwaded the king her brother, that they both 

myght goe together to ſee it: for the place where the ſhyppe lay 

was not paſte. vi. myles diſtant from Xaragsa, They reſted all 

carte Pight in the midway, in a certaine village in thewhich was the 
—_ treaſurie or iewel houſe of Aracaona , Her treaſure was neither

"nah the Of ſtooles and:chayres, ſhee gauethe Lieuetenauat fourtecne, 
eccot i702, and of vellelles pertaining to the table and kitchen, ſhee gaue 
him threeſcore, ſome of wood, aud ſome of carth, alfo gotlam- 
pine cotton readie ſpunne foure great bottomes of exceeding 

weight. The day following whenthey came to the ſea fide where 

was an other village of the kinges, the Lieuetenant com- 

maunded the ſhippe boatto bebroughtto the ſhore. The king 

allo had prepared two Canoas, painted after their maner, one 

for himſelte and certayne of his gentelmen , an other for his fi- 

fter Anacaora and her wayting women : but Anacaonadelired to 

he caried in the ſhippe boate with the Lieuetenaunt. When 

they noweapproched neare-vnto the ſhippe, certaine great pee- 

ces of ordinance were diſcharged of purpoſe, the ſea was fil- 

id with thuader , and theayre with ſnoke , they trembled 

and 
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and quaked for feareſuppoling thar' the frame ofthe world had 
beene in danger of falling, but when: they (awe the Lieutenant 
laugh, and lookechearctully on them, they.called againetheir 
Girites,and when they yer drewe nearer to the ſhip, and heard 

e noiſe of the flutes, ſhalmes, and drummes, they were won-

derfully altonied atthe fweete harmony thereof. Entryng into - 


the ſhippe,and beholding the forethip and the ſterne, the toppe 
caſtel.the maſt,the hatches,the cabbins,the keele,and the tack- 
lynges, the brother fixing hiseyes onthe liſter, and thelilter 
on the brother, they wereboth as it were dumme and amaſed 
and wiſte not what toſayfor too much woondering, While 
beholding theſe things,they wandered vp and dowae | ſhippe, 
the Licutenane commaunded the ankers to be looſed, and the 
fayles to be hoyled vp. Then were they further aſtoniſhed, when 
they ſawe ſo great a mole to moue as it were by it ſelfe, without 
ores:& without the force of man : for there aroſe from the earth 
ſuchawynd, as a man would hauewiſhed for of purpole : Yet 
furthermorc,when they perceiued the ſhippe to moue ſometi:e 
forwarde,and ſometime ds {cmnetime toward the right 
hand, and ſometime towarde the left, and that with one winde 
andin manner at one inſtanr, they were at their wittes end for 
to much admiration. Thele thinges finiſhed, and the ſkyppes la- 
den with bread, and ſuch other rewardes, they beeingallo re- 
compenced with other of our thinges, hee diſmitſed not onely 
the king Beuchins Anacanchoaand his liſter, butlikewiſe all their 
ſeruauntes and women, 1epleniſhed with ioy and wondering, 
After this, he himſelfe tooke his iourney by foote with his foul. 


diers to the citic of 7/2bell,, where hee was aduertiſed that one 


Roldanus Ximenus,anoughty fellow (whom before, beeing his 
ſcruant, he had preferred to bee capitayne of the miners and {a- 
bourers, andafter made hima Judge in cauſes of controuerlie) 
had vſed him(elfe uutragiouſly, and was malicioully mynded 
ainſt him, and further, the cauſe of much mifchiefe in his 
abſence, For king Guarionexins ( who a while beefore was par- 
doned cf his former rebellion, & per{waded the people to obey 
the Spaniardes ) was by his nuughty vſage, aud ſich ather as 
were confedered with him, ſo accenſed to reuengethe iniuries 
whiche they ſuſteyned at his Hanes , belidethe abhominable

of deſperate minde fledde to the-mountaynes, being diftant 
from 1/abella onely tenne leagues weltwarde, towarde thenorth 
ſide of the ſea. Theſemountaynes, and allo the inhabitauntes 
of the ſame, they callby one name, Crgnaios. The great king of 
all thekinges and Regions of thele mountainesis called Afaio- 
banexins, and his court or palace is named Capromes - :- the 
mountaynes are rough, high, and ſuchas no man can palle ts 


the toppes thereuf,they-aie alſo bending,and haue their corners 


reaching downe to the ſea. Betweene both the corners of the 
mountaynes, is thereagreat playne, by the whiche many ri- 
uers fall from the mountaynesinto the ſea, the peopleare very 
fierceand warlike men,hauing their originall of the Canibales : 
for when they deſcende from the mountaines tothe playnes,to 
keepe warre with their borderers, they eate all fuch as they kill, 


: Guarionexins therefore,flecing to the king of theſe mountaynes , 


-gauehim many pr of tuch thinges as are wanting in his 
country, therwithdeclaring how vilely,villanouſly,and violent- 
ly hee had beene vſed of our men, with whom hecould nothing 
preuayle, neither by faire meanes, nor by foule , neither by hu- 
mility,nor by ſtoutnelle, and that to be the caule of his reſor- 
ting to him at thattime,moſt humbly deſiring him to be his de- 
fence againſt the oppreſſions of ſuch miſchicuous people. Maco- 
 banexinsheereupon, made him promiſe to ayde and helpe him. 
againſt the Chriſtians all that he might. The Lieutenant there- 
fore made haſt tothe fortreſle of Conception, whither,asfoong 
as hee was come, hee ſentfor Rol/danrs Xeminns, who with ſuch 
as followed him, lay in certaine of the Iland villages, xii, myles 
diſtant from the fortrefſe. Art his comming, the Lieuetenant 
aſked him what all theſe ſtirres and tumultes meant?Hee anſwe- 


' 'red withoutabaſhment, Your brother the Admirall hath to do 


"therewith. and ſhall aunſivere for the ſame before the king, for 


_ weperceiuethatthe king hath ſo put him in truſt, that he hath 


hadno regardetovs : herewee periſh for hunger, while wee 

followe you, and are dryuen to ſeke our vnhappie food.in the 
defertes:; Your brother alfoaſſigned mee aſiſtaune with you 
in gouecrning the Lande. Wherefore figh you haue no _ 
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reſpe&vntovs, weare determined no longert6 bee vnder your 

obedience. When Roltawes had fpokentheſewordes, and ſuch 

other, the Lieuetenant woulde haue layde handes on him, but 

heeſcaped his fingers,and flcdde tothe Welt partes of the regi- 

onof Xaragua,hauing with him atrayne of threeſcore and ten 

men, which were of hisconfederacie. .Here this-filthy finke of 

rebelles thus conſpired, playde their vages, and livedwith loole Licentiouſnes 
bridlesin all kinde of nuſchiefe, robbing the people, ſpoyling inlibertie. 
the countrey, and rauiſhing both wyues and virgins. byte 

theſe thinges were doing in the Ilande, the Admiral had eight 
ſhippes appoynted him by the king, of the which hee (ent two | 
laden with victualles, from Catcror Gades of Hercules pyllers, + ppl- 
direly to the Lieutenant his brother. Theſe ſhips by chaunce ON 
arryued firſt on the ſide of the Ilande where Ro/danus Xeminus 
ranged with hiscompanions. Ro/dznus in ſhorte time hadde ſe- A violent per- 
duced them, promiling themin the (teede of mattockes, wen- \waſton,

for wearynelleand watching, fleepe & quietnelle, Gwuarienexius 
in themeane time aflembled a power of his friendes and con- 
fedtrates,& came oftentimes downe into the plaine, and ſue as 
manie of the Chriſtian men as hee coulde meete conueniently, 
and alſo of the Ilande menne which were their friendes,waſting 
their grounde, deſtroying their ſeedes, and paring vyl- 
lages.. But Ro/danns and his adherentes, albeit they had know- 
ledgethat the Admirall woulde ſhortly come;yet feared they no 
thing, becauſe they had ſeduced the newe men whiche came in 
che firſt ſhippes. While the Lieuetenaunt was-thus toiled in 
the myddeſt of theſe ſtormes, in the meane time his brother the 
Admirall ſet forwarde from thecoaſtes of Spayne : but notdi- 
rely to Hypariela, for he turned more toward the ſouth. In the Thethird voy 
whichvoyage, what he did, what coaſtes both of the lande and —_— 
fea hecompailed,and what newe regions hediſcouered , weewill ;1y © _

J, © of hoyſed vp his ſayles in the hauen of the cowne 
d &|. Barramedabas, not farre diſtant from Cales,& 
>» NJ ſet forward on his voyagewith eight ſhips la- 
- AQtzi den with vicualles and other neceilaries. He 
diverted from his accuſtomed race, which was by the Tlandes of 
Canarie,by reaſon of certaine frenchmen pyrates and roucrs on 
the ſea,which lay in the right way to meete with him. In the way 
from {ales to the Ilands of Cararie,about foureſcore and tenne 
myles toward the left hand,is the Iland of AZadera, more fouth- 
ward then the city of Ciile by foure degrees,for the pole Artike 
is ecleuateto Cine xxxvi.degrees, but to this Ilande(as the Ma- 
riners fay)onely xxxii;He ſayled therefore firſt to Afadera, and 
ſending trom thence direRlyto Hypexiola the reſidue of the 
ſhippes laden with vicualles and other necellaries, he himſelte 
with one ſhippe with deckes, and two Marchant Carauelles, 


_ coaſted toward the South to come to the EquinoQialllyne; and 


G forthto followethetracte of the ſame towarde the Vellt, to 
the intent to ſearch the natures of ſuch places as he coulde finde 
vnderornear vnto the ſame,leauing Hypariolaun the north ſide 
on his right hande, Inthe middle of this race, lye xiii, Tlandes 
of the Portugales, whiche were in oldetime called He/peorides, 
andare nowecalled Capt Viride, or Cabowerde, thele are lituate 
in theſca,right ouer agaiulbthe inner partes of Echiope, Weſt- 


'warde two daycs layling: One of theſe the Portugales call 


Bonaviſta, With the Snailes,or rather the Tortoyſes of this 1- 
lande, many leprous menare healed and clenſed of their lepro- 
ſie, Departing (odainly from hence,by reaſon of the contagiouſ 
nelle of the aire,he ſayled. CCCClxxx. myles tuward the Welt 
ſouthweſt, whiche is in the middeſt betweene the Welt and the 
South. There was he ſo vexced with maladies and heate { for- it 
was inthe moneth of Tune)that his ſhips were almoſt ſet on fire + 
The hoopes of his barrels cracked o brake, and the freſh wa- 
ter raune out : the men alſo complained that they were not able 
| to

to abide that extremitie of heat, Here the nofth pole was eleuate 
onely. v. degrees from the Horizontall, ' For the ſpaceof viii. 
dayes, in the which he ſutfered theſcextremities, onely the firtt - 
day wasfayre, but all the other, clowdy and raynye, yet never 
theletſe feruenthotte : Wherefore it oftentimes repented him 
notalitle,that euer he tooke that way. Being toiled in theſe dan- 


[i and vexations eyght continuall dayes, atthe length an 


Faſtfoutheaſt wyndearoſe, and gaue a proſperous blaſte to his 
fayles. Which wynde following directly towarde the weſt, he 
founde the ſtarres ouer that paralel placed in other order , 
and another kinde of ayre, as the Admirall himſelfe tolde 
me. And they all athrme, that within three dayesſayling, they 
founde molt temperate and plealauntayre. The Admirallal- 
fo affirmeth,that from the clime of the great heart & vnholſome 
ayre, heeeuer aſcended by the backe of the ſea, as it were by a 
high mountayne towarde heauen, yet in all this tyme, coulde 
henot once ſee any land : Butat the lengrh, the day beforethe 
Calendes of Iuly,the watchman looking forth of the topcaltell 
of the greateſt ſhip, cried out aloude forioy that he elpied three 
excceding high mountaines,exhorting hisfellows tobe of good 
cheare, & to putaway all penſivenes:ftor they were very-heauie 
and forrowful,afivel for the griefe which they ſuſteyned by rea- 
fon of the intollerable heate, as alſothat their freſh water fayled 
them,which ranne out at theryftes of the barrels, cauſed by ex- 
treame heate,as wehaue ſayd. Thus being well comforted, they 
drew tothe land,butat their firſt approch they could not arryue 
by reaſo of the ſhalownes of the ſea neere the ſhore: Yet looking 
out of their ſhippes, they might well perceiue that the Region 
was inhabited, and well cultured, for they fawe very faire gar- 
dens, and pleaſant medowes:from the trees and hearbes where- 
of, when the morning dewes beeganne to riſe, there proceeded 
manie ſweete ſauoures. Twentic myles diſtant from hence, 
they chaunced into a hauen, very apte to-harborowe ſhippes 
but it had no ryuer running into it. Sayling on yet ln 
further,he found ax the length acommodious hauen,wherein he 
might repayre his ſhippes, and make pronifion offreſhe water 


and fuel. 4rcnalis calleth this land Pata. They found no houſes, Thellagd of 
necre vntothe haucen, but innumerable Reppes of certaine wild Pura, | 
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the frr[t Decage. 
bealtes feete, of the which they tounde one deade, :much like a 
goate.T he day following, they ſawe a Canoa comming a farre 
People of com Of hauing in it foureand twenty young men of goodly corpora- 
ly corporature tureand high [tature,all armed with targets, bowes and arrowes: 
and long haire the hayre of their heades was long and playne, and cutte on the 


_—_— Equ forchead much after the manner of the Spanyardes,their priuie 


partes were couered with fyllecs of Goilampine cotton, of ſun- 
dry colours enterlaced, & were belide all ouer naked. Here the 
Admirall,conlidering with himſelte the corporature of this peo- 
ple,and nature of the land, he beleeued the ſame to be ſo much 
the neerer heauen,then other regions of the ſame paralel,& fur- 
Thehigher, ther remoued from the groſſe vapours of the vales, & maryſhes, 
thecolder. howe muchthe highett toppes of the biggeſt mountaynes 
are diſtant from the deepe vales. For he earneſtly afftirmeth,that 
in all that nauigation, he never went out of the paralels of Ethi- 
ope: $1 great difference is there between the nature ofthe inha- 
bitantes, and of the ſoyles of diuers regions,all ynderoneclime 
orparalel, as istoſce betweene the people and regions beeing 
in the firme lande of Ethiope, and them of the Tlandes vnder 
che ſame clime, hauing the pole ſtarre eleuate inthe ſamedegree 
For the Ethiopians areall blacke, hauing their hayre curled, 
morelike wool then haire:but theſe people of the Tland of Pur4 
(being as I have ſayde vnder theclime of Ethiope) are whyte, 
with long hayre,and of yelow colour, Wherefore it is apparant, 
the cauſe of this ſo greatdifference,to be rather by the diſpolitis 
of the carth, then conſtitution of heauen. For wee knowe 
that ſnowe falleth onthe mountaynes of the Equino&iall,or 
burntlyne, andthe ſame to endure there continually : wee 
knowe likewiſe, that theinhabitantes of the regions farre_di- 
ſtant from that line toward the north, are moleſted with great 
heate. The Admirall, that hemight alure the young men to 
him with gentleneile, ſhewed them. looking glatles, fayre and 
bright vellels of copper,hawkes belles, and ſuch other thinges 
ww: hae" tothe, But the more they were called, fo much 
the more they ſuſpe&ed craft and. deceyt, and fledde backe- 
warde : Yet did they with their great admiration behold our 
menne and their thinges, but (till hauing their ores in their 
handes ready to flee, Wheanthe Admirallſawe that he could 
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by no meanes alfure them by giftes, hee thonghttopropwhat 
hee coulde doe with mulicall inſtrumentes, 'and thwayecom- 


maunded that they which were in the greate[t ſhip, ſhould Play uGcalline 
on their drummes and ſhawlmes. But the young men ſuppo- grumentes. 


ſingthis to be a token of battayle, left their ores,& in the twinc- 
ling of an eye haddetheir arrowes in their bowes, and their tar- 
gets on theirarmes.: and thus directing their arrgwes towarde 
our men, ſtoode in expeation to xnow what this noyſe might 
meane, Our menne iikewiſe preparing their bowes and ar- 
rowes, approched towarde them by litle and litle. But they de- 
parting from the Admirals ſhippe,and truſting to the .dexteritie 
of their ores, came lo necre one of the letle ſhippes, that one of 
themplucked the cloke from the gouernour of the ſhippe, and 
as well as they coulde by fignes required him to come alande, 

romiling faith that they woulde commune with him of peace 
Bur when they ſawe him goe to the Admirals ſhip, 'whither hee 
wentto aske leaue that he might comune with them, ſulpe@ing 
heereby ſome further deceit,they leapt immediatly into the Ca- 
noa,and feddeas fivitt as the winde, ſo that to conclude, they 
couid by no meazes be allured ro famiiiar:ty:Whertore the Ad 
mirall thought it nut conuenierit to beltow any long time there 


at this voyage. ' No greatſpace fromthis liande, euertowarde The "OY 
the Velt, the Admiral faith he tound fo outragious a fal of wa- courſe ofthe 
waterfrom the 


that it wasnothing infenourto a mightie (treamefalling from _— m 


ter, running with ſuch a violence from the Eait to the Welt, 


h:2h mouataynes, Hee alſo confelled, that ſince the firſt day 
that euerhee knewewhatthe ſeameant, hee wasneuer in ſuch 
feare. Proceeding yet ſomewhat further in this daungerous 
voyage, he founde certaine goultes of eight myles, as it had bin 
the entraunce of ſome great hauea, into the which the ſayde 
violent [treames did fall. Theſe goulfes or ſtreyghtes hee cal- 


ied Os Dracoms, that is, the Dragones muuth : and the Vland Tp, out ca 
direly cuer againſt theſame, hee called Ifargarira. Out of led Os Drae 
theſe [tzayghtes, itJued no letTe force of treſhe water, whiche cons. 


enxcounte/ing with the falt, dyd ttriuc to paſſe foorth, fo 
that bectvcene both the waters, was no ſoa!ll conflit : 
B:it entering into 'the goulfe, at the Jength he? fonnde the 
water tacieot very freth and good tuurinke. The A_

beeihg tf <vfgood credite, and-percetuing my diligence in

with rockie and-(tonie mountaynes,and therfore not inhabited 


- with men, Yet they thatwentalandeto. fearche the countrey,, 


founde neere vnto the ſea, mante fayre hieldes, welltilled and 


'ſowen, but no people, nor yet houſes or cotages : 'Perhappes 


they were gunefurther into thecountrey, to ſowe-their. corne 
and applye their husbandric, as we often {ce our husbandemen 
to leaue their ſtations and villages:for the ſame. purpoſe, In 


_ the Welt ſide of that mountaine, they eſpyed alarge playne, 


whicher they made hatt, and caſt ankerin the broade river. As 
ſooneas the inhabitantes had knowledge that a ſtrange nation 


4 was arryued..in- their coaſtes, they.came flocking without 


all feare toſce our men. Wee vnecr{toode by:theirlignes and 
poyntinges, that this Region -was .called Paria, and that it 
was very large : inſomuch thatthefurther it reacheth-toward 


the \Veſt,to.bee ſo much the better inhabited and repleniſhed 


with peaple.The Admirall therefore, taking into his ſhip foure 
of themen of that lande, . ſearched the Welt partes of the ſame 
By the temperatenes ofthe.arre;the pleaſantnes of theground, 
and the multitude of people whichthey ſaw. daily niore & more 
as they ſayled, -they.conieured that theſe thinges portended 
ſome great matter::as indeede their opinion failedrhem not, as 
we will further declare in his place. :The ſunnenot yetriſen,but 


beginning eucn now to riſe, being one dayallured bythe plea- 


ſantnelle of the place, .and fweete ſauours which breathed from 
the Jande to the ſhippes, theyxwentalande : Herethey found a 


greater multitude of people, thenin any otherplace, As our 
men approched towardethem, there came certaine metlengers 
from their Cacici,thatis,-the kings of the countrey,to deſire the 
Admirallinthe name oftheir Princes tocome tothcirpalaces 
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madehisexcule for that cime,.. there came innumerable people 
with their boates to the ſhippes, hauing..for-the moſt parte 


cheynes about their.neckes,.. garlandes: on their heades, and- 


withoutfeare, and that they andall theirs ſhoulde be at hiscom-- 
maundement... When the Admirall hadde thanked them, and: 


braſclettes on their armes of pcarle of India, and thatſo com--- 
monly, - that our womea in playes and triumptes;2 haue' not-' 


greater plentic of ones of glatle and cryſtal in:theirgarlandes 
crownes, girdels, and ſuch other tyrementes..  Beeing aſked 
where they gathered them,they pointed tothe next ſhore by the 
ſea bankes. They ſignitiedallo,by certayneſcornetall geſtures 


which they made with their mouthes and handes, thatthey no- - 
thing eſteemed pearles, Taking alfo baſkettes intheir handes 


they made lignes thatthe ſame might-bee:filled with themin 
ſkorte ſpace. But. becauſe the corne wherewith his ſhippes were 
laden to be caryed into Hypamola,had taken hurt by reaſoofthe 
falt water,he determined todeferrethis marte to a inore conue» 
nient time: Yet he ſent to land two of the -ſhip boates ladgn with 
menztothe intent to fetch ſome garlands of pearles for exchige 
of ourthinges;and ſo ſomewhat to ſearch the nature ofthe Re= 
gion, and difpolition of thepeople. Theyentertaynedour men 
centlely, pan cameflocking to them by heapes,asithad beene 
to beholde ſome ſtrange monſters, Firſt there came to meere 
our men, two men of grauitie, whome the multitude followed: 
One of theſe was well in age, .and the other but young. They 
thinke it was the father, with his{onne which ſhouldefucceed 
him. . When the one had ſaluted and embraced the other,they 
brought:our menneintoa certaine round houle, neere vnto the 
whiche wasa great courte. Hither were brought many chayers 
and (tooles made ofa certaine blacke wood,and-very cunningly 
wrought . After that our men and their Princes were ſette, 
their wayting men came in laden, ſome with ſundry -delycate 
dyſhes,and fome with wyne:: But their meate, was onely fruites 
and thoſeof divers kindes, and vtterly vaknowne to vs; Their 
wine wasboth white and redde, not made of grapes, butof 


the lycour of:dyuers fruites, andwery plcaſaunte in'drinking,

quadrant, I doenot vnderſtand, nor yet doe the reaſons {ccrete 
which hee bryngeth, in any poynt ſatisfie me. For he ſayeth 
that he hereby coniectured,that the earth isnot perte&ly round 
but that when it was created ,. there was a certayne heape 
ray{ed theron, much higher then the cther partes of the ſame. 
So that ( as he fayth) it 1s not rounde atterthe forme of anaple

But the Admirall agayne ſent meilengers to the 
7 King, whichemightintormehim of their rebellion, inſtant- 
* lydeliring his gracetoſende hyma newe ſupplye of menne, 
” whereby he mightlupprelle theirlicentiouſnes,and puniſh them 
” Afortheir miſchieuousactes. They accuſe the Admiral and his 
L- brother to be vniuſt menne, cruell enemies,and thedders of the The Spanz. 


; Spanyſhe bloode, declaring that vppon every light occalion 2rdesaccuſe 
by they would racke them, hang them, and head them, and that the Adnural. 
fe they tooke pleaſure therein, and that they departed from them 


asfrom cruell tyrantes and wilde beaſtes reioycing in bloode, 
alſo the kinges enemies : affirming likewiſe , that they well 
perceiued their ententto be none other then to vſurpe theems- 
pire of the Ilands, which thing (they ſayde )they ſuſpeRed by a 
thouſande coniectures, and eſpecially in that they woulde per- 
mit none to reſorte to the golde mynes, but onely ſuchas were 
cheirfamiliars. The Admirallon thecontrary part, when hee 
deſired ayde of the king to infring their infolencie, auouched The Admiralg 
that all thoſe his accuſers, which had aduiſed ſuch lyes againſt anſwere, 
him, were noughtie felluwes,abhominable knaues and vilands 
cheeues, and baudes,ruftans,adulterers, & rauiſhers of women, 
falſe periured vagaboundes, and ſuch as had bin eyther conu& 
in pryſons, or fleddefor fgare of iudgement: ſo eſcaping puniſh- 
ment, but not leauing vice, wherein they ſtill contynued, and 
brought the ſame with them to the Iland,liuing there in like ma 
ner as before, in theft, lechery, & ali kindes of miſchiefe, and 
ſo giuen to idlenes and fleepe, that whereas they were brought 
thither for myners, labourers, & (cullians, they would not now 
goe one furlong from theirhoules, except they were borne on 
mens backes like vnto them which in old time were call:d Ed 
les Curules : For,tothis office they put the miſerable Lland men 


whomthey handled moſt cruelly. For leaſt their hands ſhoulde Theſeha2 th

So that hee which coulde with moſte agilitie make the head. 
of one of thoſe poore wretches to flee quiteandcleane from the * 


body to the grounde at one ſtroke, hee was the beſt man, and 
counted molt honourable, Theſethinges,and many ſuch other, 
the one of them laid to the otherscharge beforethe king. While 
theſe thinges were doing, the Admirall ſent his brother the 
Lieuctenaunt with an armie of foureſcore and tenne footemen, 
anda tewe horſeinen (with three thouſande of the Hande men 
which were mortall enemies to the Ciguauians ) to meete 
the people of Cignana, with King Guarionexius their graunde 
capitayne, who hadde doone much miſchiefe to our menne, 
and ſuch as fauoured them, Therefore when the Lieutenaunt 
had conducted his army to thebankes of a certaine great ryuer 
running bythe playne, which wee ſayde before to lye betweene 
the corners of themountaynes of Cigzauaand the ſea, he found 
two ſcoutes of his enemies lurking in certeyne buſhes, where- 
of the one, caſting himſelfe headlong into the ſea, eſcaped,and 
by themouth of the river fvamme ouer to his companions: the 
other being taken declared that in the woode on the other ſide 
theriuer, there lay in campe lixe thouſande Ciguauians ready, 
ynwaresto aflayle our men palling by, Wheretore the Lieute- 
naunt finding a ſhalow place where he might patle ouer, he with 
his wholearmieentred into the ryuer, the which thing when the 
Ciguauians had cſpyed, they came runnyng out of the woodes 
with a terrible cry, and molt horrible aſpe&,much like vnto the 
peoplecalled Agathyrſi, of whom the poet virgilſ{peaketh : For 
they were all paynted and ſpotted with ſundry colours, andeſ- 
pecially with blacke and red, which they make of certaine fruits 


norithed for the ſame purpoſe in their gardens, with the iuyce 


whereof they paynt themſelues from the forehead; euen to the 
knees, hauing their hayre ( which byart they make long and 
blacke,if nature denye it them)wreathed and rolled after a thou 
fande fathions, a man would thinke them to be deuilles incar- 
nat newly broke out of hell, they areſo like vnto helhounds, Ag 


our inen waded ouer theryuer, they ſhotteat chem, and hurled 


dartes.ſo thicke,that italmoſt tooke thelight of the ſunne from 
Qur men. : infonuch thatif they hadde nct borne of —_— 
theres 
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thereof with their targettes, the matter had gone wrong with 
them, Yetatthe length, many being wounded , they patled 
ouer the ryuer: which thing when the enimies ſawe, they fled 
whom our men purſuing, {ue ſome inthechaſe, but not many, 
by reaſon of their (wiftnelle of foote. Thus being in the wood- 
des, they ſhotte at our men more ſafely, for they being acculto- 
med to the woodes , and naked without any let patled 
through the buſhes and ſhrubbes, as ithad bin wild bores or 
Hartes, whereas our men were hindred by reaſon of theirap- 
parell,targets,long iauclins & ignorance of the place. Where- 
tore, when he had reſted thereall thatnight in vaine & the day 
folowing heſawe no ſtirring in the woodes, he went ( by the 
counſel and coududte of the other Iland men which were in 
his army ) imediatly fro thence to the mountaines in the which 


king Aatobanexins had his cheefe manſion place, in the vil- Kyng Maio- 
lage called Caprozum, by the which name allo the kings place banexius. 


was called, beipg in the ſame village. Thus marching forwarde 
with his armie, about twelue myles of, he encamped in thevil- 
lage of another king, which the inhabitauntes had forſaken for 
feare of our men: Yetmaking diligent ſearch, they found two, 
by whom they had knowledg that there 'was tenne kinges with 
Maiobanexius in his palace of Capronumwith an armie of eight 
thouſand Ciguauians. At the Lieutenantsfirſt approch,he durſt 
not give them battayle,vn till he had ſomewhat þ 


the regions: yetdid he in the meane timeſkirmiſh with.them - 


twife . The next nyght about midnight, hee ſent forth ſcoutes, 
and with them guides of the Ilande men which knew the 
countrey: Whome the Ciguauians eſpyingfro the mountaines 
prepared themlſelues to the battayle, with a terrible cry or ala- 
rum after their maner,but yet durſt not come out of the woods 
ſuppoling that the Lieuctenantwith his mayne army had bin 
even athand. The day folowing, when he brought his army 
to the place where they encamped , leaping out of the woodeg 
they twiſe attempted the fortune of warre, fiercely atlayling oug 
men with amayne force: and wounding many before they 
coulde couer them with their targettes: Yet our men put 
them to flight , ſlue manye , tooke manye, the relidue 
fed to the woodes, where they kept them (till as intheis 
G 3 moſt 
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WEE” ſafe holde. Of them which were taken, he ſent one,and 


with him another of the Iland men, which was of his part, to 
AMaiobanexizs , with commaundement in this effteA, The Lieue- 
tenaunt brought not hither his army(O Auobancexins)to keepe 
warre cither againſt you, or your people,for he greatly delireth 
your frend(hip:but his intentis,that Gzarionex/z5,who hath per- 
faded you to be his ayde againlt himyto the great deltruction 
of your people, and vndoyng of your country, may haue due 
correction,as wel for his diſobedience towarde him, as alſo for 
rayling tumultes among the people ; Wherefore he requireth 
you,and exhorteth you to deliuer Gzarionexins into their hands 
the which thing if you ſhall perfourme,the Admiral his brother 
will not only gladly admit.you to his friendſhip, but allo en- 
largeand defend your dominion. And it herein you refuſe to 
accomplyſhe his requeſt , it will followe,.that you ſhall ſhort- 
ly repeite you thereof : For your kingdome ſhalbe waſted 
with ſyorde and fire, and ſhallabide the fortune of warre, 
whereof you haue had experience with fauour, as you thall 
further know heereafter to your payne;if with [tubbernetſe you 
prouoke him to (hewe the vttermoite of his power . When the 
mc<tlenger had thus done his arant, fawobanexius anſwered, 
that Gzarionexius was a good man, indued with many vertucs 
as al men knewe,andtherefore he thoughthim worthy his ayde, 
eſpecially in as much as he tled to him forſuccoure,and that he 
had madehim f{uch promiſe,whom alſo he had proucd to be his 
faithful friend:againe,thatthey were noughty men, violent, and 
cruell, deliring other mens goodes, and tuch as ſpared not to 
ſhed innocents blood: in fine, that hee would not haue to doe 
with ſuch miſchicuous men, nor yct enterinto friendſhippe 
with tnem. When theſe thinges came to. the Lieuetenantes 
are,he commannded the village to be burnt where he himſelfe 
encamped, with many otaer villages there about : and when 
b2 drewenereto the place where A7x0banexirs lay,he ſent meſ- 
{ecigers to him againe, tocommune the-matter with him, & to 
will him to ſend ſome one of bis moſt faithtuil fiiendes to 
cntreate with him of peace, VVhereuppon the king ſent vn- 
tohim one of his cheete gentlemen, and with him-rwo other 
t waytc on him, Vhenhecameto the Lieuctenantes pre-

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ſence,he friendly required him to perſwade his lord and maiſter 
in his name, andearneſtly to admoniſhe him, not to ſuffer his 
florithing kingdcme to be 1poyled, or himſelte to abide the ha-

farde of warre tor G#artonexims lake: and further toexhort him Maiobane- 
co deliver him, exceptehe would procure the deſtructicn both *#s: 


of himſcltc, his people, and his country. When the metlenger 
was returned, Afazcbanexirrs allembled the people, declaring 
ynto them what was done : but they crycd out on him tu deltuer 
Guarionexias, and began to curle the day that euer they had re- 
ceiucd him, thus to diſturbe their quietnetle. Afarobanexins an- 
ſyered them, that Grarionexirs was a good man, & had well de- 
ſerued of him,giuing Him many princely preſei.tes,and had alio 
caught both his wite and him to ling and dance, which thing he 
did not little eſteeme, and was therefore tully reſolued in nocaſe 
to forſake him, or agaynlt all humanitie co betray his friend, 
which fled co him for ſuccour,but rather to abide all extremities 
with him,then to miniſter occalion of obloquy to (lauvderers,to 
reporte that he had betrayed his gheſt,whcm hetooke into his 
houſe with warrantics. Thus dimiſling the people, lighing and 
with ſorrowtull harts, he called Gwarionexias before him, promi- 
ſing him agayne, that he would be partaker of his fortune,while 
life Iaſted:in ſo much that he thought it notbeſt to ſend any fur 
ther woorde tothe Lieutenant, but appoynted him whom bee- 
fore he ſent to him, to keepe the way with agarriſon of men, to 
the intent, that if any metlcengers ſhculde be ſent from the Lieu- 
tenaunt,to ſtay them by the way,& admitnone to communica- 
tion, or further cntreatie of peace. In the meane time, the Lieue- 
tenaunt ſent two,whereot the one was a captiue Ciguauian, and 
the other an Tlande man, of them which were friendes to our 
men:and they were both 

lowed them onely with ten footmen & foure horſemen,finding 
his metlengers deadein the way, hce was furth2r prouoked to 
wrath, and determined mureextreamely todeale with A{aroba- 
zexirs,& therfore went forward incontinently with his whole ar- 
my to his chiefe pallace of Capronwm,where he yet lay in campe. 
At his approch,all the kings fled,cuery man his way,& forſooke 
their capitaine Aazobanexins,who ailo with all his family,fledde 


zo the rough mountaynes. Some of the Ciguauians ſought for 
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Guarionexius to ſlay him, for that hee was the caule of all theſe 

troubles: but his feete ſaued his life, for he fledde in time to the 
mountaynes,where he lurked in maner alone among the deſo- 

late rockes. Whereas now the Lieutenantes ſouldiers were fore=- 

wearyed with long warre, with watching, labour, and hunger 

(for it was nowe three moneths lince the warres began ) many 

delired leaue to depart tothe towerof Conception, -where they 
hadgranges, & exerciſed tillage. He gaue them their paileports 

with alowance of viayles, and lo that onely thirtie remained 

with him. Theſe three monethes warre, they continued verie

Inthe 

meane time certaine of his men ( whome hunger enforced to 

goea hunting, toproueif they could take any conies ) chanced 

vpontwo of Mavbarexinstamiliars, which were ſent to certaine 

villages of his,to make proutſion of bread. Theſe he enforcedto 

declare where their Jord lay hid, & vſed the ſamealſo for guides, 

to bring our men to the place. Twelue of our men tooke this en 

terpryſe in hand,painting themſelues afterthe maner of the Cig 

A pollicic, uaujans:So that by this ſtratagemeor policie, they came ſoden- 
ly vpon Matobanexins, and tooke him pryloner, with his wyfe, 

children, & family,and conueighed them.tothe towre of Con- 

ception to the Lieutenant, Within a fewe dayes after, hunTer 

compelled Gzarionexius to come out of the denne, whomecCer- 

eaine of the people tearing the Lieutenant, beewrayed to our 

hunters. belipmn—s beeing certified hereof, ſent foorth. 

2 bande af foote men, commanding them to lye in ambuſh p-— 
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eill ſuch time as Gnarionexius went from the playnes to the 
mountaynes, and then ſodenly to entrappe him. They went 
as they were commaunded,tooke him, and brought him away 
with them,and by this meanes were all the regions neare about 
pacified and quieted, A certayne noble woman of neere kinred 
to Maicbanexias, and wite toanother king, whole dominion 
was yet vntouched, followed him in all theſe aduerlities. They 
aftirme this woman to bee the fayreſt and molt beautitull, that a peanigyt 
ever nature brought torth in the Iland: Whom, when the king woman. 
her husbande, who loued her moſt ardently (as her beautie de- 
ſerued) hearde fay that ſhe was taken priſoner, hee wanderd vp 
and downe the deſartes like a man out of his witte, not know- 
ing what to doe or ſay . But at the length, hecameto the 
Lieutenant, promiling molt faithfully, that hee woulde ſub- 
mit himſelſe and all that hecoulde make, vnder his power, fo 
that hee wouldereſtore him his wife. The Lieutenant accep- 
ted the condition,& reſtored him his wite,with certain other ru 
lers and gentlemen which he had taken priſoner before :char- 
ging them, and binding themwithan othe, to be ready at his 
commaundement. Shortly after, this king of his owne free 
motion,cameagayne to the Lieutenaunt , bringing with him 
five thouſande men without weapons,fauing onely ſuch inftru- 
mentes as they vſein tillage of their ground, He brought with 
himalſo ſeedes to ſow, wherewith at his owne charge, hee cauv- 
ſed ſuch plentie of their corne and fruites togrow in ſundry pla- 
ces of the large vale, whereof we ſpake before, that ſhortly after 
were ſeene many-fayre and fruittull fieldes that came thereof 
and for his gentlenetſe beeing rewarded of the Lieutenaunt 
with certaine of our thinges, hee departed 1oytully, When 
the report hereof came to the Ciguauians,it mooued the minds "bog - 4 ane 
of the kinges to hope of clemencie,, whereupon they came {gjuestothe 
together to the Lieutenant with bumble (ubmillion and faith- Lieatcnaar.. 
full promiſe, euer after to bee vnder his obedience, deſiring 
him toxeſtore vntothem their king with his familie. At their 
requeſt, the Kinges wite and his houſholde was ſette at liber- 
tie, but the king kept {til] as a priſoner. Theſe thinges did the 
Lieutenaunt in the Hande, not yet knowing what his aduer- 
faries and acculers hadde layde tg his charge before the king of

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Spaine:who being diſquieted with their quarrellinges andaccu- 
fations,and eſpecially for that by reaſon of their ditſention,of fo 
great abundance of golde and other thinges, there was as yet 
but little brought into Spayne, appoynted a newe gouernour, 
which ſhoulde (cea redrellein thele thinges : and eyther to pu- 
niſhe ſuch as were faultic, orejſe to {ende them to him. What 
was founde againſt the Admirail and his brother, or againſt 
his aduerſaries which accuſed kim, I doe not well knowe. But 
this I am ſure of, that both the bretheren are taken, brought, & 
caſte in pryſon, with their goods confiſcate, But as ſoone as 


the king vnderſtocd that they were bruught bound to Cales,he 


ſent mellengers in polt, with commaundement that they 
ſhould be looſed and'come freely to his preſence :wherby he de- 
clared that he tooke their troubles grieuoully.It is allo faid,that 
the new gouernour lent letters to the king, written with the Ad- 
miralleshande in ſtraunge and vaknowne ſypheringes, to his 
brother the Lieutenaunt being abſent, willing him to bee in a 
readines with a power of armed men to come and aid him,if the 


Goucrnour ſhoulde proffer him any violence. Whereof the go- 


uernour hauing knowledge (as hee ſayth)becing alſo aduertiſed 
that the Licutenauntwas gone to his brother before the menne 
which hee had prepared there in a readines, apprehendedthem 
both vnwares, before the multitude came together, What will 
followe, tyme, themolt trucand prudent iudge will declare 
Thus fare ye we!l. 


C The eight booke of the firſt Decade , 
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winds,many had lycences granted them ofthe king to ſeeke fur- 
ther at their own charges, v pon coditis to pay him faithfully 
his portion, which isthe fift part ,But becauſe amonge all other, 
one Petrus Alphonſs,called _— by his ſurname, ſayled to- 
ward the ſouth with more proſperous fortune then any of the 
other, I thinkeitbeſt firſt to ſpeake ſomewhat of his voyage. 
He therefore with only one (hip,wel furniſhed at his ownechar- 
pes. after that-he had his patleporte , with commaundementin 
nv caſe to calt anker palt hftie leagues diſtant from any place 
wherethe Admiral]had touched, ſayied fir{t to Parra,where the 
Admiral found both the men and women ſo laden with cheines 
oarlandes, and braſelettes of pearles, as we hauefſaide before, 
Coaſlting theretore along by the ſame ſhore, according to the 
kings commandement ( yet leauing behind him the regions of 
Cumanaand Aanacapara he came to the regions which thinha- 
bitantis therof cal Cxriaza,wherehe found a hauen(as he faith) 
muchlike the porte of Gades or Cales:intothe which Etering he 
fawe a farre of certayne houſes on the ſhore, and perceiued, 
when hee drewe neere;that itwas a village of onely eight houſes 
Proceeding yet further tor the {pace of three myles, heeſpied * 
an other village well replenyſhedwith people, where there met 
him fiftie naked men on acompany, hauing with them acer- 
taine ruler, who deſired Alphonfus te come to their coaſtes, 
He brought with him atthis time, many haukes belles, pyn- 
nes , needels,braſelettes,cheynes,garlandes, and rynges, with 
counterfet ſtones and glaſles, and ſuch cther tritelles,the which 
within the moment of an houre,he had exchaunged for fiiteene

ounces of their pearles, which they wore aboute their neckes Peatles for 
and armes. Then they yet more earneſtly defired him to fayle tryfies. 


to theircoaſtes, promiling him thathe ſhould there haue as 
many pearles as he would detire, Hee condiſcended to their

requeſt: and the day folowing,cameto the place where they ap of pearles, 


poynted him: Lying there atanker,agreat multitude of people 
reſorted to h1:m, fnitantly requyring himto comealand. But 
when he conticered the innumerable multitude of peoplewhich 
was there allemble9, and he tac only. xxxii. menin his com- 
pany, he durit not commit him ſeifeto their handes, but gaue 
themro vnderitand by figncs and tokens, that they ſhould

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come to the ſhip with their (anoas: tor their boates (which the 
men of the Iland cal Caneas)are made only of one whole peece 


of wood as in the Tlands,yet more rude, and not fo artificially 


as theirs are: theſe they call Ga/litas, Thele (warmed therefore 

to the ſhipas falte as they might, bringing with them great 

plenty of pearles(which they cal Tenoras) exchanging the ſame 

for our marchaundies. He found this people to bee of gentle 

nature, ſimple, and innocent, being conuerſant with them in 

their houſes, for the ſpace of xx, dayes, Their houſes are made 

of wood, couered with the leaues of date trees. Their meate for 

$el6%:eiz {he molt parte, is the ſhelfiſhes in the which the pearles are cn- 
which yearles Eendered,wherof their ſea coltes tre tull. T hey haue alfo great 
arc engendred plenty of wild bealtes, as harts, wild bores, and conmes like 
vnto hares, both in coloure and bignelle , ſtocke doues alſo, 

and turtle doues: likewiſe geeſe and duckes,which they norithe 

in their houſes as we doe. Peacockes flie aboute in maner in 

euery wood and grouc, but they are notdiltin& with ſundry co- 

lours as ours are: for the cockes are like vnto the hennes, Thele 

people of Cariana are craftic hunters, & exceeding cunning ar- 

 chers,ſo that they willnot lightly mitle any beaſte or birde that 

they ſhooteat. Our men conſumed certaine dayes heere very 

pleaſantly: during which time, whoſoeuer brought them a 

Their manner peacock,had for theſame foure pinnes:he that brought a phea 
of bargaining, ſaunte, had two, and for a ſtocke doue, or turtle doue, onezand 
for a gooſe,aſmale looking glatle,or a little ſtoe of glatle, Thus 

they bought and fold with profering and bidding,denying and 

refuling,as it had bin in a great market. When pinnes were, 

profered them,they aſked what they {toulde doewith them,be- 

ing naked: But our men fatisted them with a craftie anſ{were, 

_— of dec! aring by tokes that they were very necellary,to picke their 
tecth, and to pull thornes out of their feſhe.But aboue all thin- 
Haukes belles pes, hankes belles were moſt eſteemed among them, for their 
_ citima {und & fairecolour,& would therefore give much for one of 
them.Our men,lodgingin their houſes, heard in the night ſea- 

fon horrible noiſe & roringes of the wild bealtes in the woodes 

which are full of exceding great and high trees of ſundrie 

Roring of wild kindes: but the beaſtes of thefe woodes, are not noylome 


beaſtes, to men, for the peopleof the countrey goe daylyea hunting 
naked 
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naked, with their bowes and arrowes, | yet hath it not beene 
heard of, thatany man hath beene {layne of any wild beaſt. As 


many hattes and wilde bores as our men would defire them to Hartesand 


bring, they would kill in the woods with. their arrowes, and 
nottayle to bring them. They lacke kyne, goates and ſheepe. 
Their bread is made of rootes, asis theirs of the Ilandes. This 
nation,hath blacke hayre, grotle and ſomwhat curld, yet long 
alſo. They keepe theirteeth very white, and for that pager 
vietocary acecrtaine hearbe betweene their lyppes for the moſt 
part ofthe day, and to waſh their mouthes when they calt it 
away. The women doe all their bulines at home in their hou- 
ſes, and haue allo the cure of tyllage of theground:but the men 
apply themſelues to the warres and hunting, to play, ſyng- 
ing anddaunſlyng. They haue ſundry kindes of water pottes 
iugges, and drinking cuppes made of earth in other places 
about them, and brought thither tor exchaunge of other things 
For they vie tayres and markettes forthe ſame purpoſe, and are 
greatly delirousof ſuch thinges, as arc not brought foorth or 
made intheir countrey, as nature hath giuen a diſpoſition to 
allmen,to delire and bedelighted with new and ſtrange thinges, 
Many of them had hanging at theirpearles the images of cer- 


wilde borey 


teine beaſtes and birdes, very artificiouſly made of gold,butnot Cunning axe 
pure:theſe alſo are brought them from other places forexchig fificers, 


of other thinges. The gold whereof they are' made, - is natiue 
and of much like finenes to that whereof the Horens are coyned. 
The menne of this country, encloſe their priviemembersin a 
gourd, cut atterthe taſhio of a coddepeice,orels couer the ſame 
with the ſhell of a tortoyſe, tyed about their loynes with laces of 
gollampine cotton: Inother places of that trat;they thruſt the 
{inew within the ſheath thereof, and binde theſkinnetfaſt with a 
{tring. The great wild beaſts whereof we ſpake before,and many 
other things which arenot tound in any of the Handes, teſtife 
that thisregion is part ofthe continent or firme lande. Butthe 
chiefeſt conieure whereby they argue the ſame, is, thatby the 
coaltes of that jande, from Paria toward-the Weft, they ſayled 
about three M. myles, finding no ligne ortoken of any end 
Thele people of Cxriana( which fome call Cartana ) being de- 
maunded wherc they had {uch plenty of golde, {ignified that it 
WAS 


Baſe golde, 
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The goldenre Was brought them from aregion called Canchieta, or Canchicte, 
gion of Can- being diſtant from them ixe ſunnes,thatis, lixe dayes journey 
clueta, weſtward : and that theirimages of golde were made in the 
fameregion. Whereupon our men directed their voyage thy- 
ther immediatly, and arryued there at the Calcndes of No- 
uember, inthe yeare of CHRIST athouſand and fiue hun- 
dred. The peopleof the country refortcd to them without 
feare, bringing with them of the golde which we ſayd to bee 
natiue in that region. This people haddeallo collers of pearles 
about their neckes, which were brought them from C#riaza tor 
exchaunge of their marchandiles. . None of them would ex- 
chaunge any of thole thinges which they haddeout of other 
countryes: as neyther the Curians golde, nor the Canchietans 
pearles : yet among the Canchietans they found bur litle gold 
ready gathered: They tooke with them from thence certain very 
fayre Marmaſets or Munkeyes, and many Popingayes of ſun- 
dry coloures. In the moneth of Nouember, the ayre was there 
moſt temperate, and nothing colde. Theguardens of the 
TheEquinoc* north pole were out of light to both theſe people, they are ſo 
tiall line. nearethe EquinoRial.Ofthe degrecsof the pole, they can giue 
none other accompt. Theſe people are well difpoſed men,of ho= 
neſt conditions, and nothing {uſpitious,foralmolt all the night 


long they reſorted tothe ſhippe with their boates, and went - 


| aboorde ſhippe without feare, as did the Curians, They caff 
Gofizropine pearlcs, {orixas. Theyare lomewhat icalous, for when any 
Tees, ſtraungers come among them, they euer place their women bee- 
hind them. , In this region of Cachera, the gollampine trees 
groweof themſelues commonly in many places, as doe with 
vsElmes, Willowes, and Sallowes : and therctore they vſe to 
make breeches of cotton, wherewith they couer their priuie 
artes in many other Regions thereabout. VWhen they had yet 
Fivled on forward by the ſame coaltes, there came forth againſt 
them about two thouſand men, armed after their manner, for- 
byddingthem to come aland. Theſe people wereſorudeand fa- 
uage,that our men could by no meanes allure them to familiarj- 
tie. Our men thertore, cotented only with their pearles, returned 
backe the ſame way they came, where they remayned with the 
Curians continually for the ſpace of xx. dayes, and gema

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bellies wel with good meate. Andhereit ſeemeth'to menot farre 
from my purpole, to declare what chaunced vnto them in their 
returne when they came now within the ſight of the coaſt of Pa- 
ri. They happened therefore in the way,at Os Draconir,and the

Spayne;they had threeſcore and.xvi. poundes weight afterviii, 
vnces to the pound)of pearles,whigh they bought tur exchange 
of our thinges,amounting to the value of five ſhillinges. Depar- 
ting'therfore, they conſumed threeſcore dayes inthcir iourney 
(although itwere thorterthenfrom Hiſpaniola) by reaſon of the 
continual courſe ofthe feain the weſt,which did not only great- 
ly ſtay. the ſhippe, alſo but ſometimes driue it backe. Butat the 
length they came home ſo laden with. pearles, that they were 
with euery mariner, in. maner as common-aschatte, But the 
maſter of the ſhippe Petrnus Alphonſus, being acculed of his com 
panions thathe had ſtollen a-greatmultitude of pretieus pear- 
les, and defrauded the king of his portion which was the fitth 
parte,was taken of Fernando de YVegaaman of great learning and 
experience,8 gouernour of Gallecia,where they aryued,and was 
there kept in priſon a long time. But hee ſti]l denieth that ever

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ſelfe was preſent with the right honorable duke of Xethyaa,and 
was bidde to dynner with him,in thecitie cf Ciuile,they brought 
to himaboue a hundred and twentie ounces of pearles to bee 
folde, which furely dyd greatly delightme with their fairenes 
and brightnes. Some lay,that A/phonſus hadnot thele pearles 

in Czr:aua,being diltant trom Os Dracoris more then ahundred 
&twentie leagues,but that they had them in the regions of Cx- 
mana and Manacapara ,nere vnto Os Draconis and the Iland of 
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Margarita: tor they deny that there is any pearles tounde in The "RF 
C#riara. But lith the matter is yetin controuerlie, we will pale Mareariea,

landes, furniſhed of their owne charges foure Carauels,in the 


hauen of their owne country, which the Spaniardes cal Palos, 


bordering on the welt Ocean. Hauingtherfore the kings licence. 
& patleport to depart,they louſed tro the hauen,abour the Ca- 
lendes of December, in the yeere. 1499. This hauen of Pales, is 
threeſcore & twelue myles diſtante from Gaaes,comonly called 
Cates, and lxiiii, miles from Ciuile, All thinhabitantes of this 
towne,not one excepted,aregreatly giue to ſearching of the ſea, 
and continually exerciſed in fayling.

: men and the oulde wryters, a{well Philolophers as poetes and 
pen 2 *S'coſmographers diſculle.Fortheſe men affirmeit to be habitable 
Banlagctial and merucloully repleniſhed with people: and they,thatit isvn- 
ne,  Habitableby reaſon oftheſunne beames depending perpendicu 
jarly ordirely ouer the fame, Yet were there man» of the old 

writers, which attempted to proue it habitable, Theſe ma» 


ryners being demaunded, if they {aw the ſouth pole,they anſwe- 


red that they knew no ſtar there likeyntothis pole,that might 
be decerned about the puynt:but that they ſawe an other order 
of ſtarres,anda certeine thick mylt ryling from the horizontal 
lyne, which greatly hindered their tight. They contende alſo, 
that there is a. great heape or riling in the.middelt of the eaith, 
which taketh away the light of the ſouth pole ,vntill they haue 
vtterly palled ouer the ſame: but they ytterly belecue that they 
awe otherimages of ſtarres,much differing from the lituation 
of the ſtarres of our hemiſpherie,or halic circle of heauen. How 
ſo cuerthe matter be, as they informe vs,we certifie you, At the 
length, the ſeventh day of the calendes of February,they eſpied 
lande afarre of,and ſeeing the watervt the ſeato be troublcous, 
ſounding with their plunumet, they founde it to be xvifathames 
deepe. Going aland, and tarying there for theſpace of two 
daycs, they departed, becauſe they ſawe'no people ſtirring,al- 
though they found certeyne [teppes of meu by the fea lide 

Thus grauing on the trees & the {tones neere ynto thethore,the 
kinges name and theirs, and tne time of thcir comming thi. 
ther,they departed, Not farre from this [tation,tollowing the 
fers an theJand by night,chey (ounde a nation lying vnder 
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the open firmament, after the manner of warre, Our men 
thoughtit not beſt to troublethem vntill the morning: There- 
fore, at the ryling oftheſunne, fortie of our men well armed 

went towarde them: again{t whom came forth. xxxii. of them 
with bowcs, ſlinges and dartes, euen ready to fight. The 0- 
ther company followed them, armed after the ſame maner.Qur 


men athrmethat they were of higher (tature then either the Al- : 


maynesor Pannonians. They behelde our men with truwning 
andthreatning countenance: but ourmen thought it not good 
to fall to bickering with them , vncertayne whether it were 
for feare, or becaule they would not drive them to flight, Wher- 
fore they went about to allure them by faire meanes & rewardes 
butthey refuledall kinde of gentleneile, and ſtood euer in a rea- 
dineſle to fight, declaring the ſame by lignes and tokens. Thus 
our men reforted tu their ſhippes, and they to the place from 
whence they came, without any further bulines. The ſame night 
about midnight, they fledde, & left the place voyde where they 


lay in the campe.Our men ſuppoſe them to be avagabound and A vagaboune 
wandering nation, like vnto the Scythians, without houſes or Linde of . 


certaine dwelling places, liuing onely with the fruites of the 
earth, hauing their wiues andchildren following them. Suche 
as meaſured theirtooteſteppes in the ſande, afhrme with great 
othes, that one of their fecte is almolt aslong as twofeete of 
our men of the meane forte, Sayling on yet turther, they found 
an other riuer,but not of dept}; ſutt:cient to beare the Carauels : 
they ſeit therefore the toure ſhippe boatesto lande, full of ar- 
med men to ſearch tae country, They eſpyed vppon ahigh hill 
neere vnto the ſea lide, agreat multitude of people, to whom 
our companieſent forth one man with certayne of our thinges 
toallure them to exchange. And when he hadcalt a hawkes bel 
towarde them, they calt downea wedge of golde acubitlonge : 
the whiche as hee {touped to take vp,they ſodenly incloſed him 
and caryed him away. But hee was ſhortly after reſcued by his 
companions,toſome of their paines : for they ſlue eight of our 
men& wounded imany a farre of,with their arrowes, and dartes 
made of wood, hardened at the endes with fire, After this they 
encompalled ourſhippe boates within the riuer, and came raſh- 
fv within the reach of our menne, Jaying holde onthe boates 
: H 2 (ides, 
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tides,where they were thruſt through, and hewen in pecces as it 

D had bin ſhcepe, by reaſon they were naked. Yet woulde they not 
b _—— for all this giue ouer,but tooke from our men one of their boats 
"  hauvingnomeninit : forthe gouernour thereof beeing flayne 

with an arrowe, the other fledde andeſcaped, And thus they 

lefte this fierce and warlike people, fayling towarde the north- 

welt, along by the ſamecoaſtes , with forrowtu:l heartes for the 
death of their companions . Whea they had ſayled avout xl. 

A ſer offich leagues, they chaunced into a ſca of freſhe water, that they 
water, hlled their barrelles and hoggetheades therew.th. Searching 
the caulcheereof, they vnderſtoode thata vehement courſe

Humane peo- or precious {tones:for lacke whereof, they brought trom thence 
ple. thirtie captiucsto ſell for ſlaues . The inhabitantes call this re- 
gion Aariatambal. The region of the ealt parte of that ryuer, is 
called Camomnorus,and that of the welt part Paricora. in the mid- 


lande whereof,the inhabitantes lignified that there is great plen-. 


tie of golde:For,tollowing this riuer directly toward the north 
(as the bending of the ſhore required)they recouered againe the 
light of the north pole. All the coatte of this tract,perreineti 
to Paria,the which(as we ſaid before ) was firlt found by Co/onmus 
himſelte, and hath in manner in euery place great abuadaunce 
of pearles. They ſay that theſecoaſtes are adioyning vnto, and 
gold &pearles all one with Os Draconts, and aifo borderyng vppon the regions 
| of Cuym:na, Manacapana, Curtana, Canchictz, and Cuchibachou 
Wheretore they thought it to be part of the firme land of India 
beyond theriuer of Garges. Forthe great & large compatle ther- 
of, doth not permit that it ſhould be an Lande,albeit thewhole 
earth vacouered with water, largely take;7, may be called an I- 
lande. From the poynt of that land wherethey loſt the light of 
thenorth pole, fayling by a continuall tracte about three hun- 
dred leagues towarde the welt {ide of Paria they lay that(almoſt 


inthe midway) they chauncedinto a riuer called 2faragnonum, 
which

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which they affirme to bee of ſuch exceeding breadth, that it 

might ſeeme incredible, it the antiques did not make mention 

of the like, Being demaunded of meifit were not{alt water. 
where it diueded the lande, they anſweared that the water therot 
was very freſhe and fweete, and that the further icranne;to be ſq 
much the freſher ; allo fullof Tlandes and wholſome fiſhe: they 
dare auouch the breadth therot to be more then thirtie leagues, 
Yet if we well weigh andconlider the largenetle and widenetle 
of Borioſtomea and Spirioſtomea,the mouthes ofthe famous river 
of 1/ter (now called: Danxbimy) and howe farre they vielateor 
corrupt the ſalt water withtheirfreſhneſle,we ſhall ceatle tomar 
ueyle,although this other riuer be greater:for who can diminiſh 
the power of nature, but that it may makethis biggerthen the 
other,and another bygger then this ? And I ſuppoſe thisto bee ' 
the ryuer whereof Colonns the Admirall made mention inthe 

deſcription of his voyage in theſe coaſtes, But we ſhall hereafter 


haueturther knowledge hereof : Jet vs nowe therefore returne The comme- 
tothe comoditiesof thele regions, They teund in many Ilands ditiezoſthere 


about Para , great woodes ct Bralile trees, and brought away b 
with them threechoulande poundes weighte thereof. They ſay 

that the Bralile of Hypanriola, is much better then this to dye 
cloth with a more tairc and durable colour, From hence, folow= 
ing the windes (which the Spaniardes cal Northeſt.and the Ita- 
lians Graco they pailed by many Ilandes very truiteful,yet left 
deſolate and waſted by reaſon of the crueltie of the Canibales? 
for they went alande in many places, they found the ruines of 
many deſtroyed houſes: yet in ſome places,they found men,but 
thoſe exceeding fearetull , flicing to the mountaines, rockes, 
and woodes at the fight of euery (traunger or ſhippe, & wan 


dering without houle or. certaine  abyding places, forfearcof &, 1 1..; 


the Canibales laying waite and hunting after them. Here they 
found thoſe great trees which of them ſelues in dwuers places 


bring forth that fruite or ſpice, which the Apothecaries cal Caf- TrecsofCaſlis 
ſia Phiſtula, and that of no letle goodneſle, then that which the filtula. 


philitians miniſterto ſuch as be diſeaſed with the ague, but it 
wasnot ripeat their being there. They affirme that there are 
trees of ſuch bygnetle, that.xvimen ioyning handes togeather, 
and ſtanding in compalle,can ſcarcely embrace ſome of them. 
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Among theſe trees is found that monſtrous beaſtewith a ſnout 
like a foxeza tayle like a marmaſette, cares like a bat, handes 
likea man, and feete like an ape; bearing her whelpes aboute 
with her in an outward bellie much like vnto a greate bagge 
ar purſe. The deadecarkatle of this beaſt,:you ſawe with mee, 
and turned it ouerand ouer with your owne handes, marucy- 
ling at that new belly, and wonderful prouilion of nature, They 
fay iis knowne by experience, that ſhee never letteth her whel- 
pes goe out of that purle,except it beeither to play,ortoſucke 
vntill ſuch time that they bee able to gette their liuing by 
themſclues. They rooke this-bealte with her whelpes: But 
the whelpes died ſhortly after.in the ſhippes, Yetthe damme 
lived certaine monethes zbut at the length, not being able to a- 
bide ſo great alteration of ayre, and change of meat,the diedal- 
ſo inthe way, But of this bealte, wee haue ſaid enough. Letvs 
now therefore returneto the aucthours of theſe thinges. Theſe 
two Pinzors, the vncle and the neuiew, ſuſteined many greate 
troubles & horrible tempeſtes and perillesin this nauigation. 
For when they had now ſailed by the coaſtes of Paria about lixe 
hidred leagues,&(as they ſfuppoled)beyond thecittic of Cathay 
and thecoſtes of Eaſt India beyond theriuer of Ganges, there 
roſe ſodenly ſo fiercea tempeſt in the month of Tuly,that of the 
foureCarauelswhich they had with them , twa weredrowned 
cuen before their eyes : andthethird lying at anker, with like 
ſodennescaried out their light throughthe violence of the 
tempelt:the fourth alſo lying at anker, was fo ſhaken andbroo 
ſed, thatall the [eames thereot were almoſt looked: Yetcame 
they to land out of this laſt ſhyp,but vtrerly deſpairing of the 


dieinaCeſpe- ſhip. Wherefore conſulting with themſelues what was beſt 


rate cale. 


to bee donein fo extreemea caſe, and how to prouide them 
a ſafe dwelling place in thoſe Regions, being out of all hope 
how todepartfrom thence, they determined to. (tay all thein- 
habytauntes of the country neete about them, leaſt they with 
the other ſhould conſpire together to kill them, but their for- 
tune was better: For the Carauel which the tempelt had -caried 
away, was come to them againe. This hadin it. xvii, men: 
And theother thatremained, was {aued and repaired.' With 
theſe two therfore,they rooke thejr yoyage directly to Spayne 


and 
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and thus being totſed with tempeſtes, & vexed with aduerſities 
chey returned totheir natiue countrey of Pa/os, to their wyues 
and children, the day before the Calendes of Oftober, with the 
lofſe of many of their deere frieds & neighbours. They brought 


 withthem Cinamomeand ginger: butnot very good, becauſe Cinameme 


they were notthere fully ſeaſoned with the heate of the ſunne, 224 Givger, 
before they brought them from thence. They brought allo cer- 
tayne precious ſtones, which Baptiſ/a Ely/zus that excellent phi- 
lofopher, and your Lordſhippes Philition,aftirmeth to be true 
Topaſles. After theſe mens returne, other of their neighbours 
being moued thercto by acertayne emulation, to prouecif their 
fortune would be any better, like men of good corage, being no Men ofnoble 
thing diſcomforted by the harde fortune of their neighboures, courage, 
knowing that it oftentimes chaunceth, that that whiche is one 
mans vndoing,is another mans making,attempted a new voi- 
age toward the ſouth by the coaltes of Paria,tollowing the ſteps Another 
of Colexzsthe Admirall, who haddefirſt diſcouered the ſame, YY*86+ 
They alſo brought with them grea plentie of Caſſiafiſtula, and 
found that precious medicine callet of the Spaniards Anime al- _,,,;,,, _ 
bxm, whole perfume is of moſt excellent efteR to heale the re- 
umes,murres,and heauines of the head. As touching this viage, 
as yet I know no other newesthat I thought worthy to certitie 
you of,whertore, 1 willnow make an end of this booke,becaule 
you put meſo often in remembrance of your departure: Yetta 
accompliſhe the Decade, I will declare ſomewhat of the ſuper- 
ſtitiss of Hiſpaniola. You thal now therfore vnderſtand theillu- Ty, 6... 
ſions wherewith the people of the Tlande haue beene ſeduced af- tions = 
ter the errours of the old gentilitie, and wandered in the igno- paniola, 
raunce and blindnelle of humane nature, corrupted of thediſo- The errourzof 
bedience of our firlt rm_ which hath remaynedin all nati- *®* 91degentis 
ons vp the face of the earth, except where it hath pleaſed God © 
by the light of his ſpirite by his worde, to powre vpon his ele 
thegrace of renouation,by the light whereof the naturall dark- 
nes recciueth ſome clearnetle as in aglatle, vntill imperfe&ion 
ſhall beaboliſhed, Our men thereforewere long in the Iland of 
Hiſpamola, before they knew that the peoplethereof honoured 
any other thing then the lightes of heauen, or hadde any other 
religion : but . when they hadde becne longe conyerfaunt 
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with them, and by vnderſtanding their language, drew toa fur- 
ther familiaritie, they had knowledge that they vſed diuers rites 
and ſuperſtitions: I haue therefore gathered theſe tewe thinges 
following, out of a booke written by one Ramonus an Heremite, 
whome Colonnshaddelett with certayne kinges of the Ilandeto 
inſtrutthem in the Chriſtian faith. And becauſe in maner their 
whole religion is none other thing then idolatrie, Iwill beegin 
attheiridolles, It is therefore apparant by the images which 
they honour openly and commonly, that there appeare vato 
them in the night ſeaſons, certayne phantalies and illuſions of 
euill ſpirites,ſeducing them into many fonde and fooliſh errours 
for they make certaine images of Goflampine cutton, tolded 
or wreathed after their manner, and hard ſtopped within. Theſe 
images they make ſitting, muche like vnto the pictures of 
ſpirits and deuilles which our paynters are accuſtomed to paynt 
vpon walles : butforaſmuch as I my ſelfe ſent you foure of 
theſe Images, you may better preſently lignifie vntothe king 
your vncle, what manner of thinges they are, and howe like vn- 
to paynted deuilles, then I can expreſle the ſame by writing. 
Theſe images, theinhabitauntes call Zemes, whereof the leaſte, 
made to the likenetle of young deuilles,they bindeto their fore- 
heades when they goe to thewarres againtt their enemies, and 
tor that purpoſe haue they thoſe ſtrings hanging at them which 
you ſce. Ofthele, : they belecue to obteyne rayne, if raine bee 
lacking, likewiſe fayre weather : for they thinke that [theſe 
Zemes are the 'mediatours and mellengers of the great God, 
whom they acknowledge to beonely one, eternall,withoutend, 
omnipotent, and inuilible.'Thus euery king hath his particular 
Zemes,which he: honoureth. They call theeternall god by theſe 
twonames, Jocaunaand Gramaonocon, astheir predecetioures 
taught them,athrming that hee hath a father called by theſe fue 
names:thatis, Artabeira, IMamona, Guacarapita, Liella, Guima- 
26a, Nowe (hall you heare what they fable on the earth as tou- 
ching the originall of man. There is in the lande, a:region called 
Cannana,where they fainethat mankinde came firſt out of two 
caues.ofa mountaine : and that the biggeſt ſorteuvf men came 
forth of the mouth of the biggeſt caue,and the leaſt fort outof 
the leaſt caue. The rocke inthewhich tenſe cauesare,they call 
| To ES Canta;. 
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Canta.The greatelt denne,they name Cazibaxaguaand the leile Fabl 
Amaianna. They lay, that before it was lawtull for men tocome j ya _ 
foorth of the caue, the mouth ofthe caue was kept and wat- "rom 
ched nightly by a man whoſe name was Aachochael: this Afa- tions. 
chochael, departing ſomewhat farre from the caue, to the intent 

to ſee what things were abroad, was ſodenly taken of the ſunne, 

(whoſe light hewas torbidden)& was turned into a (tone. They 

fayne the like of divers other, that whereas they went forth in 

the night ſeaſon a fiſhing lo farretrom the caucythat they could 

not returne before the riling of the ſunne( the which it was not 

lawfull for them to behold ) they were tranſtormed into. Myro- 

balane trees,which of themlelues grow plentifully in the Iland. 

They ſay furthermore, that a certayne ruler called Vagomona, 

ſent one foorth of the caue to goe a fiſhing, who by like chance 

was turnedintoa Nightingale,beecaufetheſunne was riſen bee- The Nigh- 
fore hee came agayne to the caue : and that yeerely about the tyngale , 
fame time that he was turned into a bridge, he doth in thenight 

with a mourning ſong bewayle his miſtortune, and call for the 

helpe of his mailter Y/agomiova : And this they thinketo bee the 

cauſe why that bird {ingeth in the night ſeaſon. But Yagomona, 

being ſore troubled in his mind for the lotle of his familiar fried 

whom he loued ſoentirely,leauing the men in the caue,brought 

forth onely the women with their ſucking children , leauing 

the women in one of the Handes of that tract;called IZathmino, Thellande of 
and caryed the children away with him : which poore wretches Mathinino. 
oppretled with tamine, taynted and remayned on the banke of 

a certaine ryuer, where they were turned into frogges,and cryed 

toa, toa, that is, 99amma, mamma, as Children are woont to crye, cha 

for the mothers pappe. And heereof they lay it commeth that Tur ent 
frogges vie to cry lo pitifully in the ſpring time of the yeare : - 
Andthat men were {cattered abroadein the caues of Hi/pamola 

without the companie of women. They ſay alſo, that wheras 

Vagomiona himlelte was accuſtomed to wander in diuers places , 

wi yet by aſpeciall grace neuer tran{tormed, deſcended to a 

certayne faire woman whom he ſawe in thebottome of the ſea, Alſpecialgrace 
& receiued of her certayne pibble (tones of marble ( which they 

call Cibas ) and allocertayne yelloweand bright plates of lattin 


which they call G#aninos. Theſe thinges to this day arehad in 
great 
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great eſtimation among the kinges, as goodly iewelles, and 

Holy reliques. molt holy reliques. But nowe ( moſt noble prince)you ſhall 
heare a more pleaſaunt fable. T here is a certayne cauecalled 

Touanaboina, in the territorie of a certayne king whoſe name is 

A holy caue. yfchimmech : This cauethey honour more religiouſly then did 
the Greekes in time paſte, Corinth, Cyrrha, or Ny/a, and haue 

adourned it with pictures of a thouſand tathions.In the intrice 

of this caue they haue two grauen Zemes,whereof the one is cal- 

led Binthaitel, and the other A/arohu. Being demanded why 

OT Yo they had this caue in ſogreat reuerence, they anſwered earnelt- 
ont. ON ly, becauſe the ſunne and the moone came hrit out of the ſame 
andmoone, tO giue light tothe world:theyhauercligious concourſe to theſe 
 **  Cauees, as we are accultomed to goe on Pylgrimage to Rome, 

or Vaticane, Compoſtella,or Hieruſalem,as molt holy & head 

laces of our religion. They arealſo ſubic& to another kind of 
Gofleioai/or they thinkethatdead folks walke in thenight, 


walkyng  andeate the fruite called Guarnaba, vaknowne vnto vs,& ſom- 
ſpirites. what like vntoa Quinſe:athrming alſo that they are couerſant 


with living people:euen in their beddes, and to deceive women 

intaking vpon them the ſhape of men, ſhewing themſelues as 

though they would haueto doe with them:but when the matter 

commeth to actuall deed,fodainly they vanithe away. If any do 

ſuſpe thata dead body lyeth by him, whe he teeleth any (trig 

Aremedic a- fhing in the bed, they ſay he ſhall bee out of doubt by feeling of 
ainſt walking the bellie thereof: aftirming that the fpirites ot dead men may 
pirites, take vppon them all the members of mans body, ſauing onely 
the nauel. If therefore by the lacke of the nauel he doe perceiue 

that a dead body lyeth by him;the tecling is immediately refol- 

ued. They belceueverily, thatinthe night, and oftentimes in 

ther iourneies,and eſpecially in common and high wayes, dead 

men doe meete with theliuing: Againſt whom, if any man bee 

Rout and out of feare, the fantalie vaniſheth incontinently:but 

if anie feare, the fantafie or viſion dooth fſoaflaulte him and 

ftrike him with further feare, that many are thereby aſtony- 

ſhed, and haue the lymmes of their bodies taken. The inhabi- 

tauntes beeing demanded of whom they had thoſevaine ſuper- 

ſtitions , they aunſwered, that they were left them of heir 
forefathers, as by diſcent of inheritance, and that they haue 
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had the ame before the memorie of man,compoſed in certaine 
rimes and ſonges,which it was lawfull for none to learne, but 


onely the kinges ſunnes,who committed the ſame to memorye. 


becauſe they had neuer any knowledge of letters. Theſe they 
ſing beforethe people on certaine (olemne and feſtiuall dayes 
as molt religious ceremonies : while in the meane time they 
play on a certaine inſtrument made of onewholepeece of wood 


mewhat holowe like atimbrel. Their prieltes and diuines -———_ 
w1ne 


Phifitions, 


(whom they call Bozries) inftrute them in thele {uperſtitions: 
Theſe priettes are alſo philicions, deuiſing a thouſande craftes 
and ſubtilties howe to deceiue the {imple people which haue 


them in great reuerence:for they perlwade them that the Zemes Ignorance is 
noriſhed with 


ſuperſtition, 


vie toſpeakewith themTamiliarly , and tel them of thinges to 
come. And if any haue ben licke, and are recouered they make 
the beleeue that they obteined their health of the Zemes. Theſe 
Bout bind themſelues to much faſting, & outward cleanlinelle, 
and purginges, eſpecially whenthey take vpon them the cure 
of any prince, for then they drinke the powderof a certaine 


herbe by whoſe qualitie they are driuen into afury, at which Apowder of 
time ( as they ſay ) they learne many thinges by revelation of P2rv<ylous 


the Zemes. Then putting ſecretely in their mouthes,eyther a 
ſtone,or a bone, ora peece of fleſh,they cometo the licke perſs 
commaunding al to depart out of that place exceptone or two 
whomit ſhal pleaſethe {icke man to' appoynt: this done, they 
goe about him three or foure times, greatly deforming their 


taces,lipps, and noſthrils with ſundry filthy geſtures, blowing, a g.an» 
breathing, and ſucking the furhead, temples, and necke of the ner boi ” 


patient, whereby( they ſay) they drawe the cuil ayre from him, 
and ſucke the diſeaſe out of the vaynes : then rubbing him, 
about the ſhoulders, thighes and legges , and drawing 
downe their handes cloſe by his teete, holding them yet faſte 
togeather,they runne to the doore being open,where they vn- 
cloſe and ſhake their hands, atiirming that they hauc driven 
away the diſeaſe, and that the patient ſhall ſhortly be perfe&ly 
reſtored to health. Afterthis comming behinde him, hee coa- 
ueigheth a pecce of fieſhe out of his owne mouth like a iugge- 
ler, and ſheweth it.to the licke man, ſaying, Behold , you 


hauccatento much, you {hall nowe bee whole, becauſe I naue 
taken

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taken this from you, But if he entend yet further to deceiucthe 
patient,hee perſwadeth him that his Zemes isangry, eytherbe- 
cauſe he hath not builded him a chappell,ornot honoured him 
religiouſly, or not dedicated vnto him a groue or garden. And 
if it fo chaunce that the licke perſon die, his kinſtolks,by witch= 
crafte, enforce the dead to confetle whether he died by naturall 
deſtey,or by the negligece of the Bozrins,inthat he had nottfalt- 
ed as he ſhould haue done, or not miniſtred a couenient medt- 
cine for the diſeaſe: ſo that if this phiſition be found faultie,they 
take reuenge of him. Of theſe ſtones or bones which theſe Boitz 
cary in their mouthes, if the women can come by them, they 
keepe them religiouſly, belceuing them to be greatly ettectuall 
to helpe women traueling with childe, and theretore honour 
them asthey dotheir Zemes. For diuers of the inhabitantes ho- 
nour Zemes of diuers faſhions : lome make them of wood, as 
they were admonithed by certaine viſions appearing vato them 
inthe woods: Other, which haue receiued aunſwer of them 
among the rockes, make them of ſtone and marble. Some they 
make of rootes, to the {imilitude of ſuch as appeare to them 
when they are gathering the rootes called Ages, whereof they 
make their bread, as we haue ſaid before. Thele Zemes they be- 
leueto lend plentie & fruitfulnes of thoſe rootes,as the antiqui- 
tie beleued ſuch fayries or ſpirits as they called Dryades, Hamaary 
ades. Satyros,Panes, and Nereides,to haue the cure & prouidence 
of the ſea,woods, ſpringes, and fountaines, afligning to eucry 
thing their peculiargoddes: Euen ſodoe thinhabitants of this 
Hand attribute a Zemes to euery thing, ſuppoſing the fame to 
give care to their inuocations. Wherefore, as often as the 
kingsalſke counſell of their Zemes as concerning theirwarres, 
increaſe of fruites or ſcarcenes,or health & licknelle, they enter 
intothe*houſe dedicateto their Zemes, where, ſnuffing vpinto 


þ di rg their noſthryles the pouder of the herbe called Cohobba(.wher- 


with the Boxtware dryuen into a furie) they ſay thatimmediatly 
they ſee the houſes turned topſie turuie, and men tu walke with 
their heeles vpward,of ſuch force is this pouder, vtterly to take 
away al ſence. As ſoone as this madnelleceatlſeth, he embraceth 
his knees with his armes,holding downe his head. And when 
hehath remayned thus awhile aſtonyſhed, hee lifteth vp his 
head 
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head, as one that came newe out of (leepe:and thus looking vp 
toward heauen, firft he fumbleth certaine confounded wordes 
with himſclfe, then certayne of t:ie nobilitie or chiefe gentle- 
mea that areabout him(tor none of the common people are ad- 
mitted to theſe myſteries) w.th Joude voyces giue tokens of re= 
ioycing that hee is returned to them trom the ſpeech of the Ze- 
mes,demanding of him what he hath (eene. 'I hea hee opening 
his mouth, doateth that the Zemzes {paxe to him during the time 


of his trance,declaring that he had reuelations either cocerning reyclations, 


victorie or deſtruction, famine or plentie, health or lickenelle 
or whatſocuer happeneth firſt on his tongue. Now ( molt noble 
Prince) what neede you hereafter to marueyle of the ſpirite of 


Apollo lo ſhaking his Sibylles with extreame furie : you hadde he ſpirir of 


thought that the ſuperititious antiquitie hadde periſhed. Bu 
nowe whereas I haue declared thus much of the Zemes in gene- 
ral, I thought it not good to let patle what is ſayde of them in 
particular, They lay therefore that a certaine king called Gza- 
maretus, had a Zemes whole, name was Cerochotum, who ( they 
fay ) was oftentimes wont to deſcend from the highelt place of 
the houſe where Guamaretxs kept him cloſe bod, They athrme 
that the cauſe of this his breaking of his bandes and departure, 
was eytherto hide himfelfe, or to goe ſeekefor meate, or elſe 
. fortheacte uf generation * and that ſometimes beeing offended 
that the king Guamaretys had bin negligent and flacke in ho- 
nouring him, he was wort tolie hid tor certaine dayes. They 
fay alſo, that in the kinges village there are ſometime children 
borne hauing two crownes , which they ſuppoſe to be the chi 
dren of Corochotum the Z emes.T hey faine kkewile, that Guama- 
retus HeiIng OUCTCOME of his exemiesin battayle, and his village 
with the palace conſumed with hre,Corochorus brake his bandes, 
and was aftcrwarde founde a furlong of, fate and without 
hurte, He hath alſoanother Zemes called Epleguanita,made of

rayne. Theotheris alſo at hercommaundement a metlenger to

whoſe aucoritie would not ſuffer me to be idle, but euer to haue 
my penin hand.Tohim Iwrote the two firſt books of this de= 
cade,belide many ot her of my hid comentaries which you ſhal 
{ee ſhortly: but tortune didno lefle withdraw my miud from wri 
ting,thea diſturb Aſcanize fre power. As he was totled with con 
trary {tormes, and cealedto perſwade mee : cuen ſollacked my 
feructnelle to enquire any turther,vntil the yere of Chriſt 1500 
when the Courtremained at Granata where you are viceroy: At 
which time, Z2douik: the Cardinal of Aragonte, neuiew to king 
Frederike by his brothers lide (being at Granata with the

ſhed! the whole Decade conlilting of ten bookes, But I haue ad-

Th Cerceneg mImng themby warre, Yetin ſome places, although they 
ſy <h enakes Þeenaxed, they overcame our ren, and flewe whole aimyes 
people, For they are exceeding fierce, and yſe venemous arrowes, and 
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long ftaues like iauelens, made hard attheendewith fire. They 


found many beaſtes, both creepyng and foure faoted much 

differing from ours, varyable and of ſundrye ſhapes innume- 
rable : yet not hurttull, except Lions, Tigers, and Crocodiles, 
ThisI meancin ſundry regions.of that great lande of Paria, 
butnot in the Ilandes : no not ſo much as one, for all the 
beaſtes of the Ilandes, are meeke and without hurte, except 
men, which (as wee haue ſayde ) are in many Ilandes deuourers 
of mens ficlhe. Thereare alſo diuers kindes of foules. Andin 
many places battes of ſuch bignes , that they are equall withall 
turtle doues, T heſe battes, haue oftentimes atlaulted men in the 
night in their ſleepe , and fo bitten them with their venemous 
recth,that they haue hen therby almoſt driuen to madnes,in ſo 
much thatthey haue ben compelled to flee from ſuch places, 
from rauenous Harfies. Inan other place, where certaine of 
them ſlept in thenight ſeaſon on the ſands by the ſealide amon 
ſter comming out of the fea, came vpon one of them ſecretlye, 
and caried him away by the middeſt out of thelight of hisfel- 
lowes, to whom he cried invainefor helpe, vntil the bealt leapt 
into the ſea with herpray. It was the kinges pleaſure thatthey 
ſhould remaine in theſelandes, and builde townes and fortre(- 
ſes : whereunto they were ſo well willing, that divers profered 
them ſelues to take vpon them the ſubduing of the land, ma» 
king great ſuite to the king that they might bee appoynted

garins of Bononie, and Johannes Cur 
ſras of Florence ( molt holy father) 
came to the Catholique king of

| fayres of his common, wealth, I 
was cuer for the moſte part-in 
| their company, and fortheir ver- 
tucs and wiſdome had them in great reuerence. And where- 
as they were greatly giuen to [tudic , and continuall reuol- 
uing of diuers auctours,they chaunced ypon certayne boukes 
negligently let ſlyppe out of my handes entreatyng of the 
large landes andregions hitherto lying hid, and almoſt Weſt 
Antipodes , found of late by the Spanyardes.

Here they found golde, butin no great 
quantitie,nor yetthat pure: they make of it certaine brelt plates 
and brooches whiche they weare for comelynelle. But Fogeda 
not content with theſe ſpoyles, viyng certayne captiues, whiche 
hee haddetaken before, for guides, entred into a village twelue 
Warlyce —mylesdiftantfrom the ſea (ide further into the lande, intothe 
people, which they were fled when he firlt enuaded. Herehe found a na- 
ked people, bue apte to warre : forthey were armed with tar- 
gettes, ſhieldes, long ſwoordes made of woode, and bowes with 
arrowes typt with bone,or hardened with fire. As ſoone as they 
had efpied our men, they with their gheſtes who they had recet- 
ued, aflayled them with deſperate myndes, being thereto more 
earneſtly prouoked, behoiding the calamitie of theſe which fled 
vnto them, by the violence doneto theirwomen and children 
in the ſpoyle aad laughter, In this conflict our men had the 


ouerthrowe: inthe which, one Tohaznes de Lacoſſa (beeing in au» - 


thoritie next vnt9 Fogeda thecaptayne, andallo tie firlt that 
Arrowes in- gatherec goldein the ſandes of /7aba) was flaine with fiftie ſoul- 
fected With Jjers : for theſe people infecte theirarrowes with the deadly 
geen. poylon ofa certayneherbe. Theoticer with their captaine Fo- 
geda being diſcomforted, fledde to the thippes. While they re- 
Thenauigati- imained thus in the hauen of Carthage,forrowtful and penſtue for

ſa, (whom tneyleft in Hiſpaniols, preparing himlelfe towarde 
the voyage inthe hauen Beata) came to them with hue ſhippes, 
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and ſeuen hundred fourſcore and fyfteene men. Forthe greater 

number of ſouldiers followed MNicxeſa, both. beecauſe: free 

libertie was giuen to them tochooſe which of the capitaines 

they lift, and alſo that by reaſon of his age, hee was of greater 

authoritie : But eſpecially beecauſe the rumoure was that Th,,eo,ung 
Beragua being by thekinges commiſſion appoynted to Nieweſa, of Vraba and 
was richer in goldethen 7/raba aligned to e{phonſns Fogeda. Beragua, 
Therefore, at the arriuall of Nicxeſa, they conſulted what was 

belt to beedoone : anddetermined firlt to reuenge the death 

of their tellowes. Whereupon, ſetting their battayle in arraye, 

they marched in the night towardethein whiche (lue Coſſa with 

his companiuns. Thus ſtealing on them vnwares in the Iaſte The Spaniards 
watch of the night, and cncompaſlling the village where they reuengethe 
lay, conliſting of a hundred houſes and more, having allo in it dcathof rheyr 
thriſe as many of theirneighboures as of themſelues, they ſer ©PPP3310ns. 
iton fire, with diligent watche that none might eſcape. And 

thus in ſhort time they brought them and their houſes to aſhes, 

and made them paye the ranſome of bloudewith bloud : for 

ofagreat multitude of men and women, they ſpared onely fixe j 
children, all ther being deſtroyed with firevr {woorde, except gaughrer 
fewe whiche eſcaped priuily, they learned by theſe reſeruedchik 
dren, that Coſa and his tellowes werecut in peeces, and eaten 
of them that ſlue them, By reaſon whereof, they ſuppoſe that 
theſe people of Camairitooke their original of the Caribes,other 
wiſe called Canbales, Here they tounde ſome golde among the 
aſhes. For the hunger of golde did no letle incourage our men Th, hanoer 
to acuenture theſe perilles and labours, then did the poſleſling ofgolde.” 

of the landes. Theſe thinges thus finiſhed, and the death of Coſſa 

and hisfellowes reuenged, they returned to the hauen, After 

this, Fogeds whiche came firſt, firſt likewiſe departing with 

his armiero ſecke 7raba, committed to his gouernance, layled 

by an ITlandecalled Ferris, lying inthe midway betweene J +aba Then! 

and the hwwen of Carthago: into thewhich deſcending,he found x... me 
it tobeean Tlande of the Canibales, bringing with him from 4 
thence two men andſeuen women,for the relidue eſcaped. Here 

hee tounde in the cotages of them that fledde, a hundred,four- 

ſcore, and tenne draimmes of golde, . caſte and wrought in dy- Wrought gold 


vers fourmes, Sayling forwarde from hence, hee came to the 
| Eaſt 
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Eaſt coaſtes of /7aba, whiche the inhabitauntes call faribana, 
from whence the Caribes or Canibales of the Ilandes are fayd 
to haue their names and originall. Here he began to build a fot 
tretſe, andavillageneerevnto the ſame, therein entending to 
place their firlt habication. Shortly after, beeing inſtructed by 
certayne captiues, that there was about twelue myles further 
within the lande, a certaine village called 7irxf;, hauing in ita 
riche golde myne, he determined to deltroy the village, to the 
which when he came,he found the inhabitantes ready to defend 
their right, and that ſo ſtoutly, that encountering with them, 
he was repulſed with ſhame and domage : for thele people alſo 
vic bowes and venemous arrowes. Within a fewe dayes after, 
being enforced for lacke of vicualles to inuade another village 
hee himſelte was {trycken in the thygh with an arrowe. Some 
of his fellowes ſay, that he was thus wounded of one of the in- 


| Habitantes whoſe wife he had ledde away captiue beetore. They 


fayalſothat he had firlt friendly communed with Fogedator re 
deemingof his wife,and had appoynteda day to bring a portis 
of goldefor her ranfome,and thathee came at the day aſſigned, 
not laden with golde, but armed with bowes and arrowes,with 
cight other confederate with him which had beene before par- 
takers of the jniuries done to them firſt at the hauen of Cartha- 
o,and afterward at the burning of the village,in revenge wher- 
of, they had deſperately conſecrated themſclues to death : But 
the matter being knowne, the captayne of this conſpiracie was 
ſlayne of Fogedahis companions, and hiswite deteined in cap- 
tiuitie. Fogeda alſo through the maliciouſnelle of the venime, 
conſumed and was dried vp by litle and litle, While theſe things 
chaunced thus;they efpied N:cxeſathe other captaine,towhom 
Beragwathe region of the Welt {ide of Y/raba was alligned to 
inhabite, He gaue wind to his ſayles to take his voyage towarde 
Berapua, the day after that Fogeda departed out of the hauen of 
Carthago. He with his armie that he brought with him, coaſted 
cuer along by the ſhore, vntill he came to the gulfe {o+ba,whoſe 
kinges name is Careta» Here hee founde their language to bee 
in manner nothing like vnto that of Hipamola, or ofthe hauen 
of Carthago: whereby hee perceiuecd that in this trate,there are 
many languages differing from their gwng bordgrers. Nicweſa 
| 2 | de- 
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departing from Co/iba, went tothe prouince orLieuetenaunt- 
ſhip of Fogeda his companion, Within a few dayes after, hee 
himſelfe cntring into'one of thoſe marchaunt ſhippes which 
the Spaniardes call Caraxe/as, commaunded that the big- 
ger veilels ſhould tolowfarre behind. He tooke with him two 
{mal ſhippes commonly called Bergandines or Brigandines. 
Thaue thought it goodin al the diſcourle of thete bookes,to vic 
the common names of thinges, becauſe I had rather bee plaine 
then curivus, eſpecially foraſmuch as there doe daily ariſe ma 
y new thinges vnknowen to the antiquitic, whereof they haue 
left no true names. Atter the ——_— of Nicxeſa,there came a 
ſhippefrom Hi/pamolato Fogeaa, the captainewhereof, was one TIF 
A. ae C 4" wh ,, ad {tolne Bs ſame from H:/pamola — 
with threeſcore men, without leaue or aduice of the Admiral & -2/5040008 
theother gouernours, With the viualles which this ſhippe 
brought, they refreſhed them ſelues, and fomewhat recouered 
their ſtrengthes, much weakened for lacke of meat. Fogeds 
his companions whiſpered and muttered againſt him daily 
more and more, that he fedde them foorth with vaine hope:for 
hchadtold them that he left Anci/us in Hyſpamola (whom hee 
choſe by the kinges commiſſion to be a iudge in caules, becauſe 
heewaslearnedin the law) to come ſhortly after him witha ſhip 
laden with viqualles, and that hee marueciled that hee was not 
come many dayes lince. And herein he ſaid nothing buttrueth 
for when he departed, he left Anc/us halte readie to tolowe him 
But his telowes ſuppoling that af] that he had faide of A/canirs 
had ben fained, ſome of them determined priuily to ſteale away 
the two Brigandinesfro Fegeda,& to returne to Hypanola. But 
Fogeda hauing knowledge thereof, preuented their deuice: tor 


leauing the cultody ofthefortreile with a certaine noble gen-' 


tleman called Franciſco Pizarro,he himielte thus wounded,with 

afeweother in his company,cntered intothe ([hippewhereot we 

{pake betore,and {ayled directly to Hiſpaniels,both to heale the Fogedarceutr « 

wounde of his thigh, ifany remedie might be found,and alſo to PethroHilſpa- 

knowewhat was the caule of Anciſus tarying: leauing hope T9 

with his felowes ( wiuch were now brought troin three hun- 

dred to threeſcore, partly by tamine, and partly by warre)that pamine, 

he would rcturne within the ſpace of xv. dayes , preſcribyng 
| allo 
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alſo.a condition to Pizarro & his companions;that it ſhould not 

be imputed to them for treaſon, to depart from thence if hee 

came not agayneat the day appointed , with victuales, anda 

new ſupply of men. Theſe xv. dayes being nowe palt, whereas 

they coulde yet heare nothing of Fogeda , and weredaily more 

and more opprelled with ſharpe hunger , they entred into the 

two Brigandines which were left, and departed from that land. 

And as they were nowe fayling on the mayne ſea toward H/- 

paziola, a tempelt ſodainely aryling, fwalowed one of the Bri- 

gandines with all that were therein. Some of their felowes af- 

firme, that they plainely ſawe a fiſhe of huge greatnetle, ſwims 

A Brioandine 92108 aboue the-Brigandine (for thoſe ſeas bring forth great 
drowned with MOnlters) and that with a ſtroke of her tayle, ſhee broke the 
cheftroke ef rudder of the ſhip in pecces,which fayling, the Brigandine be- 
afyſhe, ing driven about by torce ofthe tepeſt, was drowned not farre 
from the Ilandcalled Forrss, lyng betwene the coaltes of theha 

uen Carthago and Vraba.As they of the other Brigandine would 

haue landed inthe Ilande, -they were driven backe with the 

bowes and arrowes of the fierce barbarians. Proceeding there- 

fore on their voyage, they mette by chaunce with A/camns, be- 

twene the hauen of Cathago, and the region of Cuchibacoain the 

Theregionof mouth of the river. which. the Spaniardes called Born gatts. 
Cuchibacoa , fhat is, the houſe of the catte, becauſe. they fawe a catte-farlt in 
that place ZBoium, in the tongue of Hipamola,isa houſe. Anciſns 

came with a ſhippe laden with all things nece{laric, both for 

meate, and drinke, andapparell, brynging allo with him an 

another Brigandine. This is hee tor whoſe commyng the cap- 

taine Fogedalooked for ſoJong, He laoſed anker trom Hypant- 

olain the Ides of September: & the fourth, day after his depar- 

ture, hee efpied certaine high mountaynes the which tur the a- 

bundice of ſnow which lieth there cotinually in the tops therof 

SerraNeuata #< Spaniards calledit Serra Nenata,whe Colonus the hir{t finder 
of thoſe regions paſſed by the ſame. The fift day he ſayled by 

8; Draconis, Of Dracems. They which were in the Brigandine,tolde Arncy#s 
* that Fogeda was returned to Hi/paniolz: but Anciſus luppoling 

that they had fained thattale,commanded them by thauthority 

of his commillion to turne backe againe. The Brigandiners 0- 


beied &folowed him:yet made they humble ſuite vato him _ 
| Uce 
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he woulde graunt them that with his fauour they might eyther 
goe agayne to Hy/pantiola, or that he himſelte would bring them 
to Nrcncſa:and that they woulde for his gentlenetle declared to- 
warde them in this behalte, rewarde him with two thquſand 
drammes of golde : for they were richin golde, but poorein 
bread. But Arcs atlented to neither of their requeltes, af- 


firming that he might by no meanes goeany other way , then bread, 


to Y/raba the prouince os ed to Fogeda. Whereupon, by their 
conducthe tooke his voyage directly towarde } ava. But nowe 
letit not ſceme tedious to your hoiynetle,to heare of one thing 
worthy to beremembred, which chaunced to this Lieutenaunce 
Anciſzes as he came thither : tor he allo caſt anker in the coalts 
of the region of Caramarri, which we ſayde to be famous,by rea- 
ſon of the hauen of Carthago,and of the goodly (tature,{trength 
and beauty both of men and women being inthe ſamc. Here he 
ſent certaine togoealand on the ſhore both to fetch freſh water 
and alſo to repayre the {hip boate which was ſore bruiſed. In this 
meane time, a great multitude of the people of the countrey,ar- 
med after their maner,came about our men, as they were occu- 
pyed abouttheir bulinetle,and ſtood im a readinetleto fight, for 
the ſpace of three dayes continually, during whiche time, ney- 
ther durſt they ſet vpo our men,nor our men atlaile them, Thus 
both parties keeping their array, ſtoode (till three whale dayes, 
the one galing on theother. Yet all this time our men applied 
their worke, placing the ſhipwrightes inthe middett of their 
armie. As they (toode thus amazed,two of our company went 
co fill their water pottes at the mouth of the riuer neere vnto 
them both,where ſodenly there came forth againſt them a cap- 
tayne of the barbarians wtth tenne armed men, which incloſed 
them, and with terrible countenance bent their arrowes againſt 
them, but ſhuttethem not of: One of our men fledde,but the 
other remained, calling his fellowe againe, and rebuking him 
for his fearefulneile, Then he ſpake to the barbarians in their 
owne language, which he had learned being converfaunt with 
thecaptiues that were caryed from thence along before. They 
marueyling to heare a ſtranger ſpeakein their natiue tongue, 
put of their fiercenetle, andfellto friendly communication,gde- 
maundingwho'were the captaynes of that company whiche 
- were 
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were arryued in their lande. Hee anſwered that they were 

ſtrangers palling by,and that he marueiled why they woulde at- 

temptto drive them from their coaſtes, and diſturbetheir ſhips 

arguing them of folly and crueltie, and turther threatning their 

ruine and deltruction, except they woulde vie themſelues more 

friendly towarde them. For hce aduertifed them that there 

woulde thortly come into their lande armed men, in number 

like vnto the ſands of the ſea,and that to their vtter deſtruction, 

not onely if they relifted them not,but allo except they receiued 

them, andentertayned them honourably, In the meane time, 

vow £ 6 _ Arnciſus wasenfourmed that his men were deteyned : wherefore 

| a s fufpecing ſomedeceite, hee brought toorth all his targermen , 

arrowes, forfeareot their venemous arrowes : and ictting them in battel 

array, hee marched forwarde towarde them whiche ſtayed his 

men. But hee whiche communed with the barbarians, giuing 

hima ligne with his hande to proceed no further,he ſtayed,and 

calling to him the other, he knewe that all was ſafe : for the bar- 

barians profered him peace, becauſethey were not they whom 

they ſuſpe&ted them to haue bin, meaning by Fogeda & Nicneſa, 

who had ſpoyled the village ſtanding thereby the ſeaſide, and 

caryed away many captiues, and alſo burnt anothervillage fur- 

Thebarvari- ther within the lande. And therefore ( as they ſayde ):the cauſe 

"a havere;- oftheir comming thither, wasto reuenge thoſe iniuries, if by 
pectto inſtice k -—{__E: 

any meanes they coulde,yer that they would rot exerciſe their 

weaponsagainſt the innocent: for they ſayde, it was vagoudly to 

Salred fie, fight againlt any, not being prouoked. Laying a part theretore 

| their bowes and arrowes, they entertained our men gentiely 

Wine of fruits and gaue them. great plenty of ſalted fiſhe, and bread of their 

andſcedes. countrey, and hlled their vetlels with Sider made of their coun- 

trey fruites and ſeedes, not inferior to wine in goodnelle. Thus 

Arnciſus hauing entred into triendthip, & made a league of peace 

with the inhabitants of Caramarrs, which were betoreſore prouo 

ked by othercaptaines,he lanched from that land, and direed 

his courſeto /raba by the Ilande of Fortis, hauing in his ſhip a 

hundred and fiftie freſh menne, which were ſubſtituted in the 

Artylleric. place of ſuchcas were dead : allo twelue Mares, and manic 

{wine, and other beaſtes both males and females forencreaſe. 

Lykewiſe, fyftie peeces of ordinaunce , with great multi- 
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tude of targettes, ſwordes, iauelins, and ſuch-other weapons 
for the warres, but all this with euil ſpeede,and inan euill houre: 
foras they were euennowentring into the hauen, the gouer- 


nour ofthe thippe which fate at the helme, ſtrokethe ſhippe Aucilus ſhip- 
vpon the fandes, where it was fo faſt encloſed and beaten with Ve 


the waucs of the ſea, that it opened in the middeſt, and all loſt 
that was therein, a thing {urely miſerable to beholde : for of 
all the victualles that chey had,they faued only twelue barrelles 
of meale, with fewecheeles, and a little bilket bread, for all 
the beaſtes were drowned, and they themlclues eſcaped hard- 
ly and halfe naked, by helpe of the Brigandine and ſhip boate, 
carying with them onely a tewe weapons, Thus they tell from 
one calamitieinto another, being nowe more carctull for their 
lives then for golde. Yet being brought aliueand in health to 
that land which they ſo greatly deſired, they could do noletle 
then to prouide for the {ulteyning of their bodies, becauſe they 
coulde not liue onely by ayre: and wheras their owne failed 
they muſt needes live by other mens, Yet among thele fo many 
aductlities,one good chaunce offered it ſelte vnto the: for they 


founde,not farre from theſea ſide,agroue of Date trees, among A groue of 


the which, andalſo among the reeke or weedes of the mariſhes, 


they eſpied a multitude of wilde bores, with whoſe fictke they yyy1qe ores. 


fed theſelues wel certainedayes. Theſe they fay to be letlethen 
ours,and with ſo ſhort tayles that they thoughtthey had ben cut 
of. They ditteralſofrom ours in their feete: for their hinder 
feete are whole vndiuided,and alſo without any hoote. But they 
atfrme that they haue prooued byexperience;their tlethe to be 
of better taſte and more wholſome then ours. During this time 
they ted alſo of Dates,& the rootes of young Date trees, which 
taey cate likewiſe in Ciuile and Granata, where they call 
the Palmitos,of the leaucs wherct they make beeſemes in Rome + 


Sometimes ao they cate of the apples of that region, which Apnle: of a 
haue thetaſte of pruines, and haue alſo {toes in them, and are ſtrange kinde 


butl.ttle and of reude coiour:] ſuppoſe them to be of that kind 
wherot Teate in the citie of 4lexandrie in Ezypt, in the month 
of Apiill, the trees whereof, the Tewes that dwelle taere, be- _ 
ing learned in the lawe of Moſes, athrme to bee tne Cellars ; 
of Lipanus, which beare old fruites and newe all the yeere, 
Fi 
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as doth the orangetree. Theſe apples are good to be eaten, and 

haue a certaine fweetneſle muxte with gentill ſharpnelle, as 

haue the fruitescalled Serbes. Thiinhabitantesplant theſe trees 

In their orchiardes and gardens, and noriſhe themwith greate 

diligence as we doe cheries, peaches, and quinſes. This tree in 

leaues, height, and trunke, is very like vnto the tree that bea- 

reth the truite called Ziz5pha, which the Apothecaries call 

Tzixba . But whereas now the wilde bores began to faile them, 

they were againe enforced to conſult and prouide for the time 

to come : Whereyppon with their whole armye, they entered 

furtherinto the land.” The Canibales of this prouince,are moſt 
expertarchers. A/canins had in hiscompanye, ahundredmen, 

Men ofdeſpe= They metre by the way with only three men of thinhabitanres, 
eate boldenes, naked, and arnied with bowes & venimous arrowes, who with- 
outall feare, aſlayled ourmen hercely , wounded manye, and 

flue manye, and when they emptyed their quiuers, fledde, as 

{wiftely as the winde : For (as we haueſaidi) they are exceeding 

ſwifte of foote by reaſon oftheir looſe going from their childes 

age, they aftirme that they lette ſlipno arrowe out of their 

bowes in vaine. Our men therefore returned the ſame way that 

they came,much more vnfortunate then they were before, and 

conſulted among themſelues to leaue the 1ad,eſpecialy becauſe 

the inhabitantes had ouerthrowne the fortretle which Fogeda, 

builded, and had burnt thirtie houſes of the village,as ſoone as 

P:izarrus and his company left of Fogeda,and foriakedthe land. 

By this occaſion therefore, being driuen to ſeeke further, they 

Theoulfe of had intelligence that the weſt {ide of that goulfe of 7Y7aba, was 
Vraba, more fruitſul & better to inhabite, Wheretore,they {ent the one 
halfe of theirmen thither with the brigandine,and left the other

gralſe, they entended to plante their newe colonye or habita- 

tion. But the inhabytantes marueyling at the brigandyne be- 


ing bigger then their canoas', and ſpecially at the ſayles 
__ therof 
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thereof, firſt ſent away their children and weakeſt ſort of their 

cople with their baggage and houſhould ſtuffe,and allembled 
all ſuch together both men and women, as were meete fu. the 
warres, T hus being armed with weapons and deſperate mindes 
they ſtoodein a readynetleto fight, and taryed thecomming 
of our men vpon a little hill, as it were to take the aduauntage 
of the grounde:our men iudged them to be about fue hundred 
innumber. Then Arc;/#s thecaptayne uf our men,and Lieue- 
eenauntin the ſteede of Fogeda, letting his men in order of bat- 
tayle aray, and with his whole company kneeling on his knees, 
they all made humbleprayers to G O D forthe vicorie, and a 
vowetothe image of the bleiled virgin which is honoured in 
Ciuile, by the name of Santta Aaria Antiqua, promiling to 
ſende her many golden gyttes, and a ſtraunger of that country 
alſo, toname the village Santa aria Antiqua after her yame: 
likewiſe to erete a temple called by the ſame name, or at 
the leaſt co dedicate the king ot that prouince his pallace tothat 
vie, if it ſhould pleaſe her to afliſt them in this dangerous enter-

priſe. This done;,al the ſouldiers toke an oth, that no man ſhuld , 1... he 


turnc his backe to hisenemies. The thecaptaine commanding 
them to be ina readinelle with their targets and iauelyns, and 
the trumpetter to blowe the battayle,they fiercely atlailed their 


enimies with a larome: but the naked barbarians, not long able The barbari- 


coabide the force ut our men,were put to flight, with their king 
andcaptayne Cemaccus. Qur men entred into thevillage,where 
they found plentie of meate, ſuch as the people of the countrey 
vie,lufiicient to atlwage their preſent hunger,as bread made of 
rootes, with certayne fruites vnlike vato ours, which they 
reſerue for ſtore, aswe doe Cheltnuttes. Of thele people, the 
men are vtterly naked, but the women, from the nauel downe 
warde are couered with a fine cloth made of goflampine cot-

ton. This region is vtterly without any ſharpaetle of wynter fomrns.

the day and night all the whole yeere : but becaule they areig- 
norant in aſtronomie, they can perceiue no ſmall difference.

beegreat. Theday afterthatthey arriued at the lande;they ſay- 
ledalong by the; river , where they found a great thycket of 

reedes, continuyng for the ſpaceoft amylein length, Kippoling 

{as it chaunced in deede) that the borderers tzereabout which 

had fled, had cither lien lurking there, or els to haue hid their 

ſtuffe among thole reedes: Whereupon, arming themlſclues 

with their targets,forteare of the people lying in amoulhe,they 

ſearched thethucket diligently, and found it without men, but 

repleniſhed with houſholde (tutte and golde. They founde alſo

Breſtplates &two pound weight:for they allo take pleaſurein the beautie of 
of colde. golde,and worke it very artificially, though it beenot the price 
ofthings among. themas with vs. They haucit out of other re- 

ions, tor exchaunge of ſuch thinges as their country bringeth 

' forth:for ſuch regions as haue plentie of bread and gollampine 

lacke golde,and ſuch as bring forth golde,are for the moſt part 

rough with mountaines and rockes, and therefore barren:and 

The golden thus they exerciſe marchandies without the vie of money . Re- 
ioycing thereforewith double gladneile,. alwell in that they ſay 
"wiwioongy _ lixenelſe of golde,asallo that fortune had offered themſo 
| ayre and fruiteſull a country , they ſent for theirfelowes whom 

they had left before inthe Ea{t {ide of the gulicof F7aba, Yet 
ſomeſay,that the ayre is tnere vawholſoine becaule that part of 

the region lieth in a owe valley, enuironed witii mountaynes 

and marythes,

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whom the guuernance and Lieutenauntſhip of the moſt large 
prouince of Zerag#a(being the Welt lide of the gulfe of J7aba) 


wasappoynted . Wee have declared howe Nicxeſa, departing 
with one Carauel and two Brigandines, from rata the iuriſdic- 
tion of his friend & companion Foegeda,direced his courle welt- 
warde to Beragualeauing the bigger ſhippes ſomewhat behinde 
him, tofollowe him a farre of , but hee tooke this deuice in an 
euill houre, for he both lolt his fe[lowes in the night, and went 

aſt the mouth of the ryuer Beragza, which hee chiefely fought. 


One Lypas Olanusa 'Cantabrian, and gouernour of one of the Lvipos Om 
great ſhyppes, had the conduR of one of the Brigandines : hee 7%: 


comming bchinde, learned of the inhabitauntes, whiche was 
the way Eaſtwardeto the gulte of Beragsa, ouerpatled and left 


behinde Nicreſa. Olanrs therefore direting his courſe towarde . 


the Ea(t, met with the other Brigandine, which hadde alſo wan- 
dered out of the way by reaſon of the darknes of the night. The 


gouernour of this Brigandine, was one Perrys de Vmobria. Thus porrys os 
both being glad of their meeting, they conſulted whatwas beſt pz... 


to beedone, and which way they could conieture their gouer- 
nour had taken his voyage. After deliberation,they iudged that 
Nicueſacoulce no more lacke ſometo put him in remembrance 
of Beragua, then they themſelues were mindfull hereof,hoping 
alſo to tinde him there. They ſayled therefore towarde Beragea, 
where they found within xvi. myles diſtant, a riuer whiche Co- 
torus named Lagartos, becauſe it nouritheth great Lyſards,which 
in the Spaniſhe. tongueare called Zagartor, Theſe Lyſardes 


are hurtful both vntoman and bealſt,and in ſhape much like vn Lagartos, 


to the Crocodiles of the river Ni/#s in Egypt. In this ryuerthey 
founde their companions andfellowes of theirerrour, lying 
at anker with the great ſhyppes, whiche followed behinde by 
the gouernours commandement. Here the wnole aflembly be- 
ing caretull and diſquieted by reaton of the gouernours errour 
after conſultation,by the aduice of the captaynes ofthe Brigan- 


dines,who had raſed neere vnto the coaltes of Beragaa, they ſai- Thegolden 
led direQ!y thither, Beragua,in the languageof the inhabitants mo of Be» 


of the ſane prouince,is as much to ſay,as the golden ryuer. The 
Regionit ſelfe is alſo called by the ſamename, taking name 
of theryuer, Inthe mouth of thisryuer, the greateſt vellclles 
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caſt anker, andconueighed all their viQualles and other nece{. 
fries to lande with their ſhip boates, andeleRted Luprrs Olanws 
to bee the gouernour in ſteade of Nicaeſawhom they had loſte. 
By that aduice therefore of O/azur and the other vnder captains 
that all hope of departure might bee taken from the ſouldiers 
which they had now brought thither,& to make them the more 
willing to inhabite the lande,. they vtterly forſooke and caſte 
of thoſe ſhyppes beeingnowe rotten for age, and ſuffered them 
to bee ſhaken and brooſedef the ſurges of the ſea. Yet of their 
ſoundeſt plankes, with other newe, made of thetrees of thar 
Region ( whiche they ſay to bee exceeding bigge and high)they 
framed a newe carauel| thortely after, which they might vie to 
ſerue for their neceſlitie. But Beragua was founde by the vnfor- 
tunate deſtenye of Petrus de /Ymbria, For hee, becing a man of 
prompt wit and apt forwardnelle to attempte things(in whiche 
ſometime fortune will beare a ſtroke notwithſtanding our pro- 
uidence )tooke ypon him that aduentureto ſearch the ſhore, to 
the intent to finde a way for his fellowes where they might beſt 
come aland, For this purpoſe, he chooſe him xii.maryners, and 
went aboordethe ſhip boate which ſerued the greateſt ſhyppes, 
The flowing of the ſea, raged and roared there, with a horryble 
whurling, as wereade of the daungerous place of Srylla in the 
ſcaof Cicilie, by reaſonof the huge & ragged rockesreaching 
intothe ſea, from. which the waues rebounding with violence, 
make a great noyſe and roughnelle on the water, which rough- 
netle or reflowing,” the Spanyardescall Reſacca. In theſe daun- 
gers wretched Y/mbria wreſteled a while, but in ſhorte ſpace, a 
wauc of the ſcaalmolt as bygge as a mountayne, rebounding 
from the rockes,querwhelmed the boate, & deuoured the ſame 
with the menenen in the ſight of their tellowes :So that of them 
all,onely one eſcaped by reaſon he was expertin ſwimming, For 
getting holde of the corner of a rocke, and ſuſteyning therage 
of theſea vatillthe next day when it waxed calme, and the ſhore 
was dryeby the fall of the water, he eſcaped and reſorted to his 
companie. But Vmbria with theother eleuen,. were vtterly 
caſtaway. Therelidue of the companie, durſt not committe 
themſelues to the ſhyppe boate, but went alande with their 
brygantines. Where remayningia fewe dayes, and _—_ 
ong, 
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along by the river , they found certaine villagesofthe inhabi- 
tauntes,which they call zmux, Here they began to build a for- 
trelle, and to {owe ſecdesaſter the manner of their countrey, in 
| acertaine vale of tiuitefull ground , becaule in other places the 
region is barren, As theſe things were thus doing in Beragsa. 
one of their company ſtanding vpon the top of a high rocke of 
eſpeciall,, and litting his eyes towarde the \Velt, beganto 
crye, Lynnen ſayles,lynnen fayles. And the neerer it drewe to- 
warde him, he perceiued it to bea ſhip boate, comming, with 
alittle ſayle : yet received they it with much reioycing, forit 
was the fiſher boate of N:cxeſa his Carauel, and of capacitie to 
cary only five men, and had now but threeinit , which had 
ſtolne it from N:cze/ſa,becaule he retuſed to giue credit to them 
that he had patled Beragea, and left it behind him Eattwarde. 
For they ſeeing Ni«cze/a and his felowes to conſume daylye by 
famine, thought that they would proue tortune with that boate 
if their chaunce might be to finde Beragua, aS in deedeit was. 
Debating therefore with their felowes of theſe matters, they 
declared how Nicxe/a erred and loſt the Carauel by tempeſt, & 
that hee was now wandcringamong the mariſhes of vnknow- 
en coaſtes, full of miſerie and inextreme penurie of all thinges, 
hauing nowe liued for the ſpace of three{coreand teyne dayes, 
onely with herbes & rootes,& ſeldome with fruites of the coun- 
trey,contented to drinke water, and yet that oftentimes fai- 
ling; becauſe he was inſtant to trauayle Weltwarde by toote. 
ſuppoling by that meanes to come to Beragea. Colours the hirit 
finder of this mayne land, had coalted along by this tracte,and . 

named it Gracia Dez, but thinhabitaptescalit Cerabaro. Through 

this region, there runneth a river, which our men named Saxtt; Eye _ 
Aatthes, diſtant from the Welt {ide of Beragaa about an hun- — 
dred and thirtie myles. Here Llet patle the name of this river, 
and ofmany other places by the names which the inhabitants 
vie, becauſe our men are ignorant thereof. Thus Zupzs Olanus 
the conductor of one of the ſhipsof Nicweſz andnow allo vice 
Lieuctenaunt in his ſeede, after that he had receiued this 
information of the Maryners , ſent thither a Brigandine 
vnder their guiding, Theſe Mariners therefore , which came 


inthe fiſher boate, founde N:xe/a, and brought thim to the 
K 3 place

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_ place where Olanuc lay,whome at his comming he caſtin priforr 


nefle of N..ue & accuſed him of treaſon, becauſe he vſurped the authority. of 
fa. tie Lieuetenauntihip, and that forthe delire he had to beare: 
rale aud He in-authoritie; he tooke-no care of his: errours : alfo- 
that Ie behaued hirsfelfenegligently, demanding furthermore 
ofhim ,what was the cauſe of his long delay, Likewiſe hee- 
ſpaketo ali the vnder vfficers ſharply, & with atroubled mind, 
and within fewe dayes after, commaunded them to trutle vp 
their packes, ans makeready, to depart. They delired him

bitantes : this towre he called Nomex Des. From the time that 


he left Beragna, what in the journey among the landie playnes Nomer Dei. 


then aiſo tor hazer,while he buildedthe towre, ofthe few which 
remayanedalyuc, hee lolt two hundred. Andtius by litle and 


litle, the awititude of ſeuen hundred, fuur eſcore, and five men 


was brought noweto ſcarcely one huadred.. Whyle Nicueſa 
lyued with theſe tewe miſerable men, there aroſea contention 
among thei of /rabe, as.concerningthe Lieuctenauatihyppe: 
tor one YVaſches Nuwnez, bythe iudgement of all mea;trulting 
more to his {trength then wit, (tirred vp certayne light fel;owes 
againlt Azcins, laying that Anciſas had notthe kinges letters 
pateates for that othce, and that it was not ſufficient that hee 
was authoryled by:Fogeda, and therefore torbode that he ſhould 
execute the othce of the Licuetenauntſhyp, and willed them ta 
chooſe certayne of their owne compary, by whoſe counlayle 
and authoritie they might bee gouerned. Thus beeing diuided 
into factions, by reaſon that Fogeda their captaine came not a- 
gayne, whom they-ſuppoled to be nowe dead ofthis venemous 
wound,they contended whether it were beſt to ſublticute Neewe- 
fain his place. The wiſeſt (orte , ſuch as were familiar with Ns 
cxeſa,& could not beare the inſolecy cf Yaſchus Nunnez,thought 
it good that Nscze/aſhoulde bee ſought out throughuut al thoſe 
coaſtes:for they had knowledge that he departed from Beragwua, 
b:cauſe of the barrennefle ofthe ground, andthat by the exam- 
leof Anciſzs, andiſuchotheras had made ſhipwracke, it were 
pollible that hee might wander in {ome ſecrete place, and that 
they coulde not be quietin their mindes, vntillthey Kknewe the 
certaintie whether hee with his fellowes were altue or dead . But 
Vaſchus Nurnez, fearing lealtat the comming of Niczeſa, hee 
ſhoulde not bc had inauthoritie among his fellowes, {ayue they 
were mad men to thinke that Niczeſa lyued, and u_— hee 
werealiue, yet that they hadde no neede of his helpe : ftorhce

out of their ſhip boate,a certaine king made towarde them, ap- 
pareiled with veſtures of Gollampine cutton, hauing twentie 
novle men in his company apparelled alſo:which thing ſeemed 
ſtraungetoour men, and not ſeene before in thole parties. The 
kinges apparell hong looſe from his ſhoulders to his elbowes, 
and from the girdle downewarde, itwas much lyke a womans 
kyrtle, reaching euen to his heeles, As heedrewe neere toward 
our men, he ſeemediriendly to admonyſh them to take none of 
the water of that ryuer,atirming it to be vawholeſome for men, 
and ſhewed them that not farre tromthence, there was a ryuer, 
of good water, Theycameto thervuer, and endeuouring to 
come neere the ſhore, they were dryuen backe by tempeſt.

L! the chiefe officers in Beragaa, and ſuch as 
were molt politike incounlayie, deternuned 
that Niczeſathoulde bee ſought out,it by any 
Py] meanes he could be found.

KC 0d\=29| the comming of Nicxeſa, a Brigandine which 
He made of his owne charges: andagreed, againſt both the will 
of Auci/z5,and the maſter of fence Yaſchns Nunez, tat Nicweſa 
ſhuld be ſought forth to take away the {trife as.touching the go- 
uernment. They elected therfore Co/minaric{of whom we ſpake 
before)to take this matter in hand, willing him to make diliget 
ſearch for Nicxeſzin thoſe coaſts where they ſuppoled he erred:

gether, and failed direRtly-to /aba.But ſo variable and vncon- 

: {tantisthe nature of man, thathe foone growerh out of vie,be- 

1 commeth u:folent and vamyunudtul of benefites afterto much fe T1olencie of 
licitie: tor Nicneſa atter thus many teares and weepings, after ro much felicis 
divers bewailinges of his intortunate deſtinye, after ſo manye tie. 
thankſsivings,yea atterthathe had fallen downe to the ground 
and kitie«! the feete of Colmenarirhis (auiourghe began to quarel 
with hin: bctote he cameyet at J7aba,reprouing Lim & them al 
for the alteration of the ſtate of thinges in Yraba,and for the ga- 

thering of gold, attirming that none of them ought to haue 
laidehandof any golde without the aduice of him or Fogeds 
his companion. When theſe fayinges and ſuch like, came to 
the eares of them of Y7aba, they lo [tirred vp the mindes of Ax 
ciſus Lieuctenant: for Foreda, and allo of Yaſcthus Nunnez, of 
thecontrary part; agaizlt Nunaeſs, that ſhortly after his ariuall 
with his threeſcore men , they commaunded him with threat- 
ning to depart from thence: but this pleaſed not the better 
fort: Yet fearing leſt tumuit [ould be among the people,whom 
Vaſchus Nunnez had ſRirredtc factions, the beſt part was faine 
to giue place to the greatelt, This wretched man thertore Nicwe 
ſathus Tri in miſertes, was thruſt into the Brigadine which 


hee himſelte brought, and with him onely ſeuentecne nan

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his threeſcore which remained alyue. He tooke ſhippe in the 
Calendes of March, in the yeere. 1511. intending to goe to 
Hiſpamola to complayne of the rathnetle of Yaſchus Nunnez, 
and of the violence done to him by Azci/zs: But be cntred into 
theBrigandine in an vntortunate houre, for he was neuerſeene 
after. They ſuppoledthat the Brigandine was drowned with all 
the men therein. And thus vnhappie Nicze/a tallyng headlong 
out of onemiſery into.ancther,ended his life morenwſerablythe 
heliued. Niczeſa being thus vilely reieed, and their victuals 
conſumed which Co/menaris brought the,talling in manner mad 
forhunger, they were enforced like raucning woolues ſeeking 
their pray, to inuadeſuche as dweit about their confines. V2/- 
chus Nunneztheretore,their new captaine of their owne election 
allembliug rogeather ahundred and thirtie men, and ſettyng 
them in order of battayie after his Fvoordplayers faihion, put- 
ted vpwith pride, placed his fouldiers as-pleaſed him, in the 
foreward and rerewarde, and ſome, as partizens, about his 


Eamine enfor- ©wne perſon, Thus allociating with him Colmerarishee went 
ſerkths to fall to ſpoylethe kinges which were borderers thereabout, & came

firſt toa region about that coalt called Coiba (wherof we made 
mention before )imperiouſly and with cruell countenance com- 
maunding the kinge of the-region,: whole name was Cazera (of 
whom they were neuer troubled as often as they patled by' his 
dominions)to giue them victualles. But Caretadenyed that he, 
could giuethem any at that time, aileagyng that he had otten- 
times aided the Chriſtians as they patled by thoſe coaltes,by 
reaſon whereof, his ſtore was now conlumed : allo that by the 
meancs of the continuall warre which hee kept euer trom his

vpon his dominion, he and his familie were in great ſcarcenelle 
of all chinges. But Yaſchrs,would admit none of thele excules 
andthereupon toke Carera priſoner, ſpoyled his village, and 
brought him boundewithÞ:is two wiues and children, aiid all 
his famillie to Dariena, With this king Carera, they found three 
of the felowes of Nicreſa,the which whe Nicxeſa patled by thoſe 
coaltes to ſeeke Beragnatearing puniſhment tor theireu [ deſer- 
tes, ſtole away from the ſhippes lying at anker : And when the 
nauie departed, committed themſclues to the mercie of Carera, 
who

who enterteyned them very friendly. .T hey had now bin there 
eightcene monethes, and were therefore as vtterly naked as the 
cople of the countrey. During this time, the meate of the inha- 
bitantes ſcemed vato them delicate diſhes & princely fare, eſpe- 
cially becauſe they enioyed the ſame without any (trife for mine 
and thine, which two thinges mooue and enforce mento ſuch Mine and 
harde ſhiftes and miſeries, that in liuing they fſeeme not to lyue, thine the 
Yet delired they to returne to their olde cares,of ſuch force is {cedceof al 
education and naturall affetion towarde them with whom wee 7{evecfe. 
have bin brought vp. The victuals which Ya/chxs brought from 
thevillage of Carera, to his fellowes left 1n Dariexa, was rather 
ſomewhat to atlwage their preſent hunger, then vtterly to take 
away theirneceſlitie. But as touching Anci/as, becimg: Lieue- anciſus,Lieu- 
tenauntfor Fogeda,whether it were before theſe things, or after, tenant for Fo. 
Iknowenot : but this I am ure of, thar afterthereieing of geda, is caſt in 
Nicueſa,zmany occalions were ſought againſt Anciſics by Yaſchus P"Y0n- 
and his factionaries. Howlſocuer it was, Arciſzs was taken, 
and calt in priſon, and his goodes confiſcate: the caule hereof 
was (as /Yaſchnalleadged ) that Anci/as had his commillion of 
the Licutenantſhip of Fogeda onely, whom they ſaid to be now 
dead, and not ofthe king, ſaying that hee wouldenct obey any 
manne that was not putin oftice by the king himſelfe by his let- 
ters patentes. Yetatthe requeſt of the grauelt ſort, he was ſome- 
what pacified, and dealt more gentlely with him, hauing ſome 
compaſſion on his calamities, and thereupon commanded him Ancifus 
to be looſed.. Anci/as being at libertie, tooke ſhippe to departe taketh his 
from thence to Hi/pamiola: but before he had hoyled vp his faile Voyages 
all thewiſeſt ſort reſorted to him, humbly deſiring him to re- Pio. 


turneagaine, promiling that they woulde doe their diligence, 


that Yaſchxs being reconciled, hee might be reſtored to his full 

authoritie of the Lieuetenauatſhip : but Ac:/zs refuſed to con- 

ſent to their requeſt, and ſo departed. Yet ſome there were that The revense

In this meane time, they determi- 

ned all with one agreement, to fende metlengers into Hiſpamols 

to the yong Admirall and viceroy, ſonneand heyre to Chriſto- 

horns Colonus the finder of theſe landes, and to the other gouer 

nours of the Ilande ( trom whom the newe lands receiue their 

ayde and lawes ) to lignifie vnto them what (tate they ſtoode in, 

and in what necellitie they liucd, allowhat they had found, and 

in what hope they were of greater things, it they were furniſhed 

with plentic of victualles and other necellaries. For this pur- 

pole they elected, at the allignement of Yaſchws,one Valdinia,be 

ing one of his taction, and inltructed by him againſt Ancys 

and to bee aſſiſtant with him, They appoynted one Z armadir's,a. 
Cantabrian, ſo that commaundement was giuen to Yaldiia to 
returnefrom Hy/pariola with vietuals, & Z anmains was appoyn- 

ted to take his voyage into Spaine to the king, They tooke ſhip 

both together with Ancy/#5,hauing in mind to certifie the king 

howe thinges were handled there,much otherwiſe then Z amrndi- 

#5 information. 1 my ſelfe ſpake with both Anci/zze & Zamudins 

at their comming tothe court. White they were occupied about 

theſe matters, thuſe wretched men of Dariexa looſed (aretathe 

Ring Poncha. king of Co:ba, vpon condition that he ſhould aidethem in their 
warres againſt his enemie and theirs, king Pozcha, bordering 

vpon his dominions.Careta made alcague with them,promiling 

that as they patled by his kingdome, hce woulde giue them all 

things necetlaric,& meete them with an army of men, to goe for 

ward with them to the battaile againlt Poxcha, Their weapons 

+ neyther bowes nor venomed arrowcs,as we faide the inhabi- 
mud. tauntes to haue, which dwel caltward beyond the guite. They 
fight therefore at hande with long fwoordes(whiche they call 

Aacanas) made of woode, becauſethcy haue no Iron. They vtec 

alſo long ſtaues Iyke iauelyns, hardened at the endes with fire , 

or typt with bone, allo certaine ſ]ynges and daites. Thus aiter 

King Careta the league made with Carcta,both he and our men had certaine 
£6ſpireth with ayes appoynted them to tyll their grounde and ſowe their 
monte yo 4 4 ſredes. This done, by the ayde of Carera,and by his conduction, 
Poncha, © they marched towarde the palace of Poxcha, who fledde attheir 
a comming. They ſpoyled his village , and mitigated their 
hupgerwith ſuch victualles as they founde there: yet could they 

nor 
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not helpe their fellowes therwith,by reaſon of the farre diſtice 
of the place, although they had great plentie : tor the village of 
Poxncha, was morethena hundred miles diſtant from Dariena, 
whereas was alſo none other remedie, but that the ſame ſhoulde 
haue bincaryed on mens backes to the ſea lide, being farre of, 
where they leit their [hippesin the which they cameto the vil- 
lage of Careta, Here they fcund certaine poundes weight of 

old, grauen and wrought into ſundry uuches. Aitertheſacking 
of this village, they reſorted toward the ſhips, intending toJeaue 
the kinges uf the inland vntouched at this time, and to inuade 
only them which dwelt by the coaſtes, Not farre from Coiba, | 
in the ſame tracte,there is a region named Comogra, & the king nm gion of 
thereof called Comogres after the ſame name.To this king they g,,rq 5. _- 
came firſt next after the ſubuerſion of Poxcha, and found his Dariena.xxx, 
pallace ſituate in a fruitetull playne of xii. leagues in breadth, at leagues, 
the rootes of the further lide of the next mountaines, Comogrrs 
had in his court acertaine noble man of neere coſanguinitie to 
king Careta, which had fied to Comogres by reaſon of certayne 
ditlention which was betweene Carera & him, theſe noblemen, 
they cal 1a. This Ira therefore of Ceiba, met our men by the 
way, andconciled Comogrs to them, becauſe he was wel know gg Come? 
en to our men, from thetime that Nicxeſa patled firſt by thoſe —_ n 
coaſtes, Our men thertore went quietly to the pallace of Come- 
ogrns, being diltantfrom Dartenathirtie leagues by a plaine way 
about the mountaynes. The king Coogras had leuen ſonnes, 
yong men,of comely fourme & ſtature,which he had by ſundry 
wyues. His pallace was framed of poltes or proppes made of 5, 1... 
trees faſtened together aftera ſtrange ſort,and of {o ſtrong buil- p allace, © 
ding, thatitis of no lefle ſtrength then walles of ſtone. They : 
which meaſured thelength of the floore thereof,foundit to be a 
hnndred and fiftie paces, and in breadth, foureſcoretoote,be- 
ing roofed and paued with matuelous arte. They tounde his 
ſtorehouſle furnithed with abundice of delicate vituals atter the 
manner of their country, and his wine ſeller repleniſhed with 
great yellelles of carth aud alſo of wood, filled with their kinde 
of wine and fider, for they haue no grapes : *but tke as they Wine & ſider, 
make their bread of thoſe three kindes of rootes called 7zcca, : 
Agis and Maixgnm ( whereot we {pake in the firit Decade ) fo 
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make they their wine of the fruites of Date trees, and Sider of 
other fruites and ſeedes as do the Almaynes, Fleminges, En- 
gliſh men, and our Spaniardes which inhabite the mountaines, 
as the YVaſcons and Aſturians : likewiſe in the mountaines of 

the Alpes, the Noricians, Swenians, and Heluecians, make ccr- 

tayne drinkes of barley, wheate,hoppes,and apples. They ſay 

alſo that with Comogras they drunke wines of ſundry taltes,both 

Blackewine. yyhite and black. But nowe you ſhall heare of a thing more 
monſtrousto beholde, Entring therefore intothe inner partes 

of the pallace,they were brought into achamber hanged about 

with the carkatles of men, tyed with ropes of golſampine cot- 

con. Being demaunded what they ment by that ſuperſtition, 

they anfvered that thoſewere the carcalles of thefather,graund 

father,& great graundfather,with other the auncetours of their 

king Cemogres, declaring that they had theſame in great reue- 

rence, and that they tooke it for a godly thing to honour them 
religiouſly, and therefore apparelled euery of the ſame ſumptu- 

ww 4 with gold and precious [tones,according vnto theireltate, 

After this forte did the antiquitie honour their Pexates, which 

The carcafſes,4,.., thought had the gouernance of their liues, How they drie

theſe carcalles vpon certainein{trumentes made of wood, like 

- vnto hurdells, with a ſoft firevnder the ſame,ſo that onely the 

{kinne remaineth to hold the bones together,we haue deſcribed 

in the former Decade, Ot Comogres his ſeuen ſonnes , the el- 

deſt had an excellentnaturall wit, He therefore thought it good 

to Hatter and pleaſe this wanderyng kindeof men ( our men I 

meane)liuing only by thittes & ſpoyle,le{t being offended, and 

ſeeking occalionsagainſt him & his tamilie, they ſhould hand'e 

him as they did other which ſought no meanes how to gratific 

them : Wherefore he gaue Yaſchrs and Colmeraris foure thou- 

fande ounces of golde artificially wrought,and allo fiftie [laues, 

which hee had taken in the warres: for ſuch, either they 

ſell for exchaunge of their thinges , or otherwiſe vſe thein 

as them liſteth, for they haue not the vie of money. This golde 

with as much more which they hadin another place, our men 

©. weighedinthe porch of Comogras his palace,to ſeparate the fifr

Here as brabbling and contention aroſeamong ourmen 
about the diuiding of gold, this eldeſt ſonne of king Comogrue 
being preſent, whom we prayled for his wiſedome, comming 
ſomewhat with an angrye countenaunce. toward him which 
heldethe ballaunces, he ftrokethem with his ſte, and ſcatte- 
redall the gold thac was therein about the porche, ſharpelye "_ Comes 
rebuking them with woordesin this effecte. Vhat is the $95 215989 
matter, you Chriſtian men, that youlo greatly eſteemelo little 
portion of gold more then your owne quietnetle, which neuer-: 
theletſe you entend' to deface from theſe tayre ouches, and to 
melt theſamein a rude walle, It your hunger of gold, bee lo The hapger of 
infatiable, that onely tor the delire you haue thereto, you dif- golde.

ather weapons were, made, , Our captaines marueiling at-the. 
oration of the. naked.yong man (tor they had for interpreters. 
thoſe three men which had ben before ayeere'and a haltecon-. 
uerſaunt in the.courte of king Carera)ponderedin their mindes- 
and earneſtly cantidered his fayinges, ſo that-his raſhnefle in 
ſcattering the gold out of the ballaunces, they turned to mirth 
and vrbanitie, commending his doing and faying therein. Then- 

_ they aſked him friegdly,vpowhat certaine knowledge he fpake 
thofe thinges,or whathe thuught beſt herein to be done; if they- 
thould bring agreater ſupply of men? To this young Comagras- 
{taying awhile with himfelte, as it werean Oratour preparing 
himſclte to fpcake of ſumegraue matter,and difpoling his body. 
to ageſture meete to perſvade,ſpake thus in his morher tongue 
G.ucecare vato me, Q you Curiſtians, Albeit that the greedie-

vgrmbtel) with {troy one another by . reaſon of ambition and defire to rule. 

Hite A Herevf fpringeth mortal hatred among vs, & nereof commeth 
our deſtruction. Our piedecetiours kept warres, and {> did 
Gerogres my tather, with princes being borderers about him.- 
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In the whiche warres, as we haue ouercome, ſo haue wee beetie 
- ouercome; as doth appeare bythe number of bondmen among 
vs, whiche wee tooke by the ouetthrowe of our enemies, of the 
which Lhaue ginen you biftie, Likewiſe at another time, our ad- 
verfaries-haung the ypperhandagainlt vs,Jedaway many of vs 
captiue,tor luch isthe chaunce of war. Allo,among out familiars 
( wherota great number haue beene captiues with them)benold 
hereis.one which of long time led a painetul hte in- bondage vn- 
der the yoke of thatking beyonde the mountaynes, in whoſe 
kingdome is ſuch abundance of gold:Ot hium,and ſuch otherjin- 
nuimetable, and likewiſe by:the reſort of tree menon' theirle 
comming to vs,and againe of our men reſorting to them by ſafe 
conduR;thele things haue beene cuer as well knowne vnto vs,as 
our own potlelſions: but that you may be the better*alſuredhere a ychemene 
of, & be out ofallſuſpition that you (hall not be deceiued, make perſwaſion, 
me'the guideof this voyage,binding-me falt,and keeping-me in 
ſate cuſtodie to bee hanged on the next treeit you finde my fay- 
inges in any poynt vatrue, Followe my counſayle therfore, and 
ſende fora thouſand Chriſtian men apt forthe warres,by whoſe 
power we may,with alſo the men of warre of Comograsmy tather 
armed after our manner,inuade the dominions of ourenemies2 
where both you may be fatiſtied with golde,andwe for our con- 
. dufting and ayding you in this eriterprile,ſhalkthinke our ſelues 
abundantly rewarded, in'that you ſhall hejpe to deliuervs from 
the-iniuries aad perpetuall teare of our enemies.

led therewith his ſhipladen with victualles: willing them from

thing hereafter,but that at this preſent timethey had no bigger 

ſhip whereby they might ſend themgreater plenty of neceſlarics 
, by Ya/aimia., The victuals therefore which he brought,ſerued ra- 
. ther ſomwhat to mitigate their preſent necelſlitie, then to fatishe 
their lacke. Wherefore within a fewe- dayes after Ya/dinia his 
returne,. they fell agayne into like ſcarcenelle :eſpecially foral-

digeſtion : for whereas colde is wanting, the naturall heate is 

, - notdriven from the outwarde partes into rhe inwarde partes 
$ _ and precordialles, whereby digeſtion is muche ſtrengthened. 
Being therefore thus fruſtrate of the increaſe of their ſeedes, 

'and the kinges neere about them, ſpoyled of both vicualles 
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andgolde, they were enforced to ſeeke their meatefurtherof 


and therewith to lignifieto the gouernuures of Hipamola with 
what great neceſlitie they were oppretled, and wiiat they had 
learned of Comogres as concerning the regions towarde the 
South, willing them in conlideration-thereof, to adueitiſe the 
king to{ende tiicinatioufande louldiers, by whole leipe they 
mygit by force make way through the muuiitaynes, dividing 
the ſea on both lides, it they couldenotbring tt:elame topatic 
quietly. The lame Ya/dmia was allo ſent on this meilage, cary- 
ing with him to the kinges-trealurecs ( hauing their office of 
reccipt in.ZZ/pamela) three hundred poundes weight of golde, 
after eyglit ounces to the pounde, for the fift portion due to the 
kinges exchequer. This pound of cight ounces, the Spanyardes 
call Marcha, whiche in weight amounteth to fittie peeces of 
golde called Caftel/an;, but the Caltilians call a pouide Peſns, 
Veeconcludetherefore, thatthe ſumme hereof, was xv.thou- 
{and of thole peeces of gold called Cafellazi.And thus is it appa 
rent by this accompr, that they receiued of the barbarous kings 
athouſande and fyue hundred poundes, of e ght ounces to the 
ounde : all thewhiche they tounde readie wrought in ſundry 
Lindes of ouches, as-cheynes, bralſelcts, tabletes, and plates, 
both to hang before their breſtes, and alſo at their cares, and 
noſethrils, /a/drmatheretore tooke ſhypping in the ſame Cara- 
-vell in the which he came Jaſt,and returned alſo before the third 
day of theIdes of Iaruary, intheyeere of CHRIST, 1411. 
Whatchaunced to him in this voyage, we will deciare in place 
conuenient, But let vs now returne to them whiche remayned 
in Jraba. Atter the diſmilling of Faldwmiz, becing pricked for- 
warde with outragious hunger, they deterinined to learche the 
inner pattesof that gulfe in ſundry places. The extreame angle 
or poynt ofthe fame gulfe is diſtant from the entraricethereof, 
about foureſcore myles. T his angleor corner, the Spanyardes 
call Cxlata. VYaſchns himicite cameto this poynt with a hundred 
men, coaſting along bythe gulte with one vrigaadine and cer- 
tayne of the boates of thoſe regions, whichethe Vrabianscall 
Ir« ,like vntothem whicke the inhabitauntes of F/:ſpaniula call 
Cancas, Fromthis poynpt, there falleth a rye: [rom tle Ealt in- 
to the gulte;tentimes DIeger then the ciuer of Daricna, which -

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bfalleth into the ſame. .Saylivg along by the river about the- 
ipace of thirtie myles( for they call it nine leagues ) and ſome-. 
what enclining towarde the right hande Southwarde, they - 
founde certayne villages ofthe inhabirantos, the king where 


was called Dabaika, Our men a!fo were certified betore, that. . 


Cemacchus the king of Darieza, whom they putto flight 4n the. 
battayie, fledde to this Dabarba,but at the comming ciour Men . 
Dabatba allo fledde. It is thought that he was adronyſked by 
Cemacchys, thatheſhoulde not abide the brunt of our men. He 
followed hiscounfſayle;torfooke his villages, andleftall thinges 
de(olate: yer ourmen founde heapes of bowes and arrowes, al- | 
ſo much houſholde ſtufte, and many fiſhing boates, But thoſe 
marylhe groundes were neyther apt for towing of ſeedes, or 
planting of trees, by reaſon whereof, they founde there fewe: 
fuch thinges as they-delired, thatis, plentic of viQtualles : for 
the inhabitantes uf this region haue no breade,but ſuch as they 
gette in other countryes necereaboutthem byexchang for their 
fiihe, onely to ſerue their owne necellitie ; yet found they in 
the houſes of thoſe whiche fledde, golde wrought and grauen;c« 
mounting to the ſum of ſeuen thouſande of thoſe pecces, which 
wee ſayde to bee called Cafte/lans: allo certayne Canoas,of ti e -- 
whiche they brought away two-withthem, and. great plentie of 
theizhowſhold (tuffe,with certaine bundels of bowes & arrowes 
T hey ſay,that from the marylhes of thatriuer, there came cer- 
taine batres in the nightſeaſon, as bigge as turtle doues, inua- 
dyng me:, aud byting them with a deadly wounde, as ſome 
of them teftife which haue beenebitten of the ſame, I my ſelfe 
communing with A»:/xs5 the Lieuctenantwhom they reiected, 
and among other thiinfges asking him of the venemous-bytir g 
of theſe battzs, heetelde me that he himſelfe was bitten by 0::e 
of them on tice keele, his focte lying vncouered in the night, by 
reaſon of the heate.in Sommer ſeaſon , but that it Furt hin1 no 


.more,then if he had bin bitten by any other beaſt nozvenemous 


Other fay,that the biting of ſome of them is venemous:yet that 
trefame is healed inco:tinently, ifit beewaſhed with water of 
thefſea. Arciſns tolde meea'fo, that the venemous wounds 
mace by tne Caaibales arrowes infeRed with poyſon, arc hea- 
ted by waijhiag w:ta water of the ſea, aud allo by_cauteriting 
with 
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| that they were enforced to caſte into the ſea all-the houlholde 
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with whot irons,and thathe had experience thereofinthe regi- 
-01 of Car+axazwhere many of his men were ſo wounded. They 


departed therefure from the poynt of the gulte of Frabanot wel 
contented, becaule they were not laden with victualles. In this 
their returne, there arole {o great a tempelt in that wide goulte, 


{tuffe, which they tooke from the poore wretches which lyued 
onely by fiſhing. The ſea ailoſwalowed vp the two bouates that 
they tooke from them, wherewith the men weie likewiſe drow- 
ned.The ſame timethat Yaſches Nawnex attempted to learchthe 
poynt of the gulte towarde the-South, cuen then by agreement 
did Redericas Colminarss take his voyage toward the mountains 
by the Eaſt, with threeſcore men,by the riuer of the other gulfe 
About fourtie myles diſtanttrom the mouth of the other river, 
( tor-they cal ittwelue leagues) lie tounde certaine villages lity» 
ate vpon the bankes of theryuer,whole Ghm(that is)king,they 
callZzrw, Withthis king did Colmmaris yet remayne, when 
Vaſchns after his returne to Dariena, layling by the "rt uer, 
came to him. - Here refreſhing their whole companie with the 


vicualles of this Twrm,they departed from thence together.Q- King Turai, 


ther fourtie myles from hence,the ruerencompatilethan Iland 
inhabited with fiſher men, In this,becauſe they fawe great plen- 
tie of trees whiche beare Caſſia fif#la, they named the Lande 


Canzafiſtuls, They tound in it x1. villages of ten cotages apeece. The Tlhande 8 
On the right {ide of the -Uande there runneth another riuer, -Caanafiiula, 


whole chanel is of death ſufficient to beareBrigandines. This 
river they called Xin Nigrumfrom the mouth wherof, about 
xv. myles diſtant, they founde a towne of fiue. C. houſes ſeuered 
whole Cheti(that1s)king, was called Abcnamaches. They all for- 
ſooke their houles,as ſoone as they heard of our mens coming * 
but when they ſaw that our men purſued the,they turned againe 
& ran vpon thein with defperate minds, as men driue from their 
owne potleſlions, Their weapons are {words of wood, and long 
ſtaues like iauclins, hardened at the end with bre: but they vie 
neyther bowes nor arrowes, nor any other of the inhabitauntes 
of the Welt ſide of the guite, The poore naked wretches were 
ealily dryuen to flight with our weapoas, As our menne fol- 
lowed thera inthechaſe, they tooke the king {benamacheiand

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certaine of his noblemen, Acommoſouldier of ours whom the 
Pa king had wounded, commungtohim when he was taken, cutts 


of his arme at one [{troke with his ſwoorde : but this was doone 
vnwares to thecaptaynes. The number of che Chriſtian men 
whiche were here, was about an hundred and tyttie : the one 
halfe whereof the captaynes left here, and they with the re[1- 


due rowed vp the ryueragayne,vith twelue of the boats of thofe - 


repiorns, whici they call Y/rx,as they of Hipariolacall them Ca- 
04s as we hauelayde, From the river of Runs Niger, and the 


Lande of Carnfiſtulz, for the ſpace of threeſcore and ten miles .

regions where the Ocean ſeariſeth and ouerfloweth the lande, 
Theryfyng of the people were accultomed to flee to the hyghtrees, and after 
the Ocean ſea the fallotthewater, totakethefiſhe lefton the land, This ma- 
ner of building, is to lay. beames crofle ouer the branches of the 
erees, falt bounde together, and thereupon to rayſe their frame 
ſtrongly made agay.I(t windeand weather. Our menne ſuppoſe 
that tizey buijdetheir houfes.in trees, by reaſon of the great 
flouds and ouerflowirg of ruers, whiche oftentimes chaunce 
in thoſe regions. Thiele trees are of ſuche heyght, that the 
ſtrength of no mans arme;, is able to hurlea ſtone to the houſes 
builded therein, Ani therfore doe 1 giue tlie better credit ro Pii- 
PFlnie. nie, and other authors, whiche wiite thatthe trees 1n ſume plas

menne meaſuring manie of theſe trees, found them to bee of 


ſuch - 
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foche higneſſe, thatſeuen men, yea ſometime eight, holding 
hande in hande with tneir armes ſtretched foorth, were ſcarſely 
ableto fathame them about: yet have they their cellers in the 


- grcunde, well replenithed with ſuch wines whereof wee haue 


ſpoken before, For albeit that the vehemencie of the winide is 
not of power to call downethoſe houſes, or breake the braun- 
ches of the trees,yct are they totled therewith, and {waye forne- 


whatfrom lide to iide, by reaſon whereof, the wine thoulde bee. 


much troubled with muouing. All other necellarie thinges 
they hauewith them in the trees.. VVhen the king or any other 
of the noble men,. dine or ſuppe in thee trees, ther wyues are 
brought themfrom thecellers by their {eruauntes, whiche by 
meanes of exerciſe, are accuſtomed with no jeſſe ceieritie to 
rune vpand downethe ftaires adherente to the tree, thendo 
ourwayting boyes vppon the playne grounde fetche vs what 
wee call fortrom the cobbarue beitde our dyning table. Our 
men therefore came to the tree otking Abebeiba, and by the in= 


terpretoures called hina foorth to commun:cation, giulng him 


ſignes of peace, and thereupon willing him to come downe, 
But hee denyed that hee woulde come out of his houſe,deſi- 
ring them to ſuffer him to lyue after his faſhion : butour men 
fell trom tayrewordes to threatuing, thatexcepthe woulde def- 
cende with all his famulie, they woulde eyther ouerthrowe the 
tree, or elſe ſet it on fire. When he hadde denied them agayne, 
they tell to hewing the tree with their axes. Abebcibalccing. the 
chippes fa!l from tne tree. on every tide, chaunged his purpoſe, 
and came downe with onely twoof his fonnes, Thus atter they 
hadentreated of peace, they cammuned of gatiering of golde, 
Abcheibaanfered that he had no golde,and tizathee never had

any neede thereof,noryct regarded it any more then ſtones. Bur efteenedthen 


whe: they were itiſtante vppon him , hee fayde yatathem, if ones, 


you fo greatly delire golde, Iwil feeke tor lome inthe next 
muuntaynes, and bring it vnto you: foritis plentifully engen- 
dred in thoſe mountaynes. Then he appoynted aday when he 
woulde bring this golde. Bute Zbebcibacame neither atthe day 
nor aſter the day appointed. T hey departed thertore frum thece 
well refreſhed with his viRualles and wine, but not with golde 


as they hoped :yet were they enformed the like by Abebeiba _ 
| ms 
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his ditionaries as concerning the gold minesand the Canibals, 
as they heard before of king (omogrus.Sayling yet further aboue 
thirtie nayles, they chaunced vpon certayne cotages of the Ca- 
nibales, but vtterly voyde without men or ſtutte:for when they 
had knowledge that our men wandered in the provinces neere a- 
bout them, they reſorted to. the mountaines, carying allthcir 


' goods and [tutfewith them, 
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Fi- N the meane time while theſe thinges were 
done along by the ſhores or bankes of the ri- 
uer, accrtaine Decurian, that is, a captaine 0+ 
uer ten, -of the company of thoſe which Yaſ= 
chus and Colminaris had leit for a garryſon in 
Rino Nigro.in the dominion.of king Abinama- 


bes, whethe:it werethat he was compelled through hunger, or 


that his fatal day was now-comeyheattempred with his ſouldiers 


:toſcarch the countries thereabout,andentred into the village of 


a kingcalled Abra:ba. This captaynes name: was Rata,whom A- 


Þraiballuc with twoof his fellowes, but the relidue Hed, Within 


a fewe dayes after, Abraiba hauing compallion on: the calamitie 
of his kinſman and neighbour Abenamacheins, becing dryuen 
from his owne polleſlions (whoſe arme aiſo we layd beforethat 
one of the ſouldiers cut of at the riuer ot Ri#o Niero)and now re- 
maining with Abraiba,zto whom he fled by fealch after hee was 
taken, went to Abibesbathe inhabituur of tize tree, who had now 
likewiſe forſaken his countrey for feare of our men, and wande- 
red in the deſolate mountaines and woodes. When he had ther- 
fore founde him, hee ſpake to hum in this efte&t, What thing is 
Us, oh vnfortunate Abeberba ; or what nation is this that ſo tor- 

menteth vs;that we cannot enioy our quiet libertiezhowelon 
howe long] ſay, ſhall we ſuffer their crueltie ; were it not — 
better for vs to die, thento abide ſuch injuries and oppreſſions 
as you, as Abinamacheins our kinlinan, as Cemacchus, as Catctay 
as Pencha, as I and other princes of our order doe ſuſteyac ? 
'Canne auice thing bee more intollerable, then tv ſee ourwiues, 
| ous 
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_ eur children, and: our ſubie&es,to be ledde- away" captiues; 


and ourgoodes to beſpoyled euen before our faces: I take the 
gods to witnelle,that I peake not ſo much tor mine owne-part 
as I do for you,whole cale ILlament:for albeit they have not yet 
touched me:neuertheles by thexiple of other, I oughtro thinke 
that my deſtruction isnot far of .Letvs thert9re(ifwe bemen) Men goode. 
trie our ſtrengih,& proue our fortune agaynit them which haue nough if they 
dealt thus cruelly with Abenamacheins,and driven him out of hig 13d iron, 
countrey, let vs ſeton them with al our power,and.vtterly - de= 
{troy them. And it we can nut flay-them al,yet thalwe make the 
afraideeitherto aflayle vs againe,or at the leaſt diminitketheir 

wer: for whatſocuer {hal betall, nothing can chaunce woorſe 
ynto vs then that whichwe rnowe ſuffer, When Abibeiba heard 
theſe words &ſuch other like, he condeicended to doinal things -. 
as Abratbawoulde require: whereupon they appoynted day 
ta bring their conſpiracicto palle,but the thing chaunced not -- 
according totheir deſire: tor of thoſe whiche we ſaidetohane 
patled tothe Canibals,there returned by chaunce ta Rinws Niger 
the nightbefore the day appointed to woorke their feate,thittie 
men,to the aide of them whicl.e were left there, if any ſedition 
ſhould riſe as they ſuſpected. Therfore at. the dawning of the day 
the confederate Kings,with fiue hundreth of their ditionaries 
armedafter their maner, belieged the villagewithatertible a- 
larome,knowing nothing of the new men whichecame thither 
the ſame night. Here our target mea came toorth againſt them, 
and firſt aſſailed them a farre of with their arrowes,then with 
their pykes andlalt with their ſwoordes ; butthe naked ſeely 
foules, perceivinga greaternumber of their aduerfaries tl:en 
they looked for,were ſoone driven to fligitt,and flaiae for the 
moſt parte- like {catering thcepe. The kings elcaped,they 
ſlue many,and tooke many capt.ues,whiche rhey ſent to Da- 
riena,where they vied them for labourers totill and fowe their 
grounde. Theſe-thinges thus happily-:atchiued,and that -pro- 
uince quieted,chey returned by the river to Darieza;leauing A garriſonct 
theirthirtie men for agarriſon,vuder the gouernance of one F# thirtiemery - 
ratadoa captaine.This Furatado thertore,ſent from Rio Nigno, 
where he was appointed gouernour.xx.of his felowes,and une

ſtruction ata day aſſigned:which thing had ſurely come to pale 

if it had not becne otherwiſe hindered by Gods prouidence. It 

4 ftrange ijgtherefore aſcribed toa miracle, and truely not ynworthily, 

chance. if wee waye howe chaunce detected and bewrayed the counſayle 

-oftheſe kinges. And becauſeit is worthy to be hearde, I will 

dec/arceit in fewe wordes. Vaſchus Nunnez, therefore, who ra-

wealth and mine, and the profperitie of our countrey and kinſe- 

folkes. Theinfolencic and crueltie of thele men whiche haue- 

dryuen vs out of our potleſlions, is ſo intollerable,that the prin= 

ces of the landeare determined no longer to fuiteyne their op- 

preſſiuns. By the conducting therefore of fyuc kinges ( whiche A SD 
he namedin order) they haue prepared a hunured great Canoas ye 
with five thoufande men of warre by lande and by lea, with vi- Canons, od * 
Auals alſo in the village of Tichirs, ſuthcientto maintayne ſuch fyue,M.men, 
an armie: declaring turther, that the kinges by agreement, 

had diutded among them the goodes and heads of ourmenne, 

and therefore admonithed her, atthe day appoynted by ſome Trivwph be. 
occalion toconucigh her ſejte outot the way,leait ſhe thould be fore victorie, 
flayne in the contulion of the battayle: For the ſouldier victou- 

rer, is 10t woont to ſpare any that commeth in hisrace.

came neuer among thema foote or vnarmed, but was accuito-

As concerning his manners and vſages otherwayes, they arc 
notvnknowne to your maieſtie, vnder whoſe wing he hath of a 
childe beene brought vp in the Court, and ever founde faithful 
cowarde your highnelle. Wheretore,to declare my opinion, vn- 
der your graces fauour ( whom ithath pleaſed to appoyut me a 
Commulitoner in theſe alfaires) Ithinke it were vagodly that 
he ſhoulde be put from his othce at the ſuite of any other, eſpe- 
ally being thereto mooued by ambit.on and couetoulnetle,who 


perchaunce would proouethemſelues to bethe ſame men in the. 


office, if they ſhould obteine it, as they now ſhew themſelues in 
the ambitious deiiring of the ſame. Vhen the Biſhop had fayde 
theſe wordes, the king confirmed the eletion of Petrius Arias,in 
more 
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more ample manner then beforc,willing he biſhop to appeine 


him athouſande and two hundred (ouldiers at his charges, ma- 
king him a warrant to the otircers of his Exchequer, to dehuer 
him money in preſtfor the {ame purpole.Perrus Arias therfore 
beeing thus pur in office, and authoriſed by the kinges letters 
atentcs vnder hisbroade ſeale, choſe a great number of his. 
ſouldiersin the court,and fo departed from Faladolero,about the 
Calends of October,in the yeere 1413.and ſayled firit to Ciuile 
beeing a very rich citie, and well repieniiked with people, where 
by the kings magiſtrates, heewas turnithed with menne and vy- 
Qualles, and other necellariesperteyn np to ſo great a matrer ; 
for the king hath in this citie ereteda houſe, ſeruing onely for 
che affaires of the Ocean,to the which all chey that goe or come

from the newe landes and Wandes, reforte to. giue ACCOMPHES, 1, the rfavres 


afwell what they cary thither, as whatthey-bring {rom thence 
thatthe king may bee truely anfweredot his cultome of the bift.

his houſe they call the houſe ut the Contrates of Indi. Pe- 
trus Arias found in Ciuile abouetwo thouſand yong men which 
made greatfuite to goe with him, likewiſe no ſinall number 
of couetous old men, of the which, many offered chemiclues ro 
goewith him of their owne charges without the kings ſtipende.. 
Bur leaſt the ſhips ſhould be peſtered with too great a m11'titude 
or leaſt yitualles ſhoulde taylc them, the libertic of tree pailage. 
was reſtraint. It wasalſo decreed that nu ftraunger might palle. 
withoat the Kinges licence. Wherefore Idoe nota little mar- 
uayle at Aloiſins Cadamnuſtus a Venetian, and writer of the Por- 
tugales voyages, that hee was nota{hamed to wryte thus of the 
Spanyardesnauigations :wee went, wee tawe,wee did ; whereas: 
he neuer went,nor any Venetian ſawe, but he ſtole certaine an- 
notations out of thethree firtt chapters of my firſt Decade writ- 
ten to Cardinal A/canius & Arcimboldns, luppoling that I would. 
neuer haue publiſhed the ſame. Ic might allo happen that hee 
cameby the copie therofat the hand of ſome amballador of Ve 
nice, for T hauegraunted the copie to many of them, & was not 
daungerous to forbid them to communicate theſame toother. 
Howe ſo euer it bee, this honeſt man Aloi/ixs Cadamuſtrs tea- 
red not to chalenge vnto him the fruit of another mans labour.

life: wherefore for-my parte;to declare iy attectionherein,y uu 
ſhall vader(tande, thatwhither ſocuer your fatall deitinie {hail 
drive you, eyther by the furious waues of the great Ocean, or 
by the manifolde and korcible caungersof the lande, I wil ſure- 
ly beare you companie : there canne 110 perill chauzceto me ſo 
terrible, nor any-kinde of death focrueil, that ſhall notbemuck 
ealier for mee toabice, then toliue fo farre ſeparatefrom you, 
Iewere much better for meec to die, and eyther to be caſt imo 
thelea, to be deuoured of the fiſhes, or.on the land to the Ca- 
aibales, then with continual m—__ bewayling, to liue 
indeath,, and dye liuing, while I confume in looking rather 
for my husbandes letters, then far himſeife.

She tollowed bim therefore as did 
Ipſicratea her Mithridates, with her hayre hanging looſe abotit 
her ſhoulders: for ſhe loued her husbande, as did Halicarnaſſea 
.of Caria hers, being dead, as did Artemiſia her Maxſclus, Wee 
hauealſo hadaguertiſment lince their departure;that ſhe ( being 
brought vp as it were among {oft tethers) hath with no les (tout 
courage lulteined the roarings and rages of the Ocean, then did 
eytherher husband,orany ot the maryners brought vp euena- 
mong the ſourges of the ſea. But to haue ſayde thus much here- 
of, this ſhall ſuthice : let vs noweſpeake of other thinges no lelle 
worthie memorie. Therefore,wheras.in the fir(t decade we haue 
made mention of Yecentins Annex, Pruzonus,ye hal vnderitand 
that hee accompanied Chriftophories Colon the Admirall in his 
firſt voyage,and atterwarde made an other voyage of his owne 
charges with onely one ſhip. Againe,the firlt yeere after the de- 
parting of the Captaynes Nicweſaand Fogeaa, he ran ouer thoſe 
coaltes from Hiſpanmiela, and ſearched the South lide of | Cuba, 
from the Eaſt to the Welt,and (ayled rounde about that Iland, 
which to that day, forthe great length thereof, was thought to 
haue bin part of the continent or firme lande, althuugh ſome 0- 
ther ſay that they did the like. FY7acentins Annes. thertore, know- 
ing now by experience that C#ba was an Lland,failed on further 
and founde other ſands Weltwarde from Cxba, but ſuch as the 
Admirall had firſt touched, Whectore,being in mannerencom- 
palled with this newe lande, turning his courle towarde the left 
hande, and ra(ing thecoaſtes of that lande by the Eaſt,ouerpaſ- 
lingaiſo the mouthes of.the guites of Beragua Vraba,and Cuchi- 
bachoa, he arryuedat the region whiche in the firſt Decade wee 


called Pariaand Os Draconis , and cntred into the great gulfe of 


treſhe water, which Ce/oxws dilcouered, beeing replenithed with 
great abundance of fiſhe,and famous by reaſon of the multitude 
of landes* Iving in the fame, becing diſtaunt Ealtwarde from 
Carianaabout anhundiegandehirtiemyles, inthe which tract

gions(whom they call Chiacones, as they of Hypaniola call them 
Cacici)being certified of the comming of our men,ſent certayne 
ſpies to enquire what newe nation was arnued in their coattes, 
what they brought,and what they weuld haue,and in the meane 
time furniſhed a number of their Cazoas ( whiche they call Chi= - 
chos ) with men armed after their manner : for they were not 
alitle aſtonyſhed to beholde our ſhippes with the ſayles ſpreade 
whereas they vie noſayles, nor can vie bur [mail ones if they 
woulde, by reaſon of the narrownelle of their Canoas. Swar- 


- ming therefore about the (ſhyppe with their Canoas ( whiche- 


we may well call Afonoxyla, becaule they are made of one whole 
tree)they feared notto thoote at our men, being yet within their 
thyppes, and keeping themſclues vnder the hatches, as fafely 
as it they had beene defended with ſtone walles. But when ous 
men had ſhotre of certayne peeces of ordinance agaynlit them 
they were ſo difcomfited with the noyle and (laughter thereof, 
that they droue themſelues to flight. Being thus difparcled, our 
menchaſed them with the ſhip boate,tooke many,& flue many. 
When the kinges heard the roylſe of the gunnes, and were cer= 
tified of the lolle of their men,they ſent ambatladours to Yincen 
tins Agnes to entreate of peace, fearing the ſpoyle of their 
goodesand deitruttion of theirpeople,it our men thould come 
alande in their wrath and furie. They delired peace therefore 
as coulde bee conieured by their ſignes and poyntinges : for 

our men vnderſtoodenot one word of their language. And for _ =—_ ” 
the better proofe that they deſired peace,they preſeted our men ang tranks, -

into Spayne for encreaſe, hkewiſc .certaine carpettes, -couer- - 
lertes, table clothes, and hanginges, made of Gollampinelilke, 
tmely wrought after a ſtrange deuice, with pleaſant and variable 

colours, hauing golden belles,and ſuch other {pangles and pen- 
dauntes, as the -Italians: call Soxag/os, and the Spanyardes 
Caſcaxeles, hanging atthe purfles thereof. They gauethem fur- 
thermore ſpeaking popyngayes of ſundry colours, as many as 
they rad aske: forin. Pariathereisno letle plentie of popin. 
gayes,then with vs of doues or ſparows. The inhabitits of theſe 
regions,both men & women,are apparelled with ve{tures made 
of gotſampine cotton, -the men to-the-knees;and the women to 
the calfe of the legge. The faſhion of their apparell is [imple & 
playne, much like vato the Turkes : but tne mens is double, 
and quilted, like that whichthe Turkes vſc inthe warres. The 
princes of Paria arc rulers but tor one yeere: but their authoritic 
isno [ce{le among the people both in peace and warre, then is 
the authoritie of other kings in thoſe regions. Their villagesare

In the 
Rome. towne of Conception. doctor Perrus Xuares of Deza, and inthe 
Lande of faint Iohn or Burichena, Alphonſus Manſus a licenci- 
atc;being both obſeruants of the inſtitution of ſaint Peter, The 
fourth is Fryer Baroarde of 24a, a manef noble parentage, 
borne in Toledo, a preacher, & Bithop of the Tlande of C«ba.The 
fiſt is 7oharnes Cabedxs,a Fryer preacher, whom your holyneile 
annoynted miniſter of Chriſte, to teach the Chriſtian faith a- 
moag the inhabitantes of Darzena.

{ayd before : O marucilous fruitefulnetſe. Twentic dayes after 
the feedeis ſuwen, they gathered rype cucumbers,and ſuch like: 
but Colwoortes, Beetes, Lettuſe, Borage, are rype within the 
ſpace of ten dayes. Gourdes, Melones, and Pompions within 
the ſpace of xxviii dayes. Dariena hath many natiue trees and 
fruites,of diuers kindes,with ſundry taſtes,& holſome for the vie 
of men, of the which I haue thought: it good todelcribe certain 
of the beſt. They nourythe a tree which they call Guaraza, that 
beareth a fruite much reſembling the kinde of Citrones which 
are commonly-called Limones, of tatt ſomwhat ſharpe, myxt 
with ſweetaetle. They haue alſo abundance of nuts of pinetrecs, 
and greatplentie of Date trees, which beare fruites bigger then 
the Dates that are knowneto vs,but they are not apt to be cate 
for their too much fowrenetle. Wilde & barren Datetrees grow

but in tendernes equal to melow-pepons, and in-talte exceeding 
al garden fruites: totitis no tree,but an hearbe,much like vgto 
an artichoke, or Acaxtho; The king himelte gauethe cheefelt 


.commendationto this.T haue eaten none of theſe fruits:for of a 
great number which they brought from thence, only one remai- p,yjres putri 
ned vncorrupted,the other being putrified by reaſo of the long fed on theſcay 


voiage. Al ſuche as haue eaten of them newly geathered intheir 
natiue foile,do marucilouſly commende their ſweeteneſle and 
pleaſaunt taſte. They digge alſo out of the grounde certaine 
rootes growing uf them ſelues,whiche they call Beratas, muche 
like vnto the nauie rootes of M.llane, orthe great puttes or 
muſhromes of the earth. Howſoecuer they be dretled,cyther 
fried or ſodde, they give place ts- no ſuche kinde of meate in 
pleaſant'tendernes. The (xinneisſomwhat tougherthen either 
the nauics or muſhromes, ofcarthie colour,but the inner 
meatetherof is very white:Theſe are nouriſhed in garJens,as 
we ſaide of Tucca in the firſt Decade.'Tl.ey arcalſo caten rawe, 
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and haue the taſte of rawe cheſtnuts, but are ſomewhatlweeter, 
We haue ſpoxen ſutt.ciently of trees,hearbes,and fruites,we 
wil nowe therfore entreate of things ſenlitiue, The landes 
and deſolate paſtures of theſe regions,are inhabitedand daeuuu- 
redof wildeand terrible beaftes,as Lions, Tigers, and fuche 
other monlters as we nowe knowe, and haue ben deſcribed of 
olde authours in time paſt.Bur there is ſpecially one beaſt e:- 
gendred here,in which nature hath endeuoured to ſhew hercua- 
ning: This bealt is as bigge as an Oxe, armed with a long 
ſaoure like an Elephant,and yet no Elephant, ofthe colour of 
an oxe, and yet.no oxe, with the hoofe uf a horſe,& yet no horle, 
with cares allv much? like vnto an Elephant, butnotſo open 
nor ſo much hanging downe,yet muche widerthen the eares of 
any other beaſt, Oi che bealt which bearcth herwhelpes about 
with herin herſ{ecund belly as ina purſe (being knowen to none 
of the olde writers)I- haue ſpoken in the firſt Decade, which T 
doubt notto haue come to the handes of your holinelle, Letus 
nowe therefore declare what reſteth of the looddes and riuers 
of Fraba The riverof Dariena falleth into the gulfe of /aba, 
with a narow chanel,ſcarcely.ableto beare the Canoas or Ligh- 
ters of that prouince,& runnethby the village where they choſe 
their dweiling place, but. the riuerin the corner of thegulfe 
which we faide that Yaſchre patled by, they foundeto be:xxiiii 
furloags in breadth (which they call aleague)and ofexceeding 
deapth,as of twohunred cubits, falling into the gulfe by divers 
mnourhes.

palling vnder the Equinoctiall lyne , among their marueylous 
inventions haue found another toward the South,and earneſtly 
affirme the ſame to bee alſo derived from the mountains-of the 
moone, & that it is another chanel of Nsz,becauſe it bringeth* 
torth Crocodiles, whereas it hath not bin read before time,that 
any other ryuernouriſhed Crocodilesſauing onely Niles. T his 
rucr the Portugalescall Sexega. It runneth through the region 
cf the N:griias, being very fruitefull toward the North ſhore, but 
on the South tide ſandie and rough, Crocudiles are alſo engen- 
dred herein, What ſhall we then fay of thisthirde ; yeaI may 
well ſay the fourth: for I ſuppoſethem alſo to bee-Crocodiles, 
which Coloans with his company founde, armed with ſcales as 
hard as ſhelles, in the ryuer called Delagartos, whereof wee haue 
made mention before. Shall we ſay that theſe ryuers of Dariena 
allo & Y/raba, have theiroriginall trom the mountaynes of the 
moone,wheras they ſpring out of the next mountains, & can by 
no meanes haue the ſame-originall with Nils in Egypt, or that 
in N:grita,or els that inthe kingdome of Afelwada, from whence - 
{ocuerthey are deriued, whereas theſe other (-as we haue fayd ) 
{pring out of the next mountaynes,which diuide another ſouth 
ſea, with no great diſtance from the North Ocean . Whertore, 


it appeareth by experience of ſuch as hauetrauailedthe world in 


our time, that other waters beelide the riuer of Nilw in Egypt, 
may likewiſe bring foorth Crocodiles.

Hathnot Italiehis Eridanws, named the king of rivers of the Eridanus,

but three by land. From Os Dracox;s,tothe cape or poynt of C#- 


chibacea, which being palled, there is agulfe on the left hande, 


we meaſured three hundred leagues in one Carde,& much ther- 
about inanother. From this poynt of Cxchibacea,to the region 
of Caramairi, in whiche is the hauen Carthago (whiche ſome cal 
Carthagena)we found about a hundred & ſeuenty leagues. From 
Caramairitothe Iland Forts, fyttic leagues. From thence to the 
gulfes of /raba, among the whiche 1s the village called Santa 
Maria Antiqua, where the Spaniardes haue appoynted their ha- 
bitation,only xxxiii. leagues. From the ryuer of Y/7aba in the pro- 


uince of Dariena, to the ryuer of Bergen where Nic#eſa had in- 


tended to haue faſtened his foote,if God had not otherwiſe de- 
creed,we meaſured a hundred and thirtie leagues. From Beragua 
to that riucr, which we ſayd of Calonxs to beecalled Santti fat- 
thei, inthewhich alſo Nicxeſa looling his Carauell, wandered in 
greatcalamities,we found inour Cardesonly a hundred & four- 
ticleagues : Yet many other which of late time haue come from 
theſe partes, haue deſcribed many mo leagues in this tra from 
the ryuer of Sans Matthei, in whicheallo they place diuersri- 
uers,as Abrrema, with the land called Scuturs Careba, lying be- 
fore it, whoſe kings name is Factes combuſta, Likewiſe another 
ryuer called Zobraba, after that, Yri4a, and then Darata,in the 
whiche golde is founde. Furthermore, many goodly == oro 
Cerabaroand Hiebra, ſo called of the inhabitantes* And thus if 
your holyneſſe will conferre theſe numbers together, you ſhall 
findein this accompt,a thouſand, five hundredgwentie and fiue 
leagues,which amount to fivethouſand & ſeuen hundred miles 
from the poynt of Santts Matthei, which they call Sinum perdite- 
rum;that is,the gulfe of the loſt men. But we may not leauc here: 
for afterthis, one Aſtar Onctcnſis otherwiſe named Tohaimnes Di- 
&4 de Solis, borne in Nebriſſa( which bringeth foorth many lear- 
ned men) ſayling from this river towarde the Weſt, ouerranne 
many coaſts and leagues, but the middeſt of that ſhore bendeth

But ourvnfortunate Spanyardes, 
Rs. whiche followed Nicexeſa tu inhabitc Beragza,would haue eltce- 
: med hawes and berries for great delicates. What ſhould I heere 

This wasa: fpcake of the head of an alle bought tor a great price, & of ſuch 
:theficgeofle. other cxtreamities as menne haueſuffered in townes beelieged ? 
aſalew, Aﬀer that Nicxeſa had determined to leaue Beragua forthe bar- 
rennelle of the ſoylc,he attempted to ſearch Portum Belluns,and 
then the coaftes of the poynt called AZarmor, it he might there 
findea place morefortunatetoinhabite. Inthis meane time, 
{o gricuous famine vppreſſed his ſouldiers, that they neither ab- 
ſteined from cating of mangie dogges,which they had with the, 
aſwell for their defence as for hunting ( for inthe warre agayn(t 
the naked people, dogges ftoodethem in great ſteade)nor yet 
ſomtime from the {layne inhabitants :tor they found not there 
any fruitfull trees,or plentic of foules, as in Dariena,but a barren 
ground,and not mecte to be inhabited, Here certaine of the ſoul 
dicrs made a bargaine with one of their fellowes for the pryce of 
A mangiedoz a [eane dogge, whoallo was almoſt dead for hunger : they gaue 
Gecrelolde. the ownerof the dogge many of thoſe peeces of goldwhich they 
cal Peſos,or golden Caſtellans. Thus agreeing of the price, they 

flayed the degge to becaten,and calt his mangie skinne withithe 

bones of the heads hanging thereto, among the buſhes. The 

day following, acertayne tooteman of their companie, wo 
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ced to findethe skinne beeing nowe fu}l of maggottes andfiynk 
ing. He brought it home with him,ſoddeit, andeateit. Many Broth of a 
reſorted to him with their diſhes for the broth of the ſod skinne mangie dogs: 
profering him for euery dilhfull a pceceof golde. An other *kinne, 
founde two toades, and fodde them, which a-lickeman bought: | 
of him for two fine ſhuttes, curiouſly wrought of lynnen inter» 193465 carers: 
wyxed with golde. Certayne other wandering about to ſeeke 
for vitualles, toundein a pathway in the myddelt ofa fielde,a 
dead man,of the inhabitantes, which hadde beene fſlaine of his 
owne companie, and was now rotten and ſtinking. They drewe 
him aſide, diſmembred him ſecretly, roſted him,and eate him, A dead man - 
therewith a{lwaging their hunger, as if they had beene fed with ©? 
pheaſantes. One allo, whiche departfng from his companions 
in the night ſeaſon, went afiſhing among the reedes of the 
maryſkes, liued onely with [lyme or muddetor the ſpaceof cer- 
tayne dayes, vntill at the length creeping, and almoſt dead, he 
founde the way to his fellowes. And thus theſe miſerable men 
of Beragua, vexed with theſe and ſuche other affliftions, were. 
brought from the number of ſeuen hundreth, threeſcore and 
ten ſouldjers, ſcarcely to fourtie, being nowe alſo addedto the 
companie of themin Darien. Fewe were ſlayne of the inhabi- 
tantes,but the reſidue conſumed with famine, breathed out their- 
yery foules, opening away to the newe landesfor ſuch as ſhall. 
come after them, appealing the furie of the barbarous nations, 
with the price of their bloud. Conlidering therefore,after theſe Note: 
ſtormes, with what caſe other men ſhall ouerrunne and inhabite _ 
theſe landes, in reſpect tothe calamitiesthat theſe men haue ſuf. 
fered, they ſhall ſeeme to goeto bride feaſtes, where allthinges 
are ready prepared againſt their comming.Butwhere Perrys A- Petrus Arias 
iaarryued with the kinges nauie and new ſupply of men;tothis — the Spa- 
houre I knowe no certaynty. What ſhall chaunce hereafter, 1 dro 
will make diligent inquilition, it I ſhall vnderſtand this to be ac- s 
ceptableto your holinefſe.

ons with many honorable gifts and priuiledgesfor their attepts.

Atiembling 
chereforecettaine of the olde {ouldiers of Darieza,and many of 
thoſe whichcame lately from Hi/panola, allured by the tame of Vaſchns his 
grearer plentie of gulde , hee gathered anarmicof a hundred —_—_ 
foureſcore and tenne men. Thus beingfurnithed, and ready to Mere On5t: 
taxe his voyage by {ea, while the windelerued him, heedepaT- i, * 
ted from Darzerawith one Brigandine, and tenne of their boats 
whiche they call Canoas, as we haue ſayde. Firit therefore arri- 
uing inthe dominion of Carcts king of Coiba, and friend to the Careta king 
Chriſtians, and leauing his ſhyppe and boates there, hee made of Coiba. 
his deuoute prayersto almighty God, and therewith went for- 
warde on hisjourney by lande towarde the mountaynes. Here _ 
he firlt entredinto the region of king Pexcha, who fledde at his King Ponghd 
comming, as he had done before. But Ya/chxs ſent metlengers 
to him by the conduct of certayne of Carers his men,promiling 
him friendſhip,& defence againſt his enemies, with many other 
b:nefites. Porcha thus entiſed with fayre ſpecch and friendly 
profers, both of our men, & of the Garetans, cameto our men 
gladly and willingly, making aleague of friendthip with' them, 
V.ſchu enterteyned him very triendly,and perlwaded him neuer 
thereafter to (tande in feare. Thus they ioyned handes,embra- 
ced, and gaue great gifres the one tothe other, to knitte vp the 
knotte of continuall amitie. Poxcha gaue YVaſchus a hundred & 
ten poundes weight of golde, of that pound whiche the Spany- 
ardes call Peſzzx.

a ſpirituall ſacrifice with thaukes gruing , that it pleaſed his 
diuine maieſtie, to reſerue vnto that day the viRtorie & prayſe

of ſogreata thing vnto him, beeinga man but of ſmall wit and God rayſerth 
knowledge, of litic experience, and bale parentage. VVhen he the poorefrom 
had thusmade his prayers after his warlike maner, heebeckned 52 dounghull, 


with his hande to his companions, to come to him, ſhewing 
the the great maineſea heretoture vaknowne tothe inhabitants 
of Europe, Aphrike, and Alia, Here agayne heefell to his pray- 
ers as betore, deliring almighty God(and the bletled virgin) to 
tauour his beginninges, and to giue him good ſuccelle tolub- 
duethoſe landes, to the glory of his holy name, andencreaſe of 
his true religion. Allhis companions did likewiſe, and pray- 
ſed God with loude voycesfor ivy. Then 7aſchxs,withno letle 


Italy, and the promontories of the Alpes,exhorted his men to 
lytt vp their hearts, and to beholde the lande euen nowe vnder 
their tecte, and theſea beefore their eyes, whiche ſhoulde bee 
vnto them a full and juſt rewarde of theirgreat laboures & tra- 
uaylesnowe ouerpalled. When he had ſay detheſe woordes, hee 
commanded them to raiſe certaine heapes of [tanes,in the [teed 
wfaltars, foratokenot polleflion. They deſcending from the 
roppes of the mountaynes, leaſt ſuch. as might come after him 
ſhoulde argue him of lying or falthovude, hee wrote the king of 
Caltels name here and there,on the barkes of the trees,both on 
the right hand and oa the left, 8 rayſed heapes of ſtonesall the 
way that he went, vntill he cameto the region of the next king 
towarde the ſouth, whoſe name was Chzapes. This king came 
foorth agaynſt him with a great multitude of menne,threatning 
O 3 and 


manly cerage then Hanniball of Carthage ſhewed his ſouldiers — 
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and forbyddirghim net one!y to patſethrough his dominions, 


but alſuty goe no further, Hereupon Vaſchrs ſet. his battay le- 
maray, and exhtiorted his men { being nowe but iewe) ferily 
to atlayle their enemies, and to eſtecme them no better then 
cogces meate, as they-ſhoulde bee ſhortly... Placing theretore 
tne hargabuijers and maſties in the foretront, they ſaluted king 
Chiapes and his men with ſuche alarome, that when they heard 
the noyſeof the gunnes, fawe the Hames of fre, and ſinek the 
fauour vf brimltone ( for the wyndeblewe toward them) tizev 
droue themſelucs to fight, with ſuch feareleaſt thunderboutr 


 andijightnynges followed them, that many fell downe to the

grounde, whum our men purſuing, firlt keeping their order, 
and after breaking ticiraray, flue but fewe, and tooke ma- 
ny captive : Forthey determined to vie no extreamitte, but to 
pacyae tacle regions as quictiy as they might. Entring there- 
tore into the pallace of king Chiapes, Vaſthus commaunded 
many of the captiues to bee looſed, willing them to ſearch out. 
their king, and toexhorte him to come thither + and that in 
ſo doing, he woulde be hisfriende, and profer him peace, bee- 
{idemany other benefits:But it he refuſed tocome itſhuld turne 
to the deſtruction of hima and his, and vtter ſubuerſion of his 
countrey. And that they might the more aſluredly. do this me(- 
ſage to Chiapes, helentwith them certayne of the guides which 
came with him from O4requa. Thus Vaſchus, becing perſwa- 
ded afivel by the Quarcquans, who coulde coniecture to what 
end the matter would come, by the expertencewhich they had 
ſcene in themiciues and their king, as alſo by the reaſons of 
his owne-men, to whom Faſchus had made fuche friendly pre- 
miſes in his behalte, cameſoorth of the caues in the which hee 
Jurked, and ſubmitted himielte to Ya/chizs, who accepted him 
friendly. They toyned/hands,empvraced tic one the other, made 
a perpetuall league of friendihippe, and gaue great rewardes 
on both lides. Chiapes gaue Vaſchius foure Eundred poundes 
weyghtoftwrought golde, of thoſe poundes whiche they call 
Peſes, and Vaſchus recompenced lum agayne with certayne 
of ourthinges. Thus being made tr:eades, they remained to- 
gether a fewe dayes,. vntill YVaſchus fouldiers were come, 
which he lett behind him in 2zreqaa, Then calling vnto him 
; - | the 
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the guides and labourers whiche came with him from thence, 

hee rewarded them liberally, and diſmitſed them with thanks. 

Shortiy after, by the conduct of Ckziapes himfelfe, and cer- 

cayne of his men departing from the toppes of the mountaines, 

heecame inthe ſpace of fouredayesto the bankes of the newe 

ſa: where allembling all his menne together , withthe kinges 

ſcribes and notaries, they addicte8 all thatmayne fea with all 

thelandes adiacent thereunto, to the doininion and Empire ef 

Caltile Herehceleft parte of his ſouldiers with Chiapes,thathe 

myght the eaſelycrſcarch thoſe coaltes. And taking with him 

nicne of their lyghters made of one whole tree (which they cal 

Culchasasthe inhavitants of F:pamola call them Canoas) & allo 

a bande of fouretcore men,with certaine of Chiapes men,he pal- 

ſed ouera great 1iuer, and came to the region ofaceitaine king 

whoſe name was Cequera.Heattempted to relift our men as did 

the other, and with likeſuccetle:tor he was oucrcome and put to 

flight. But Ya/ch:z5,who entended to winne him with gentleaetle 

ſent certayne Chiapeans tohim, to declare the great power of . 

our men, howe ir.uincible they were, kowe mercikull to ſuch as 

ſubmit themſelues, alfſocrueil and ſeucreto ſuch as obltinatly 

withſtand them:Promiling him furthermore, that by the friend- 

thip of our m&,he might be wel aſſured by the example of other 

not only olive in peace and quietnes himſelte, butalfo to bere 

uenged of the injuries of his enemies : Wylling him in conclu- 

{ion fo to weigh the matter, that if he retuſed this gentlenes pro- 

tered yntohim by fo great a victourer, he ſhouldor it wereJong 

learneby feeling, to repent him too late of that perill which hee 

mighthaue auoyded by hearing. Cogzera with theſe words and 

examples, ſhaken with great teare, came gladly with the mel- 

ſengers5 bringing with him. 650. Peſos of wrought goſde, 

whiche hee gaue vato our men. //:/ch rewarded himlikewile, 

as welayde beforc of Poxcha. Coquerabcing thus pacitied, they 

returnedto the pallace of Chiapes, where, vilityng their @ompa- 

nions, and reſting there awhile, Yaſchus determined to learche 

the next great gulfe, the whiche, from the fuithelt reaching 2M 

thereof into the lande of theircountryes, from the enterance 5.006 oogſy 

ofthe mayne ſea, they fay to be three myles. Thus they $,jm; 17; = 

named Saint Michacls gulfe, whiche they ſay to bee ful of in- cs gulfe, © ©" 
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habitzd Tlandesand hugious rockes. Euatring therefore into 
the nine boates of Cx/-has, wherewith he palied ouer the rvuer 


eodly zealc of bectore, hauing aifo with the ſame companie of foureſcore 


Vaſchus.. 
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whole men, he wentforwarde on his purpole, alrhough he were 
greatly diſlwaded by Chiapes, who earneilly celired him notto 
attempt that voyage at that time, athrming the gulte to bee {6 
tempeſtious and ſtormie three monethes inthe yeere, that the 
{ca was there by no meanes nauigable,and thathe had ſeene ma 
ny Czlcyus deuoured of whirlepooles, euen before his eyes.But 
inuiacible /aſchis, impatientot idlenclTe, and voyde of all teare 
in Gods cauſes, anſwered that God and his holy faintes would 
proſper his enterpryles in this caſe, foralmuche as the matter 
touched God, and the defence of the Chriſtian religion,tor the 
mayntenaunce whereof, itſhoulde beenecetlarie tohaue abun- 
dance of riches and treaſure, as the finewes of warre againſt the 
enemies of our faith, Thus viing aiſo the ofhce both of an ora- 
tour and preacher, and hauing perſwaded his companions,hee 
lanched from the lande, But Chiapes, lealt Yaſthus ſhould any 
thing doubt of his faithfulnetle towarde him, proffered hingſelfc 
to goe with him whyther ſoeuer heewent, and woulde by no 
rheanes aflent that Yaſchns ſhoulde departe from his palace, but 
that he woulde bring him on the way, and takeparte of his for- 
tune. T herfore, ailvone as they were now entred into the maine 
ſea, ſuch ſourges & conflictes of water aroſeagaynſt them, that 
they were at their wittes ende,whither to turne them, or where 
to reſt. Thus being tolled and amafed with fteare,the one fooke 4 
on the other with pale & vnchearefull conntenances,but eſpeci- 
ally Chiapes and his company, who had before timewith their 
eyes ſcene the expcrience of thoſe 1copardies, were greatiy dif- 


comforted ( yet as God woulde ) they efcaped all, and Ianded ar 


the next Ilande,. where, making faſt their boates, they 
reſted therethatnight, Here the water ſo encreaſed, that it- 
almoſt ouerflowed the Vande. They fay alſo, that the ſouth 
fea doth ſo in maner boyle and fwel,thatwhen itis at the hygh- 
eſt, it doth couer many great rockes, which at the fall thereof 
are ſeenefarre aboue the water, But onthe contrary parte, 
all ſuch as inhabite the North fea, athrme'with one voyce, 
thas it ſcarcely ryſeth'at any tyme a cubite abouethe banks, 

As . 
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as they alſo confette whiche inhabite the Lande of Hi/paniola, - 

and other Wandes lituatcjin the fame. The Ilande theretore be- 
ingnowedrye by the falkot the water, they reſorted to their 

boates, which they found all owerwhelmed,and tul of fande, & 

ſome lore bruiſed with great ryites, and almoſt loſt byreafon 

their cables were broken : ſuch as were bruiſed, they tyed falt * 

with their girdles, with ſlippes of the barkes of trees, and with Hard hiftin 
tough and long italkes of certayne hearbes of the ſea, ſtopping neccſlitic, 

the ryttes ur chinkes with gratle, according to the preſent necel= 

fitie. Thus werethey eatorced to returne backe agayn:, like 

vnto men that came trom ſhipwracke, being almoſt conſumed 

with hunger, beecaule their victuailes were vtterly deſtroyed 

by tempelt. Theinhabitauntes declared that there is hearde all 

the yeere horrible roring of the fea among thoſe Landes, as of- 

ten as it riſeth or falleth, but this molt eſpecially in thoſe three 

monethes in the whiche it is molt boyſ(trous, as Chiapes told 

Vaſchizs betore,meaning(as they could conieRure by his words) 

Ocober, Nouember, and December : tor hee iignified the 

preſent moone,& the two moones following,countyng the mo- 

nethes by the moone, whereas it was nowe October. Heere 

therefore refreſhing himſelfe and his fouldiers awhile, and paſ= 

ſing by one vnprofttable king,he cameto another, whoſe name 

was Tumaccus , afterthe name of the region, beeing ſituate on The region 
that ſide of the gulfe. This 7#maccus came foorth agaynſt Tumacea, 
our men, as did the other, and with like fortune : forhe waSo- 

uercome, dryuen to flight,andmany of his men ſlaine, He hin- yi, Tyme. 
ſelfe was alſo ſore wounded, but yet eſcaped, Yaſchus ſent cer- cus js driven 
tayne meſlengers of the Chiapians to him,toreturne, and not toflight, 

to be afraide : but he coulde be nothing moued,neyther by pro- 
miſes,nor threatninges : yet when the metlengers were inten 
and ceaſed not tothreaten death to him and his familie, with the 
vtter deſolation of his kingdome, if he perſiſted in that obſtina- 
cie, at the length hce ſent his ſonne with them, whom 7a/chrus 
honourably enterteining, apparelling him gorgiouſly, and 
giving him many giftes, ſent him to his father, willing him 
to perfwade him of the puifſaunce, munifience, liberalitie, hu- 
manitie, andclemencie of our men. Tumaccus beeing mooued 


by this gentleneile declared towarde his fonne, came with _ 
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thethirde day, bringing nothing with him at that time. But 
after that hee knewe that our menne deſired golde and peatles, 
heeſent for lixe hundred and fourteene Peſos of goldezand two 
hundred and fourtie of the byggelt and tayrelt pearles, belide a 
grcatnuiber of the ſmall ſort. Our menne marueyled at the 
byggenes and fayrenes of theſe pearles, although they were not 
pertealy white, becaule they take them not out oftheſea mul- 
cles, except they firlt roſtthem, that they may the eaſelyer o- 
pentthem lelte, and alſothat the hiſhe may haue the better taſk, 
whiche they elteemetfor a delicate and Princely diſhc, and fer 
more thereby, then by the pearlesthemſclues. Ofthele things 
I was enfourmed of one Arbolanturs, being one of Yaſthus com- 
panions,whom heetentto the king with many pearles, and cer- 
tayne of thoſe (ea muſcles, But when Tz##accxs lawe that our 
men ſo greatly regarded the beautie of the pearles, he comman- 
dedcertayne of his men to prepare themſeJuestogoe a fiſhing 
forpearles:: Who depatting, came agayne within foure dayes, 
bringing with themtwelue pounde weight of orient pearles, af= 

ter eight ounces to the pounde. Thus reioycing on both parties 

they embraſed,and made a league of continuall friendſhip, 7- 

maccus thought himſelte happie that he had preſented our men 

with ſuch thankefull gyftes,and/was admitted to their friendſhip 


Thethirſte of and our men thinking theraſelnes happie and blelled that they

hadde found ſuch tokens of great riches, ſwallowed downe their 
ſpittle forthirſt. Atall theſe dooinges, king Chiapes was pre- 
{ent, as awitneſle and companion. He alſoreioyced not a little 
aſwell that by his conduQting he ſawe that our men ſhoulde bee 
fatisfied of their delire,as alſo that by this meanes hee hadde de- 
claredto the next king his borderer and enemie, whatfriends 
hee hadde of our men, by whoſe ayde he might lue in quietnes 
and bee reuenged of his aduerfarie, it neede ſhoulde ſo require. . 
For ( as wee haue ſayde) theſe naked kinges infelt themſelues | 
with grieuous warres ,. onely for ambition and delire to rule, 
Paſchies boaſteth inhis epiſtie, thathelearned certayne marue- 
lous ſecretes of Timers himelie, as concerning the great 
riches of this lande,whereof(as he ſayth)he would vtternothing 
at this preſent, foralmnuche.as 7:maccs toicve it him in his 
eare, Buthe was enfourmed of buth tlie kinges, thatthereis an

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| Handein that gulfe , greater then any of the other, hauingin 
it but onely one king, and him of fo great power, that at ſiche , ,;__, 
rimes of the yeereas the ſca is calme, he inuadeth their domi- greaepowen 
nions with a great nauie of Cxlchas,{poiling and carying away ; 
fora praicall that he mecteth. This Liande is- diftanc from 
theſe coaltes, only twentie miles: So that the promontories 
or pointes thereof, reaching into thelea, may be ſeene from the 
hilles of this continent. In the ſca neere. about this Ilande 
ſea muſcies are engendred, of ſuch quantitic,thatmany ofthem 
areas brodeasbucklers ..Ja thele are pearles founde (being Big pearles, 
the hartes of thole ſhell fiſhes)oftentimes asbigge as beanes, 
"OB 4 : . - . opatra, 
ſomtimes bigger then Oliues,and fuche asfumpruous Cleopa- queeneof te. 
tra might haue delired .Although this Iiand be fo neereto gipr,relolued: 
the ſhore of thisfirme lande, yetis the beginning thereof in a pearleinvi- 
the maine fea, without the mouth ofthe gulte . Ya/chns being —_— 
ioyfuland mery with this rich communication,fantaling nowe p;;c. oo 
; in manernothing but princes treaſures, beganne to ſpeak fierce thouſande 
b and cruell woordes againſt the tirantot that Iland, meaning pounce of ous: 
; hereby to winne the mindes of the other Kkinges, and binde 39ney. 
| them tohimwith a ncerer bonde of triendeſhip. Yet therefore 
railing further on him with ſpitcfull and opprobrious woordes, 
he ſwore great othes, that he woulde forthwith inuadethe I- 
lands, ſpoiling, deſtroying, burning,drowning, and hang- 
ing, ſparing neithet ſivooree nor fire, vntill hefhad re- 
uenged their iniuries : and there with commaunded his Culchas 
tobe in a readines. But the two kings, Chiapes and Tirmacens, 
exhorted him friendly todefer this enterpriſe,vntil amore qui- 
et ſeaſon, becauſe that ſea was not nauigable without greatdan- 
ger, being nowethe beginning of Nouember : \Vherein the 
kingesſcemed tolaic true . For as/aſchushim felfe writeth 
greatroring of the ſea washeard m_— the Hands of the gulfe, 
by reaſon of the raging and conflitofthe water, Greatriuers 
allo, deſcending from the toppes of the mountaines the ſame 
time of the yeere, and overflowing their bankes, driuing 
downewith theirviolcncegreate rockes and trees, make, amat-= 
uveilous noiſe. Likewiſe the furie of the South and Noithealt 
windes aflociate with thunder and lightning at the ſame ſea- 
fon,did greatly moleſt them .VVhile the weather. was _ 
they 
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they werevexed inthenight with colde, and in the daytimethe 
heate of the ſunne troubled them, whereof it is no maruaile, for 
aſmuch as they were neere vnto the EquinoGtial lyne,although 
they make no mention of the eleuation of the pole, for in ſuch 
Tegions, inthe nightthe Moone and other colde planettes,but 
inthe day the Sunne and other hotte planettes, doe chicfely 
exerciſe their influence, although the antiquitiewere of an 

- . other opinion, ſuppoling the EquinoGtial circle to bee vnha- 
bitable and deſolate, by reaſon of the heate of the ſunne, hauing 
his courle perpendicularly or dire&ly ouer the ſame, excepta 
fewe of the contrary opinion, whoſe atlertiuns the Portugales 
haue at theſe dayes by cxperience prooucd:o be true: for they 
ſayle yeerly tothe inhabitants of the ſouth pole, being in maner 
Antipodes to the people called Hyperboreiynder the North pole, 
and exerciſe marchandize with them. And here haue I named 
Antipedes, toralmuch as IT am not ignorant that there hath bin 

menof lingular witte and great learning, which haue denyed) 

that there is Atipodes, that is, ſuch as walke feete to feete, But * 

it is certayne, 'that it isnot giuen to any one manne to knowe 

all thinges, foreuen they allo were men, whole propertie is to 
erre, and be deceiued in many thinges. Neuertheleſle, the Por- 

tugales of ourtime, haueſayled to the fue and fyttie degree of 
TH iarres a- FÞ< ſouth pole: where,compaſſingabout the poynetherot, they 
bout theſouth Might ſeethroughout all the heauen about the ſaine,certeine 
pole, ſhining white cloudes here and there among the ſtarres, like 
vato them which areſcene in-thetract of heauen called LaGes 

via, that is, the mylke white way. They lay, thereis no notable 

ſtarreneere about that pole, like vnto this ef ours, whiche the 

common people thinke to bee the pole of it ſelfe ( called of the 

A fmadicude Iralians Tramontanay and of the Spanyardes Nortes ) but that 
declaring An» thelametalleth beneath the Ocean, When the Sun deſcendeth 
tipodes, fromthe myddelt ofthe axiltcee of the worlde from vs,it ryſeth 
tothem, asapayreof ballances, whoſe weyght enclining trom 

theequall poyle in the myddeſt towarde eyther of the (ides, 

cauſeththe one end toryſe as much as the other falleth. When 

therefore itis Autumnewith vs,it is ſpring time with them, and 

ſommer with vs, when it is wynter with them. But it ſufficeth 

-to haueſayde thus much of ſtrange matters. Let vs now ther- 

tore 
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fore returne to the hiſtoric, and to our men. . 


The ſeconde Chapter of the 
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Aſchas by the aduiceof king (hiapes & Tumac- 
c1zs,determined to defer his veyageto the ſayd 
Hande, vntillthenext ſpring or fommer, at. 
which time,Chiapes offered himiſelteto accom- 
pany our men,and ayde them therein all that 
ws >jhe might, Inthis meanetime,Yaſcinshadde 
kuowedge that thele kings had nettes and fiſking places in Cer- hy maner of 
taine ſtations of that ſea neere vnto the ſtore where they were aC fſhing for 
cultomed to fiſhe for ſea nauſcles,in the which pearles are engen- pearles, 
dred, and that forthis purpoſe they had certaine dyuers or tiſh- 
ers, exerciſed from their youth in ſwimming vnder the water, 
But they doe this onely at certaine times when the lea is calme, 
that they may theealier come to the place wher thele ſhel fiſhes 
arewont to lic:forthe bigger that they are,ſo much lye they the 
deeper & neerer to the bottse:butthe lefler,as it were daughters 
to x other.are neerer the brimame of the water: likewiſe the leſt 
ofall,as it were their nieces,are yet necrer to the ſuperficial part 
thereof. Tothem of the biggelt ſorte which lie lowelt,the fiſhers 
diſcend the depth of three mens height,& ſometime foure,butto 
the daughters or nieces,as their ſucceſſion,they diſcend onely te 
the middethygh.Sometimes alſo,after thac the ſea hath bin diſ- 
quicted with vehemeat tempeſtes,they find a great multitude cf 
theſe fiſhes on the ſandes, being dryuen ro the ſhore by the yyo- 
lenceof the water. The pearles of theſe, which are found on the 
ſande, are but litle,the fiſh it ſe]fe,is more pleaſant in eating,then 
areouroyſlters, as our menreport: But perhaps hunger, the 
ſivceeteſaule of all meates, cauſed our men foto thinke. VVhe- 
ther pearles be the hartes of ſea muſcles(as Ariſtatle ſuppoted) 
or the byith or ſpawne cf their intrals(as Phme thought)or whe- 
ther they cleaue continually to the rockes, or wander by com- 
panyes in the ſea by the guiding of the eldeſt, whether every fith 


bring forth one pearle or more, at one bitth, or ar dyuers:alſo 
whether 
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whether they be filled from the rocks whereunto they cleaue, or 
may beeecalcly pulled away, or otherwiſe fall of by themſclues 
when they are come to thcir full grouth : Lykewife whether 
pearles bee harde within the thell, urſoft, ourmen haue as yet 
no certaine experience, but Itruſt or it bee long to know the 


* trueth hereof : for our men arceuen now in hande with the 
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matter. Aiſo, as ſooneas I thall bee aduertiſed of the airyuall 
of Petrus Arias the captayne of our menne, I will detire him 
by my letters to make diligent ſearch for theſe thinges, and 
ccrtie methercofinall poyntes. Iknowethat heewill not be 
ſlacke or omit any thing herein, for hee is my veriefriende, 
and one that taketh great pleaſure.in coatidering the works 
of nature. And ſurely it{eemeth vnto mee vndecent, thatwe 
ſhouldewith ſilence ouerſlyppe fogreata thing, which afwell 
in the oldetime, as in cur dayes, hath and yet doth, drawe both 
men and woinen tothe inamoderate delirc of ſuperfluous plea- 
ſure. Spayne therefore ſhall beeable hereafter with pearles to 
ſatisfie the greedie appetite of ſuch as in wanton pleaſures are 
like vnto Cleopatra and Aſoprs ; Sothat from henceforth wee 
ſhall neyther enuie norreuerence the n:ccfruitefulnetle of S:o:- 
dam, or Taprobana,orthe red fea, But let vs nowreturne to our 
purpoſe. Yaſchas therefore determined with the fiſhers of Chzc- 
pes, to proue what might bee done in his fiſhe poole or (tations 
of ſea mulcles. Chiapes to ſhewe himſelte obedient to Yaſchns 
his requeſt, although the ſea were boyl{terous, commanded 
thirtie of his fiſhers to prepare themlſelues, and to reſort to the 
fiſhing places. Yaſthusſent onely lixe of his menne with them, 
to beholde them from the ſea bankes, but mot to committe 
themſelues to the daunger of the ſca. Thefithing place was 
diſtaunt from the pallace of Chiapes about tenne myles, They 
durlt not aduenture to dyue to the buttome, by reaſon of the 
furie of the ſea : Yet of the mulcles whiche 1ye hygheſt, 
and of ſuche as were dryuen to the ſhore by the violence of the 
water, they bruught lixe great fardelles in the ſpace of a 
fewe dayes. The pearles of theſe were but little , about the 
bygecnetle of ſmall fyrches ; yet verie-fayre and beautifull 
by reaſon that they were taken newely out of the fiſhe,beeing 
yet rawe.

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concerning the bignelc of thele ſea mulſcles,they ſent many of 

them into Spaine totheking, with the pearles, the fiſhe being 

taken out:VWe thiake verily thatti;cie may in no placebigger 

be founde. Theleijjei hikes tizerefore being thus founde here 

inſo many places in that tea, and goidin maner in cuery houſe, inc oy 
cocargue the riche trealuriect nature to be hidde in choſe Tyoer 7 nes 
coaltes, foralmuche as great.riches kaue ben founde, as itwetre guy ofnature.. 
inthe litle finger ota giauntes hands, Vhat. thenmay we _ 
thinke of the whole Lande of the giaunt (for hitherto they haue 
onlie benne in hande with the contines of J7aba) whenthey 
ſhall have throughiie ſearched all the coaſtes and iecretes of 
the inner partes ofall that large lance: But Yaſchnscoatented 
with theſe lignes, and 10ytull of his gooa fuccelle in thete enter- ; 
prifes determined by another way to returie to hs telowes in Jab. 
Daricya, where alſo they haue golde mines, about teanemiles pena. 
from the village. He gaue therefore king Chrapes leaueto de- 

part, and to folowe him ne further, countailing him to conti- 
nuefaithfulvnto the chriſtian king his lorde & mailter, Thus- 

embracing the onethe other,& ioining handes,Chsapesdepatted 

with teares,declaring the good minde which he bore to our men.. 

Vaſchas leauing his licke men with Chipes went forward on his 

iourney with the re{iduc,hauing allo with him for guides three 

of Chiapes Mariners. He conueighed his armie ouer agreat,, 
river, into the dominion of a certaine king called Teaocha,who _ _— 
being aduertiſed of the comming of our men, of whoſe famous Vaſchus 
actes he had hearde muche before, was very glad thereof, andfriendly. 
enterteined them honourably,ſo that for a token of his friendly 
atection towardethem he gaue /z/chxs twentie pounds waight 
of wrought golde, attereight. ounces to tne pounde : alfo two | 
hundred bigge pearles, but notfaire, byreaſon they were taken en aff

outof the muſcles after thay had ben ſodden. After they had ioy- wrougtegald;. 
ned handes,7aſchns recompenced him withcertaine of our thin- 
ges: likewiſe rewarding hisguides the {eruantes of Chiapes, 
he diſmitſed them with commendations totheir lord. King Tea 
echa,at thedeparture of our men from his pallace,did not only 
appoint them guides toconduct them inthe way, but alſo gaue 
them certaine (laues,in the ſteede of bealtes to cary their viRu- 
als, becauſe they ſhould paile through many deſartes, barren _— 
| roug 
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fl of Fough mountaines and terrible woods full of Tigers and Lions. 
wy re He ſent alſo one of his ſonnes withtheſe (laues, lading them 
with ſalted and dried hſhe,& bread of thoſe regions,made ofthe 


Dried ihe. rooes of Maizinm andincea. He allo commaunded his fonne 
not to depart from our men,vatil he were licenſed by YVaſchus. 
Bytheir conducting thertore, Yaſchns came to the dominion 
King Pacra of an other king, whole name was Pacra, acruel tyrant, feare- 


2 ticaune, - full to the other kinges his borderers, and of greater power 
then any of them. This tyrant, waether ir were that his guiltie 
conſcience, for his miſcheiuous ates, puthim in feare that our 
men would reuenge the ſame, or that he thoughthimlſelfe irfe- 
. Tiourto relift chem, fled at their comming. Ya/chns wriceth , that 
— gr” intheſe regions inthe month of Nouember,he was fore affli« 
Nouember, Qed with greatheate and intollerable thir(t,by reaſon that ſide 
.of the mountaines hath little water : Inſcmuch that they were 
in daunger to haue periſhed,butthat certaine of thinhabitantes , 
ſhewed them of a ſpring,which was inthe ſecret place of a wood, 
whither Yaſchnswith all ſpeede ſent two quicke & ſtrong young 
men of his companions, with their gourdes ,and ſuch water 
vellels as Teaocha hismen brought with them. Of thinhabi- 
tantes, there durit nonedepartfrom their compary,becauſc the 
wild beaſts do ſoone inuadenaked men: Forinthoſe mountai- 
nes, and eſpecially in the woods neare vnto the ſpring, they ſay 
that they arc ſomtimes taken oat of their houſes in thenight,ex- - 
cept they take good heede that the doores be well {; parde. Ic ſhal 
not be from my purpoſe heere to declarea perticularchaunce, 
before I enter any further in tiis matter . T hey lay therfore, 
that the laſt yeere the region of Daricya was no lefle infeſted | 
A Tiger, - and troubled with a | herce Tiger, tnen was( alrdonta in time . 
Calilomais palt withawild Boore, and Newea with a horrible Lion. For 
aforreſtia they athrme thattor the ſpace of lixe whole monethes, there |

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length, neceſſitic enforced them'to inuent a policie howthey 
myghtbereuenged of ſuche bloodſhed. . Searching thertore di- Thus the E- 
ligently her footefteppes, andfollowing the pathe whereby thee giPti2ns rake 
was accultomedin.the night ſeaſon to wander out of her denne —* ocodiles, 
to ſceke her praye, they made a great trenche or pyt in her 
waike, coucring the fame with hurdels, whereupon they caſt 
part of theearth, and dil pearled the relidue. Thetogge Tyger Th. Jorge 
ch: aunced firit into this pittall,and felypon the poynts of tharpe tyger taken, 
takes, andluch otherengins as were of purpoſe fyxed in- the 
bottome of the trench. Being thus wounded, he rored fo terri- 
bly, that it grated the bowelles of ſuch as hearde him, and the 
woodes and mountaynes neare about rebounded the noyle of 
the horrible cry. When they perceiued that he was layd faſt, 
they re(orted to the trenche, and flue him with ftones, dartes 
and pykes. With his teetheand clawes hee brake the dartes 
iato a thouſande chyppes. Beeing yetdead, hee was fearefull 
to all ſuch as behelie him : what then-thinke you he wuuld haue 
doone beeing alyue and looſe ? One Johannes Lediſmact Ciuile, 
a neere friend to Jaſcbns, and one of the compantons of his tra- 
uayles, tolde mee that hee Himlelte did cate of the fleſh of that Tygers fleth 
Tyger, and that itwas nothing inferiour to beefe in good- <xen, 
netle. Being demanded howe they knewe it to bee a T'yger, for- 
aliuch as none of them had cuer ſeene a Tyger : they anſwered 
that they kneweit by the ſpottes, fiercenetle, agilitic, and ſuch 
other markes and tokens whereby aurcient writers haue deſcri- 
bed the T'yger. Forſcme of them had before time ſeene other 
{potted wilde bealtes, as Libardes and Panthers. The dogge T;, bike. - 
T yger beingrhus killed, they following the traſe of his (teppes ryger., 
*owardethe mountaynes, came to thedenne where the bitche 
remayned with her two young ſucking whelpes. But ſhee was 
aot inthe denneattheircomming. They brite caryed awaie Tygers whets 
.the whelpes with them. Burt atterwardes, fearing lealt they P*** 
ſhoulde dye beecaufe they were young, entending when they 
were bigger to ſend them intoſpayne, they put cheynes of1ron 
about their.neckes,and caryed them agayne to their denne:whi- 
ther returning within a tewe daycs aſter, they foundethe denne 
c__— their cheynes notremoued from their place. They , , = 
{uppoſed that thedamme in her turie torethem in peeces,aud thing, 
Caryc 
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caryed them away, leaſt any ſhould haue the fruition of them; 
For they playnely athrme,. that it was.not poilible that they 
thoulde bee looſed from the chaynesaliue.. The skinne of the 
dead Tyger {tufted with dric hearbes and {trawe, they. ſent to 
Hiſpamsla,to the Admirall, and other of the chiefe rulers,from 
whoine the newe landes receiue their lawes and ſuccour. It 
ſhall at this time ufhce to haue written thus muche of the T'y- 
gers, as I have learned by.reportof them which both ſulteined 
domage by their. raucning,. and alſo handled the skinne of that 
which was ſlayne.. Let vs. nowe therefore returne to king Pacra, 
from whom we haue digretſed. When Yaſchxs had entred into 
the houſes forſaken of Pacya,heſent metlengers to rececile him |} 
as he had done the other kinges. At the firlt he refuſed to come | 
but after threatninges hecame, with three other kinges in his | 
company.. Faſchis writeth,that he neuer ſawe a more. monſtru-. 
ous & defourmed creature,and that nature hathonly.giuen hin 
humane ſhape, and otherwiſe to bee-worlet then abruite beaſt, 
with manners according to the liniamentes of his bodie. Hee a- 
buſed, with moſt abhom:1nablelechery, the daughters of toure - 
kings his borderers, from whom he hadde taken them by vio- 
Naturall ha lence. Of the filthie beehauiour of Pacra,.. of his crueltie, and 
predofvice. injurics done by him, many of the other kinges made grieyous 
complayntes toYVaſchus, as vatoahygh Judge, and iult reuen- 
ger, molt humbly beſeeching him to ſee ſuche thinges punyſh- 
ed, foralmuche as they. tooke himfor a. man ſent of God for 
that purpoſe. Heereupon Yaſchrs,, alwell to winne their good 
OP willes, as alſo toſhewe anexample ofterrour to ſuche as vied 
Faure kinges likefaſhions, commaunded that this monſtrous beaſt,with 
elcuourcd of. : x : - 
Sog2es. the other tliree- kinges whicke were ſubiete to him, and of 
| like.cconditions, ſhoulde bee giuen for a pray to.uhis fighting 
Thevſeeof. dogges, and their torne carkaſes to bee burned. Ot theſe.dogges 
doggesinthe whiche they vie in tne warres, they.tell maruelous thingss 
warre againft. 7. theyfay, that»they -runne-vppon the inhabitauntes ar- 
pakedmen. 4 after their manner, with no: lefſe herceneſle,. then it 
they were Hartes or.wilde-bores, it the. Spanyardes doe but 
onely poynt towarde them with their fingers : inſomuche- 
that oftentimesthey haue hadde no neede to driue their enc- 
mics to flight with {woordes or atrowes, but haye one 
| the. 
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the ſameonly with dogges, placed inthe forefront of their bat- 
taile, and letting them ſlippe with their watche woorde and 

rivietoken: whereupon the barbarians (tricken with teare, by 
reaſon - of the .cruell-countenances of their maſtics , with their 


-dogges, with fuche celeritie as if they were thunderboſtes, by 
reaſon-whereof, they-ſometimes kill many of them. Thinhabi- 
tauntes of theſe mountaines dou not keepe warre with-bowes 
and arrowes, but vie only Aac«x:s, that is ,certaine Jong and Sywoerdes of 
brodefyoordes made of woud, allo llinges, long pikes, and weod, 
-dartes, hardened at the endes with fire. V/hile king Pacra yet 
lived, no man-coulde knowe of him, neither by faire meanes 
nor by fowle, where he had the golde whiche wasfounde inhis _ 
houſe : for our menfoundein his icwell houſe fiftie poundes Fiftieponnd 
waight of golde. Being therfore demaunded wherehe had it, , 17 
he aunſwered, that they which geathered the fame in thoſe * * 
mountaines in his fathers daies,were all dead,and that lince he 
wasa -childe, he neuer eſteemed golde more then ftones: 
More:then this they conlde not get of him. By this ſeuere 
puniſhment executed vpon Parra, Yaſchns conciled vnto him 
themindes of all the other kinges of-that prouince, and by 
this mcanes itcametopatle, that when he {ſent for the licke 
men whiche he left behinde him with king Chiapes, another 
king whiche wasin themidde way, (whoſe name was Bonont-King Bono® 
ana) enteiteined them gentlely, and gaue them twentie nizma, frizdre 
pounde weight of pure wrought golde, belide great plentie of theehriſtang 
victualles, And notthisonlye, but allo accompanied them ,,, ke 
him ſeltc, vatillhe had broughtthem ſafely from His pallace, cold. 
into -the dominion of Pacra, where taking cach of them 
by theright handes he delitcred them to Yaſchas him felfe, 
as afaithfull pledge committed to his c_ , and there- 
with ſpake to. Yaſchns in this cffeRe : Moite mightie and 
zaliaunt victourer , behoulde, I heere dcliuer vato youg

Then he ſpake further to Vaſchns, 

ſaying, In that yeu laue detftroied,and ſlaine our violent 

and proude enimies, you haue brought peace and quictnelle 

to vs and ourfamilics, and bounde vs for euer to loue and 

obey you. You haae ſo ouercome and tained wilde monſters, 

that wethinke youto bee ſent from heauen, for the punifſhe- 

ment of cuill men ,and. defence of innocentes, thatvnder the 

protection of your mightic. {woorde., we.may hereafter leade - 

vur lives without feare, and with more quietnetle giue thankes 

to the giuer of all good thunges, for his mercie thewed vato ' vs 

in this behalie, When the interpretour hadde tolde Ya/chss 

that the king Bouoniana had hide theſe woordes, and. ſuche 

like , Yz/chzs rendered him lixe thankes for his humanitie de-. 

'clared towarde our men, and rewarded him as he had doone o- 

ther in whom he tounde like Rn writeth, that 

he - learned inaniethinges of this kinge as concerning the 

greas richeile of theſe regions , butthat hewouldeat this pre. 

tent{peake nothing theteof,anl rehearſeth the ſame, as thinges 

like to haue good ſuccetle, What this implicate Hiperbele, or 

aduauncemci:t meaneth,Tdonot well vnderſtand, buthe plaine 

Greatplenty ly ſeemeth hereby to promife many greatthinges. And ſurely 

efcolde, it is to be thought, that according to his hope, great riches may

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didthe Gothes intime paſt, what aboundance of Tron ſhoulde 
he haue in their houſes, whercas hee ſhoulde tinde in one place 
a fryingpan, in another a caldron, herc a triuct, and there a 
ſpitte, and theſe in manner incuery poore mans houſe, with 
{uche other innumerable. ? whereby any man may coniecture, 
thatlron is plentifully engendred 1 ſuche regions where they 
haue ſogreat vie thereof. Our menalſo perceiucd,that the inha- 
bitauntes-of theſe regions do no more eltceme gold thei we ds 
Iron, nor yetſo much, atter they ſaw.to what vie iron ſerued vs. 
Thus much have Ithought good to write to yaur holinetTe, of 
ſuche thinges as I haue gathered out of the letters of Yaſchus 
Nunncz, and learned by woorde of mouth of ſuche as were 
his companions in theſe attayres. Aswe receiue them, ſo wee 

jiue them vnto you, Time, whiche reuealcth alxecretes, (hall 
| ans miniſterlargerargument of writing. They coulde at 
this time doe no great thing in ſearching the golde mynes, for- 
aſmucheas of a hundred, tuureſcore,and tenne men, which J'af- 
chus brought with him from Dariena,there remained only three- 
ſcore andten, oratthe mult foureſcore,whoſe ayd he now vicd 
in thefe dangerous aduentures,leauing cuer thecrafſed men bee- 
hindehim in the kinges houſes all the way that hee went, but 


op he eſpecially tell into ſundry diſeaſes, which came late- 


ly from Heſpaniela, tor they were not ableto abide ſuch calami- 
ties, as to liue onely contented with the bread of thoſe regions, 
and wilde hearbes, without ſalt, drinking none other then ryuer 
water, and that oftentimes eyther lacking, or vawholeſome 
whereas before their ſkomackes had bin vied to good meates. 


Butthe olde ſouidicrs of Darieza, were hardened to abide all Old fouldiers; | 


forrowes,& exceeding tollerable of labour, heate,hunger,& wat 
ching, inſomuch that merily they make theirboalt, that they 


haue obſerued a longer & ſharper Lent thea cuer your holinetfle A longlene. 


enioyned : forthey ſay, that torthe ſpace of foute whole yeers 
they eatenone other then heartbes and fruites, exceptnow and 
then perh;appes fyſhe, and very ſeldome fleſhe : yea,and that 
ſometime for lacke of all theſe, they haue not abhurred from 
mangie dogges and filthie toades, as wee haue {ayde betore. 
The olde fouldiers of Dariena, I call thoſe which f1fl followed 
the captaines Nicrrſa& Fogeda, to inhab.tthe land,ol the which 
now 
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owe fewe were living. But let ys nowe omit theſe thinges, and 
returne to J77/chu;, the viRourer of the mountayaes, | 


The tairae Chapter of the. 
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SS2l Hen Ya/chus-had remained thirtie daics in the 
&] pallace of king Pacra, conciling vntohim ths 
mindesof the inhabitants,& prouiding things 
neceilary forhis companions. As he departed 
j from thence,by the conduct of king Teaocha 
<& his men, and came to the banke ot the ryuer 
Commugras, wi.creot the region and king thereof, arenamed by 
the ſame name, he founde the ſides of the monntaynes ſo rude 
and barren, thatthere was nothing aptto bee eaten, but wylde 
rootes, and certayne vnpleaſant fruites of trees, The kinges 
being neerc of bloude, :Fabited chis vnfortunate region,which 
Vaſchuzs oucrpatled with all ſpeede,for feare of hunger. Oae of 
theſe poore kinges was named Corochzes, and theother Cixrizis: 
He tooke thein both with him, to guide him the way,and diſimif 
fed Teaocha his men with victuals & rewardes. Thus for the {pace 
of three eayes,hewa:ndered through many deſartwoods,craggy 
mouatayies,and imuddie mariſhes, full of ſuch quamyres, rhat 
menatre o'tentimes ſwallowed vp.in them, it they looke not the 
more warily to their feete : alſo through places not frequeated 
with rclort of men,aadſuchas nature hadde not yet opened to 
their vſe, foraſmuche as the inhabitauntes haue ſeldome enter- 
courſe betwezne them, but onely by ſundry incurtions, the one 
to ſpoyle and deſtroy the orher : being otnerwiſe contented to 
live onely after the Jaw of nature, without all worldly toylefor 
ſuperfluous pleaſures. Thus entryng at thejength into theterri- 
toric of another king, whoſe name was Beckebrea, they founde 
all thinges voyde and in filence : for-the king and, his fub- 
ietes were all fledde to the woodes, VWWhen Yahxs (ent mel- 
ſengers to fetche him, hee did not onely at the firſt ſubmithim 
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elfe, but alſo promiſe his aide, with all that he might make: 
Proteſting furthermore, that he fledde not for feaie thatour 
.men woulde doo them iniurie , but that he hid him ſeite tor 
verie thame and griefe of mince, for that he was not able to 
Teceiue them honorablie, according vnto their dignit.e, be- 


cauſe his ſtore of vitailes was confumed. Yet in a toxen of Veſſels of 


.obedience and {riende{hippe, heſent our men many vellelles of gol, 


.golde, deliring them to accepte chem as -thegiite of afriend 
whoſe good will wanted not in greater tainges, it his abilitic 
were greater, By whiche woordes, tle poore man ſeemed 
to inlinuate that he had ben robbed , and otherwiſecruelly 
handled of his borderers , by reaſon whereof ., our men were 
enforced todparte from thence more hungerly then they came. 
Asthey weat forwarde therefore, they e{pied certaine naked 
men comming dowae from a hill towarde them . Fafchus 
commaunded his armieto ſtay, and ſent his interpretours to 
them, to knowe what they woulde haue . Then one of them, to 
whomethe other ſeemed to giue reuerence, ſpake in this effect, 


Our lord and king Chiori/zs , greeteth you well, willing vs king Chiort.. 
to declare that he hearde of your puitlaunce,and vettue, wherby ſus ſengerh 

you haue ſubdued euil] men, & reuenged the wronges d oone ty Vaſchus xxx, 
innocentes : For the whiche your noble factes and iuſtice, as ©'<5 of pure 


he doth honour your tame, ſowoulde he thinke himſelfe moſt 
happie,ifhe might recciue you into his palace, But,foraſmuch 
a5 his fortune hath ben ſocuill(as he imputeth it) that being 
out of your way,you haue ouerpalle4 him, he hath ſent you this 
golde, in token of his good will and trieadihippe toward you, 
And with theſe woordes he delivered to ]/chas thirtie diſhes 
of pure polde ,adJding hereunto, that when fo cuer it ſhoulde 
pleaſe him totake the painesto come to titcir king , he ſhoulde 
recciue greater giftes. He declared further , that a King 
whiche was their borderer and mortal! eaimie, was very riche 
ia golde aud that in ſubduing of him , they ſhoulde both 
obtaine great richetle, and alſo deliverchem from daily vex- 
ations: whiche thing might calily be -doone by their helpe, 
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becauſe they knewe the countrey . Faſct:zx put themin good qt... 
coinfort, aud gaue them for rewarde certaine Iron axCe, golde, 


whiche they more eſteemed then great heaps of goide, For 
P 4 they . 
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they havelittleneede of golde, hauingnot the vſe of peſtife. 
rous money : but he tl:at may gette but one axe or hatchet thiiz= 
keth himſeite 1icher then euer was Craſſzs, For cuen theſe na- 
ked men, doe pe:ceiuethat an axeis-necetJariefora thoulance: 
vics,and contetle that golde is delired oneiy for certayne vaine 
andettemiriate pleaſures, as a thing whiche the lite of manne 
may lacke without aay inconuenience :for Our gluttony and ſu- 
pertiuous ſumptuoulrelle hath not yetcorrupted them. By rea- 
fon whereof, they take it for no ſhame to lacke cobards of plate, 
whereas the pride a::d wantonnelle of our time,doth in manner 
impute it- to vs for ignominie,. to bee without that, whereof by 
nature wee haue no neede, But their contentativn with the 
benefites of nature, doth playnely declare, that men may leade 
afrec and happye lite without tables, tables clothes, carpettes, 
napkins, and towels,. with ſuche other innumerable, whereof 
they haue no vic, except perhaps the kinges furniſhe. theirta- 
bles with a fewe golden vellels. But the common people dryue 
away }unger with a peece of their breade in the one hand, and 
a pecece of broyledfyſhe, orſome kinde. of truite inthe other 
hande : for they eate fleſh butſeldome, When their fingers 
are imbrued with any vnctuous meates, they wype them cy» 
ther on theſvles of their feete, orun their thyghes, yea and 
ſometimes on the skins of their priuie members, in the ſteade 
of anapkin: and forthis cauſe do they oftentimes wath them- 


Fenty of gold ſelues in the riuers. Qur menrnc therefore went forwarde laden 
and iczrcencs with golde, but fore afflicted with Eunger, Thus they came at

the length to the dominion of xing Pecchorreſa,who Red at their 
comming. Herefor tt ſpace of thirtie dayes, they filled their 


emptie bellics with breade of the routes of uizirnm. In the. 


meaze time, }/a/chxs ſent for Pocchorroſa , who beeing allured 
with promiſes and fayre woordes, came and ſubmitted him- 
ſcife, bringing with him fora prelenttytteene puundes weyght 
of wrought golde, and a tewe (laues : Vaſchas rewarded him 
as tc hadde done other before. When hee was mynded to de- 
part; he was aduertiſed, that he (ſkoulde palle throughthe domis.

p ; in. Yaſchus therefore, leauing his licke men in the village of 
Paccherroſa, tuuke with him threeſcore of his molt valiant foul- | 
diers, and declared vito them, how king T#zanama had often A geodpo» 
| 1 ceimes ſpoken proude and threatning woordes agayuſt them !icic» 
; Likewiſe thatit nowe [tood themin hande of necellitie to patle 
through his dominion, and that hee choughtit belt to ſet vpon 


him vnwares. The fouldiers conſented to his aduice, and 
exhorted himto giue the aduenture, premiling that they would 
1 follow him, whither ſocuerhe went. T hey determined therfore 
: eo goe two dayes iourney in one day, that Tumanama,not kno- 
; wing of their ſodayne comming, might haue no leyſureto aſ- 
; ſemblean armie: and the thing came to pale cuen asthey had 


deuiſed. For in tie firlt watch of the night,our menne, with the 
Pocchorrofrars, invaded the village and pallace of Twunarama, 
wherethey tooke him pryſoner, ſ{uſpeing nothing letle. He 

had with hm two young men, which hee abuſed vanaturally, 

alſo foureſcore wome»,which he hadge taken violently from di- 

uers kinges : likewiſe, a great number of his gentlemen and 

ſubieRes were taken ſtragling in other villages geere about 

his pallace. For their houſes are not- adherent together as 

ours bee, beecaulſe they are oftentimes troubled with vehe- 

ment whirlewindes, by reaſon of the ſodayne-changes and mo- The cauſe of 
tions of the ayre, cauſed by the influence of the planettes,in the vehemenr 
cqualitie of the day and night,being there in maner both of one _ -* 125A 
length throughout all-the,yeere,foraſmuch as they are neerevn gay, OE 
to the EquinoGtiall lyne, aswe haue ſayde before, Their how- 
ſes are made of trees, eouered, and after their manner thatched 
with the ſtalkes of certayne rough hearbes. To the pallace

herewith commaunded him to beeta 
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of Thmanama, was onely one houſe adherent, and that euen fg 
bygsecas the pallace itlelfe. Eyther of theſe houles werein 
lengtha hundred and twentie paces, andin breadth fiftie paces, 
&s our men mcaſured them . ln theſe two houſes the king was 
accuſtomed to muſter his menne, as often as he prepared anar- 
mie. When Tumanama therefore was thus taken captiuc, with 
all his Sardanapanicall familie, the Pocchorreſicxs braggedand 
threatned him, beeing nowe bounde, that he ſhould ſhortly be 
hanged : the other. kinges aiſo his borderers, reioyced at his 
miſtortune. Whereby our menne perceiued that 7rmanaxia 
wasnoletle troubleſome to his neighboures, then was Pacra to 
the kinges of the ſouth tide of the mountaynes. Yaſchzs allo rhe 
bettertu pleaſe them, threatned him grieuouſly, butin deede 
entended no cuill towardes him. He ſpake therfore ſharply vnto 
him with theſs woordes : Thuu thalt nowe fufter punitt.ment 
thou cruell tyrant, for thy pride and avhominations. Thou ſhalt 
know of what power the Chriſtians are, whom thou haft ſo con 
temned, .and threatened todrawe by the hayrcof their heads to 
the next ryuer, & there to drowne them,as thou haſt oftentimes 
made thy vaunt among thy naked flaues : But thou thy ſeife 
ſhalt firſt teele that, which thou halt prepared for others. And 

=, vppe: Neuerthelelle 
giuinga priuietoken of pardon tothem whichelayde handes 
on him. Thus vahappily Timarama, tearing and belecuing 
that Yaſchus, hadde ment in earncſt as he commande3), fell pro- 
ſtrateat his fecte, and with teaics deſired pardon : Proteſting 
that hee neuerſpake any ſuch wordes, but that pernajs his no- 
blemenne ia theirdrunkenneſſe hadde ſoaduſed their tongues, | 
whiche hee coulde not rule : For their wines, although they 
be not made of grapes, yet they are of force to make men drun- 
ken. Heedeciared furthermore, that the other kinges his bor- 
derers had of malice ſurmiſed ſuch lyes of him, enuying his for- 


Oderit quem tune, becauſe he was of greater power then they, moſt humbly 
anclnunt. 


deſiring YVaſchs, that as hee tooke him to beeaiult viourer, 
ſo to giue no credite vnto their vaiuſt .and malicious com- 
playntes : Addiug heereunto, that ifitwouldepleaſe him to 
parden-him, nothauing offended, he woulde _—_ preat 


plentic of golde. Thus laying his right hande on his _

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he fore by the Sunne, that he euer loued and feared the Chr 
{tians fincc hee firſt hearde of their fame and victoties ; efpe- 
cially when hee hearde ſay,thatthey had Aricnanas,that is ſwore 
des tharperthen theirs, and ſuche as cutte in peeces all thinges 


that come.in their wayes. Then directing his eyes towarde 


Vafchus, who bad his (worden his hande, heſpake thus, Who 
(except he were out of his witte ) dare lift vp his hande agaynſt 
this ſworde of yours, wherewith you are able witly one ſtroake 
tocleauea manne from the head to the nauell 2 Letno manne 
therefore perſwade you (O moſt migtie victourer ) that cuer 
{uche woordes procceded out of my mouth. As Tumarama 
with trembling ſpake theſe woordes, therewith {wailowin 

downe the knotte of death, Faſchas teemed by his teares to be 
moouecd to compallion, and ſpeaking to him with chearefull 
countenaunce, commaunded him to bee looſed. This doone 


heeſent immediately to his pallace for thirtic poundes weight y; 
of puregolde, artificially wrought into ſundry ouches, which weyght of 
his wyues and concubines vicedto weare, Aifo the thirde day wroughtgold.. 


following, his noble men & gentlemen ,ſfent threeſcore pounds 
weyghtof goldefor their fineand raunſome. 7imarawmabe- 


ing demaunded where they had that golde : he anſivered, that-it weight of 
was not gathered in his- dominions, but thatit was broughthis golde: 


aunceſtours fromthe riuer Comogrus towarde the ſourh . Bur 
the Pocchorrofiars and other his enemies ſayac that he lyed, af 
firming that his kingdome was ricne in golde, Ti:avama on 
the contrary paite, inſtantly proteſted cthathe neuer knewany 
golde mynecinall his Cominions; yet denyed not but thatthere 
hath ſometimes beene tounde certayne (mallgraines of gold,to 


tae gathering whereof, he neuer haddeany regard, becauſe they They blows: 
could not getit without great & long labour. Whilethelſe things he 


were doing,. theſicke men which 7/aſchzus had leit in the village 
of Pocchorreſa, came to him the viii, day of the Calendes of Ia- 
nuary, inthe yeereot CHRIST. 1413, bringing with them 
certaynelabourers from the Kinges uf the South, withfundry 
inſtrumentes to. digge' the grounde, and gather golde. Thus 
palling ouer: the day-of the natiuitie of CHR 1ST without 
bodily labour,. vpon Saint Stephens day hee brought certayne 
myners to the ſide of a hill, notfatre diſtant from the pallace 


ot. 


_ 
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of Tumanema, where ( as heſayth)hee perceiued bythe colour 
of theearth, that itwas liketo bring foorth golde. When they 
haddigged a pit, not palt ahand breadth anda halte, andlifted 
the earth thereof, they founde certayne {mall graines of golde, 


twelue graynes, asthey prooued with their balances of atlaie, 
before a notarieand witaelle, that the better credite nught bee 
giuen thereto. Whereby-they argued, that the richeneile of 
that land was agreeable to thereport of the borderers.although 
Vaſchus coulde by no meanes cauſe 7manama to confelle the 
fame. They ſuppole that he nothing elteemed ſoſmall a por- 
tion : butother ſay, that hee denied his countrey to be fruittull 
of golde, leaſt by reaſon thereof, the delire of golde might 
intice our menneto inhabite his kingdome, as indeed the ſeely 
king was a prophet in ſo thinking. For they choſe that and the 


region of Pecchorre/a to inhabite, and determined to buylde 


townes in them both, if it ſhould ſo pleaſe the king of Caſtile : 
aſwell that they may bee bayting places and vittailyng houſes 
for ſuch as ſhould iourney towarde the fouth, as alſo that both 
the regions werefruitefull,and of good grounde to beare fruites 


and trees. Intending nowetherefore to depart from thence, 


hee tryed the earth by chauncein an other place, where the co- 
lourof the ground, with certayne ſhining ſtones, ſeemed tobe 
atoken of golde, wherecauling a ſmall pitte to bedigged, litle 
beneath. the vpper cruſt of the earth, hee founde ſomuch gold 
as weyghed the peece of golde whiche the Spanyardes call 
Caſtellanum Aureum, and iscommontly called Peſws, but notin 
onegrayne, Reioycing at theſe tokens, in hope of greatriches, 
hee bad Trmanamato bee of good comfort, promiling him that 
hee woulde bee his friende and detender, ſo that hee troubled 
notary of the kinges, whiche were friendes to the Chriſtians: 
Heeallo perſwaded him to gather plentie of golde. Some ſay 
that he ledde away all T#wzanama his women, and ſpoyled him, 
leaſt he houlde rebel. Yethee delwered his ſonne to Yaſchws, 
to be brought vp with our menne, to learne their language and 
religion, that hee might hereaſter the better vie his helpe, 
aſvel inallthiugesthat he ſhoulce haue-to doe with our menne 


as alſo more politikely rule, andovtayne the loue of his owne

ſabie&es. . Yaſchus at this tyme fell into a vehementfeuer, . by 
reaſon of excetle of labour, immoderate watching, and hun- 


ger, informuche that departing from thence, hee was fayne- 


ro bee boxnevpon mens backesin flicetes of Gollampine cot-- 


ton : likewiſe alto many of his. ſouldiers, whiche were: ſo- 


weake, that they could neyther goe nor [tande, To this purpelſe

they viedrthe helpe of the inhabitantes, who thewed themfelues wc; ing, 


in all thinges willing and obedient. Alfo ſome of them which 
were fomewhat feeble, and notableto trauayle, although not 
orieuoully licke, were ledde by the armes, vntill they came to 
the dominion of king Comegras , agreat friende tothe Chri- 
Rians, of whom we haue largely made mention before. At Yaſs 
chas comming thither, hee founde that the olde king was dead 
and his Sonne ( whomewee ſo praylea for his wiledome to 
raygne in his ſteade, and thathe was baptized by the name of 
Charles, The pallace of this Commogrr, is lituate atthe foote 


of a ſteepe hylIwell cultured, hauing toward the ſouth a plaine- 


of twelue leagues in breadth, and very fruitefull. "This playne' 
they call Zauana. Beyondethis, are the greatand high moun- 
tayues, whiche diuide the twoſeas, whercof wee haue ſpoken 


before. Our of the ſteepe hilles, ſpringeth the ryuer Commogrus I h<riner 


whiche runneth through the ſayde playne to the hygh moun-. 
tayncs, recciuing into his channell bytheiryalleyes,allother 
ryuers,and fo falleth into the fouth ſea : Itis diltant from Da 


r1ena, about threeſcore and tennc leagues towarde the welt, As. 


our men therfore came to thele parties,king Commogr-xs(other- 
wiſe called Charles by his chriſtian name ) met them 4oytully,. 
andentertayned them honourably, giuing them their tyll of 
pleafauntmieates and drinkes : Hee gaue allo to Vaſckus twentie 
peunde weight of wrought golde. Yaſchzs recompenced him. 
with thinges whiche hee eſteemed muche more, asaxes, and

{uhdry kindes of carpenters tooles : alſoa fouldierscloake,and . 


a fayre ſhurt,  wroughtwith needle woorke. By theſe gittes Go- 
»ogrks thought himſelte to bee halte a God among his borde- 
rers. Vaſchus athis departing from hence, earneſtly charged 
Cemegrets, and the other kinges, roremayne faithfull and obe- 


dientto the chriſtian king of Caſtile, it they delired to. live in 


peace and quietneſks, andthatthey thoulde hcreatrgr more di 
| gently 
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gefitly applicthemſelues-to the geathering of golde, t6 bee 
ſent to the great chriſtian 7i%a(.that 1s) king * Declaring fur- 
ther, that by this meanes., they ſhoulde both gette them and 
their poſteritic a patroneand defender againlt their enemies, 
and alſo obtayne greatabundaunceof ourthinges. Theſe at= 
fayres thus happily atcheiued, hee went forward on his voyage 
to the pallace of king Pencha, where he founde foure yong men, 
Vaſchus retur Whichwere come fream Darzena, to.certife him that there were 
acthco Dari. certayne ſhyppes come from Hiſpariola laden with vidualles, 
"£2, .and other .neceſſaries. \Wherefore.taking with.him.twentie :of 
his moſt luſtie ſouldiers,he made halt co.Dariena, with long ior- 
| neys:leauing the relidue behindhim, to followe at.their leyſurc. 
pes.” ag Hewriteth, that he came to Darienathe xiiii-Ca.of Fe.An.1514 
chus,  Thedatcofhis letteris:: FromDariena, the iti, day of March, 
| Hewriteth inthe.ſame letter, that he had many ſore conflites 
& that hewas neyther yet wounded,or lolt any of his men inthe 
battayle -: and thereforein all his large letter, -there is not one 
leafe without thankes giuing'to almightie God for his deliue- 
ry, and preſeruation fromſo many imminent perils.-Heattemp- 
ted nocaterpryſe, or tooke in-hand any voyage,without thinus 
cation of God and his-holyſaintes. Thus was Yaſches Balboa of 
a violent Goliah, turned into. Helsſexes , and trom Artes £0 
Hercwles, the conquerour ofmonſters. Being therefore thus 
turned from a raſhe roylter, to a politike and deſcret capy< 
Oflarcerms 1999S he was iudged worthy to bee aduancedto great honour: 
SOIOE- By reaſon whereof, hee was both recciued into the Kinges 
kiedcathin fauour, and thereupon created the generall or Lieutenaunt 
the booke of ofthe Kinges-armic in:thoſe Regions. Thus muche haue I 
thellandlate- gathered both by the letters -of certayne my faithfull friends 
—— being in Dariena, and alſu byworde of mouth of ſuch ascame 
lately from thence. If ycurhalynelle defire ro knowe what IL 
thinke herein, ſurely by ſuche thinges as Thaue ſcene, I bees 
keuec theſe thingesto bee true, cuen-ſo the orderand agreeing 
of FYaſcthus and his companions warrelike letters, '{eeme to 
confirmethefame. The Spanyarde therefore thall not neede

Plato, to bring from thence wicked golde, the ſeed of innume- 
1able miſchieues, without: the whiche, notwithſtanding wee 
may. nowe ſcarcely. leade ahappie Iyte, tirh iniguitie hach fo 
preuailed, and made vs flaues to that, wherot we ace Lordes by 
nature :. The Spanyardes ( Lfay ) thall norneede with ſuch tra- 
uayles and difficultie, todygge farre into the carth for gold,bug 
ſhail finde it.plentitully, in manerin the cr earth 
orintheſandes of ryuers dryed vp by.the heate of ſormmer,one- 
ly waſhing the earth ſoftly from the ſame,. and (hall with like 
facilitie' gather plentie of. pearles.

as ſurely to hauethem fall into their ſnares, as if they were Thercenefe.

v ard the welt, leauing the Lances of Cabaand Jamaica on his j, 


righthandetoward tne nortn, he writcth thathe chaanced vp- 
pon an Lande more {outhwarde then Jumarca, which the inha- 
bitantes call Gaaaſſa, lo ftioriihing and truitetull, trat:t might 
{ceme an carthly Parauyſe, Cealting along by the (hores 
of this Hlande, kce mette twoot the Canoas, or buates of thuſe 
prouinces, whict.e were drawne with two naked flaues again(t 
the ſtreame. La theſe boates was caryed aruler of the liande, 
with his wife and childrev, all naked, 'The fiaues ſeeing our 
menalande, made {ignes to tiem with proud countenance 
in their mailters naine, to [tand out of the way, and threatned 
them, if they wouide not giue place. Their limpleneile is 
ſuch, that they neyther feared the multitude, or powerof our 
men, or the greataelleand (traungenelle of our ſhyppes. The 
thought that our men would have honoured their mailter with 
like ieuerenceas they did, Our menne hadde intelligence at the 
length,that this ruler was agrear marchant, which came to the 
matte from other coaltes of the Iland:tor they exercife buyin 
and{elling by exchaunge wir: their confines, Hee hadalſowith 
h:m goud ltoreol ſuch wareas they ſtandein neede of, ortake 
pleaſure in : as laton belles, rafers, kniues, and hatchettes 
made ofa certayne tharfe yeliowe vright ltone, with handles of 
altrung kinde of wood:a;lo many other necellarie inſtruments 
with kytchen (tutte, and vetleiles forall necel[arie vies : likewife 
ſheetes of Gotlainpine cotton, wroughtof ſundry colours. Our 
meatooke him pryſoner, with all his familie, but Celonxs ccm- 
manuded him to be loofed ſtortly after, and the greatelt parte 
of his goodsto be re{toredgro winne his triendſhvppe. Beeing 
heere in(tructed of a lande lying further towarde che ſouth, hee 
tooke his voyage thyther. Therforelittle morethen-ten myles 
diſtant from hence, he tound a large land,which the inhabitants 
called Qntriquetana, buthe named it Ciamba. \Vhcn he went 
alande, and commaunded hischaplaine to ſay matle on the ſea 
bankes,agreatconfluence of the naked inhabitants flocked thi- 
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ther, fimplic and wittout feare, bringing with them plentie

ofrmeate and jrethe water, marueling at our menae, as they 
had beene ſome {traunge myracie; VWhen tney had preſented 
their gittes, they wept ſomewhat backwarde, and made lowe 
curtelie after their manner, buwing their heades- and bodyes 
reucrently. He recompencee their gentlenelJe,rewarding them 
with other uf our thinges, as counters,braflettes,and garlandes 
of glalle, and counterſeit tones, looking glatles, ncedelles,. 
and pynnes, with ſuch othertra{he, whiche ſeemed ynto them 
precious marchandize. In this greattracte,. there are two re- 
gions, whereof the uneis called 7#4a, and the other Aſai. Hee 
writeth, that all thatlande is vety faire and holcſome,by reaſon 
of the excellent temperatnefle of: the ayre :- And that it is 
inferiour to no lande in fruitefull grounde, beeing partly full of 
mountaynes, and partly large playnes:-alſo repleniſhed with 
many goodly trees,vhullome hearbes, continuing greene, and 


flouriſhing all the whole yeere. It bearcth alſo very many holly 


Seuen landes trees, and pyncappletrees. Allo vii, kindes of date trees, where- 
ofdatetrees. of ſome are truitetull, and ſome barren. It bringeth forth like- 


wiſe of itſeife Pelgoras, and wild vines, laden with grapes, euen 


Wilde rines. jn the woodes among other trees. He fayth furthermore, that

in thewoodes, Likewiſe Zfirobalanes of fundry kyndes, as 


ns thofe which the philitians call Em*licos,and Chebulos: laizinm 
allo,Ircca, Ages,and Battatas,like vnitu thoſe which we haue ſaid 
beforeto be tcunde in otherregions in theſe coaſtes. The ſam? 
nOUriſheth alſo Lions, Tygers, Hartes, Roes, Goares, and 
Rirdezand y uers other beaſtes, Lykewiſe ſundry kindes of byrdes and 
foulcs. foules : among the whiche they keepe onely thetn to franke 
| and feede, which are in colour, biggencile, andtaſt, much hke 
vnto our Pehennes. Helſayth thattize inhabitantes are of hvgh 
wo Neure 329 goodiy {tature, well iyramed and portionea,both mer aad 


women, couering their priuie partes with fyne breeches of 
gotlampine cotton, wrought with diuers colours. And that 


they ray {eeme the more comely and beautifull ( as they take 
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it ) they paynt their bodies redde and blacke , with the iuyceof 


certayne apples; whiche they plant in their gardens for the 
ſame purpoſe. Some of them paynt their whole bodies, ſome 
but parte, and other ſome drawe the porcitures of hearbes, 
fHoures, and knottes,euery one as ſcemeth belt to his owne 
phantalie. Their language dittercth vtterly, from theirs of 


the Tlandesnecre about them. From theſe regions, thewa- The git 

ters of the (ea ran with as tuila courſe towardes the VVell, as if courſeofthe 
it had beenethe fall of a fivift ryuer. Neuertheletlehe determi- ſea from the 
ned to ſcarche the Falt partes of this lande, reuoluing in his Ea 


mindethat the regions of Paria & Os Dracons with other coalts 
founde before towardes the Eait, {hould bee ncere there about, 
as indeede they were. Departing theretore from the large re- 
gion of Ouiriquetarathe xiti,dayot the Caicndes of September 


when hehad ſayled thirtie leagues, he tounde a Tiucr,within the Freſh wares 
mouth whereof he drewe freſhwater in the {ca : where alſo the intheſca, - 


ltore was.fo cleane without rockes, that hee founde grounde e- 
uery where, where he might aptly calt agker. He writeth that 
the Gift courſe of the Ocean was ſo vehement & contrary, that 
in the ſpace of fourtie dayes, he coulde ſcarcely faylethreeſcore 
and teane leagues, andrhat with much ditficultie, with many 
fetches and compallinges, frading himſelte to bee ſometymes 
repulſed and dryuen farre backe by the violcnt courſe of theſea, 
when hee woulde hauetaken lande towarde the euening, leaſt 
perhappes wanderyng in ynknowne-coaltes in the darkneſle of 
the night , he might be in danger of thippewracke, Hee wry- 


rcth,thatin the ſpace of eight leagues, he found three great and E# 


tayreryuers, vppon the bankes whereot there grewe reedes 


byggerthen a wannes thygh. Intheſe ryuers was allo great gear Tor,

plentie of fiſhe, and gteat Tortoyles : Lyxewile in many pla- toyles, 


ces, multitudes of Crocodiles lying inthe fande, and yaning 
To takethe heate of the ſunne : belide, diuers other kindes of 
beaſtes, whereunto he gaue no names. He ſayeth alſo,that the 
ſoyle ofthat landeis verie diuers and variable, beeing ſume- 
where (tonie and full of rough and craggie promontories,or 
poyntes reaching into the {za, and in other places as fret- 
full as may bee. They haue ajſo divers Kinges and rulers. 
In ſome places they call a King Cacicus : in other places 
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theycall kin 2%, and fomewhere 7362, Such as haue bee- 
haued themlciues valyantly in the waries agaynlte their 
enemies, an41haue ther taces full of ſcarres, they call Crupras, 
and honour them as the antiquizie did the gods which they cal- 
led Herozs, [uppoled to beerize laules of ſuch menne,as in their 
life time exceitedin vertue and nobleactes. The common peo- 
ple they call Chur,and a manne; they call Homem,\When they 
{ay in their language, take manne, they fay Hoppa home. Aiter 
this, hee came to another ryuer apt to beare great ſhippes, be- 
fore the mouth whereof, Iye foure ſmall] Landes, full of lourt- 
ſhing and truittuli erces* : theſe Handes he named @warmor tem: 
pora. From hence, layling towarde the Eaſt forthe ſpace of xiii, 
leagues, [til] agaynlt the violept courſe of the water, he found 
tweiue other {inall Laiides, inthe which, becauſe he founde a 
new kind of fruits, much like vnto our Lemonds,he called them 
Limonares, Warderyng yet furtherthe ſame way forthe ſpace 
of xii. leagues, heetounde a greathauen entring into the lande,. 
after the mannerof a gulte, che ſpace of three leagues, and in 
maner as broade, into the which fell a orcatryuer. Herewas N;- 
cxeſa lolt afterwarde,when he fought Beragea,by reaſon wherof, 
they calle it Ro ae /os peraiaos, that is, the ryuer of the 1ſt men. 
Thus Coles the Admirall, yet further continuing his courſe 
agayalt the turie of the fea, founde manie hygh mountaines, 
and horrible valieyes, with dyuers ryuers and hauens, from all 
the which (as ic ſayth proceeded fiveete ſauours,greatly recre- 
atyngaad comforting nature : infomuche thatinallthis long

habitantes to the ſea lide, with euerie of them three or foure 
dartes in their handes, yet of condition gentle enough, and 
not refulirg (traungers. Their commirg was for none other 
purpoſe, then to knowe what thisnewe nation meant, or what - 
they brought with them. VWhen our menne hadde giuen them 
{ignes of peace, they came {wimming tothe ſh yppes, and de- 
lired o barter vith them by exchaunge, The Admirall, to 


allure

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allure them to friendſhippe, gauethem many of our thinges : 
But they reiuſed them, ſuſpeRing ſome deſceit thereby, becaufe 
hee would not receiuetheirs, "They wrought all by lignes : tor 
one vnderſtoode nota woorde of the others language. Suck 
giſtes as were ſent them, they left on the ſhore, and woulde 
take no part thereof. They are of ſucheciuilitic and humanicie, 
thatthey elteeme it more honorable to giue,thento take. They 
ſeat our men.two young women, being virgines, of commen- 
dable fauour, and goodly ſtature, lignitying viito them, that 
they mighttake them away with them, itit were their pleaſure, 
Theſe women,atter the manner of their countrey, were couered 
from their ancles ſomewhat aboue their -priuic partes , with a 
certaynecluth made of gotlampine cotton, but the men are al 
naked.The women vle to cutte their hayre-: but the mea let it 
growe on the hinder partof their head, and cutte it on the fore 
part. Theirlong hayre, they binde vppe with fyllettes, and 
winde it in. ſundry rowles, as our maydes are accultomed ta 
doe. The Virgins which were ſentto the Admirall,hedeckedin. 
tayreapparell,and gaue them many gittes, and ſent them home 
agayne. But likewiſe all-theſe rewardes andapparell they left 
vpponthe ſhore, becault our men had refuſed their giftes, Yet 
tooke hee two men away with him ( and thole verie willingly) 
that by learning the Spaniſh tongue, hee'might afterwarde vſe 
them forinterpretours. He conlidered that thetractes of theſe 
coaltes were notgreatly troubledwith vehement motions, or 
ouerflowinges of the ſea, foraſmuche as -trees growe in the 
ſeanot farre from the ſhore, euen as they doe ypon the bankes, 
of ryuers : the whiche:thing alſo other do attrme, which haue 
latelier ſearched thoſe coaltes, declaring-that the ſea ryſeth 
and falleth but litle thereabout. He fayth turthermore, thatin 


the profpect of this land, there are trees engendred cuen in the Treeegrowitg 
fea, which afterthat they are growen to any height,bend downe inthe ſea after * 
the toppes oftheir braunches into'the grounde : whiche em- 3 ſtrange fort, 


bracing them, cauſeth other braunches-o ſpring out of the ſame 
and rake roote in the earth, bringing foorth trees intheir kinde 
ſucceſſwely, as did the firlt root trom whence they hadde their 
originall, as doe alſothe ſertes of vines, when onely both the 


endesthereofareput into the grounde. Plinie in «he twelfth p/;up,

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booke. of nis naturali hyftorie maketh mention of ſucke trees 

deſcribing them to bee on the lande, but not in the ſea. The 

Admirail writeth alſo, that the like bealtes are engendred in. 

the coaltes.of Cari, as in utker prouinces of theſe regions,and 

A ftranoe king fuch as-we haue ſpoken of before +. Yet that there is one founde 
ef Moakeys, Herein nature muchedifferyng from the other. This bealt is. 
of the bygnelle of a great Monkey, but with a tayle much lon- 

gerand bigger, it!yueth in the woedes,, and remoucth from 

tree to tree-in this manner : Hanging by the tayle vpon the 

braunche of a tree, and gathering (trength by ſwaying her body

Ry, cher of ours hurt one of them, who, percciuing her ſelte to bee 
2man, —Vounded, leapt downe from thetree, and fiercely ſeton him whi 
b che gaue her thewounde,in ſo much thathe was faine to defend 
himſelfewith his froorde. And thus by chaunce, cutting of- 

one of her armes,he tuoke her,and with much a.do broughther 

to the ſhyppes, where witiun a while ſhee waxed came. Vhile 

ſhe was thus keptand bounde with cheynes, certayneotherof 

our hunters had chaſed a wilde Bore out of the maryſhes neere 

vnto the ſea lice-:.for hunger and delire of fleſh, cauſed them 

to take doubie pleaſurein hunting. Inthis meane time other 

which remayned in the {hyppes, going alande to recreate them 
ſelues, tooke this Monkie with them, who, afloone as-ſhe had 

Aconflia be- eſpyed thc Bore, ſet vppe her bryſtels, and made towarde him.

rcckes, and commodious tocalt anker: likewiſe the ſea of the 
gulte to haue great abundance of fylke, and the. lande on both 
the tides to bee inferiour to none in fruitctulnetle. Art his frft 
arryuing, he eſpyed two of the inhabitantes, hauing cheynes 
about theirneckes, made of ouches(whiche they call Grarmes) 
of baſe golde, artificially wrought in the fourmes of Eagles, 
and Lions, with diuers other beattes, and towles . Ofthetwo 
Cariaians whiche he brought with him from Carias,he was en- 
tourmed that the regions of Cerabaroand Abrrema were rich in 
gold,and that the people of Cariathaue al their gold from tliece 
tor exchange of other of their thinges. They tolde him allo, 
thatin the ſameregions there arc hue villages,not farretrom the 
lea lide, whole inhabitantesapplic themilejues onely to the ga- 
thering of gold. The names ot theſe villages arc thele, Chirara, 
Puren, Chitaza,Tureche, Atamea. All the men of the prouince of 
Corabaro,gonaked,&arc painted with divers colours. T hey take 
great pleaſure in wearyng garlandes of Houres, and crownes 
made ofthe clawes of Lions & T ygers. I he womencoucronely 
their privie partes with afyllet of gotlampine cotton. Depar- 
ting from hence, & coaſting ſtill by rheſame ſhore forthe(; pan 
of xviii.leagues,hecame to another riuer,wherehe eſpyedabout 
three hundred naked men in a company. Whentheyſaw the 
ſkyppes drawe neare about tie land, they cryed out aloud, with

Slingesmd Barbarians at their firlt approache, vied onely flynges and 
dartes. dartes ; but when they came neerer to hande ftrokes, they 
fought with their wooden {woordes , whichethey call Aficha- 
845,05 we haue ſayde before. A man woulde not thinke what 
great malice and wrath was kindled in their heartes agayalt 
our men, and with what deſperate myndes they fought tor the 
Libertie more defence of their libertie , which-they more el(tecme then lite or 
eſteemed then riches: For they were nowe ſo void of all feare, and contemning 

__ death,thatthieyneyther feared long bowes or crofle bowcs, nor 

yet ( which is mofteto be marueyled ) were any taing diſcoura- 

gedat the terrible noyle of the gunnes, ſhotte of from -the 

ſhyppes. They retyred once: but ſhortlyafterencrealing their 

number, they returned more fiercely then atthe firlt. They 

would haue bin contented to haue recetued our men friendly .as 

ſtraungers, but not as inhabitours. The more inftaunt that 

our men were to remayne,ſo much the greater multitude of bor 

derers flocked together dayly, dilturbing them both night & 

day, ſometimes onthe onefide, and{ometimes onthe uther. 

The fhyppes lying at anker neare vnto the ſhore,wardedthem 

The Spany= onthe backe halfe: but at the length they were fayne to forſake 

ome "Bobs, © thislande, andreturne hacke the ſame way by the whiche they 

v ©. came. Thus with much difficulty & daunger they came tothe T-

IS their 
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their fhippes as full of holes as fiucs,. and holes fo caten with 
wormes,as though they had been bored through with wimbles. 
The waterentred fo fall at the riites and holes, that yf they had 
not withthe painful labour of their handes empties the ſame as 
falt, they were like to haue periſhed : where as yet by this 
meanes they arciued at Jamaica, although in manner halte 
dead, But. their calamitic cealed notineere: For as falt as 
their ſhippes leaked, tieir {trength diminiſhed fo that they 
were no longer ableto keepethem trom iinking. By reaſon 
whereof, falling into thehaades ot the Barbarians, and inclo- 
fed without hope of departure, they led ther lives tor the ſpace 
of tenne monethesamong the naked people, more miterablie 
then cuer did. Achemenides among the Giauntes,. called Ci 
clopes, rather lining, then being either contented or. fatiſtied 
with the ftrapge meates of that Ilande, and that-onely at ſuche 
times as pleaſed the Barbarians to giue them part of theirs. 
Thedeadly cnmitie and malice whiche theſe barbarous kinges 
beare one againſt an other, made greatly with our men : For at 
{uche times as they attempted warre againtt their borderers,, 
they woulde ſometimes give our men partot their bread, to 
aide them.But how miſerable and wretched athing it is to liue 
onely with bread gotten by begging,your holinelle maye catily 
coniecture:eſpecially whereal uther accultomed foodeis lack- 
ing, as wine,oile, fleihe, butter, caccſe,and milke, wherwith 
the ſtorackes of our people of Europe haue cuer. been noriſh- Neceffitie 
ed, euen from their cradels. Therfare as neceſlitic is ſabiect to harhgo laws. 
nolaw:{o doth itenforce men to attempt deſperateaduentures, 
and thoſe the ſooner, which by a certaine nobilitis ofnatureda, 
nofurthereſteeme life then it is ioinedwithſometelicit:e. Bartho- Hoye farce 
lomeas Colonns therfore, intending rarher toprooue what God hfeisto be. 
wouldedo with him and his companions intheſe extremities, Recmcd.

But as diuer(- 
Iy the mounraines of our Alpesin Europe are-fomwhere na- 
rowe and inſome place brude: euen lo, by the like prouidence 
of nature;thisland in ſome part therot reacheth tarrein breadth,

to ſea, with yallies alſo in ſome places, whereby men may paſle 
fromthcone fide tothe other . Wherewe haue deſcribed the 
regions of Yraba and Beraguato be lituate,theſe (eas are diui- 
ded by ſmall diſtaunce : Yet ought we to:thinke the region, 
whiche the greate riuerof Aar«gzoms runneth through, ro be 
very large, it we ſhallgraunt Afaragnonnm to bea riuerand no 
fea, as the freſhe waters of the ſame ought to perſwade vs. For 
in ſuchenarowe caues ofthe earth, there can beno {walowing 
eulfes of ſuche bignetleas to receive or nouriſheſo great a- 
bundance of water.

They ſayce that Dabaibawas a wo- ofinion'ofthe 

manne, oof great magnanimitie and wiledome among their original ofthe 

predeceſſqures in olde time, whome in her lite all the inhabi- pony ng 

tauntes of thoſe prouinces did greatly reucrence, and beeing mes 

dead, gaue her diuine honour, and named the region after her 

name, belecuing that ſhee ſendeth chunder and lightring , to 

deſtroy the fruites of the earth it ſhee be angred, and to ſend 

plentie if ſhee be well pleafed.. This ſuperſtition hath beeae per- 

ſwadedthem by a craftic kinde of men ,.vnder.pretence of relis 

gion, totheintent that they mightenioy ſuche gittes and offe- 

ringes as were brought. the place where thee was honoured, 

This is ſufficient for this purpoſe.

Topalis, Faync Topates onthe ſhore. But the eftimation of golde was fo 
farre entred into the heades of our men;that they hai 10 regard 

to ſtones. Aifo the molt parte of the Spanyardes, doe laugh 

them to ſcorne which vie to weare many ſtones,ſpecially ſuch as 

are common, judging it tobe aneffeminate thing,& more meet 

for women then men. The nuble-men only,when they celebrate 

(ſolemane mariages,-or ſet forthany trium yrs weare cheynes 

of golde, beſet with precious ſtones,& vie tayre apparell of lilke, 
embrodered with golde, intermyxte with pearles and precious 

tones, and not at other times. 'i'hey thinke it no lefle eftemi- 

nate for men to ſme} of the {weete fauours of Arabie, and iudge 

himto be infetedwith ſome kindeof tylthy lechery, in whome 

«hey ſmelitheſaucurof muske or Cafterenm. But like as by one 
appietaken from atree,we may perceiuethetreec to be fruitfull, 

and by oze ſyſhetaken ina ryuer, wee mayknowe thatfiſhe is 

engendred ir the ſame ;euenſo;by a litle gold,and by one ſtone

on of Petrus has nes rage 
Arias, of April,in the yeere of Chriſte. 1514. he hoyſed vp his ſailes, 
| in the towneof {aint Lacar de Barrameda,lituate inche mouth of 
the ryuer B«t;s, which the Spanyardes nowe call Guadalchetir, 
The ſeuen Landes of Canzriare about toure hundred myles 
diſtantfrom the place where this riuer faileth into the fea, Some 
thinkethat theſearethe Llandes whiche the olde wryters did 
call the fortunate Ilandes : but other chinke the contrary, The 
TheThande of name of theſe Landes are theſe. The two that appeare firſt 
Canarie. in ſight,are named Zanzclotaand Fortiſuentura, On the back- 
halte of theſe, lyeth A1agna Canaria or Grancenaria. beyond that 
is Texerif and Gomeralomewhat towarde the North trom that. 
Palma and Ferrealye behinde,as ita were bulwarke to all the c«. 
ther. Petrus Aria thxeretore,arryued at Gomera the eight day af-. 
ter his departure, witha nauie of {euenteene ſhips, & a thouſand 
and fue hundred men, although there were onely a thoulande 
- and two hundred aſligned him by the kingesletters. Itis fayd fur 
' thermore, that heeleft behinde him more then two thouſande 
very penſiue and lighing that they alſo myghtnot beereceiued, 
 proferyng themlelues to goe attheir ownecharges, Hee taryed 
Prouifion of XvVi.dayes in Gomera, to theintent to make prouttion of fuel and 
freſhwater freſhewater, butchicfcly to repayre his ſhyppes, beeing ſore 
and fucl, brooſed with tempeltes, and eſpecially the gouernours' ſhyppe, 
which had loſt the rudder : For theſe Ilandes are commodious 
reſting placefor all {uch; as.intende toatter y_ any nauigations 
in that maine ſea. Departing from hence in the Nones of May, 
hefawe no more lande vntill the third day of June, at the which 
hee arryued at Dominica an Ilande of the Canibales, beeing 
diſtaunt from Gemeraabout eight hundted leagues. Here hee 
remayned foure dayes, making newe prouition of freſh water 
and fne!l, duryng which tyme, hee ſaweno man, nor yet any

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ſteppes of men, but founde plentie of ſea Crabbes and great Li- 
ſarts. From hence he ſayled by the Ilandes of AZatinina ( other- 
wiſecalled Hadanino) Guadalupea and Gatarnta ( otherwile cal- 
led Galaza) of all whiche wee haue ſpoken in the firlt Decade, 
Hee paltled alſo through thelea of hearbes ur weedes, continu- Theſea of 
ing along tra: Yetneyther he,nor Ce/ozus the Aamirall(who heardes, 
frit foundtheſe Ilandes,and fayled through this ſea of weedes) 
haue declarcd any reaſon how ti;ele weedes ſhould come. Some 
thinke the ſea tobeeveric muddie there, and thatthele weedes 
are engendredin the bottome thereof, and ſo beeing looled, 
ro alcende tothe vppermolt part of che watcr, as wee fee often- 
cimes chaunce in certayne ftanding pooles, and ſometymes 
alſo1n great ryuers, Other luppole that they are not engen- 
dred there, but to bee beaten trom certayne rockes by the vio- 
lence of the waters in tempeltes : And thus they leaue the mat- 
terin doubt, - Neyther haue they yet any certayne experience 
whether they ſticke faſt or giue place to the ſhyppes, or wan= 
der looſe vpon the water : Butitis to be thought, that they are 
engendred there, for otherwiſe they ſhoulde bee dryuen toge- 
her one heapes, by the impullion of the ihyps, euen as a bea- 
ſome gathereth the ſweepinges of a houſe, and thuuld allo let 
the courſe of the ſhyppes. "The fourth day atterthat hedepar- : 
ted from Dominica, the hygh mountaynes couered with ſnowe, 0p _— 
(whereof we haue ſpoken in the ſeconde —_— appeared vn= 1.5 Montes © 
to him. They ſaythat there the {eas runne as {wittly towarde Niuales, or 
the Weſt, as it were a ryuer falling irom the toppes of hygh Serra Neuara, 
mountaynes, although they ſayled notdirely toward the welt Deca. 2.li,lib, 
butinclined ſomewhat to the South. From theſe mountaynes '** 
falleth the ryucr of Gaira, famous by the ſlaughter of our men, 
at ſuch time as Rodericrs Colmenares paliled by thuſe coaltes, as 
we haue ſayde before : Likewiſe many other fayre ryuers haue 
their originall from theſame mountaynes. This prouince(in 
the which is alſo the region of Caramair:) hath in it two notable 
hauens,ofthe which our men named the one Carthagsor Cartha 
gera,& the other Sanfta Aſzihagthe region wheroftheinhabitars 
call Satrrma.The port of Saxtta Martha,is necrerto the moun- 
taynes couered with'ſnowe, cailed AZortes Nimales, for it is atthe Mountaynes' 
rocts of the ſame mountains, but the hauen al Cari hago SM Cover nnd 
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weſtward, about fyttio leagues. Hee writeth marucilous thinges 
of the hauen of S:*a Aartha, whiche they alſo confirme that 
came lately from tk@Kc2:; Oc the which voung 7eſparizs is one, 
towhom Amcricis Veſparius Bis vncle{being a tioreiitine borne) 
left the exact knowledge of the Mariners facultie, as it were by 

inheritance after his death, for hee was a very expert matfſter in 
the knowledge of his carde, his compaile, and thecleuation of 
the pole ſtarre, with all that pertayneth thereto, This young /e/: 
purizzs was alligned by theking to bee oneof the maiſters of the . 
gouernovrs ſhyppes,becauſe hee was cunning in judging the de- 
grees of the cleuation of the pole (tarre by the quadrant : For 
the charge of gouerning the rudder, was chiefly committed to 
one lohannes Serrazus a Spanyard, who hadde oftentimes ouer- 
runnethoſe coaſtes. Veſputizes is my very familiarfriend, and a. 

wittie young man, in whoſe company I take great pleaſure, and 
therefore vic him oftentimes for my gheſt. He hachaiſo made 
many voyazes into theſe coaſtes, and diligently noted ſuche 
thinges as hath ſeene. Petrzs Arias therefore writeth, and 
heconfirmeth the ſame, thatthe inhabicantes of theſe regions 
tooke their originall of the Carribbes or Canibales, as appea- 
The ſtovtnes red by the deſperate fiercenetle & cruelty which they oftentimes 
ofthe BarÞar! (eyed toourmen when they pafled by-their coaſtes. ,Suche 
_ ſtoutnetle and fortitude of mynde is naturally engendred in 
theſe naked Barbarians, that they feared not to alilayle our 
whole nauie, and to forbidde them to haue a lJande. They tight - 
with venemous arrowes, as wee haue fayde beefore, Percei- 
- Bing that our menne contemned their threatninges , they 
Phe Caxjbals ranne furioully into the ſea, even vpto the breaſtes, nothing 
Sghtin the fearingeytherthe byggenetle or multitudes of our ikyppes, but 
Wares, ceaſed notcontinually becing thus inthe water, to call dartes, 
and to ſhoote their venemous arrowes as thickeashiayle : Inſo- 
much rhatour men had bin in great danger,ifthey had not bin 
defended by the cages or pauitles of the ſhyppes, and their tar- 
gettes: Yet wrre two of them wounded, wiich died {hortly after, 
The vſe of But this coat:it continu 2d io ſharpe,that at the length our men 
were enforced to ſhocte of their greateſt peeces of ordinaunce 
with hayleſhoore : at the ſlaughter and terrible noyſe whereof, 
the B:rvarians beeing ſore diicombited and ſhaken with teare,

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thinking the ſame to beethunder and lightning, turned their 


backes, and fleddeamayne. They greatly tearc tzunder,becauſe The generatly 


thele regions tare oftentimes vexed with thunder and lyght- 
pynges, by reaſon of the hygh muuntaynes, and nearenetle of 
the lame tothe region of the ayre, wherein ſuch fiery tempeſts 
are engendred, whicn the philoſuphers call Mereora. And albe- 
it that our men hadde nowe dryuen their enemies t9 flight, and 
fave them diſparcled and out of order, yet doubted they, and 
were of diuers opinions, whether they {houlde purſue them,or 
tot. Onthe one pattie ſhame prycked them forward, and on 
tre other iide, feare cauſed them to calt many peryls, eſpect> 
ally coalideryug the venemous arrowes whiche thele Barba- 
rians can directo certainely. 'Fo depait from them with adrye 
toote( as ſayth the prouerbe)with ſo.greata nauie, and ſuchan 
armie, they reputed it asathing greatiy ſounding to their re- 
preach and diikonour.

at therootes whereof, lye two other vallies ctowarde the ryght 
hande and the left, through eycher of the whiche runneth a 
tfayre-ryuer, whereof the ryuer of Caira is one, but vntothe 
other they haueyet giuen no name.

Their ,e calies 
common meate, is Ages, [acca, Alaizmm, Battata, with ſuch Lumbardes, 
other rootes and fruites of trees, and alfo ſuchfyſhe as they vie and Herruri, 
in the Ilandes and otherregicnsof thoſe prouinces. They cate Tuans, 
mannes fleſhe but ſeldome, becauſe they meete not oftentimes 
with ſtraungers, except they goe forth ot theirowne dominions 
with a maynearmie, of purpoſeto hunt for menne, when their 
Tauenyng appetite pricketh them forwarde : For they abſtayne 
trom theiniejues, and cate none but ſuche as theytake inthe _. 
warres, or otherwiſe by chaunce. But ſurely it is a miſerable | 
thing to heare howemany myriades of men theſe filthy andvn- One myriade 
naturall deuourers of mens fleſh haueconlumed, and leftthou- is ten thou- 
ſandes of moit tayreand truitefull Tlandes and regions deſolate fandes 
withoutmenne : by realon whereof,cur menne found ſo many 
Ilanges, whiche for their tayrenetle and fruitefulneſſe myghe 
ſeemeto be certayne earthly Paradyſes, and yet were vtterly 
voyde ofmen, Hereby your holinetle may confider how perni- 
tious a kynde of menthis is. Ve haue ſayde before, that the I- 
land named Sant Tohamns(which the inhabitants cal Burichena) 
isnext to Hipanols, Itislayce,that onely the Canibales which 
dwell in the other Iiandes neere about this, as inthe Ilande cal- 
led Hayhay or Sant; Crucis, andin Cuedalnupea(orherwiſe called 
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Oneraqucicrs, of Commis ) haue inourtyme violently take; 
oat of. the {aydc Hance of Sztti Tchauns, mare then fyue 
thouſande menne #0 he,caten. But tet it ſuiticethus mucherg,. 
have wandered by thele moakrous bleuifuckers, Wee will 
now therefore ſpeake ſormwiatof the rootes wherof they make 
their bread, foralmuch as the lame {hall hereafter be foode tg 
Chriſtian men, in [teade of breade made of wheate, and in the 
{teade of radythe, with fuch other ruotes as they hauc heene ac- 
cultomedto eate in Europe.

arrowes. In this skirmiſhe, our menne tooke ſomeof them : 

whereof, clothing the moſt parte in fayre apparel, they ſent 

them agayne to their owne companie;But leading the relidue to 
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the ſhyppes,to theintentto ſhewthem the power and magnifi- 

cence of the chriſtians,that theytnight declare the ſame to their 
companions, thereby to wynne theirtauour,, they appareled 

them lykewiſe, and ſent them after their tellowes. Fhey af. 

firme, that in all-the-ryuers of theſe coaſtes, they ſawe great ar- 

gumentes and tokens of golde. They tounde hereand there in 

their houſes good ſtore of Harts fleſh, & Bores fleſh,wherewith 

they fedde themlclues delicately. They allo haue great plenty 

of fundry kindes of birdes, and foules, whereot-they bring 

vppe many in their houſes, fome fornecetlarie tood,and other 

for dayatie dyſhes, as wee doe Hennes and Partriches. Our 

menne hereby conieRture, thatthe ayre of theſe regions 18 very

they were brought ſo proſperoully thith erto al their comfortes, 
T hey receiued them gladly into their houſes builded atter the 
maner of thoſe prouinces.I may wel cal theſe regions, Prouin- 
ces,a PreculYittis (that is)ſuch as are ouercome tarre of, foral- 
muche as our men donow inhabite the ſame, al the barbarous 
kinges and Idolatours being eiefted. They entertained them 
with ſuch cheareas they were able to make them: aswith the 
fruites of thoſeregions,and new bread,both made of rootesand: 
tie graine AZaizznm, Other delicates to make vp the tall, were 
of their own ſtore, which they breughtwith them in their ſhips, 
as poudred fleſh, ſalted fiſhe, and bread made of wheat : F 

they brought with them many barrelles of wheate meale for the 
ſame purpoſe. Heere may your holinelle, not without iuſt cauſe 
of admiration, beholdea kinges nauie and great multitudeof

thinges whereof Yaſchs the firlt finderand Admirall of the 


South ſea, made mention in his large letter ſent from Dariexa:

tuous queene Cloparrs Might haue ſeemed to weare them in 
her crownes,chaynes, and braſlertes. Ot the ſheltiſhes where-. 

Uiſpaniola jq theſe are engendred, we wil peake ſomewhat more in the end 
Gd Pen . of this narration, Butervs nowereturneto Hiſpaniola, moſte 
diſc, like vnto thecarthly paradiſe.

Tois houte they conſecrated 
ſhortly after,and honoured the ſame reverently,with continual 
gyftes and monumentes , even vatill the comming of our 
mennc, like as the Chriſtians have eger religioully. honoured 
Hieruſfalem the iountayne and originall of ouriayth : As alto Jernfalem, . 
the Turkes attribute the.liketo the citie of AZecha in Araby , 
and the inhabitantes of the fortuvate Ilandes ( calied the Mecha. 
Landes of Canarie) to Zzzma, builded vppon a hygh rocke, bo x 
from the whiche. manie were wont with ioyfull myndes and ; 
ſonges to caſt themſclues downe headlong, beeing periwazed 
by their prieſtes thac the ſoules ofall ſuca asſo.died forthe ioue 
of Tyrma, ſhoulde. thereby cnioye cternall felicitie, The con- 
querours of the Ilandes ot Canarie, founde them yet remay-

But by a figuratiue ſpeache called 
denomination( whereby the whole is named by parre ) they 
named the whole Ilande Haits ( that is) rough : Foraſmuch as 
in many places theface of this Ilandeis rough, by reaſon of the 
craggie mountaynes, horrible thicke woodes , and terrible 
darke and deepe vallies, enuironed with greatandhigh moun- 
eaynes, although it bee in manie other places exceeding beauti- 
full and flouriſhing. Heeremuſt wee ſomewhat digretle from 
theorderweareentred into. Perhappes your holinetle wil mar- 
uell by what meanes theſe ſymple men ſhoulde of {0 long conti-

. Iedgeofletters. Soitis therefore, that from the beeginning, 
their princes have cuer beene accuſtomed to commit their chil- 
dren to the gouernance of their wife men,which they cal Boztros, 
to be in{t.ucted in knowledge, - and to beare in memorie ſuche 
thinges as they learne. They giue themſelues chiefely to two 
thinges : Asgenerally, to learne the originall and ſuccelle of 
thinges,and particularly, to rehearſe the noble fates of their 
graunetathers, great graundfathers, and aunceſtuurs, afwvellin 
BaFers and | peaceas in warre- Theſetwothingsthey haue of old time com- 
Cy macs, poled in certayne meeters and ballettes in their language. Theſe 
- Tymes or ballettes,they call Aveitos,' And as our minftrelles are 
accuſtomedto ling to the Harpe or Lute, ſo do they inlike ma= 
ner ſing tne(e ſongs, and daunce to the ſame, playing on Tim- 
Singing and brels made of ſhels of certayne fiſhes :Theſe Timbrels they call 
dauncing, Afagncr. They have alſo longs and ballettes of loue, and other 
Songes of . of Lamentations and tnourning, ſomealſoto eacuuragethem* 
louc and tothe warres , with cuery of them theirtuncs agreeable to the 
mourning: matter. They exerciſe themſeiues much in-dauncing, wherein 
they are very aciue,and of greater agulitie then our men,by rea« 
ſon they give them{clues to nothing ſo much, and are not hin-

or els dryue the vanquiſhed to flyght, VWhereby it is apparant, 
that by theſe their continuall warres, and dryuing the one the 
other out of their countreys, this inte&ion hath gone lo farre, 
not onely onthe firme lande, butalſo into the Ilandes.

Other- 
wiſe they take them with nettes, ina bare place purged from Their magez 
bryers & buſhes, & ſcattering certayne ſeedes round abuut the, oftouling, 
lace, in the middeſt wherof they tic a tame foule or bird,of the 
kinde of them which they delire totake: Inlike maner doerhey 
take Popingayes & other foules. But they ſay that Popingayes 
are {o (imple, that a great multitude of them will flie euen 
intothe treein whoſe boughes the fouter litteth, and ſwarmea- 
bout the tame chattering Popingay, ſufferyng themlelues to 
bee ealily taken: Forthey are lo without feare of the ſight of the 
fouler,that they tary while hecalt the ſnare about theirneckes, 
theother beyng nothing feared heereby, though they ſee him 
drawe them to himwith the ſnare, and put them inthe bagge 
which hee hath abouthim for the ſame purpoſe, There is -_ 
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ether kinde of fouling, hecretofore never heardof, and pleaſant 
toconlider. Wee haue declared before howe that in certayne 
of the Ilandes, and cſpecially in H:/paniola, there are diuers 
lakes orſtanding pooles:In ſome of theſe(beingnodeeper then 
men may wadc ouer them) areſcene great multitudes of wa- 
ter foules: as well for that in the bottome of theſe lakes there 
growe many hearbesand weedes, as allo that by reaſon of the 
heate of the Sunne, pearling to the naturall place of genera- 
tion and conception, where being double in foxce by refleion, 
& preſerued by moy ſture there, are engendred of the (liminelle 
of theearth and water, and by the prouidence of the yniuerſall 
creator,innumerable little fiſhes, with a thouſand ſundry kindes 
of ftrogges,wormes, gnattes, flyes, and ſuch other, Thefoules 
which vie theſe lakes, are of diuers kyndes: as Duckes, Geele, 


—_ Swannes, ſea Mewes, Gulles, and fuch other, Wee haue fayde 
ired offlime, alſo, that in their Orchardes they noryſhe atree which beareth 
E-ulcs, a kinde of great Gourdes.Of thele Gourdes therefore,well ſtop 
Gourdesof pedleaſtany water ſhouldenterin at cheirrifes, and cauſethern 
the tree, tolinke, they caſt many in the'ſhalowe pooles, where, by their 


continuall wandering and waueryng with the motions of the 
wynde and water , they put thefoules out of ſuſpe@ion & feare: 
the foulerin themeane time, diſguiling him ſelte as it were with 
a viſour,putteth a great gourde on his head, much like to a hel- 
met, os two holes neere about his eyes, his face and whole 
head belide being couered therewith : and thus eatreth hee into 
the poole euen vato thechynne. For being from theirinfancie 
exerciſed in fwimmyng,and accuſtomed to the waters, they re- 
fuſe not to continue therein along ſpace: the fouls thinking this 
Gourde to bee one of the other that {wymmevppon the water, 
- the fouler goeth foftly to the place where hee ſeeth the greateſt 
flocke of foules, and with waggyng his head, counterfeiting 
the mouing of the wauering Gourdes draweth neere to the 
foules, where ſoftly putting torth his right hande, hee ſodain- 
ly ſaatcheth one by the legges, and plungeth her into the wa- 
ter, where hee putteth her into a bagge which. hee hath with 
him of purpoſe : The other foules ſuppoſing that this dyued 
into the waterof her owne motion to ſeeke for foode(aristheir 
maner)are nothing moued heereby, but goe forwarde on their 


way 
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way before, vntyll they alſo fall into the ſame ſnare, I haue 
heere for this cauſe cntred into the declaration of theyr manner 
of huntypg and fouling, that by theſe more pleafaunt narrati- 
ons, I may ſomewhat mittigate and aſhwage the horrour con- 
ceyued in your ſtomakeby the former rehearſall of their bloudy 
ates andcruell manner, Let vs nowe therefore ſpeake ſome- 
what againe of the neweand later opinions, as concerning the 
{wytt courſe of the ſea towardes the Welt about the coaſtes of 
Paria, allo of the manner of gathering of golde in the golde 
myneof Dariena, as Iwas aduertiſed of Jate: and with theſe 
two quietand peaceable thinges, we will make anende of the 
tragicall affayres of the Occan, and therewith byd your holy-

nelle farewell. Soitis therefore, that Andreas Aforatss the pilot wardtheWett

As wee met 
thus together, therearoſea contention beetwene them two, as 
concerning this courſe of theOccan. They both agree;thattheſe 
landes and regions perteyning to the dominion of Caltile, doe 
with onecotinualltract & perpetual bond, embrace as on whole 
firmeland or continent, all the mayne land lying onthe North 
ſide of Cuba,&the other Ilands,bcing alſo Northweſt both fre 
Cuba & Hiſpaniola: Y etas touching the courſe of the water,they 
vary in opnton., For Andreas will that this violent courſe of wa- 
ter be recciued in the lappe of the ſuppoſed continent,which ben 
deth ſo much, and extendeth ſo tarre towarde the North, as wee 
haue ſayde:and that by the obiect orreliſtance of the lande, ſo 
bending and crooking, the water ſhould as it were rebounde 
in compalle, and by force thereof bee driven about the North

{ide of Cxba, and the other Ilands, excluded without the circle 


cailed Tropics Cancri,where the largenes of the ſea may receiue 
the waters falling fro the narow {treames,& therby repretle that 
inordinate courle, by reaſon thatthe ſea is there very large and 
great.I can compare his meanyng to nothing more aptely,then 
tothe {witt {treame commyng toorth of a my1l,and falling into

ing, foure times patled through theſe ſeas) being demaunded uf 
me what he founde or perceiued jm ſayling too and fro : anfive- 
red,that there was muche difhcultie in returning the ſame way 
by the which they goe. But whereas they fyrit take the way by 
i the mayne ſea towarde the North, before they directe their 
yage , 
from thenew Courſe to Spayne, hee ſayth that in thattra& heefelt the ſhyppe 
land to Spaine ſometymes alittle dryuen backe by the contrary courſe of - 
water: Yet ſuppoſed that this chaunceth onely by the ordinary 
flowing and retlowing of the ſea, and the ſamenot to beenfor- 
ced by thecircumflecionor courſe of the water, rebounding in 
compalle as wee haue ſayde. But thinketh rather, that this 
mayne land or'{uppoſed Continent,ſhould ſomewhere bee 0- 
pen, and that theſayde open place, ſhould beeas it were agate 
entrie, or {treyght, diuiding the North partes of that lande 
from the South , by the which alſo the Ocean runnyng towarde 
the Welt,may by the rotation or impullion of the heauens,bee 
dryuen about the whole earth . Oxtedss agreeth with Andreas 
4oralis as touching the continuall adherence and cloſenetle of 
the ſaydecontinent : Yet neither that the waters ſhould fo beate 
againft the bending backe ofthe \Velt lande, or bee in ſuch ſort 
repulſed and driven into the mayne ſea: But ſayth,thathe hath 
diligently conſidered, that the waters ruane from the deepeſt & 
myddeſt of the maine ſea, towardethe Welt : Allo,that ſayling 
neerevatothe ſhore with {mall vellelshee founde the ſame wa- 
ters co returne againe towardethe Eaſt, ſo that in the ſameplace 
eb they runne togeather with contrary courſe, as we oftentimes ſee 
uk ef oF the like to chaunce in ryuers, where,by the obietof thebankes 
ers. diuers whirle pooles and turninges arilc in the water. By rca- 
ſon whereof, ifany chatfe, {trawe, wood, or any other thing of 
light ſubſtance becaſt inany ſuch places in ryuers,itfolloweth, 
chat all ſuch asrunne withthe waterin the middeſt of the cha- 
nell, proceede well forwarde, but ſuch as fall into the bending

Who therefore were the 
Authors, and how matters proceeded, let your Holyzes lend 
your attentiue care, ſeeing all theſe are publiſhed, to be ſubieted 
to your 7hrere.Of the Tland Cuba(which Drecus Velasguez Leiu- 
tenant gouernor by the name of Colonus the Admirall, called 
Fernandina,neere Hiſpaniola onthe welt, yet ſo toward the North, 
that the 7ropick of Cancer diuideth Cxbain the middeſt, bur 
Hiſpamiolais diſtant certaine degrees from thee Topick, tothe 
eEquator)we haue ſpoke ſome what before. In this Iland of C#- 
bathere arenow 6, towns ereced.

marble mans = out of his belly. And bythe Image ſtood

It aboundeth with hony 
fruites,- and hearbes, and hath great plentic of foule and foure- 
footed beaftes. ThatTImay brietely conclude, the Oeconomicall, 
and: Po/iticall government of thele inhabitantes, agreeth with 
theirs of I#caray. Their houſes, temples, ſtreetes, and trade of 
marchandiſe areall one, and the apparell both of men and wo- 
men is of Cotton, which the common people of 7ra/ze cal Bom- 


:&uſe , andthe Spanyards, A/godon, not cloth of woll, orlilke, 
Their houſes, 


 uered-with ſhindle or late, Many houſes have marble pillers, 


Theirhoulcs uf bricke or ſtone, are couered with reedes,where 
there is ſcarcitie of ſtones, but where Quarries are, they areco- 


as they haue with vs. They foundeauncienttowers there, and 


the ruines of ſuch as hadde beene broken downe and deſtroyed, 
ſeeming very auncient-.: but oneaboue the re{t, whereto they 


aſcended by 18. fteppes or ſtaires, as they alcendeto famous, 
and renowned temples. Thelepeople woonderedat our ſhips, 
and arcoffayling. Atthe firſt incounterthey were vnwillyng 
toentertainegueſtes, but afterward they courtequſly admitted 


them. The Gonernenr ( whome'they ſuppoſetobee a Prieſt ) 


conducted them vnto a tawer, inthe toppewhereof they erect 
a banner, and adiudging the Dominion thereof to the king of 
Caſtile. They call the Lande Santa COruce, beecauſe they en. 
tred into the ſamethe Nones of May, being thenthe fealt of the 
holy crofle. But they fay, itwas called Cozzmella, of a cer- 
taine king Cozwmellaus, whoſe auncelters (as he vaunteth)were 
the firlt inhabitauntes of this Ilande. -In the tower they founde 
chambers, wherein were marble Idolles, or Statues,and Images 
ofcarthin the fimilitude of Beares, theſe they call vppon with 
Joud linging all in one tune, and ſacrifice vntothem with fumes, 
and (iveete odors, worſhipping them as their houſhoſde goddes. 
There they performe their divine ceremonies, and adoration : 
they are aiſo circumciſed. This king was apparelled with a gar- 
ment of golſampine cotton,curiouſly wrought,and had the toes 
of one of his feetecut of, For a-deuouring filth called Twbere,vio- 
lently ſnapped his toes of at a bit, while he was —_— He 
one» 
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honorably feaſted our men, and bountifully entertainedthera, 
After three daies they depart, ſayling directly to the welt, and 
clpie great mountainesa tarre of, Which they peiceiued to bee 
Tucatanaland which they hadalreadie diſcouered,being but fiue 
leagues diltant trom Coxmmella. They take the fouth {ide of [x- 
catan( to witte)nextthe continent, They compalle it,butnot all, 
by reaſon of the multitude of rockes, and fandie ſhelfes. Thea 
Al:zminus the Pilot bringes backe the ſhips to the North lide of 
the Llande, already knowne vnto him, Andatle.zgth came to 
the ſame towne Campechium and king Lazarus, towhom the 
former'thips went the ycere betore : of whom beeing gently re- 
ceiued, they are inuited to the towne, -Butthey ſoone repented, 
chat they had inuited them, For within a ſtones calt from the 
towne, the borderers will our men to {tand,and command them 


to begon,our men delire leatieto water before they depart. They 


ſhewe thema well behinde them, from whence( chey lay ) they 
might drawe water, but not ellwhere. They lodgeatnightina 
ficlde reere ynto thewell, The Barbarians miltrult , and about 
5000, armed menincampe themſclues not farre from our men 
nether partie flept thatnight, they tearing our menne woulde 
breake into the towne, and our men ſuſpectingſome ſudden a(- 
Ault of the Barbarians, wakened the ſleepy,with the feund of the 
trumpet, and drumme.Aslooneas day began to peepe, the Bar- 
b.rians come vnto them, and call for our Cba Ixterpretours, 
whole ſpeach (though notthe ſame) is notwirkſtanding ſome- 
whatlikevntoit:and lighting a Torch of Frankincenſe, between 
both armies, they threaten to kili them,valetle chey quickly de- 
part, before the torch beeextinguiſhed, and piainelytell them, 
tiat they will haue no gueſts. The torch is put out,or conſumed 
they encounter hand to hand,and killone of our men, whome 
they ſhot through his (hield with an arrovw,and wounded many : 
ſo that our men retired to the ordinance placed by the wel,to dif 
charge them vpon the Barbarians. T he borderers retire ynto the 
towne;the ſouldiers with eger courage delired to purſuethe.The 
Admiral Gr:/aluatorbiddeththem:fromthencethey procced to 


the furtheſt end of 7wcatar,& found it more then 200, leagues in 


length from caſt to weſt. They go to an excellent harbor which

A mightie greatriuer founde there, through the 
rageand violeat current thereof into the Sea, yeeid=th putable 
waters for the {pace of two leagues, They called tre riuei(by tae 
Aimiralis name) Gri/a/z4,the bordering Barbarians woondering 


at the ſayling of their itippes, befet both {ide of the river, to the - 


number of 6000, warr:ours,armed with golden targets, bowes, 
and arroyes,and broade wodden fyords, and {peares hardened 
in the tire, to reſi{t their landing, and to defend the ſhore, Both 
parties that night ftoode in armes. Attne hr(t dawning of the 
day, beholde,about an hundred Cazoas full ofarmed men. Vee 
haue e!ſ{ivkere iayde, that the Canowes arelitle barkes, made 
of one tree. Here che Laterpreters of, Cxba, and they,agreed well 
inough in {anguage. Peace offered by the Interpreters,is adnyt- 
ted, One Canoaconameth vnto them, the reſt ftande NilkT Hh 


Mailter of the Cazow, demandeth what our men ſeeke in ſtrand 


countries : they anſwer they defire gold, bur oneiy by exchange, 
notof gift or violently. The Canow returneth to me king and 
the mariners reportwhat they had done:the king being ſent for, 
willingly commeth vnto them. O adnirablething(moſt holy fa 
ther)& wotthy to be reported. The king calles his chamberlane 
vato him,willeth the furniture of his chamber to be brought, & 
commandeth toarme our Generall G-i//#4 therewithall : fir(t 
therfore he beginneth to put him on golden thoes,bhootes,breſt- 
plate,and whatſoeuer armour vſually mae of Iron, or ſteele, a 
man of armes armec from top to toevieth to weare when he c 6- 
meth into the field, alf that, made of gold, wrought with wonder- 
full art,tne king beftoweth. on Gr:/a/nz, CGriſakra-requiteti him 
with veſtures of lilke, linnen, woollen, and other things, of our 
country. In the beginningof this Zxcataza,when they palledouer 
from Cozumellathey light on a: Crow of hiherme,wherin were 
9.borderers, hſhing with golden hookes:they takethem al vnar 
med,mi{goudting nothing. The king knew one of the, & pronu-

deluous to know further what lay beyond them,

Ayling about 100.leagues thence ; alwayes to 
the welt, they found a great gulfe,in the which 
3.\mall Hands {tood:they went vnto the grea 
telt ofthem.But oh cruell impiety (moſt holy 
tather ) oh terrible & blouddie minds of men, 
| let your holines cloſe the mouth of your fto- 


ble wretches, that from thence it may run intoa marble trough, 
Ictvs now declarewith what ceremonies they facrifice the-bloud 
of thoſe miſerable creatures. They cut not their throats,but rip- 
pingvp their breſtes, they plucke outthe heart of the vnhappie 


-facrifice, with whoſe warme bloud they annointthelips of their 


Tdolles, and letthereft runne through into the-trovgh, & then 
burnc th®heart vnopened,and the bowels, ſuppoſing itto bean 
acceptable fume ynto their gods. One of their Idolies bath the 
ſhape of a man, which bowing downe his head, looketh into the 
blouddie trenche, as it were accepting the oblation of the ſlayne 
facrifices : they eate the brawnes of the armes, and fleſhie partes 
of thethighes, and caltes of the legges,e{pecially it they lacrifice 
an enemie conquered inthe warres, They tounde a riuer of con- 
gealed and clotted bloud, ast2ough it had runne out of a buts 
chery. For this wicked purpoſe, they triſport poore ſoules from 
the bordering Ilandes: there they {awe innunierable heades and 
dead carkaſes mangled and cut in peeces, and very many whole, 
couered with mats. All thule coaſts abounde with golde& pre- 
cious ſtones,one of ourmen wandering inthe Tland,light vpon 
two hollowalablafter pitchers(cunningly wrought)ſul of ſtones

At certaine times of the yecre, 
men from the bordering Handes patle ouer vnto them, not for 
the cauſe of generation, but moued with pittie, to til their helds 
and dreile therrgardens, threugh which manuring of the grand 
they might the vetter liue, Yetreport gocth, thatrherc are o- 
ther Hlandes, but of corrupt women, who cutte of tie pappes of 
> their young children,that they may the better practiſe the art of 
ſhooting,and that men reloite vnto them forthe intent of gene- 
ration, and that they keepe notthe male children, but I thinke 
ita fable. Our men thertoreat the ſhore of Colxacaxa, drew neere 
yntothe lande, and quietly.tratncke there. The king gaue our 
men a Cawdron,bracelets,chaynes, brouches, and manie vther 
Jewelles of diuers kindes, and all of golde. Our men againe on 
the other pait, gratihe hin with our country commodities, and 
make him very cheertu].Herethe copaniedelired to ſettle them 
ſelues, and plant a C-/ozee, but the Admirall wouldenot permit 
them. At thattime the foldiers( companions in armes) were def- 
perately bent againſt the Admirail. Their prouinceconliſteth 
x $.verygreat Of turreted houſes: & hath alſo 15.very great townes, & in ſome 
tormnesin Co places, they athriae, tiatthey lawe townes of 2 0000, houſes.

Euery great man atore he hath maryed a wite, may haue as ma> 
ny Cencubines as he plealeth. But the maried wite being take in 
aduitery,is ſold by her huſband, yet only to his ſoueraign Prince, 
from whom,it ſhalbe lawfull tor her kinſtolke toredeeme her.It "RO bv 
isnot lawfull for any that is vnmaried to {it at table with tuch as Ny 
are maried, or to cate of the ſame diſh,or drinke of the ſame cup Barbarians 
and make themſelues equallwith ſuch as are married. In che'Þ3uc ofnuari- 
monethes of Auguſt, and September, they abſtaine 35. dayes, && 1 
not onely from fleſh, whereot they have the beſt, both of foule, a 
and wilde beaftestaken by hunting : but they due notſo muche 
as cate fiſh, orany thing which might nouriſh the bloud': ſo that 
for thoſe dayes of abſtinence, they live onely vpon hearbes, or 
pulſe, Here our men ſpent a tewe dayes very pleaſantly, after- 
ward they depart, following the ſame ſhore,and meete withano- 
ther king whom they called Ovavaus, When the king vnder- 
ſtoode our men delired golde, he brought them plates of moul- 
tengolde. The Admirall lignified by the interpreters, that hee 
delired ſtore of that mettall, the next day he commaundedthe Rich piftes of 
golden image of aman ofa cub:t long to beebrought and a fan cucrs forts bs 
of gold,and an Idol of one of their Domeſticall gods curiouſly rec” n= 
wrought, andalſo garlandes of diuers ſtones. He gaue ourmen © Oy 
alſogreat ſtore of breſt-plates, and bruoches and ornaments of 
diuers kinds, and precious ſtones of ſeuerall colours. Healſfo fa- 
tisfed them with molt delicate meates very ſauorieand wel ſea- 
ſoned, Inviting our mena ſhore, forthwith ereing pauilions or 
boothes by commaundement of the king they {peedily couered 
them with greene boughes. The king ſmote his domeſticall ſer- 
uants(thatwere negligent in bringing of boughes)with the ſcep- 
ter he bare in his hand, the (ſeruants with an humble countenice 
patiently beare the ſtripes he gaue them :the king being deman- 
ded, where ſo great pler ty of gold wasgathered, pointed with his 
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finger tothe next mountaines, and rivers runninge from them: 
thele peo = are ſo vſedtoriuers, and lakes, thatitis all one to 
Swymmins & them to ſwimmeor goevps the lande, When they delire to ga. 
diungintothe ther gold, they diuc into the rivers,& bringefoorth their hands 
bottome of ri- fy[] afſande. And fiftingethe ſande from handeto hand, they 
acrsfor gold. picke out the gold. In the ſpace of two houres, they are repor- 
to fill a cane as bigge asa manns finger, with gold. Smeoth,and 
plealinge words might be ſpoken of the ſweete odors, and per- 
tumes of theſe countries,which we purpoſely omitt, becauſethey 
make rather tor the efteminatinge of mens mindes, then for 
the maintenance of good beahauiour. The Admirall refuſed a 
boy of 12. yeeres of age which the kinge offered him, but recei- 
ued ayonge Virgin richly adorned, andreiedted the boy, con-

Ireturne therefore trom whence I di- 

gretled, to Cozurella, Incatana,and Coluacaxa, or Oloa,riche and 

pleaſant landes as Ejiwm,lately founde out,from which I diuer- 

ted, where tis ſufficiently knowne, of how great moment thoſe 

traces & countries are,

| He new inhabitants of the Tland of Cxba,(the 
Spaniards) with the conſent of the gouernor, 
furniſh a new nauy of ten Carauels, with 500, 
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for warre : and chooſe Fernwndys Corteſins ( who then was chiete 
Commaunder of the Citie of C44) Generall, and Admirall of 
the nauy, and for vnder officers they appoynt Alphonſuus Fernax- 
dex, Portucarrerins,Franciſcus Montegins, Alphonſus Anila, Aluara- 
aus the Spatenſian Cn— Tohn Velaſquez, and Diecus Or- 
daſſus. They (till followe the ſame winde(trom the laſt angle of 
C batothe weſt ) which firſt Franci/cnus Velaſquez did, and after 
im Johz Griſalua,and ſo came to the land of Sacrifices,where- 
of I made mention before. Heere a ſharpe and boiſtrous wynde 
torbaddethem to takelande, and a cruelltempelt carryed them 
backe againeto Cozwmellu, lying on theealt fide of Incatana, this 
S.Iohns Port Ilande hath onely one haven, which they called S. Zohns Porr. Tt 
hath init ſixe townes onely, and hath no otherwater, then ſuch 
asis in welles and ciſternes. It wanteth ryuers and fountaynes 
becaule it is a playne lande: and is onely.45. leagues incircuit a» 
bour. Theinhabitantes fled vnto the thicke woodes, and for- 
ſake their towns for feare, our menentertheirdeſolateand emp 
tic houſes, and feede vpon their country vitualles, and found 
there, furniture fer houſes of diuerscolours,rich and coſtly han 
Richhangings gings, garmentes,and couerlets, which they cal Amaccas of gol- 
mpinecotton. Belides allthis(moſt holy father) they founde 
Bookes, innumerable bookes: of the which, together with otherthings 
brought to our new Emperour, we will hereafter ſpeake atlarge, 
Our ſouldiers viewed the Llande diligently throughout, yet (till 
keeping themſelues in battaylearray , leaſt any violence might 
afſayle chem. They finde but few of the inhabitants,andone woe 
man onely in their companie. By the Interpreter of C#ba, and 
three others, which the former Spanyardes had taken from 7«- 
eatay, they perſwaded the woman, to ſendefor theabſent kings. 
The inhabitantes were the familiar friendes of this woman, = 
kinges conducted by the woman, came with her, who ſent meſs 
ſengersfor them, made aleague of friendſhip with our men,and 
Tdolatry; cheerefully returne vntotheir country houſes, and had much of 
Circumcifion, their ſtuffe reſtored vatothem. They founde them Idolaters, 8&

Our menſuſpected that the Cozamellanemeilengers,were either 
Naine or deteined, becauſe they Ray fo long: & thertore returne 
to the Admirall to Cozxmellaleauing them behinde. Nowethe 
Admirall began to thinke of his departurefrom Cozumella( de- 
{ſpayring of the Chriſtians,whom he ſo much,delired,and of the 
Cozwmellanes they had lett behinde) but the oppolite violence of 
theſea withheld him. While they (tay,behold tro thewelt;they 
diſcry a Canow comming from [xcatar,which brought the: Co- 
z24mellanes and one uf the captiue Chriſtians, called Fijeronimus 
"OE Fu Aquilaris, an Aftigitan Vandall who had liued 7.yeers among the 
ri / wn L Iacatanes:with whatioy eachimbraced other, this caſual accident 
yeeres among 10Ay declare. He reporteth vnto them his owne hard chaunce 8 
the Tucartans. the miſerable condition uf his copanions loft tagether with him 
and they harken vnto him with attentiue minds. Here I thinke it 
not much from the matter, nortroubleſome to your Holneſſe, if 
I rehearſe how this miſchice befel them. In my former Decads 
"1 I made mention of acertaine noble man called Yaladrmia, (ent fro 
Sos _ the Spaniards which inhabited Dariex in the ſuppoled Continet 
forrne, Of thegulfe of 7radia,to Hiſpaniolato the viceroy and Admirall 
Colenus& to the Kingscounkel(to whom the ordering & redretle 
of matters touching the ſuppoled Cotinentappertained) to l1g- 
nifie with what penury they were puniſhed, and what want they 
had of al thinges. Vnhappy Yalairiatooke this matcervps him 
in an vnlucky houre: for in the view of the Iland 7awarca,on the 
South lide of Hi/pamiola & Cuba,aluddaine whirlwind droue him 
vpon the Quickſandes, Theſe blinde and ſivallowing ſholes of 
ſandes the Spanyardes call the Vipers, and that very aptly, be- 
cauſe many thyppes arethere intangled,(as Lylſertes with tl.e 
Vipers tayl- )and ſodrowned. Here the Carauell(plitte in pce- 
ces, ſothat /a/diniawith thirtic of his companions could ſcarce 
deſcende into the ſhyppe boate : where, without oares, and 
fayles, theſe miſerablewretches were violently cariedawate by 
the ſtrong current of the Sea, For ( as wee ſayde bectore in 
our Decades) the Seas flowe there in a perpetuall courſe te- 


wardes the Weſt, Thus they wandered thirteene dayes, 
not 
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not knowing whether they went, nor euer found any thinge ro 

cate. By meanes whereot 7. of them periſhed through tamune, 

and became foode forthe fiſhes, The reſt that remained altue,now 

fainting through famine, were ariuen to /z#c47as ;: where they 

fell:nto the handes of a erucl] king, who {lew the Captaine 72/4 Valdivia amd. 
xia, with certaine of his compgnions,and preſently ſacrificed them ©&#t#ine of his 
to their Zemes, & then inuning his friendes, he cate them, T hele ET a 
Barbarians eate onely their enemies, or ſuch ſtrangers as come erfeniathe 
ynto them, otherwiſe they abſtaine from mans fleſh, "This our Idel!

had heard 1t onely but vncertainely reported, that hee fell 1ntothe [4 
handes of men-eaters : fo that when ſocuer ſhee ſawe ficſhe ro- 

ſted, orput onthe ſpit, ſhee would hill the houſe with her outcries, 

faying : Behold the members of my ſonne. O molt miſerable and 
wretched mother, the moſt vnhappy of all women, Aguilarts 
therefore hauing receiued the Governours letter, ſent by the Co- 
zumellaue meſſengers, declareth betore the king his maiſter cal- 

kd Taxmarus, what newes the Cozzmellanes brought : And dif- 
courſeth at large of the power of their king, who were arriuedin 

thoſe partes, and ofthe tortitude of the menne, and their bountie 
towardestheir friendes, and rigor toward thoſe that refuſed, or de- 

ned their requeſtes. Vherewith hee wade 7ixmarus rremble., 
inſomuch, that hee intreateth his ſeruant that hee would ſo handle 

the matter that they might not enter his domintons as enemies, 

but would come peaceably vnto him. Agrilaris promilſcth peace, 

and ifneede were, to ſuccour and ayde him againſt his enemies, 
Whereupon hee diſnufſed Agnilaris, and gives him three of his Aquilaris de. 


familiars for his companions. Theſe thinges thus proſperoully lucred of the - 
mm <ptiviry ofthe . 


fucceeding, Cortes 1oyfull tor the preſeruation of Aquzlarzs, who 
he might vic asa fit interpreter, departeth from Coxxmella, Now 
theretorelet vs declare, whether that flecte went,and whathappes 
ned yntothem.

offcrerhpeace by Aqnilaris, T heborderers demanded what they 
would haue? Hieronimms Agquilaris anlwered, victuales. There 
was a largeſandie plaine, -on the fide ofthe towne, whether the 
inhabitanteswillchemreſorte. The day following our men goe 
chether, and they bringe them eight of their heanes, as bigge 
and as fauory meateas Yeacockes, ſome what of a browmthe 
colour , and brought alſoas much Aſaizizm, as woulde fcarce 
hauc ſufficed 'renne hungry menne : and withall proteſt and 
Plainely tell them, - thar they ſpeedily depart thence. A. greate 
mulcitude of armed menne come flocking to our men retuſing 
todeparte, and the Barbarians demaunde againe, whatthey 
meant to ſayle through other mens countries. Our menne (by 
Aquilizs ) aunſwered., they deſire peace, and vittuales for 
exchaung of commodities, and gold allot they hauc any, They 
enfreces that they will ncyther hauc peace nor warre with tliem, 
and that they ſhoulde bee gone againe , vnlciſethey woulde bee 
Kilde eucry manne . Our menne fayde, and repeate it againe, 
that they woulde not departe, without plentic of viftuales, ſuf- 
ficient to maintayne the fouldiers that were preſente . The 
Barbarians appoynte to bringe them viQuales the nexte day, 
but thcy fayled : yet the «thirde day , after our menne had 1n- 
camped on the ſandes , and (tayde there all night , they 
brought them as much more vidtuales as before, and in their

kings name commaunded ther to depart. Our men ſayde, they 
eclircdto ſ{cethe towne, and to haue better viEtuales yer.

nour therefore ſendeth his vnder Capraines a lande with 150, 
men , who goe ſundry wayes (diuiding themiſelues 1n fenerall 
companies ) ynto the countrie villages , Lhe Z:rb:rians euilly 
intreated one. of the troopes they mer : but their companions were 


not farre from them, who hcaring the ſound of thealarum, came 
to reſcue them beeing 1n danger... On the otter part, the Go- 
ucrnour planteth the Ordinance in the Brigantines, and boates: 
and draweth neere the ſhcare with the rett of the fouldiers, .an 
16, horſes, The Zarbariazs preparedto fight, runne ſpeedily to 


defend the ſhoare, and withitand ther landing, and wich their & arediſcom- - 


arrowes and darts, hit ſome of our men a farre cf, and wounded 
about 20, perſons vopreparcd, whereupon the Gouernour dif- 
charged thegreat Ordinance againſt the enemie , who with the 
{laughter which the bullets made, the thuaaring of the Artillery, 
and flaſhing ofthe fire, arc aftoniihed and d:\comtorted, Our 
men caſtthemſclues into the water, and runne yp to the knees, 
to purſue the ſtragling enemie flying, and. together. with the afs

On the banke of this riuer, they ſay, there ſtandethawondertull 
huge towne, greater then[ dare report. A/amzinrs the Pilot fayth 
itisSalcagueandan halielong, and containeth 25 000, houles, 
His companions lefſen the greatnes,and number of the houſes:yet 
they contelle, itisa wonderfull great and famous towne. The 
houſes are diuided with gardens, and are buult of ime and ſtone, 
cunningly wrought by the induſtrious art ofthe Archirett. Vnte 
theſe houles or habitations they aſcend by 10. or 12. (teppes or 
ſayres, For none may charge his neighbours wall with bzames 
orrafters, All the houſes are ſeperated the diſtance of 2. paces 
aſunder,and forthe moſt part are coucred with reede, thatch,or 
mariſh ſedge: yet many of them are coucred with tlate, or ſhun- 
dle ſtone, The Barbarians themſelues openly conteiled., that 
they were 4000. menin battalle that day, yet vanquiſhed ofafew 


by realon of the newe and Rrange kind of fight, wuh hoſes , _ 
: inot : 
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ſhot, for the horſemen aſlayling the Barbarians inthe reere our. 

. threw their troupes, flew and woundedthem on the right "fide, 

and on the left, as diſordered flockes of ſheepe . Thele ſillie 
-\wretchesſtroken with attomſhment at this miraculous & ſtrange 

fight ſtoodeamaſed , and had no power to vie their weapons.

The conceipt beene all one beaſt, asfables report of the Centavres., Our men 
of che Barba- helq the rowne 2 2. dayes, where they made good cheere vnder 


oy bo cn , theroofe, while the hungry Barbarians abode inthe open ayre,and 


' eahorſc backe Jurit not aſſayle our men, They choſe the {trongelt parte of the 


owne , as it were aCaltle of detence, and ſecurirg themſclues 
with continuall watch by night, alwayes ſufpitious , and fearin 
ſome violent affaulr, they gaue themiclues toreft and {leex e, vn- 
der the King 7ano/co. The Inhabitants call the towne Fotanchia- 
num, and by reaton ofthe victorie obtained there, our men cal- 
led it /i&oria, They report allo wondertull and ftrange things of 
the magnificence, greatnes, and'finencile of their countrie pallaces 
builr ( for ther delight) vppon thear poſſet];ons or farmes , with 
ſolars, ſquare courtes to receue the raine, and excellent borded 
roomes, after our faſhion. Ar length by Interpreters, and ſuch 
as were taken in battaile, they ſende for the X ing, and thoſe that 
were cheife in authoritievnder him, and perſwade them to come 
ynarmed, and ſubmitthewſelues, They obey their commaund, 
and returne cuery manvnto their houtes, whereupon they afſure 
them of peace vpon certaine conditions propoſed, that they. ab- 
ſtaine from the horrible cecemonies of mens .bodyes which they 
aactor ſacrificed to their Z enzes, and pernicious dceuils, whoſe image they 
ſuppreſſing of worſhipped, and directthe eyes of their mind to our God Chriſt, 
Idolatry and The tather of hcauen andearth, borne tnto the world of a Virgin, 
exerciſing of and crucified for the redemption of mankind, & thatthey breake 
Chriſtian re- owne their images, and finally profelle themielues to become 
_— w 6 "ay ' ſubic tothe King of Spaine. All which they promiſe : and as the 
Barbarians, ſÞortnelſe of time would pernut, they were 1nftrutted, Being res 
ſtored our men giuethem content by preſenting them with cur 
countric commodities, They ſuppoſe ſuch men robeeſertfrom 
Heauen, who becing ſo fewe in number durit incounter hande 
to hand , againtt fo huge amultitude. Theylikewife alfo gaue 


-Our Men certayne preſentes of gold, and twenty women {laues, 
= | | | So 
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So leauing them, they departto ſecke out other landsofthe ſame 
ſhoare. and goe vnto a gulfe found out by Al/aminus vnder the 
Cendutt of Griſalva, which they named. /chrs Baye, for Bianin 
the ipamiſhtongue ſignifierha gulte, The inhabitants come peace- 
ably vnto them. T be rowne was ſome mile ciſtant from the thoare 
ſiruate vponan bill, contayning 500. heules, as they reporte. 
T hey inuite them ro lodge 1n the towne, and offer them the halte 
parte thereof, 1t they will dwell with them for ever. Our menne 


thoughtthey were cyther terrified with the example of the Inha-

bicautes of Potenchranrmyhauing heard the report thereof, or elle, , 


hoped ( vnder the proceCtion of fuch men) to hauefauour & aide 


againſt the bordering enemies. For eucn theſe people allo are Vniuerſa!! is 
continually ſicke ofthis naturall diſeaſe, asthe relt ot mankinde, the fickn.s of 
miſcarryed through raging ambition of loueraingtic and domini- Ambition. 


on, Our menretuſe to ſeate themſelues there ſtill, but graunt to 
{tay with them for a time, The peoplefollow our menreturning 
to the ſhoare, and with greate diligence ere boothesforthem, 
and cottages made of boughes , and couer them the ſafeſt way 
to ſhelter them from raine. Therethey incampe : and leaſt the 
reft of the company ſhould growe {louthtull, the Admirall char= 
geth Alaminus the Pilot and Franciſcus Mentegizes to 1ndeuour to 
ſcarch the weſt part of that land: and that inthe meane time hee 
woulde recrcateand retreſh the feebleand weary ſouldiers , and 
cure thoſe that were wounded, at Potenchiannym, The Admirall 
therefore remaineth with the reſt, When they were readieto go, 
he giueth them 2. Brigantinces and 50, men. To this gulte , the 
courle of the water was very ſmooth : but when they had ſayled 
a little further vato the welt, the violence of the Sea in ſhortipace 
tranſported them 50. lcagucs from cheir fcllowes, as if they had 
beene forcbly carried away with alwift ſtreame fali;ng trom the 
high mountaynes. T hey light ona place wheretwo waters nieete 
rogether, diſcouering uleifetothem to bee an huge plaine ſea, 
which met with the waters running tothe Welt , as two mighty 
rivers, when they mecte one jagainſt the other. So the waters 
comming from the South ſeemed as if they would reſilt them as 
enemies, ſetting foote in anothers right,againſt che will ofthetrue 
poſſeſfors thereof. Oppolite to which concourle of waters, they 
{awe land afarre off, but onthe right hand, and onthe lefr none.

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Floting betweene theſe conflictes, they were 'tofled hether and 
thether with the whirle-pooles, which had almoſt {wallowed them 
inſomuch that for along ſpace they doubted of any hope of life. 
Thus ftriuing with ſayle and oares, they were ſcarce ableto ouer- 
come the violence thereof, For when they thought, they hadde 
one night fayled tio leagues forward, they founde that they were 
driuen backefoure. Yet atthe length, through Gods fauour and 
helpe, they ouercame this daungerous conflict: they ſpent twen- 
tie two dayesin that littleſpace of Sea, and returne at length to 
their fellowes. They declare the matter vntothem: and adiudged 
Itto be the end oftheland of Haco/ucana,& of the ſuppoſed Con 
tinent. Theland which they ſaw before them, they ſuppoſe to be 
eyther annexed toour coptinent, or elſe to joyne with the North 
partes to the Baccelaos, whereof weet haue at large diſcourſed in 
our Decades. So that ( molt holy Father ) this matter remay- 
neth doubttull yet, but will be diſcouered in time. Theſe aduer- 
tiſements they gauec vs, we deltuer to your Ho/inefſe. While Ala- 
minus, and Fraxciſcns Montegins learched theſe ſecrets, the king 
ofthe Prouince, whoſe name was Z1#teczama, by one of his no- 
bles called 2zitalbitor, who gouerned the forclayd towne , pree 
ſented our men with many rich gifts of gold and filuer, and pre- 
cious' ſtones ſettein golde, curiouſly wrought atter a marucilous 
ſtrang maner, which they determined to fend vnto our new Em- 
perourthe King. They conſult concerning the planting ofa Co/o- 
nic, without the aduile of Dzecies Vela/qgues, Gouernour of Cubs, 
and differ in opinion. Some hold it as a fowle error, but the grea- 
teſt part ſeduced through the ſubtilty, and praiſe of {%rtes, gaue 
himtheir voycesand conſent. Heere many thinges are reported 
againſt {ortes, touching his treachery and falſe dealing , which 
{hall be better knowne heereafter, and therfore now may be omit- 
ted. They lay, that they were not to reſpect the Gouernour of (7- 
ba, ſezing the matter ſhouid be brought before an higher Tudge, 
(to wit) the King of Spaine humſelte, fothe multitude preuay- 
led. Wherefore they deſire victuales of 2zitalbitor the king,& 
align the place for plantatio of their (/oay, 2,leagues fro thence 
in a moſt bleſſed and fertile ſoyle, And for their General and Com-

wiſe. Hee that is polled thinketh himuſelte more amiable then hee 
that weareth long bayre, and the bearded man ſuppoſeth hee is 
more comely then he that wanteth a beard. As appetite therefore 
moueth, notas reaſon perſ[wadeth, menrun into theſe vanities, 
and cuery prouince 1s ruled by their owneſenſe, as oneſayth,we 
choſe vainethings, and abhorre thinges'certaine and profitable. 
Whence they haue gold wee haue ſufhciently ſpoken , but our 
men wondred whence they had their filuer. They ſhewe them 
high mountaynes continually couered with ſnow, which tewe 
times of the ycerc ihewe their bare topps , by realcnof thicke 
cloudesand miſts. Theplayne and {ſmooth mountaines therefore 
ſeemeto bring forth gold, andthe rough craggy hulles and colde

ten and ſifted into fine duſt, wherein one may write whatlocuer he 

pleaſeth, and after with a ſpunge, or a cloath blor it out, and write 

thereon againe, Bookesalloare cunningly made of the fig-trec 

timber, which ſtewards of great houſes carry with them to the 

market, and with a penne of mettall ſerte downe the wares which 

they haue bought, and blot them out againe when they have cn- 

ered themin their bookesofaccompt, They make not their books 

{quareleafe by leafe, but extend the matter and ſubſtance thercof 

into many cubites. They reduce them into ſquare peeces, not 

looſe, but with binding, and flexible B:rumen fo contoyned, that 

being compadct of wooden table bookes, they. may {eeme to haue 

palledthe hands of ſome curious workman that 10yned therw to- 

gether, Vhuch way focuer the booke bee opened, two written 

tides offer themſeluesto the view, two pages appeare and as ma-

ens otherſuchlike formes and ſhapes. Wherein they immitate al- 
moit he £gyp:a7 manner ofwriting,and betweene the lines, they

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paintthe ſhapes of me, & beaſts,cſpecially of theirkings,& nobles, 
Whetrtfore 1t 15 to bee ſuppoſed that the worthy aCts of euery kings 
aunceſtors, arethere ſer downe in writing, as we ſee the ike done 
in our time, that oftentimes the Priaters-inſert the pictures of 
the authors of the matter deltuered into generall hiſtories, and fa» 
bulous bookes alſo, to allure the mindes of ſuch asare delirous to 
buy them. They make the former wooden table bookes alſo 
withartto contentand delight the beholder . Beeing ihur,they 
ſeeme to differ nothing from our bookes, in theſe they ſer downe 
in writing the rites, and cuſtomes of their lawes, ſacrifices, cere- 
monies, their computations alſo, & certayne A4ſirovomicall an» 
notations, with the manner and time of ſowing, and planting. 
They begin the yeere from the going downe of the Srarres, Plet- 
aides, or Virgilie, and endit with the moneths of the Moone, For

I layd before, that a Calte- 
lane 15a coyne of golde, weighing athird part more then the Du- 
cate, In the center ofthis null, was an Image ofa cubite long, 
repreſenting a King fitting m a throane, cloathed to the knee, 
like vato their Zemes, with ſuch a countenance, as we yſe ro 
paint hobgoblings or ſpirites which walke by night, The field 
or plaine without the center was floriſhed with boughes, flow= 
ers, and leaues. The other of filuer was like vnto it, and almoſt 
of the ſame weight:and both were of pure mettall. They broughe 
alſo graines of gold, as they grew, not molten, for proote of 
native gold, which were as big as Lintels, and {mall pulſe, And 
two chaynes ofgold, whereof the one contayned eight hnckes, 
wherein 227. redd ſtones were ct, but not carbuncles, and 183, 
greene ſtones, which are of the ſame eſtimation there that the bett 
Emerodes are with vs, At the edge of this chatne, hang twen- 
ty ſeuengolden belles, and berweene every bell toure 1:wels er 
in gold, at eucry one whereof golden pendants hang. The other: 
chaine had4.round lincks,beſet with 102.red ſtones, & with 172 
ercenc, garniſhed with 26, golden belles. In the middle of the 
chaine,were 10. great precious ftones ſet 1n gold, at the which 
I :0. golden pendants hung, curiouſly wrought, They brought 
alſo by chaunce 12, payre of leather bus&ns of diuers colours, 
ſome embroydered with gold , and fome with filuer, and ſome 
with precious ſtones, both blewe, and greene. At cucry of thele 
hung golden belles : allo certaine myers, and attyres of the head

in ſuch like artes, theſe people may woorthily obrayne the gg.umaz.jp, 
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cheife ſoucraingty and commendation. Surely I marueile not at 
the gold and precious ſtones, but wonder with aſtomiihment with 
what induſtrie and laborious art the curious workemanſhipp .cx- 
cecdeth the matter and ſubltance, I beheld a thouſande itapes, 
and athouſand formes, which I cannot expreſle in writing : fo 
that in my 1udgement I neuer ſaw any thing which might more 
allure the eyes of men with the beauty thercot, The tcathers of 
their foule vnknowneto ys, are moſt beaurifulland ſhining, As 
they would admire our peacocks, or pheſants traines when they 
ſawethem : ſo did wee wonder ar their feathers, with the which 
they make their fannes, and creſts, and trimly beaurtfie all their 
worke. Wee ſawe blewe, greene, yeallow, redd, white & brou- 
niſh, ro be natiue colours in teathers. All thoſe inſtruments they 
make of gold. They brought two helmets couered with blewe 
Precious ſtones ; one edged with golden belles, and many plates 
ot gold, two golden knobbes ſuſtaining the belles. The other 
couered with the ſame ſtones, butedged with 25. golden belles, 
creited with a greene foule {itting on the top of the helmer,whole 
feete, bill, and cyes wereall of gold, and ſcuerall golden knobbes 
ſuſtained cuery bell, Alſo foure trowt-ſpeares three-forked , co- 
uered ouer with quilles, and platted and wrought in,of divers co- 
Jours, the teeth whereof were full jof precious tones, faſtened 
together with golden threedes, and wyars. They brought alſo a 
great Sceptcr beſet with precious ſtones after the ſame manner, 
with two golden ringes, and a bracelet of golde : and ſhooes 
ofan Harts skinne, fowed with golden wyar , witha white ſole 
in the bottom, anda looking glalle of a bright ſtone, halfe blew 
and white, ſect in golde : and by chaunce allo they brought a 
clecre tranſparent ſtone called Sphengites, Likewiſe a Lyſcrt ſet 
in gold, andtwo great ſhelles, two golden duckes, and the ſun- 
dry ſhapes of divers birdes, and all of golde, fourc fiihes call=d 
Cephal: of maltie gold, anda rodd of copper. Beſides targctrs 
forthe warres,and bucklers, 24. ſheildes ot gold, 5, of filuer,what 
ſocuer they brought was curioully wroughtin with feathers, Alſo 
alight fquare target platted and wouen with quilles and feathers 
ct d:ucrs colours, in the front whereot, the midle of the golden 
plate was ingrauen with the portraiture of the 1doll Zemzes. Foure 
other golden plates in mancr ofa croſle incloſe the Image, wherin 

| were 
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were the proportions of diuers beaſtes, as Lyons, Tygers, and 
W oolues, hauing their heads framed of twigges,and lutle ſplints 
of timber, with the skinnes of the beaftes ſowed vpon them, gar» 
niſhed with copper belles,and the ſhapes of diuers other beaſts ex- 
ceeding well made of the whole skinne, Likewiſe great ſheetes 
ofgoſſampine cotron, intermingled with bleacke,whire, and yeal- 
low colours,checker wile, which 1s an arguwent, that they are ac- 
quainted with chefle boards. One of theſe ſheers, on the right fide 
was chequered with blacke, wlute, and red colours, and on thein- 
{ide, all of one colour,withour varicty, Another alſo wauen after 
the ſame manner, of other colors,with a blacke wheele in the mud - 
deſt,full of. raycsand ſpots, with bright feathers tntermixed, Two 
other white ſheetes alto, Tapeſtry couerlets, rich Arras hangings, 
alitle ſouldiers cloake or caflocke,tuch as they vie to weare in their 
countne,with certaine wouen coates which they weare vader the, 
and diuersthinnelight tyres for the head . I onutte many other 
thinges more beautitull ro behold, then precious,which I tuppole 
would be more tedious to your Helineſſe, then delighttullto re- 
port: asalſo theinnumerable particulars of the diſcouerers,con- 
cerning their labours, wantes, dangers, monſters, and many ad= 
uerſities, whereofeuery one 1n their anorations largely diſcourſe, 
which alſoare read and regittred in our Senate of :4ian aftayres. 
Theſe fewe obſeruations 1 haue gathered out of many and diners: 
of their bookes, and priuate letters, Yet the bringers of theſe 
preſents, and Ferdizandzs Cortes the Admirall, and author of e- 
refting the new Co/oxy, in thoſe remote countries, were adiudg- 
cd by the Kings Councell of 7:45, to haue done againſt equity 
and right, for that withoutthe adutfſe of the Gouernour of Ce- 
ba, whoby the Kings authority ſent them forth, they tooke the 
matter yppon them contrary tohis commaundement, and that 
they went (although it wereto the King ) without his conſent. 
Diecus Velaſques, rtherefore,the Gouernour by his procurator ac= 
cuſeth them asfugitiue thecues, and traitourstothe King : but 
they alledge, thatthey had performed much better feruice and 0- 
bedience to the King, and thatthey appealedo a greater tribunal 
andan higher Iudge: and lay, that they turmihed anauie at their 
owne charge, and that the Gouernour himelte parted with no- 
tlyag vpon other termes, then asa marchant that wasto recetue 
gaine 
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gaineand profitby his commodities, which they alleadge, he ſold 
at afarre dcarer rate. The Gouernour requireth to haue them pu- 
niſhed by death, they deſire magiſtracy and offices of commaund, 
and reward for the daungers, andlabours ſuſtayned. Both the 
reward, and puniſhmenrtare deterred: yet was 1t decreed, that 
borh parties ſhould be heard, Now let vs returne to the Darie= 
zex/esthe inbabirants ofthe gulte ot /7a6141n the ſuppoſed Con- 
tinent, Vee haue ſayd heeretofore that Dares 18 a river falling 
into the Welt fide of the gulte of 774514. Vpon the banke where 
ofthe Spaniardeserected a Colony, expuliing the King Cemace 
cus by force ofarmes : andcalled the name of rhe Colony Sar-

fight, To theſe ( as wee mentioned in the endect our Decades) 
the ſame yeere wee ccaled to write, 1200. menwere ſent vader 
the condutt of Perris Arias Abulenſis , at therequelt of /a(gues 
Nunnes Balboa, who firlt diſconered the South Sea heerctotore 
vnknowne, and gouerncdthe Dariencxſes. Petras Arias arriumn 
at Darien with ample authority fromthe King, we declared, that 
diuers Centurions were ſent forth diuers wayes with dtuers com- 
anies of foote : whereupon what followed I will briefly deliuer, 
[rom all was hideous and dreadtull, & nothing plealing,. Since 
our Decades cealed, no other thing was aGted {aue to kill, and 
be killed, toflaughter,and be ſlaughtered, The Catholique king 
created Yaſcrs Balboa Atlantado, who could notbrooke the 1o= 
ueraignty and commaunde of Perr#s Arias, lo that the diſſention 
betweene them overthrew all. 1ohannes Capeares the Biſhop, a 
_— Frycr of the order of S$, Franc:s mediated the marter 
etweene them, and promiſed to giue Yaſques the daughter of 
Petrus Arias towite, Burt no meanes might be found to make a- 
grecment betweenethele rwo Commanders. They tall out much 
more cruelly, inſomuch thatthe matter came to that paſſe, that 
Petris Arias taking occaſion againlt Yaſchizs through proces tra- 
med by the magiſtrars of the citty, commaunded J/a/ch to be 
fbrangled, and 5, othercheifte Commanders with him, ſaying that 
Vaſques and his conftederates wentabout to rebell in the South 
Sea, where Yaſchizs built aflzere of 4. ſhipps, to ſearchthe ſouth 
ſhoare of the ſuppoſed Continent, And afhrmeth, that ro the 
300, ſouldiers he had with him, ( lus companions m _ d) w_ 
0 
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ſhould fpeake theſe wordes. What, my friendes and fellow ſoul. 
dicrs, partakers with me of fo many labours, and daungers, ſhall 
we alwayes be ſubic co anothers commaund? \Vho can nowe 
indure the infolency and pride of this Goucrnour? let vs follow 
theſe ſhoares wither Fortune ſhall conductvs,and among ſoma- 
ny El/fian prounces of fo hugealand, let vs choſe one, where 
at length wee may leade the remnant of our life in freedome 
and liberty. What manne ihall be able to finde vs out, or having 
found vs dovs violence? Theſe wordes being reported tothe Go- 
uernour, Petri Arias ſendeth for /aſchustrom the South : Y/aſ< 
chus obeyeth his commaund, and 1s catt in pryſon, and yer deny= 
eththat he euer unagined any ſuch purpoſe. Whereupon th 
ſoughtto produce teſtimony of the miſdemeanours which he had 
committed : his wordesare repeated from the beginning, and 
he adiudged worthy ofdeath, and was executed, So poore mi- yy,q vc 
ſerable Vaſchs (cuen when he hoped to obtayne greater titles)en= des. q 
dedche labours and dangers which he had vndergon, Petrs + A- 
r:ias, leauing his witein Daricua, imbarketh himſelfe' in the fleete, 
to ſearch the countries lying on the ſhoare : but whether hee bee 
returned, we haue yet no certaineintelligence, ſothat Fortune 
playes her part alſo with him. Forcuen now another whoſe name 
was Zypius Soſa, being called home, from the fortunate landes, Lupus Sofa 
where he had beenc Viceroy along time, was made Gouernour ®4 2 —_— 
of Darien :what ſtomacke Petrrs Arias may have, if he returne, ans 
let good men iudge. There was nothing done vnder his gouern- 
ment, woorthy of glory, On the one {ide heis blamed for =

in correcting errors and diſorders. But

"MY 
higher and greater ſuger canes grow in this Hand,then any where qeth the ſuger 
elle : and that they arc asthicke as a mans arme 1n the flethy and Canes of Hiſe 
brawny part, and of a mans ſtature, and an'halte high , And pzniola. 
which 1s more ſtrange, V/a/cztiain Spayne,where our Aunceſtors 

made greate quantity of ſuger cuery yeere, or where ſocuer they 

take moſt care andpatnes about their ſuger canes, and when cuc- 

ry roote bringeth forth {ixe, or ſcuen ſprouting canes at the moſt :

The plentie ot foure footed bealtes and cattle is exceeding great! jc den 
yet the raging thirſt of gold hath hetherro diuerted the Spanyard gertulincreaſe 
from tyllage, Corne increaſeth wonderfully there, infomuch (as of corne. 
they ſay )it hath ſometimes yeelded more then an hundred fould, 
where they are carctull tofoiw itinthe hilles, or tops of the moun- 
taynes, eſpecially rowardesthe North.

good allo to repeate many things, becauſe Iſuppoſe, the waight 
of your important affayres, might happily divert your Holineſſy 
mindfrom the remembrance thereof. And ſauory and pleaſing 
diſcourſes, diſtort not the lippes by repetition, ſo that a precioyg 
matter be adorned with rich and coſtly attire.

time, other letters came from Fernandas Cortes, Admirallof the 
Emperours fleete, ſent from thoſe countries, which he had then 
ſabicCed to the Spaniſh domunion, wherein newe, and ſtraunge 
matters were contayned,fuch as had neuer beene heard of before, 
very admirall and wonderfull. All which, as briefly and truely 
as I could, obſeruing the order of the matterand times, I have 
prefledin this fift Decade of imny Commentaries, which I dedica« 
ted to Pope Adrian your predeceſlour, and ſeeing he 15 depar- 
tedthis life before the receitthercof, as you are heyre of his dig- 
nity, ſo be tnheritour of my labours, as heereafter you ſhall bes 
ofall, if Iwrite any thing worthy the hiſtorical reading- I de.

age. That great and mighty citty therefore beetng pacified and 
quizted, whichin the former booke of my Decades, 1 ſay was cal- 
led Potenchianom wander King Tara/co, was preſently atter called 
Fittoriz by our men, by reaſon ofa victoric obtained there againſt 
an huge multitude of Barbarians.

as fables report of the Cextanres: neither did it alwayes fſuc- 
ceede well and happily with our menne, who had often vn- 
dergone the like hazzardes themſejues, infomuch, that the 
Barbarians, haue ſymetimes deſtroyed whole armyes of our men 
and hauevtterly refuſed to intertaine [trangers and gueſtes.But 
I muſt now returne to the intended voyage, trom whencel diuer 
ted.

Garainsretuleth it: & 
by the Kinges Secretary, and witneſſes hee proteſteth to Cor- 
tes, that he yeelde him halfe part of all thoſe countryes, and a(- 
lignelimites to diuide their juriſdiftion. Cortes denyeth his de- 
maunde, and commanded the Secretarie and witnetles ſet from 
Garaiusto beſpoyled, and taking away his owne mens old raggs 
2auethem as many new garments for them.

But Garains (ear- 
ching thoſe-ſhoresatter the death of /oharmes Pontizes, faith hee 
founde Florida, to be no Iland,but by huge crooked windings & 
turningesto bee ioyned tothrs mayne Continentof Tenn/titar, 
Garaie: ſayling to thoſe ſhores, light vponariuer, lowing into 
the Oceanwith a broade mwuth, and from his ſhips;diſcryed ma- 
 Nnyvillagescouered with reedes, Atking whoſe name is Panwehns 
polletleth both lides of thatryuer, from which the country alſo 
Panucha., iscalled Parrcha.This king is reported to be ſubie to the great 
king 24#tecxamayand to payehimtribute, Freelibettie of trad- 
ing was not permitted there,. and as wee gather:by the Chart or 
map which Garaize his painters brought, it bendetfflike abow, 
fo that deſcending from Tenyftirantothe North, it bendeth al- 
wayes inoreand more tothemiddleof a bowe.

Whercupon hee {tayde 2. dayes with his king , expecting 
the meſſengers. CMnteczrma could neuer perlwade the 74/cal- 
recanes to admittany lawe from him, or that they ſhould obey 
him, infomuch that they alwayes brought vp their youth in the 
\ hatred of Anuteczrma, by meanes whereof for many yeares toe 
gcther they wanted falt and gollampine cotton wherewith to 
make garments, being incloſed on euery {ide with Adutccznmas 
countryes,and could not elſewhere procure thele necellaryes, 
They ſay, that they had rather live with greate want of things 
nimitieof =mneccllary, free fro the ſlauery& ſeruitude of 2{utecauma,then to 
this people, become his vatllells,& ſubies.In thiscitty they ſay,there are ma 
ny nobles, Lords of villages,whoſe he]pe the comon wealthof Þ 
Taſcaltccanes vieth,making thEcaptaines,& Commanders inthe 
watrrs, T hey wil! haue no Lords. It it ariſe in any manns minde, 
to 
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to be deſirous to raiſe an heade, it woulde draw to a worſe mil. 
chicfe vpon that citizen, then the Helnetianesr inflited v pon Or- 

entoriges, affeing Empire and ſoueraigntie, and perſwading 
thePrinces and chicfe of the Heads, and Seguari, to do thelike, 
The Taſcaltecanesare iuſt & vpright in their dealing,as they ford 
by experiece afterwards, wherot hereafter we wil ſpeake at large. 
Cortes thereforeexpeCting the mellengers, and none of them 
returned, departed 'from that towne, yet ſpent eight dayes in 
that valley, and divers villages thereabout. In the meane ſpace 
the Zempoalenſes goe about to perlwade Corres, to procure the 
amitie and friendſhipof the Taſcalrecar common wealth, decla- 
ring how great helpe he ſhould findein them againſt the power 


of Muteczuma,it at any time hee attempted to doe anything a- 
Egainſt them, \Vhereupon he remoucd thence towardes Taſcal- 


zeca.In his iourney he founde another valley,which a wall of 20. 
foote broade, and a mans height andan halte high, ouercrotled 


from both the buttomes of high mountaines ſtanding on either A 
longinpe re 


vall bees 


ſide. In the whole wall there was but one gate, ten paces wide, the Taſcal- 
built with divers crooked turninges, leaſt the ſudden inualion of tecang © 


the enemie might atſault them wandering & vnprouided . The 
wall appertaicd to the Taſcaltecanes,made for that purpoſe,leaft 
the Mnteczrmans ſhold palle through that valley,whether they 
wouldeor no; Theinhabitantes of the valley behinde them, ac« 
companying Cotes, as Guides to dire him the way, admoni- - 
ſhedand perſfiaded him, not te goe through the borders of the 
Taſcaltecanes, ſaying they were deceittull, breakers of their fideli- 
ty and promiſe, and enemiesto all ſtrangers, and ſuch as receis 
ved intertainment from them, and further that if they tooke 
any, they were deuourers of their enemies: and therefore the 
woulde condud Cortes and his companions al the way throug 
the countryes of CMnteczuma, where by CMntecznmas come 
maundement, they ſhould haue whatſocuer they could wiſh or 
defire, Onthe contrary parte the Zempoalcnſian guides, Ten- 
chius, Manexius, and Thamains, and ſome of the chiefe of Zaca- 
14min: who had a thouſand warriours,were moſt of the ſame opt- 
nion, who aduiſe him by any meanesnot to truſt the tributaries 
of þ Mutecan mans, our me were to be drawn by p Mutecarmen 
TR os - guides

guides, through places, full of dangers, and pallages fit for am-. 


buſhment : andthathe ſhoulde beware of the deceit of the A4- 

teczamanes, they earneſtly beſought him: promiling that they 

woulde be his guides through the open countries of the 7aſcal- 

tecanes. Reſoluing therefore to followe thecounſell of the Zem:> 

poalenſians, and Z acatamins, hee taketh hisiourney through the 

Taſcaltecane fieldes. Cortes himſelfewent beefore the bandes as 

they marched, with the horſe, of the which, hedrewe forth two, 

Cortes ſ:ndes and ſent them beforeas ſcoutes, who if they ſawe any imminent 
ſcoutes before danger before theireyes,they might takenotice thereof,8& com- 
kim. ming backe,lignitie,thatthey mult prepare themſelues to fight. 
The horſemen being ſent beforefrom the toppe of an high hill 

ſome foure miles of, by chaunce diſcouered certaine armed men 

lyingin ambuſcado in thenextplaine, nowe in the juriſdiction 

"OR RIC" of the Taſcaltecanes. As foone as they ſawe the horſe, ſuppoling 
menvfthe themanandthe horſetobe but one beaſt, ſtricken with tearear 
Tafcaltecans ſuch an horriblelight and ſtrange apparition, they fled away or 
inambuth diſ- djſembled flight. Our men make ſignes of peace, and cal them 
ney _ A backe againe as they fled, beckening, and wauing to them with 
borknen, theirhandes.Of many, 15, ofthe onely makea ſtande: hauing 
an ambuſcade hard by. The two horſemen that went before,cal 

the reſt of the horſe, and bidde them makeſpecde. A litle further 

The Taf:al- about 4000. armed men itſuc foorth of the place where they lay 
eecans begin hid, and begin the fight with our men, and in the twinckling of 
efgk. ancyckilltwo horſes with theirarrowes. Our footecompanies 
goe vnto them, and ſet ypen the enemie, who being wounded: 

with arrowes and arquebus ſhot forſake the battaile, They flew 

many of them,butnot a man more of ours either ſlayne or woit- 

ded. Thenextday following,metlengers were ſent to Cortes to 

The Taſcal- delire peace : who brought two of the meſſengers with them 
recansdefire whom Cortes expeRted alongtyme : they intreate pardon for 
_ thatthey had done, and makeexcuſes : ſaying, that they had 
forraigne ſauldiers that day, whiche they coulde not reſtraine, 

and that it was doneagainit the power & abilitie which the Prin- 

ces of that Proxixce hadde to withſtande it : and that they were 

readie to pay for the horſes, and if any other dammage were 

done, they offered recompence. Cortes admitted their excu- 

{css Marching ſome three myles thence,hee incamped on = 
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fide of acertayneryuer, and appoynted his nightlie watches; 
ſhrewdly miſtruſting the Barbarians, As ſoone as day beganto 
appeare he went tothe next village, where (of the fouremetlen- 
gers heſent to ſoundethe inhabitantes mynds) he found two 
of them had bin taken by the inhabitantes, & bound with cords, 
but breaking them by night they eſcaped, It was determined , 
that the next day they ſhoulde bee ſlaine : this they themſelues 


reported, While he thus ſtayde, beholde athouſande armed The Taſcalte 
men vnexpected, filling the ayrewith their horrible clamors , <3ns mate 
caſttheir lauclins, and many ſortes of dartes at our men a farre *8\*2gaine. 


of : but Corzesendeuored with faire ſpeeches toallure them, yet it 
profited nothing . They lignitie vato them by interpreters,that 
they prouokenotour men : but the more gentlely hedealt with 
them, the more inſolent, and outragious was the Barbarians, At 
length they retyred, and bylitle and litle drewe our men purſus 
ing them, toan hidden ambulcado of armed men, about ſome 
hundred thouſande as Corres hinaſelfe writeth. The Barbarians 


fought with doubtfull ſuccelle from an houre betore noone vn- 


till the cucning. In that battayle the Z empoalen/es, Z acatamini, Adoubriull 
Thacmaſtitani,and the reſt of the inhabitantes, who ftolowed Cor- vattayle, 


zes, behaued themſelues valiantly, compelled through extreme 
necellitie :for being incloſed within the countries of the 7aſcalte- 
canes, there was no way openfor flight. The only hope of their 
fafty was, to deſpaire of fatty. Yfthey had bin vanquiſhed,they 


had made the 7#/caltecaxesadaintic banquet with their fleſh. For © ſauagepea» 


the conquered become foode tothe conquerours. Wherefore ple. 
the Taſcaltecayes truſting in their muititude began nowe to licke 
their lippes, through hope of daintie and delicatecates , when 
they vnderſtoode a forrainenation had entred the limits of their 
borders. But it fell outotherwiſe with them : for Corres had lixe 
fielde peeces, and as many arquebus ſhot, fourtie archers,& 23. 
horſemen intermixed with them , warlike engines and inſtru- 
ments vnknown to the Barbarians, Wherefore that cloud of Bar 
barians was nowe at length diſperſed : yet hee patled that night 
without ſleepeſin a certain chappcllin the field conſecrated to I- 
dolatry)much troubled & diſquieted in mind. But aty:firſt daw- 
ging of the day,he'cameforth into the ope field withali his horſe! 


100000 barba 
iſſue foorth, and compailed our men on cuery lide, fo that they bes... 
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an hundred foote of his owne and 3o0oof the Ifacmeſtitan Pro< 
uincialles : for that towne 1ſtacmeſtrtan allo peaceably receiued 
{ortes, and gauehim 300. mentor his ſupply and aydeagainſt 
Atnteczuma, He tooke allo of the Zempoalenſes, and their uext 
neighbours foure hundred men, leauing the reſt to guarde the 
campear.d the carriages, and ouerranneal the cnenues plaine, 
burnt five villages, made hauocke and ſpoyle of whatſoeuer he 
met with : and brought 400.captiues tothe Campe. But atthe 
firſt ewilight,before the morning began to waxe red,behold ſuch 
an infinite number of the enemue, ran violently to the Campe, 
that they ſeemed tecouer all the fieldes. They write. that there 
A Hugearmy came 150000. armed men thither, who fought furioully at the 
ofthe Vaſ- fortifications of thecampe. They ſay they incountered hand to 
OP af" hand for the ſpace of foure houres with great hazard of our me: 
CEC but the Barbarians retyred without doing any thing, for none 
there, coulde turne their backes.

T hey craue pardon for that which is paſt, and promiſe that 
canscrauepar- hereafter they woulde bee obedient to his commaunde, and 
don and bring receiue what Lawes ſocuer in the name of that greate King of 
preſents. home Cortes ſo muche gloryeth, For proofe whereof, they 
brought preſentes ſuch as were honourable and of eſteeme with 

them, towitte, helmettes, and plumes of feathers, ( orna- 

mentes for the warres) curiouſly wrought with woonderfull 

art. They brought alfo necellarie prouition of vicuall, as of 

corne, and plentieofcrammed foule, after their manner. For 

wee haue ſayde before, and your Holineſſe hath heard itrepor- 

ted, that they mayntaine certainefoule among them (in lteede 

of our hennes ) greater then Peaceckes, and nothing inferior 

tothem in taſt, EEE... 
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The ſecond Chapter, 


Auinge heard what the Embaſ 
ſadours would deliuer, he greatly 
accuſeth their Lordes and maſters, 
yet ottereth them pardon for the 
former dammage they had done & 
to admittthem into his amity and 
friend{hip;ſa that hereafterthey car 
ry themſelues faithfully inthe obe- 
dience ofthe King of Spaine, The 
next day after, 50. men of theno- 
bility came vnarmed vnto him ( vnder color of intertaining 
amity)toeſpy the entrance of the campe. When Cortes ſawe the 
view the ſituation of the campe with fixed eye,& troubled coun- 
tenance, he began to ſulpe&. Separating one ofthem therefore 
from his felowes, hee leadeth him alide, and by a faithtull Inter 
terpreter exhorteth him to confelle the truth,who being intiſed 
through promiſes, and flattering ſpeaches, openeth the whole 
matter. He faith thatthe cheife man of that prouince Qxe- 
fitargal by name,lay in ambuſhment with a great power ofarmed 
menne, to aflault the campe vnawares the next night: and for 
that purpoſe his conſorts were ſent vnderpretence of peace, that 
they might vnderſtand, where to make the atlault, or which 
might be the calieſt way tothe boothes which our menne had 
ereted,(that they might not lodgeallnightin the open ayer) 


' thatſo entring them, they might ſet them on fire, and while 


our menne were bulicd in quenching the ſame they might 
a{lault them, andput them all to the ſworde : for (ſaith he) 
we will tempt fortune with crafty deuiſes, and ſtratagemnes ſee» 
ing they werealwayes ouerthiown ſo vnhappily throughiwarlike 
prowefle. Cortes vnder{tiding this,delired more fully to knowe 
t1c truth of the matter. Wherefore hee brought other 5. ofthe 
ſmecompany into aſecret place a part, and threatened to tor- 


ture th&,& offered the liberall rewardes, in conclulis allof them go fpiesfenr 
(without differcnce)cofetJed plame the firſt man did.But,befor home totheir 
þ report ofthis inquiſitis ſhuld be ſpread he tooke thole 50. eue- Fces with 


ry mans; & cutting of their right hads (ctthE back to — h 
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with this meſſage. Tell your Princes thus, that it isnet the part 
of valiant men,or ſuch asare renowned for warlike prowelle,to 
bringe their purpoſes to palle by ſuch treacherous deuiſes, As 
for youthe in{truments of treachery who came enemies vnto vs 
in{teede of negotiators, receiue this puniſhment of your wicked 
nes, that hauing your right handes cut off, ye returne vnto the 
who choſe you to be authors of ſo miſcheuous and foule a deed 
Tell them, we wilbe ready, what huure ſocuer they come, whe- 
ther they allaile vs by night or ſet ypon vs at noone daye:ſothat 
they ſhall well know what thoſe fewe are, whom they ſeeke tv 
diſquiet. They goc, and report what they (awe, and ſhew what 
they had ſuffered. In the cuening, an huge and turbulent multi- 
tude of Barbarians, diuided in tutwo ſeueralcopanies came vnto 
them. Cortes thought it much better to medle withthem in the 
'' openday, when by thelighthe might ſhewe the Barbariaxs the 
Theenewies ſtore countenance of his horſe,vnknowne to the,&the force of 
aboutto be- 1 furious artillery, then to expe night which bringes a thou- 
ein fight Wa. : if 
2re aftoniſhed ſand dangers with it, eſpecially to thoſe that ſet focting in ſtrang 
atthenoiſe of countries, ignorant of the places, it they be copelled to change, 
che ordinance Seeing the horſes and fury of the great ordinance, and ſtricken 
_ with feare atthe noyſe thereof, atthe firſt incounter the Enimy 
retires to the ſtidinge corne, whereof the fields at that time were 
very ful.ſo being diſperſed,they ſoughe to hid themſelues.Theis 
corne(as I haue ofte ſaid)is I/a;25m9, Hereups they gaue Cortes 
free liberty to wander: yet for certaine dayes he durſt not put his 
heade wut of the Campe. About ſome league from the Campe 
they hadacitty ofthe enemy which atthe ſound of a trumpet 
ailembled an innumerable multitude of fouldiers . For Cortes 
himſelf writeth, and they who came fro thence are bold to fa 
that this citty 74/ca/tecaconlilteth of 2 000.houſes, Atlength ben 
ing certified by ſpies, theinhabitants of that greate citty; were 
—_— vnprouided, and ſecure, he ſuddenly inuadeditin the ſecond 
by night 7 watch of the night, and ſet vpon them cither wandringe or be 
"ing alleepe:by meanes whereof he pollelleth the firongelt place 
* therof. Atthe firſt dawning of the day, the cheife men come 
vnto him & humbly intreat him to doc thEno hurt& ſweare't o 
obey hiscommand, They bringwiththe plenty oftheircountrie 
victualls, as much as Cortes woulddelire, where vppon Corte,

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returnedvidtor tothe Campe, where he founde the company , ... 
much moued againft him, becauſe hee. brought them, where Cones his 
they mightnotreturne, and therefore ſayd theywould goe no companie, 


further, tor they could by no meanesefcape, but ſhould thortly 
bee ſlaynecuery man, lecing they ſawe! themfelues compalled 
on cuery lide with ſuch fierce warriours,and that they ſhould pe- 
riſk eitherwith famine or colde, after they had eſcaped the wea- 
ponsof the Barbariexs, Atfirming turther, that the ſuccetle of 
war was Vncertaine,and that the victorie was not alwayesin the 
hande of menne, and therefore they perfwadeand intreate him 
to returne to the ſhore, where their companions were left, Ythe 
refuſed,they proteſt, that they will forfake him. But Corres who 
refolued in his mind, that he woulde goc to Texuftitax,the chiefe 
citicof all thoſe countryes, thinking todealc wiſely and gentlely 


rather then to handle the matter ſeuerely, tkus reaſuneth with Cortes his

And that they ſhoulde not woonder 
59-095 Y thereat, they ſay, that they neuer acknowledged any king, or 
were cuer ſubie& vnto any,and thatrthey alwayes elicemed liber 

tic ſo much, that they ſuftered many inconuentencies ia former 

times, leaſt they ſhould obey Afuteczrmas command. But chiet- 

lythey wanted cotton garmentes, and falt to ſeaſon their meats 
which they coulde not get, without Adnuteczamas leaue, Yetif 

ehey might now be received into his fauour and grace,they pro- 

miſeto doe whatſoeuer he ſhoulde commande. No man knewe 

of it, and ſothey wereadmitted, That citie Taſcalteca was ſixe 

leagues diſtant from the Campe, thecitizens intreate him to 

come vnto them.

Cortes vnderſtanding this, ſent vnto che Chinrnrecalenſes, to 
complayne of theiriniurie and negligence. Hauing hearde the 


the people, and men of no worth to tell him,that they came not 
before, becauſe they were to goe through their enemies coun- 
tryes, yetthey ſayde that the Chinrarecalenſes were well affected 
vnto {ortes. But vnderſtanding the indignitie they offered him, 
in that the nobilitie diſdayned tocome vnto him, hee ſent thoſe 
baſe companions away with threatning woordes, and with this 
charge, thatvnlelle the;chicfe men of that citic came vntohim 
withinthree dayes, hee woulde come againſt them as an enemy, 
and then (ſayth he) they ſhoulde prooue what hee vſcth to doe 
when heis angry, if they deferred their comming, to yeeld obe- 
dience tothe King of Spayne, to whom the dominion and Em- 
pire of all thoſe countryes belongeth. So they came; and Cortes 
fayth, hee woulde admit the excuſes they made, ſo they perfor- 
med their promiſe. They promiſewillingly to doe his command 
and that he ſhoulde know,and vnderſtande that the 7aſcaltecans 
had ſpoken vntruth,and offered that they would pay tribute ac- 
cording to Cortes his edit, it he woulde come vnte them. So 
he ſtood long doubttully diſtracted in diuers opinions. At legth 
hee reſolued to trie his fortune, and yeelding to the Mytecen- 
maucs, taketh his iourney towardes ( hinrntecal. But the Taſcalte- 
canes hauing hearde his reſolution, perceiuing that good counſel 
preuailed nothing, ſay, they woulde by no meanes ſuffer, that 
{ortes ſhouldefreely commit himſelte to the Jdurecznmans truſt 
ſo that it might be in their power, to be able to hurt him. That 
they were thankefull menne, to him who vſed them (o kindly , 
andrecciued the Taſcaltecanes into his friendihippe and fauour 
after ſo innumerableerrors,when he might vrterly haue deſtroy 
ed themin due reuenge of theirrebellion . Wherefore they in- 
ſtantly atftirme that they would giue him an hundred thouſande

Entring the cittie,they were eater- 
tayned, and fedde well enough, but not daintilie, or plentifully, 
Concerning the damming vp of wayes, and rampires, & ſtones 
which were prepared, they perceiued ſomewhat, as they were ad- 
A conſpiracie moniſhed by the Taſcaltecanes. But now, beholde newe metlen- 
of —_— Zuma 92rs from Aſu4tecauma : who ſpake vnto the citizens of Chinru- 
_ of Chi, tecalin the care, and not to (ores. The meiſengers demaunded 
rutecaſla=s What they had done with ourmen, the citizens made them no 
gainſt Cortes, further anſwere . Wherefore Cortes mouedto ſuſpition , beeing 


mindtull of the counſel of the Taſcaltecanes,by Hieronimus Aqui- 
lars the Interpreter ( who was skilfull in the language of theſe 


countries, hauing ſerued long time in the bordering prouinces) 
queltioneth a certayne young man admitted to his preſence : & 
this is the ſumme of all that heynderſtoode. Heſaith, that the 
({ hiuratecalenſes when our men were to goe vnto them, had ſent 
away all thechildren,and old men,with their women,and goods 
what they ment clſe, he plainely profelleth, that he knoweth no+« 
thing. The treaſon is diſcouered, but in what manner and order, 
I mult declare vnto you. A. certaine Zempealenſian mayde was a- 
biding with a woman of Chiaratecal,who peraducnture folowed 
her husbandeor her tfriende. The {kimrautecalen/ſian woman fpake 
thus vnto the Zempoalenſian (tranger. Friende,go with me.\Vhi- 
ther ſaith ſhe ? without the citic, and farre of faith thee. Fur that 
night ſhe ſaith innumerable multitude of armed men would cee 
from Muteczumagwhowill kill as many as they find within theſe 
walles. I reueale this vnto you, beccauſe I haue compathon on 
you ; {tay not keere, vnletle you delire cruelly to finiſh theſe 
plealaunt yeeres of your tender age, with the reſt, The mayde 
diſcouereth the matter to Aguilaris. Cortes deliring to examine 
it, knoweth the matter, and vnderſtoode itto be true. VVhere- 
upon hefent to cal the chiefe rulers of the Chizxrntecalenſes,8& c6- 
madeth his me preſetly to arme theſelues.

Theſe 
thinges ſucceeding thus, hecalleth CMntecxmmas Emballadours 
vnto him, and blameth the yniuſt and deceitfulldealing of their 
maiſter, aftirming that it was not the part ofa noble Prince,ſuch 
as he ſuppoſed Mnteczrma had beene, to dealecraftily, and to 
make others in{trumentes of his cunning praRtiſes and deviſes, 
Whercfore (ortes(ayth, that he wouldeno longer keepe fideli- 
ticand promiſe of amitic, giuen him by meſſengers betweene 
them, ſecing Intecznuma had lo trecherouſly contrary to his 
The Embaſſa* oath attempted theſe thinges againſt him. But the Embailadors 
dours excuſe halfe dead,and out ef hart, ſayd,their maſter,neuer imagined,or 
Mureczuma, kneweof any ſuch matter, ' and that time ſhouldediſcouerwhat 
they ſayd, to be true. They ſay, that Aiutecznma was alwayes a 
religious obſeruer of his promiſe :. and that the (Tinrurecalenſes 
diuiſed thatof their owne heade , topreſeruethem from the dif- 
pleaſure of (ortes. Hauing thus ſpoken,the Embatladours deſire 
Cortes that with his good leaue they might ſend one of their c9- 
pany to Muteczuma,to lignifie what might be treated. Proui-

.tute of all thinges: yet ſufficiently prouided for her inhabitants 
by che auncient tradinge ct the neighbouringe townes : butif 
ffraungers came vnto it, it would bee poore ana beggerly.( orres 
denyed that he could graunt that becauſe he was ſo commaun- 
ded by his kinge . Vaderſtanding Cortes his relojution, hee 
ſigniteth vato him by the Embatiladours, that hee would ex- 
pethiminthe citty, and that hee would prouide accordinge 
ro his power, that nothing might be waritivge. And for that 
purpole they ſent many of his cheite rulers to accompany him 
vuto him, He therefore ſetteth furward towards the citty Terr 
titan, being deſirous to ſee it.

They obey his command, and aſcend the moun- 
rainc 25 Neere as they might goe: butcould notcomevnto the 
very topp, by reaſon of thethickealhes, yet theycame ſoneere, 
that they perceiued the roaringe of the flame, and the furious & 
tearefull noyſe of the ſmoake that itlued toorth, with perpetuall 
whirlewinds which bluſtred about the mountaine, ſo p the moun

of high ſmoakinge mountaines, from whence, when they were 


palt,and looked downe before them, from the litle hilles vnder 
the mountaine they ſawe a mighty greate valley called Colin 
where thatgreate citty Tereſtitan licth in the Jake. This greate 
valley is famous for two lakes, the one ſalt, where the citty is 
ſeated, which (as they ſay) containeth 60. leagues in circuit:

with turreted and ſumptuous Idole temples. Theſecittyes adioy 
| ninge tuthe bridge,make ſalt,which all the nations of thole cof-. 
The vſcof trjes vie. Ot theſalt water of the lake,they make it harde,conuey 
Gale, ingeit by trenches into theearth apt to thicken it. And beinge 
hardened and congealed they boyle it, and after make it into 
rounde lumpes or balles;to be catryed to marketts, or fayres, 
for exchaungo of foraine commodities. Thetributaryes only of 
Alntecznumawere made partakers of the benefit of that ſalt : but 
Obey not Mu- notſuch as refuſed to obey his commande, The Taſcaltecancs

After, turning to his nobilitie he ſpeaketh thus. We haue heard 
by our aunceltors, that we are ſtrangers. Acertaine great prince 
tranſported in ſhippes, beefore the memorie of all men living , 
brought our aunceſtors vnto theſe coaſts, whither voluntarily, 
or driuen by tempeſt, it is not manitelt, who leauing his compa- 
nions, departed into his country, & at length returning,would 
haue had them gone backe againe. But they had now built them 
houſes, & ioyning themſelues with the women of the Prouinces 
had begotten children, and had molt peaceable ſetled houſes. 
Wherefore our aunceltors refuſed to returne, and harkened no 
further to hisper{wation. For they hadde nowe choſen among 
themſelues both a Senate, and Princes of the people, by 
whoſe counſell and direRion they woulde bee gouerned, ſo that 
they report he departed with threatning ſpeeches, Neuer any ap 
peared vnto this time,who demided the right of that captaine & 
Commaunder. I therfore exhort and admoniſh you the Nobles 
of my kingdomes, that you doe the ſame reuerenceto ſo great 
a

your meeting may be CR_—_ and I hopeit ſhall beſo: and _ qt a 
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Muteczuma 
religneth vp 
his kingdome 
to Cortes. 
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a Commander of ſo great a king, that ye doe to me, and at his 
pleaſure, giue him thetributes, duevnto me. Atterturaing hi 

face vnto Cortes, heſ{pake further. We thinke therefore by that 
which we haue ſpoken, that king who ( you ſay)fent you,deriued 
hisdiſcent from him , wherfore yee are luckily come, repoſe 
your mindes after the exceeding great labours, which I vader. 
ſtande yee haue indured lince ye came into thele countries, and 
now refreſh and cofort your faint and weary bodies. Althe king 
domes which wee polletle are yours, What Nobleman locuer 
thou art, being ſent a Captaine for this purpoſe thou may lt law- 
fully commandeall the kingdomes,which were ſubie&vanto me. 
But as touching the reports of the Zemporalenſians, Taſcaltecanes 
and G#az#2irgi, concerning me, they may iultly bee taken, for 
ſuch, as procceded from the afteion of an cnemie: but the ex- 
perience of matters ſhall proue them liers . They babbled that 
my houſes wereof golide, and my mattes golde, and my houſe- 
holde {tufte was all of gold, and that I was a god,and not a man. 
You yourlelfe ſee, that my houſes are of (tone, my mattes made 
of ryuer weedes, and the furniture of my houſe of cotton. 1 con- 
fetle I haue Iewels of golde, Iaydevpin my Treaſury. Thoſe are 
yours : which, inthe behalte of that great king of ours, vſe at 
your pleaſure. But as touching that, that they {aid I was no man, 
but immortall, beholde mine armes,and my legges, looke whe- 
ther they be not fleſhand bone. Speaking this, he diſcouereth 
his armes, and legges, halte weeping. hea hee haddemadean 
cnd of ſpeaking, Cortes comforteth him, and putte him in good 
hope that matters ſhould be well caryed. With theſe wordes 2£#« 
zec24ma departed, ſomewhat with acheeretuil countenance, but 
whither quieted in minde;, to ſuffer a Competitor, let him iudge 
who cuer taſted the (weete of Soueraignty,and whether any man 
woulde cuerentertaine gueſts willingly, who violently intrude, 
lette ſuche ſpeake as haue hadde experience thereof. In the 
Faces of the Princes aiſembled, who hearde it, caſting downe 
their eyes vppon the grounde, you might apparantly vnder- 
ftande , howe quietthat aflembly was. For beeing readie to 
weepe, they receiued- whatlocuer was ated, with ſobbes 
and (ighes, and remayned long ſilent in a dumpe : and at 
length promiſs to perfourme CHnuteczrmas commaunde: 
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yet,that they coulde not but be troubled in their-mindes , for ſo 
greatand ſuddaine analteration of their ſtate. The ailembly be- 
ing diſmitſed, euery one went to their owne kindred or familie, 
Of theſe thinges we haue ſuihciently ſpoken : now let vs declare 
what ſucceeded aſter rhat meeting, All thinges fell out very jill 
and vnluckily to (Mnteczrma iis Tributaries,and his friendes,as 
we {hall hereafter ſpeake : but for the inlargement of our religi- 
on, excecding well. For wee hope, it ſhall ſhortly come to patle 
that thoſe blouddie ſacrifices {hall bee taken away trom among 
them, through the imbracing of the commandements of Chrife. 
So they palled fixe dayes quietly,but all the dayes following,tul 
of ſorrow, and calamitic,ſo that nothing coulde cuer haue fallen 
out more vnhappily to any people, not onely to a King, For at- 


ter thoſe ſeuen dayes, whether that it ſo tell out, orthat Cortes 1,citersts Cor 
woulde thereby take occaſion, hee fayd, he receiued letters ali tes fromthe 
tle before from that Gouernour whom he lett in the garriſon of Gouernour of 
the olonie of Vera Crax, wherby that Gouernour lignified,that Vera Crux, 


Coalcopocathe King of that prouince, where Cortes erected a (o 
Ionie,called Almeria, had committeda foule matter, netby anie 
meanes tobe indured. That Gouernour reported thatCoalce- 
pocalent metlengers vnto him, to tel] him that the King Coalce» 
poca came not yet vnto him to ſalute im, and doe him that re. 
uerence, due to ſo greata King, as he was, whome Corres and 
his companions acknowledge, becauſe he was to palle through 
the enemies countryes, from whom they feared ſoine inconue- 
nience woulde enſue, and therefore delireth, that the Gouer- 
nour wouldeſende ſome of his Spanyardes vnto him,toaccom- 
panic him inthe way for his defence. For, he{ayde, heewas in 
good hope, that the enemie durſt not attempt any thing againſt 
him, while the Spanyardes were in his companie. The Gouer- 
nourgauecredite tothe mellengers, and ſent foure Spanyardes 
to {oalcopeca, to accompany him vnto him, through countries, 
friends to him but enemies to Coalcopeca, The meilengers going 
vnto him,were afſaulted within the borders of Cealcopoca, two of 
chem the robbers on*the high way (ide flew preſently, the other 
two being grieuouſly wounded, eſcaped. The Gouernour ſup- 
poling itwas doone by the pratiſe of Coz/copoca, in reuenge 


of the matter, gocth agaynlt Coalcopoca, Hee hadde onely two

power . 


friendes, giueth them his pryuie (cale, in token of his 
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horſes,& with thoſe, certayne ſhot ,and ſome peeces of ordinice 
and footemen . He bringeth 50, of his companie with him, yet 
ſendeth for the bordering enemies of Coa/copoca to come to aide 
hit, andſo they atlaultthe citie of Coalcopoca. The Coalcopocans 
fiercely reliſted. Intheafſault they ſlew feuen Spanyardes, and 
many of thoſe that cametoaydethem. At length the ſeac of Co- 
alcopocawas vanquiſhed, and madea pray, many citizens being 
Nlayneand taken:But Czalcopoca elcaped by flight. Cortes hauing 
gotten this occaliondetermined to deſtroy and overthrow Afu- 
reczuma fearing leaſt peradueture fortune might'chang,or leſt 
at any time becomingloathfomevntothe,through p infolecy of 
the Spanyards,whom ſpecially when they were idle and full fed 
he ceulde hardly reſtraine,fearing alſo leaſt through the long & 
continuall trouble of entertainment, he might make them deſpe 
rate who entertained them, he goeth to Adntecznma-: and afhr- 
meth that it was written, and tolde him, that {alcopeca his Tri- 
batary did thoſe thingsagainft the Gouernour of Vera Cr«x,not 
onely not without the priuitic of Inteczuma, but by his com- 
maundement. Cortes ſayde, he woulde not haue belecucd it. Yet 
to take all ſuſpition out of the minde of the great King,to whoſe 
cares as he ſayd,the report of the matter came, 14uteczuma mult 


A wile vſed by come tothe Pallacewhere Cortes himſelte dwelt, that hee might 
Cortesto 
drawe Mutec- 
zuma into his 


write, thathe had him in his power, althuugh his purpoſe were 
not toalter any thing concerning the gouernment be Citie or 
the kingdomes. But Mntrecznma,although he vnderitood his 
authoritie beganne now to bee weakened, yetgraunted his re- 
queſt, He commandeth his horſelitter to be brought, wherein 
hee might come vnto him. Whereupon through ſo greatan 
alteration of thinges, a murmuring aroſe among the people, 
and they beganne to make a tumult, CAluteczumacommanded 
them to lay downe theirarmes, and bee quiet : and perſwaded 
them all, that hee did it of his owne accorde. His Nobles and 
familiar friendes followed their maiſter with teares. After a few 
daycs,hedefireth, that hee woulde ſendefor Coalcepoca, and the 
partakers of that wicked praQiife to puniſhe them, that ſo hee 
might acquitte his\innoceneie, with the great King. <I/- 
teczumaobeyeth : and callinge for certayne of his faithfull 
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laſt will, adding this alſo 1n charge , that calling the next tributa- 
ry people vnto them, they endeuour to bring hum by force ,it hee ©, 1, opoca 
denyed to come. Coalcopoca,and one of his ſonnes, and 15.Noble ſent for com- 
men come. He denyed at the firft, chat he did it by the conſent of methto Cor- 
CHMutecznma, Whereupon ( ortes making a greatfire in a large **©*5- 
and ſpacious ſtreete, commaunded { oalcopora with his ſonne,and 
the reſt, cobe burned, Afutecznma and all his huge princely cirty 
looking on;the ſentece of treaſon was pronounced againkt them. 
But when they ſaw they ſhould be brought co recetue puniſhment 
they confeſſed that Jnuteczuma commaunded them. VVhereup. Muteczuma 
on (ortes who by ſecking occaſion, went about to challenge the "IF _ 
Empire of Muteczuma vnto himfclte,bindeth Aſnteczrma(whom LOY dwith 
he had with him) with fetters,and rewled him beſides with threat- fetters. = 
ning ſpeeches. Vnhappy A7#tcczumathen,attonithed aro ftrang 
a matter, was full of teare, and his courage began tofaile, ſo that 
he durſt not now lift vpp his head, nor 1ntreateayde of his ſub- 
ictesand friendes, yethe preſently looſed him, and greatly bla- 
med him for the deede. But he confeſſed kee had delerued pu- 
niſhmept, wholikea meeke lambe with paticntminde ſcemed 
toſuffer theſe rules harder then thoſe which arc intoyned gram- 
mer ſchollers, being but beardleſle boyes, and quietly bearcth all 
things, leaſt any ſedition ofthe Cntizens,and Nobilitie might a» 
riſe. Any yoake whatſocuer ſeemed to bee more eaſte vnto him, 
then the {turing yp of his people, as 1the had beene guided by the 
example of Docleſan,who rather determined to drinke 'poylon, 
then to take the Empire vpon him againe, which he had once re- 
tected. After that { ortes ſpeaketh to Inteczrna, faying,that Cortesto Ma 
he hoped, hee would keepe the promiſe he had made,concerning teczuma, 
his obedience, and other coucnants concluded inthe behalte of 
that great King of Spayne, wherefore to fulfill. his defire, it hee 
would, hee mightreturne backe vnto his pallace, where heliued 
betore in princely manner. { vrtes offereth him this tauour,but he 
refuſed it, ſaying, 1t was not poſlible, buthe ſhould be provoked 
by his nobility, and tormented with a thouſand troubles,and ſaith 
turther, thattheir mindes were prepared torayſc tumulrs, who (as 
he vnderſ{tood ) gnaſhed their tecth for anger, becauſe he intertai- 
ned Cortes, and his companions, efpectaily with ſuch a multitude 
of hatefull officials. He confeſſed, that he Iued more quietly and 
C c lately 
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ſafely withour menne, then to eonuerſe with ſuch anvaruly and 
tempeltuous multitude of his ſubices. Yet ſometimes he went 

to his pallaces to walke, which hee had built with wonderfull cu. 

rioſity and artfor his delight, whereof wee ſhall ſpeake more ar 

large heereafter. So, they lued bothtogether vnder one roote a 

long time, (ortes the guelt intertayned, and CHMnutecznuma thein- 

tertainer, but now contrary, VVhen ſocuer he returned,intheeue, 

nping,he went not tothe ancient pallace of his aunceſtors, and his 

ſeate,but tothe pallace of {ortes. Deſcending from his horle-litter, 

he gaue gifcsto all his followers, and to the Spanyardesallſo, and 

deſired ro hauc the Spaniardstake him by the hand to whome hee 

called, and ſpake vato them with cheerefull countenance , and 

courteous ſpeaches, The ſtate of things being thus, {ores deſie 

red Auteczrma, toſhew him the mynes of golde, from whence 

he and his aunceſtors had their gold : I am well content fatth AZ- 

zeczuma and preſently he commanded <kiltull workemen expe- 
rimented inthatartto bebrought vato him.

well : whercupon he commaunded the kings Carpenters to bee 
readie at hande. The diligence of his ſeruantes was 1o great that

ble to recciue any great Prince, and all his kingly traine, that they 
ſhould lacke nothing. In the meanc ſpace while che houſe was 
building in the twinekling of an eye, as I may ſay, graincsof Pa- 
zick,, wherewith they make bread, innumerable meaſures, and 
many ſmall _ and diuers kindes of other pulſe were ſowne,&: 
they planted alſo 2 000. of thoſe trees, which beare the almonde, 
which they vie in ſtead of mony, whereof elſe where I haue ſpo- 
ken more at large. Men of meane capacity, will thinke it but a 
phantaſie, that mony ſhould be gathered from trees. Vithout the 
greater houſe, three other houſes were built, appoynted as houſes 
of ſeraice for the pallace. T hey made alto great pooles of freſh. 
water, where abonadance of hih and water-foule might be kept, 
and maintained, but ſpecially geeſe. For he cauſed 500. at one clap 

to be caſt in, becauſe they haue more vic of them, for the feathers, 

whercofthey make many {ortes of couerings. For they plucke the 

feathers from them cuery yecre1n the beginning of the ſpring. He 
addedalfo hens,which are greater then our peacockes, & not 1nte- 
riourtothe in taſk, as I layd elſewhere,whereot he prouided 1 ; 00.

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where there was any bauen, anſwered, he could not tell, becauſe 


he neuer had any care of matters pertayning to the ſeacoaſt : yer 
hee woulde gine himallthe ihoare deſcribed an painting, that hee 
might choote a place humſelte, at his owne pleaſure. And to that 
ende, he ſentskilfull maiſters of thoſe ſhoares with the Spaniards, 
who traualle diuers parts. Inthe prouince Guazacalce,whole king

They 
fay the thicknes of that pipe, equalleth the body of an oxe. \Vhar 
ſhall I ſpeake ofthe multitude of bridges, throughout the cicty it 
lelfe, whereby neighbours paſſe oucr vnto neighbours? They are 
made of tumber, andall of them fo broad, that ten men may walke 
rogetherinaranke, they are innumerable as they ſay, and wee 
can thinke noleſle. For their wayes tor the molt part, are by wa- 
ter : yet are there other wayes by land,/as appearethin our tamous 
common wealth of Yenice, Morcouecr, they ſay, thereare other 
cities builtand founded vpon either lake, both on the banke, and 
on the warter, afterthe manner of Venice, As for Tenuſtitan it 
ſelfe,they report, that it confiſteth of 60. thouſand houſes, orthere 
about, andif che reſt be true, which 1s dcl1uered, none may obicct 
againſt the poſlibilitry thereof. There are exceeding grear ſtreetes 
therein, but ſpecially one, incloſed on eucry fide with walkes or

a ſicke man oppreſled with aviolent feuer, when he gnaſheth and 
chattereth with his teeth for cold, They ſhewe diuers colours at 
their pleaſure among the feathers of the necke, ihining ſometimes 
blewe, ſometimes greene, and laſtly purple, according tothe di- 
uers motion of the teathers,as a delicate young man ininared with 
the loue ofhis lemman deſiring to yeeld contentment & delight. 
But a certaine prieſt called Bexedif?us Afontinn:, a curious (car- 
cher ofthoſe countries, told me one thing, which hee ſayd, hee

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ambition. Yet ſametimes for his recreation, he reſorted to thoſe 
houſes,as 1 mentioneda litle before, & at the cuening, he aligh- 
ted from his cabinet at the Pallace of {ortes. As he went or retur 
ned no man looked direatly vpon him:fo great is the reuerence 
W is conceiued tuwardes him,that they thinke the(eJues vnwor- 
thy to behold him. That ſuperſtition is ingrafted in the minds of 
the people,from their aunceſters.But what?butwhat?& againe y 
The mutabil> 3.time,but what?The flattering inticemets of tortune þ mother, 
ty of fortune, in the turning of her wheele, were conuerted tothe accultamed 
buffets ofa ſtepdame. Corres ſaith,he cntred into that city of the 
lake the 8,day of September in þ yeere 1519. and there palled a 
mofk quiet and peaceable winter,& the greater part of the ſprig, 
vntill the moneth of Afay the next yeere:at what time Dzecus Ve 
{:ſquez,gouernor of (ba or Fernandina, furnithed a nauy tocoe 
againlt Cortes,becauſe,without asking his aduice, & againlt his 
wil as I mEtioned before, he determined to ſet footing on thoſe 
countries,& plant Colomes there, As touching the fleetewee will 
hereafter ſpeak,but nuwcocerning Cortes, While he thus aboad 
with A/uteczuma,daily expeting with earneſt delire,thereturne 
oi the meſſengers CMontegines, and Portucarrerins, whom he had 
fent with preſents vnto (ſar,behold,it was told him by the inha 
bitants of Aiutecarmawho bordered vpon the Sea ſhore, that 
ſhips were ſeene at Sea:he ſuppoſed it had beene his meſſengers 
ſhip,&reioyced, but his ioy was preſently triſtormed into forow 
& ladnes,I will here omit many {mal matters,wyg the Grecians,8 
Tewes(becaule they are alwayes (traited within narrow boundes) 
woulde inſerte intu their Hyſories, it they hadde happened to, 
theirfcllow-citizens: butin ſo great a valtity of matter, wee 0- 
mit many thinges. To be ſhort, It was the fleete of Jacobus Yelaſ-

philus Narua- YOUng manne called Pamphilus Naruaecy, Generall, {ores ſent. 
ecii againft mellengers vnto Pamphilus, to require him tocome in friendly 
Cortes. manner, and that hee ſhoulde not goe about to diſturbe ſo hap- 
Cortes ſendes picenterpryſes. Pamphilxs made aunſwere, that the Em perour 
meſſengersto - 
Pamphilus, <ommanded him;to execute the ofhice of Generallof the ounis 
Q 
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of thoſe countryes, and willeth to command Cortes, to yeeld vp 
his Empire and government, andcomehumbly, and vnarmed 
vato him, that rendring account of his actions, hee might ſub- 
mitte himſelte to his Judgement,or to the cenſure of Iarobry Vee 
{a/quez, who ſent him.  {, ortes fayth hee woulde obey the Kinges 
letters patentes, if he woulde ſhew themto the Gouernourlett 
in the Colonic of Vera Crux.But if he fallly ſay thathe hath thoſe 
letters, let him depart the Province, in the which hedetermined 
toſette fouting, and not torraging the countrey violently take 
away what hee findeth, becaule heethinketh it auaileable forthe 
king, not to diſturbe ſo great attempts by his comming: &that 
all the Barbarians now conquered, who vnder his conduc bees 
came obedient vnto Ceſar, and honor his name, if they vnder-

to the garriſons, & Zuteczzma, who was very penliue and fadde 
by reaſon of that tumult. He tounde the wooden bridges(which 
all along divide the [tone bridges)drawne vp, and the wayes for- 
tified with rampers:he firſt thought they hadde done it through 
feare,but it was tar otherwile ; for they determined rather to dye,

Ducates,in gold, liluer, and precious ſtones, all which he had in 
his cuſtodie. Thercupon hee determined to prepare himſelfe to 
the fight, and thatnight to hazard whatthe fortune of war ſhuld 
decree. They amend thoſe Engins of war whereof we haue made 
mention:& as ſoone asday began to appeare,he went forth, firſt 
to deſtroy that little towns,out of the which our men were indi 
gered by calting down [tones,& ſuch like things from thence:& 
then to polletle them by ſtrong hand,if he could. Theſe Engins 
with wheels,were drawn by them that were within,behind the 3. 
peeces of battery folowed after,whoſe flanks many targeteers, & 
ſhot guarded & defeded,accopaniecd with troops of þ 7y/caltecas, 
& Guatzrzingito the niiber of 3000.0ut ofthe firſt licle towneW 
they allayled,ſuch a cloud of ſtons & darts was thrown down vp 
on our me,Þthey could not vie the o-dinace:lothat on of ourme 
being ſlaine,& many wotided,they returned W heauy cheer vnto 
the Caſtle. Our of the hie tower ofpchurch alſo,w was ouer y Ca 
Ric,they receiued innvierable dimages, Wherfore ourmen _ 
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tedtoallaule ie,& aſcend by an hundredmarble fteps,& more,vn 
to the top thereof: but the Pralidiary Barbarians of the ſie,made 
our men tiible headlong down the ſtairs.\Vherupon the corage 
of our men faited,but the enemies puffed vp with pride,pretlſedþ 
ſcig much more grieuoully,& renued the fght. Cortes compalled 
with ſo great calamitie,perceiuing that preſent death would fol- 
low,except he woonytower by atlault,becaule they could nor ſa 
much as put forth a finger,for the enemy,ſo log asptower {tood 
ſpeedily taketh vpa target himſelfe, and ſuch as were of [touteſt hn ; 
courage followedafter him, armed with targets in like manner. ;,; a6 of _ 
They allault the tower :with reſolution either to win the tower, Cortes. 
or in that conflict to end their liues. And although they vnder- 
tookeit with manifeſt hazard and danger of life, yet boldnes of 
courage preuailed, The enemy endeuours te.detend the (tayres, 
our men delire to aſcend them,in ſo much as they tought eager- 
Ily.Atlegth our men obtained their delires. They woon the tow- 
er, & made the defendersto leape down from the top of y (tairs. 
In that tower(caſting down their Idols)they placedthe image of 
the bleiled virgin: the enemy ſtole away, Wherefore he cum- 
manded that tower,& 3.others to be burned , leaſt any further 
dimage ſhould be don vnto the Caſtle therby. Thoſe towers be 
ing lolt,þ Barbarias began to quaile. The night folowing our me 
fallying forth, in one of the waies neere vnto the caltle, burned 
300. houſes: & many inanother,from w the caltle was much an- A 
noyed.So ſomtimes killing, ſortimes deſtroying, & ſotimes re- 
cciuing woiids in the wayes,& bridges,they labourcd many daies 
& nights,on both ſides. Atlength the nobles of the city,tayning The Nobles 
feare, ſend meilengers to Cortes to treate of peace, who ay, they fubrilly en- 
wil be obedient vnto him, ſo he will pardon that which was paſt, © Peace: 
Whereto {ortes ſayth, that he was well content. Now ( ortes had 
one of the Prieſtes a man of greatauthoritie whom he deteined 
in thecaſtle. They carneltly intreat him to (et Þ Priclt at liberty, 
by whoſe means the matter mightbe performed :the prieſt is ler 
go,& Cortes being creduloustaketh no further care for py matter. 
Cortesſitteth down todinner,vpoafudden,meilegerscoertining 
forth cotinually,who report Pthe bridges were interrupted by ar 
med enemies. Cortes had filled certain ſpaces,w ywoode bridges 
vicd ro couer,tothe intetthat ifthe'bridges were taken away, the 
horſes might freely runne hither andthither, vppon the firme 
=round;they lignific that the bricke of thoſe void parenny the 
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carth,and all other kinde of matter or rubble were caſt out, and 
at the bridges made vnpatlable againe, and thoſeſpaces clenfed, ſo. 
= —_ — that notootemen, much leiſe horſemen, might patle that way. 
rians but with He leapeth forth from the table,ſendeth outthe horſemen vpon 
cuill ſaccefſe. the Barbariars,and violently breaketh in through the middelt of 
the cnemie,wounding,and killing,on both lides,for a long ſpace 
But it repented him thathe ranged ſo tar, and wide. Returning 
from the fight, hee foundeall the way behinde him,very full of 
ſouldiers, on the water with boates,and thicke on both lides,and 


before,filling the whole breadth of the bridge. They that remay- 


ned by flight, pretle vpon him dangerouſly behinde: he was alſo 
allayled from the towers,many on both lides were battered with 
ſtones,and pierced with dartes, and Cortes allo gricuvuſly woun- 
ded on the heade, and fewe eſcaped free, and thoſe fo faint and 
weake,that they coulde not ſo muchas lift vp their armes . But 
after they retyred to the Caſtle,they found not meate ſufticient- 
ly enough ſeaſoned,to refreſh them, nor peraduenture morſelles 
of breade of rough AXaizznm, nor potable drinke, as for wine & 
fleſh, they had no greatcare. So being all heauie and ſad,they be 
ſought Torres, to bring them backe againe from thence, forit 
woulde ſhortly come to palle that they ſhould either dye by the 
ſvord of the Barbarians,or pine through famin, He harkened to 
_ therequeſt of his felowes in armes,& being moued with y matter 
it ſelfe now brought to the laſt caſt, he yeelded to depart : & pre- 
pared certaingreat peeces of timber,to lay puer the bridges,wher 
the ſtone bridges were wanting. Being rely to goe foorth one 
Cortes pickes njphe ſecretly, he diuideth the treaſures,tothe ſum of 7. hundred 
Vile oferea..thouſande Ducates, He aſligneth the kings fift part to the kings 
ſure, Auditor, and Treaſurer, & other officers,& commandeth them 
to take charge therof.Thereſt he diuideth to be caryed behinde 
them vpon horſebacke, He had with him Imnteczrmas lon,and 
2.daughters,pledges,& many other chiefe men taken in the con- 
flits,for whoſe ſakes,& for calting down þ images of their gods 
that tumult ofthe people aroſe. He ſetteththe rankes in order,he 
chooſcth chiefe commaunders,and vnder officers, raungeth the 
Cortesand his army,& taketh his iourney in the lilent night. The report & fame 
9 panions thereof is ſpread throughoutthe whole citic in the twinckling of 
1 an eye, that Cortes, and his companions were fled. A huge num- 
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ber of warriours run ſuddenly vntothem, they raiſe their clamors 
to the heauens, ſo that our miſerable men were pelted with ſtones 
and dartson euecry fide, They that wereinthe vantgard eſca- 
d, but ſuch as were in the mideCle , and followed in the reare, 
were ſhrewdly ſmitten, and wounded. The diſcourſes concer- 
ningtheſc conflicts are long & tedious. Your Hebneſſe ſhall brief- 
ly heare what they writeat large: the Barbarians flew many of 
our men, and horſes , becauſe they carryed away their Kinges 
children, and the cheite men of the citty, and for thatthey con- 
ucted away the treaſure, they fought with madde fury and cou- 
rage : ſothat whatſocuer riches or houſholdſtuffe our men tooks 
away, became their praye, except that little which fell co the yant- 
gards ſhare by chance : the fury of the conflict was fo grear, that 
they flew pel mel Anteczmmas children,and the principall men yjyrecrumage 
ofthe citty, together with the flaucs, whereof our men had gots children Ulain; 
ten many , and our menalſointernungled with them : and if at a- 
ny tune, the horſemen which remained, went backe to ſuch as 
followed them, the firft they mer withall, with ja violent courſe 
leaptintothe waters, ſeeing it 1s all one with them to ſwimme , 
and to walke vpon the land ( as is it to Crocodiles, or Scales) and 
aftcrwardes comming out of the water, creeping by the walles of 
the bridges, they came inagaine. So our men being vtterly ouer= 
throwne, and diſperted, forſooke the whole lake. They whole 
good happe was toeſcape, made a (tand in the field ofa cerrayne 
land citty, called 7acuna. Vppon an high ſteepe fide of a hill of T,cunz: 
that plaine, Cortes abode, to gather the remnant of his vanquiſhed 
Armie together, and incamped there all night, in the open ayre. 
Muſtering his army after the vahappy remnant thereof receiued, ; 
he found left behind him flaine, ofthe Spaniards 150. ofthe Aux- { 0, Spaniards 
> TP . aine. & 2000 
iliary Taſtaltecanes, and Cuazwzings, and others bordering vppon gc... 
them, about 2000, of the horſes, he loſt 4.2. and there remay- 
ned not oneof the children of Iutecznma, or of the cheife men 
who were led captiue, The likealfo befell the (laues : they all dy- 
edin the fight of our men, The Texxſtita» conquerours alwayes 
followed the (tepps of our men fighting, tothe very view of this 
citty Tac»na : expeCting the day light. Cortes being certified by 
the Spies, what purpoſe they had, and how great a multitude was 
gathered together agaiaſt him, vied a Sratageme. He commny A Stratagene 
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d:d fizrsto he kindledin diaers places, to the intent, that the enc- 
my ſhould chinke our menne woalde tay there, ani not moue 
atoatetill diy hight. Ac the ſecond watch of the night hee com- 
maundechto take yp the Enſignes; and chargeth the fouldicrs to 
follow as well as they could : one of the 7aſcaltecane Anxilizrice 
eſcaped, Cortes bang very penfiae, becauſe he knew nor which 
way they muſt go2, or ſhould be compelted to goe : he offereth 
his helpe toconduct him, becauſc he declared, that he had trauai- 
led through thoſe countries betoretime. This Taſca/tecane beeing 
his guide, he remouerh, they bring forth thoſe that were grie- 
wad. y wounded vponthe buttockes of horſes, or taſtened to their 
rayles; the reſt who were vnprofitablefor warre, who could ſtand 
vpon their feete : or ſuchas were wounded, or otherwiſe ſicke of 
any diſeaſe, heſent before, Thereareward, winch be kept , with 
the horſe, andatery ſound men, were ſcarce marched one mile 
from the place where they 1ncamped that night, when in the firlt 
twilight and dawning ofthe day, an innumerble multitude of E- 
The Barbari.. NEMLes came vnto them : and with their —_—_—_— the Barbari- 
ans overtake 445 0uertooke our reare-ward. They fo galled our men behind, 
the rearevard that the horſemen violently fell ypponthemallalong the way, 
and (lew many,and returned backe againeto thearmie while they 
were marching. So, they alwayesfollowed our men fighting for 
two leagues together, for they might not. make a further 10urnie, 
tor the annozance of the enemie:neither was it les grezuons vnro 
them, that they were oppreſſed withthe want of al things,becauſe 
they carricd nothing our of Tenyſfitar fit for food), nor did they 
ſately march trothe rownelinen:they that were next in their way, 
came violently ranningout of their houſes with lond outcries, as 
ſhephcards vie to doe vpon the taking ofa VWoolte at the ſheepes 
folde, wile they percetue the woolte 1s gon farr fromtite foldes. 
Through theie difhculties,at length they came totheir friends rhe 
Taſcaltecancs, Inthe {econd incouter atter they were got our ofthe 
citty Tensſtita;z, tne enemie wounded 4. liories withrheir arrowes 
ofthe which one being tlaine, (as Cortes faith ) gaue him'and his 
Hee commen- fellow fouldiers aſumpraous & delicate ſipper,for thar they gree- 
deth the har'> gily deuoured the horle, They fay they Icd amuſcrable life for fi 
nes and hard; ly deaoured the horie, They fay they Icd amilerable life tor five 
nes ofthe Spa ates together, with the parched graine of 12m only, & that, 
muardes, —notto laturity neither. Lou many particulars heere, which caule 
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mee to belecue,, that neither that fabulous Grecian Perciiles, 
nor any man liuing euer ſuffercd any tuch things, & yet remained 
altue, ſo many painefulllabours,ſo many dagers ot fight,tuch hun- 

er, 1 thinke none liuing which 1s nota Spaniard could haue indu 
red. This Race of men is borne for this, that ir might more eaſily 
indure whatlabour ſoever, & hupger,and thirſt, heat,and cold, 6c 
continuall watching,(& thatin the open ayreitneceſſitie require) 
then any other nation in my mdgemer. Atthe length the ſixt day 
fro that departure, which was like vntoa flight, he came to a town 
of the Tagſcaltecan wnidiftion, called Grazlzpa : which confiſteth OP —_— 
of 4000; houſes, as they report. He entred that towne halte ſuſpe= "OF , 
Qed, becauſe he feared( which vſually happeneth in humane af- 
faires )lea(t their mindes might be changed with fortune, and of 
friends were nowe become enemies, but hee found they had dealt 
faichfully with him. That rowne was 4. leagues diſtant from 7u/- 
calteca. Vnderſtanding by the Taſcaltecazes of the [laughter of our 
men and theirs, and of their comming: they ſenttwo of the cheife 1 
men ofthe citty meſlengers vnto them, the one a man ofauthort- ds —_— A 
ty, andthe other Secxtcngal. Meſſengers alio came from the com- = cuenge 4 
mon wealth of Gxazzzizgo friend to the 7Taſcaltecanes, who com- | 
forted our diſtrefled men, &'perſwade them to be of good cheere, 
and put them in ſome hope of future reuenge,offcring al their for- 
ces for rhe efteEting ofthe matter. They exhort them ro queer the- 
ſcluesforthe preſentafter ſo many gretuances, & cure their com= 
Parions : andfurther promiſe that the Teny/itares ſhould ſhort] 
recciue puniſhment forthe {laughter of the Spaniards, & the lofle 
of their cittizens flaine ynder their protection. Cortes with thele 
words confirmed his wandering mind, & at the requeit of the em= 
baſſadours went to 7a/calteca. But he lent the embaſiadours of the 
Grazazingt Cheerefully back againe, hawng preſented chem with 
certaine gitts of our country commodities, acceptable ynto them, 
' becauſe they were itrange, Our men were curtcoully imntertayned, 
& cheriſhed with ſoit beds,& neceſſary promſion of victuals. Core 
tes being todepartto Autecarma, hadlete with the Ta/caltecancs 
{ome ſtore of gold. & filuer,and found all things 1ntire and ſafe, & 
their 6delitie kept. But what auailed 1tzhe ſent that wealth in cheſts 
{ co the ſumme of 2 1000 Caſtellanesof golde, bef:des lewels,) to 
the Colony of Yera Crxx : five horſes accompanicd thoſe riches, 
and.44.footemen throughthe enemies borders of the prownce of 
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(olua,becauſethey are friends to the Teruſtitanes : who were tak & 

euery man, & allſacrificedto their gods, & deuoured by the Colu- 

41i,& cheir treaſures diuided among the. Hauing corinued Þ ſpace 

of twenty daics with the Taſcaltecanes, he cured the wounded men 
anGretreſhed the feeble, Aﬀer this, he {cnt againeto the Colo- 

nic of Vera Crxx, the meſſenger returning, ſayd thole Garriſons 

were all well, atthat meſlage ( ortes reioyced, butthe reſt of the 
Commaunders and ſonldiers were of opinion, that they ihould be 

brought backe tothat Colony , tothe intent that becing ioy- 

ned together , they might more caſily reſiſte the ' trea- 

chery and deceits ofthe enemie. ( ortes fayth hee-will not 

returne againe, ſceing hee hadfound ſo greatfaithfulnes in the 

Taſtaltecanes and Guaznzings, and periwadeththem to bee ready 

to take reuenge of the Terwſtitanesfor ſuch their outragious & vil- 
lanousactes. About the Calendes of Tuly inthe yeere 1520. hee 

marcheth forward in battayle array. There 1s an huge city called 

Tepeaca Tepeaca not farre diltant from Taſcalteca, thele cities purlue each 
2 huge city. other with hollile hatred, The Tepeacerſes ſacrificed and deuoured 
| 12. Spanyards taken paſling through their borders. To them (or- 
zes ( with great and mighty arnues of the Taſcaltecanes, Chinrute= 

cali, and Guazu4ngs,) direteth his courſe : 1t was reported by the 

Spies tat the Tepeacerſeshad recetued mercinary ſouldiers trom 

wa the citty Texxſtita, againſt our men. But that I may conclude in 

_—T © few wordes, omitting circumſtances, both the hoſtes,& the gueſts 
Tepexa —Wereconquered:{othat he had the city ycelded vp vnto him. They 
promiſed by an oath that they would obey the commandot Cres, 

and in token ot obedience, they gaue pledges. Our ordnance and 

warhk engins rogsther with ourhorſes(thingsneuerſeennor heard 

of betore,by them)preſently make their courages toquaile,but the 

greatelt help was,that power of 3.natios gathered together. In this 

prouince of 7epeaca he choſe a new place to planta colony, & butle 

A caſtle built a Caſtle there, which he called Swgnra /a Frontera. He determined 
not to truſt the Tepeacerſes, becaute they might calily be perſwaded 

to umbrace the counſel of thie Temnſtitan Princes, & for that Tepe- 

aca1s the nudd way, intercepting from Yera Crxxtothele friendly 

nations. VVhule theſe thinges were thus done, Cortes had meſſcn- 

gers from Yera(r4x,who reported, that the foreesof Garains were 

lent from Pac the king, to that great riuer,to ere a Colony, 
and that they were vanquithed,and ougrthrowne,and eſcaped our 
| em pond. mo 
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of the hands ofthe King Parc, and were arriued at Vera Crux» 
After the Tepeaceruſes vanquiſhed, afſpreading rumour, through- 
out the reſt-of the bordering nations, Kirred vp the minds ofthe  , _ 
people, There is another montanous citty called Guaccachinlls,;, Corres, om 
which ſecretly ſent Embafſadours to Certes , tooffer themielues Guaccachiulle 
and all their power againſt the inhabitauntes of the Prouince acity,atenmuy 
of Colna , the friendes of the Texuſtitanes , from whome they _ the Tee 
complayned, that they had receiued innumerable loſſes, and dif. "HE 
graces, cuen to the rauiihment of their women- The Gzaccachs- 
ll; are ſeated on this ſide themountaine, cnemues to theſe inha- 
bitants beyond the mountaines ſituated in the countric of Cola. 
They told Cortesthat 30000.armed men laytnambuſh beyond the 
mounraines in the borders of AZesfinga, becauſe they hearde thas 
our men were minded (being next vato the mountaines)to pale 
into Co/ua. He went theretore tothe Gaaccachimlls with 260.1ſpan 
miſh footemen, 13. horſes onely, three thouſand of the auxiliary 
forces, aud with certayne peeces of Artillery : the Commanders 
of thisambuſhment quietly reſted themſclues ſecurely inthe citty 
Guaccachwlla, \V kereupon he tooke, or flew them cuery manne. 
The citty Guaccachinllais fortified with ſtrong towred wals, com- 
Palled about with mountaines, blefled witha truitfullſoyle, con- 
{iſting ( as they ſay ) of 6000, houſes or thercabouts built of lime 
and ſtone, famous for 2. rivers watering the plaine thereof, There 
15 another citty 4. leagues diſtant only trom Gzaccachinlla, T his An other City 
Citty alſo ſent Embaſladoursto offer to yeelde themiclues, Thefevt Embaſſa. 
kipg hereof fled away, with the {o/xans that eſcaped, whobecing 49r5*9 Cortes 
for to inioy his dominion, refuſed the ſame, He rather defired ro 
ſuffer bamuhment, then to be ſubictto our men. Artherequelt 
therfore of the people, hee made his brother king in his ſteade, 
whopromuſedthecittizens, that hee would not alter and change 
his opimion, A few dayes after that, he went to another citty, na- ©. 2oeth 
med [zzxcca, 4. leagues allo from Guaccachinlla, but lying ano- againſt Tz. 
ther way. After he was in his1ourny , heeperceiued there were zuccaa city, 
very great forces of the Coluant inthe borders of that citty : they 
write, that they were 20000, They thought they were able to 
defend the country, that our men ſhould not enter. Withinthe 
citty were 6000, defenders, the beſt of the re(t, were diftributed 
into the rownes and villages: butthe women, andall ſuch as were 
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ynfit or ynprofitable for war, they ſent forth into the woods, and 
mountaines with their houſhold(tuffe. This citty 1s very well for- 
tificd by art and nature, I ſhould be weary with recounting all the 
ftrengrh rhereof, theretore ſhortly thus. It was wonn at length ;the 
greater part of the defenders leaped downe from the wall into a r1- 
uer running cloſe thereby,becaule they perceiued they were aſlail- 
led behind. Thecitty being taken, Cortes pardoned the people, & 
commandcth them tobring backe their families, and goods. They 
all cheeretully returned vato their houles,to that the citty 1s prelet- 
ly repleniſhed. By 2. meſſengers of the cutty he commandeth the 
King who departed withthe Zerftitanes, and the relt of the Colu- 
4:1, to be ſent tor 3 hee refuſed rocome, and defired bamihment 
rather. The brother vnto this king was a baſtard, and aged, and by 
his ſoune who was dead, there wasa grandchilde of ten yeeres 01d, 
he therefore placed the nephew only 1n the kingdome, becauſe he 
was legitimate,chooſtng his ynckle for ProteCtor,ioymung three of 
the bordering Guaccachnliitathtullmen', and of great authorttie 
with htm 11n guardianthip,tolooke to the eltate of the orphat,while 
attaining to more yeeres,he knew how to goucrne humſelte, They 
lay this citty [2.zxcca conſiiteth of 3 000.houfes,with about an x08 
Corres burnes towred teples dedicated to their Idols, which Cortes hiniclte ſaith 
the tepleswirh he numbred from a certaine high place, and in them they ſacrifice 
their [doles. ich mans blood. All theſe towers with alltheir Idols he cauſed to 
be burned: commanding, that hercafcer they ſhould no more ap- 
ply their mindes to ſuch ceremonies, And he further layd, that the 
Creator of heaucn and earth hated manſlaters: and that it was c0- 
trary tothelaw of God and Nature, that one man ſhould kill ano« 
ther. This citty hath a Caltle necre vnto it compaſſed wuh hilles, 
which dctend it from the ſharpe and bitrer bla(tes of winds, and by 
reaſon of the heate thereof it bringeth forth exceeding great quan-- 
tity of GolJampine cotron, The plane thereof 1s wel watered, All 
the fields rherof are wel moyſtened 18 the lunumner by trenches cut 
from place to place. There 1s plenty of all maner of fruits there,nel- 
ther 1s the ſowing of port herbs neglected. The plaine ts tul ofrowns 
and villages. The Guaccachin:{iibeing vanquiſiied, & the [22xcan 
fubdued, the fame thereof being ſpread through tar remoucd natt- 
Fortune a2. 99S, d<Clared thatthe countenance of raucnous and greedy fortun 
gaine ſmiles WAS ROW changed, & of a ſtepmorher was turned into a nulde and 
ypon Cortes courteous mother, The minds and aftections of the nations ranne 
headlong frothe Tennſtitans to our mien, as it yſually bappencth,un 
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turning ofthe wheele. Embaſſadours come ftriuing in all poſt haſt 
from cuery place to yceld theſclues :affirming that tor feare of the 
Colnani, & the Tenuſtitan Princes of that prouince , they durſt nor 
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hitherto offer their duc obedience to fo great a king, as the Spani- 

ardes profefſed he was. But now, ſeeingthey hoped tobe ſafe, and 

ſecured by the fauour of our men fro the tyranny of the bordering 

kings, they ſay that they are come to diſcouer the afteCtion of their 

cities, That we may now at length end this diſcourſe, related in a 

ſuttcientlong ſtory: Cortes vnderſtood by certain captiues,that af- 

terthe death of J4zteczumea, his brother the Lord of Haſtapalappa 

was made king ir the citty Tenſtitan, who 3. moneths atcerthe 

kingdome & {oucraingty taken ypon him, died ofthe Meaſels,in 

whole ſtead Inteczrmacs lifters fon ſucceeded, whole name was 

Catamaxzinus, tor of the 3.daughters of Mureczumathey theſclues 

had ſlain one,atthe bridges inthe {laughter ot our men. But of the Camaninug 

thar remaincd aliue, the one was an idtot,Þ other difſcaſed with the king ofthe 

palhie. This Cataraziys endeuoured to getall maner of armes,'as T cnultitans 

many as he could:eſpecially long pikes,wherwith he hopeth to be 

able to wound the horſes atar off:becauſe they arc diſranked onely 

with the incounter of y horſe. For he feareth that Cortes would re- 

eurn vnto him,to reueng the outrage comitted: becauſe he vnder=

The ſenenth Chapter. 
ESI Hilc theſe writings remained in my deſke,mef- 
D) ſe ſengersfayling by reaſon ofthe long diſtance of 
place, and dangerous trauathng , beholde late 
2 | matters diſcouered, behold newbatched broods 
trom the pregnant Ocean. This worke ſball be 
=> > concluded with two addittons therunto, which 
ſhall far exccede the former diſcourſe in worth : one; of the ftrang, 
and incredible compaſlling of the world, and the Ilandes which 
bring forth ſpices diſcoucred ; y other, with what art, pollicy,hcate 
of courage and force ofarmes ofthe 7aſtaltecane, Guazrzungi, and 
the bordering enemicsof Afurecznma aiding him, Fernandis Cor- 
zes recouered that hugeand mighty city of the lake, Tenuſtitar,and 
all the power thereof,and ouerthrew it,and almoſt viterly deſtroy- 
ed it. Whereby no ſinalladdicion is madeto the ſcepter of your 
Holineſſe, and the kingdome of great (aſiile. But letvs come to 
the Paralell compaſſedfrom Eaſt to Welt, and tothe negotiation 
of Spices, which is ſomewhat turther to be deriued. From the cit» 
ty Barchinona,when the Emperour intended the Lalctane Councel 
there, your Helieſſe being preſident in our Emperours Senate of 
Indianaftayres: charge was giuen, as you may remember , to Fer- 
nandus Magaglianus the Portugall, who fled trom his owne King, 
to ſcarch out the Aolwchs 1lands, which nounth ſpices,for that be- 
ing 7. yecres conuerſant1in tunes paſt, tn the Cochizvean,Cananorean, 
Colocutean, Cherſoneſian, Otherwile called the CHalachiay Martes 
and fayres, he knewe wherethoſe Ilandslay. They are not farre 
dittant by ſca from golden Cherſoneſus,commontIy called Matlacha 
& p reſt of thoſe marts. Afegag/ianes being diſimified by our Scenat 
whereofyour Holineſſe was preſident, letiayle to ſea trom Bars 
zzedathe mouth of Berhzz,the 20.0t September in the yeere 1519 
with 5, Ihippes, the Admirall whereot was called the 774n4y, the 
other S. Anthony, the Yittory, the Conception, and S, James, in the 
which he carried 2 37.men,ot theſe ſhips, two only returned, One 
of the which forſaking rhe Admirall, returned vnſeruiceable: the 
other, almolt z, yecres after her departure out of Spaine ( for ſhee 
arrived the 6, of September 1522. at the ſame haucn, fro _ 
s 
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ſhee departed when ſhee went out ) returned laden with cloues,& 
ccrtaine other ſpices. Few otthe meneſcaped, And the Admirall 
himſclfe Aagaghianus remained ſtill in one of the llandes called 
Matam, (laine by the inhabitants 1n his voyage, as we ſhall declare 
heereafter, Betweene the Caftelanes and the Portugues there 1s a 
certaine naturall batred and priute grudgetrom all antiquity; Afa- 
gaglian {ecking divers occaſions vnder pretence of Iuſtice, conſu- 
med many of the Caſtellanes, becaule they obeyed hun vawilling- 
ly. Ofthefe,we ſhal ſpeak in their fit places:now let vs come tothe 
voyage vndertaken by them. Arrwing at the fortunate Ilands firſt, 


andatter comming within view of the Hands Gorgodes, which the 


Portugall Lord thereof calleth the Greeze Cape: they turned about 
rothe right hand on the backe fide of our ſupoted Continent, all 
che lengrh of that land which 1s called S. Anguſtize, as the 
Caſtellanes named it : andalictlefurcher to S, Aary, 1o called of 
the Portugalls, which extendeth itielfe 5, degrees beyond the #- 
uino&iallline, and fo they came to the Antaritich, to the very 
12ncit ſelfe : wherein one ofthe Decades we ſayd that Solsſurs the 
Captain of our fleete,ranning along thoſe ſhoares,was {laine,with 
certaine of his conſorts, and deucured by the inhabitantes. T has 
Bay, as they fay, is 3 8. degrees beyond the xquinoCtall to the 4»- 
zarflick. This place was called the Bay of Saint Cary. Ihave elſe 
where ſaydthata Bay is called a gulte. Meſſengers being fent from 
Magaglianns againlt the ſtreame which fell ints the gulte with one 
ofthe ſhips , & the pinnace of another, they ſaw three halte wild, 
and naked en, two ſpannes higher then the [common ſtature © 
men: One of them beeing more bardy then rhe reſt entred the 
boate. Our men ſuppoſed that he would haue allured his compa- 
nions to the ſhips,it chey intreated him well, when they had hun 
in their hands. Hawng well intertained him with meat & drinke, 
and cloathing, they {ent him backe againe. Bur none of them 
came vntothem, neyther returned he any more. Yet they found 
trees cut with our hatchets, and inthe top alſo of another tree, a 
Croſle ereed,butfound no footing of any one of our men, They 
report wonderfullthings ofthe largenes of this river, as elſe where 
I haue ſpoken of Afaragrorzs inthe country of Paria to the North 
They ſay, they went 2 0. leagues vpthe river, wherethey afhrme 


tis 17, leagues broade. But the mouth thereof ( becaule intheir 
iourney, 
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tournie they perceiued thatmany orher rivers flowed into it)they 
fay,isexceeding broad:and that treſh waters are drunke tora very 
great ſpace within the Sea:leauing which By, a few degreesrothe 
antarCtick, becauſe 1t now bended tothe weiterne land,they tound 
another great gulte,whichthey named S. 7#45an, There wasa very 
ſafe Harbour there, therefore the Admurall commanded them to 
caſt ancor. Now the ſunne aſcending vnto vs, forſooke thoſe coun- 
tries: After they had pafſed the middle of Aries, they were opprel+ 
ſed with cold, as our northen men are, theſunnepaſlling the halfe 
partof Z:b-4. In thathauen our men paſlcd more then 4, months 
of the fommer,vnder cottages, and ſheds vpon the ſhoare , detey- 
ned through cxtremuty of cold, and ihur in by rempeſtuous wea « 
ther. For in che Kalends of Aprill they cooke that Harbour, and 
went out the 9.of the Kalends of September, Here Magaglianns 
the Portugall dealt cruelly with a certaine man called Johannes Car 
tagena, the familiar friend of the Burgentian Biſhop : whoby the 
kinges decree was ioyned 1n commillion with Aagaglianus, 


mes Cartagena and was Vicc-admirall of the fleete, Him, andaprieft (vnder pre-

tence of plotting to kill him) he ſet a ſhoare, with a bagg of bilket, 
and cachof them their ſword : he would haue puniſhed their de- 
utſes by death, if pcraduenture they imagined to kill him: bur fear- 
ing the hatred of the Caſtellanes already conceiued again(t him, he 
durſt not, Divers report this matter dwerſſy,and other things like 
vnto this, Some ſay Alagaglianns lawfully did, that which he did, 
others taxe him, and aſcribe thoſe executions to the generall aun- 
cient hatred betweene the Caſtclianes and Portugues, There,they 
ſaw cottages of theinbabitantes : butit 1s a barbarous nation,vn- 
armed, onely cqucred with skinnes, arunagate people, without 
any certaine place ct abode, lawleſſe, of alarge {tarurc, and are 
called Patagones. The ſunne now returning to thole coaltes: way- 
ing anchor out of that Harbour of Saint /#{iaz, the 9. otthe Kae 
lendes of September, inthe yeare 1521, they deſcend vnto the 
antarQtick 14. degrees more, asthey ſay. Heerewee muſt walke 
alittle vypponplaine ground. This IMagaglianns when hee was

On the right - 


hand,vnaccefſible ſnowy mouncains :one of the ſhips which drew 
lelſe water, ſecxing an Harbour from the fury ol the waues,drew 


| Neere tothe land. By chance they ſaw a narrow ſtraight, and go- 


ingalittle further 10, the light vpon a Bay 4.ſparuſh leagues broad, 
& 6.1cagues long,the ſhip returmng bringeth ridings ofa ſtraight. 
Heere 1 omit many ſmale and triflingthings, the rett ofthe ſhips 
follow : they ſay that in ſome place they nught caſt ſtones with a 
fling toeyther mountayne, The country 1s deſert, and they af- 
firme that the mountaynes on both fides of the Straight are beſet 
with Cedar trees, Hauing pafled beyond that Bay, they met with 
another Straight, ſome what broader, yet narrow. After that,ano- 
ther Bay, and then anotuc. Staight, beyond which,there wasano- 
ther Bay,towitt, as two narru'” mouthes1n the Maps of Europe, 
containing a certain large ſpace tothe Hellespont:ſo in this ſtraighe 
ther werethrec,with as many large & great ſpaces, Theſe ſtraights 
arc full of ſmall I!ands, whereupon bceing alway ſuſpitious, and 
fearing ſhallowe water , they layled by thoſc places, But eucry 
where they found very deepe ſeas. Nowe that traQt or coalt bene 
vntothe xftiuall Occident , which they note to bee extended 
an hundred and ten leagues in length. While they caſt anchorin a 
certayne {quare ſpace ofthe Sea of that coaſt, they found nothing 
werthy the remembrance. Three ofthe toure ſhippes follow their

courſe, Thefourth called S. Anthony, remayned in that ſquare Another thip 
ſpace, their comforts thought ſhee would follow : but ſhee abode *©9en 


{till, and gaue her companionsthe flip, and now returning backe, 
along time reuiled AZagag/ianzs with reproachtfull ſpeeches. Vee 
do not ſuppolc that the Commanders of the ſhip'\would ſuffer ſuck 
diſobedience vnpuniſhed, The reſt therfore proceed with 3. ſhips 
-oncly. Ac lengrh they come our of thoſe ſtraights, for bauing en- 
tred intothem the2 1. et Obtober, they came our the 5. ofthe Ka- 
tendesof December. T hey ſay, they had very long dayes at thar 
wne, and very ſhort nights ; neither 15 4t contrary tothe reaſon of 
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the Sphere. Having paſſed that coaſt, they tooke the huge Ocean, 
another Sea. That 1s to ſay,on the backe fide of ourtuppoſed Cone 
rinent, and is toyned totharSca, which inthe Decades Icail the 
South fea, firtt tound ont by Yaſers Nunnez from Darien,che ſons 
of King Comegrus direCting him: they ſay, they lined 3.months,& 
20. dayes inthat huge Ocean,contenting thetelues with the ſighe 
of the heauen,and the {alt water. They report lamentable thinges 
of their great wantes, and of the eatremity of heate which much 
vexed them. T hey contele that an handful of Rice; for many dates 
together, was theirdayly portion onely,withouta morſell ofany 
other meate, And there was ſuch ſcarcity ofpotable water , that 
they were compelled to calt ina third part of falt ſeawater to boile 
the Rice, and if perbappsany would drinke it without niixrure, 


hee was forced to ſhutte his eyes'by reaſon ofthe greene tainture 


thereof, and ſtoppe his noſe for the ſtincke , Sayling through 
that great ſea, to the Weſt, and North, they came to the xqui- 
noctaall line againe, next vato whiche they founde two worth- 
les Ilandes, which they called the vnfortunate Tlandes', bee- 


cauſe they were vnprofitable,' and deſert, Atter that they called 


the multitude of Ilandes Archipelages . like our Cyclades in 
the 7onian Sea : in the beeginning of whiche , they went a 
ſhoare 1n manic Ilandes fiue hundred leagues diftaunt from 
the comming out of the narrowe Straight, thoſe Ilandes (the 
auncient name not becing expreſſed) they called Latrones,be- 
cauſe they ſtole whatſocuer they coulde lay hand on, although 
our menne quietly ſuffered it : as that wandring kinde of theeues, 
whiche the Italian calleth Zingari, who fayne themiclues'to 
bee e/Epyptians: amonge the thinges whiche were ſtolne, the 
boate , -wherein our menne went a ſhoare from the ſhippes, 
when they hadd ſcarce turned their backes, yerthey carryed 
heraway : butmany ofthem becing flame fir{t,, they brought 
her againe. It is a naked people, and halte bruuih', In that 

lace a tree groweth which'beareth Coccres, The greateſt ofthole 

landes is Burneia, which without doubting, they write to be two 
hundred andifoure and fiftie leagues in circuit about.

himſelfe the loue & fauour of the king et Z#bo, by beftowing cer- 
taine preſents of our country commodities yppon him, acceptable 
ynto him, becauſe they had not binſeene betore & were eſtranged 
from their knowledge, He ſubiected the King ro Baptiſme, andto The kinge of 
the obedience of Car. Moreouer, leauing the ſhips in the hauen Zubobaprized 
of Zubo, he paſſed ouer with their skiftes, & the Canowes of thar #34ſubmitterh 
Prouince, and certaine Zxbenſiar{oldiers, intothe Iland .Mfatan, <; wg A 
ſo called of the towne Aſaran, which lieth within che view therot, dhe 
4. leagues only diſtant from thence, He endeuoured by Interpre- 
ters to per{wade the King of A1atan,that he would ſubiect himielfe 
to the great king of Spaine, and to the king of Z#bo, & to pay tri- 
bute to'the great king of Spaine, heanſiwered he would obey him, 
bur got the king of Z«bo. Aagaglianus made a pray of the town 
next vnto the kipgs ſ{eate, and wholly conſumed it with firegto the 
number of ſome 50, houles ; and returned backe to Zh» with a 
pray of victuals (whereof there was ſome ſcarcity in Z«bo) and of 
diuers unplements & furniturefor houſes.

But it is a molt delighttull thing to heare, by what meanes in heir 
wudgement that aromaticall vigor is put into the Clove. Fhe x1, evinice 
inhabitauntes fay , that acertayne Cloude arifeth thrree Euefy of the inhab= 
day ( they ſay i 1s ſent from Heaven ) carly in the Morning, tantsconcer 
at noone, and 1n the evening , which couereth the toppes of SP the vigor 
the Hilles which bring foorth clones, ſo-that ,-at that enite the © doves 
toppes cannot bee {ecne't and after a ſhort rime thar-eloud ts 
diflolued. And rhe trees of clones; which are almoſt equall;& like 
to ba; trees, they ſay it 15an argument, thatthey become frutult 
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with that ſpiric of breathing,becauſe that cloude never deſcendeth 

to the plainc of thoſe Lals : nor the trees tranſplanted from the hils 
roſper,orbring forth ſauory fruite. Every land preſerueth the

albeit wiſe and diſcreete menne report it: yet nornllanding in 
their excuſe, is it not knowne that the 77ytones are|\ very ſhrill? 
they haue beene ſometimes hearde, and haue beenefound dead 
ca(t vp vpon the ſhore, in the Welt Spaniſh Ocean: & doth not 
a froggecroake vnder water ? V/hy thould it then be wondered 
at, if other Yocall fiſhes alſo be ftounde, never heard of before? 
Let eucry manne belecue as hce pleaſcth : Ithinke nature able 
tv due great matters. Alltheryuers ofthe ſuppoſed Continent 
arefull of Crocadiles: in the Ryuersthey are hurtfull, and dan- 


ecrous, butnoton the Lande, as thoſe of the River _— are, Crecodiles 


They founde one deade of two and fourtie feete long,and ſeuen 
foote broade betweene the 1awes. Petrus Arias his ſonne being 
returned frem his Father, ſayth, that thoſe trees are now found, 
of the planckes and tymber whercot , it ſhyppes bee built, they 
mightbee freede from daunger of theſe milchieuous woormes 
which gnawe holes through them. He fayth alſo that thewood 
being brought into the kitchen, couulde ſcarce beeburned, by 
reaſon of the exceeding moylturethereof. Now let vs come to 
the commod:ties. Thatlande hath many Gold mines : but let 
Petrus Arias, and therelt pardon me, ' who haue gotten gold, 
by the {iveate of the poore miſerable Inhabitauntes . That 
whicke by the afhi{taunce of your Ho/yneſſe hath beene often 
attempted, is nowe eltabliſhed and decreede in our Senate of 
the Indian affayres :; towitte, that the Indians thoulde cue- 
ry where bee free,and applie themſelues totillage of the ground, 
and Chrittian diſciplyne, . But, it any, tirough hope of ob- 
taining ame of cur commodities, voluntarily otter them(elues 
tacy might lawfully haue them as mercenaryes,& hired ſeruants 
Wehaue ſutkcietly {poken of the Continent:now let ys ſpeake 
fomwhat ofthe Landes. In Hiſgarivianothing is changed. The 
Senate is the (ame, from whiche all thoſe traRtes and countries 
receiue their Lawes. Whatſocuer thinges are ſowed or planted 
therezincieaſe daily more and more, There are great multitudes

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ſhee is foaled, and hath ſcarce brought forth a colt when ſhe de- 
liceth and taketh the horſe again. T hey live contented with their 
countrey bread made of 1ucca, and Maizinm: wines are brought 
home vnto them from Yarndalia, although they haue vincyardes 
in very many places : they ſay, they growe wondertully: and be- 
come lo ranke, that they ſpend their vigor and ſtrength in the 
leaues and braunches, and little in the cluſters, and die a fewe 
yeersafter the planting, They ſay the ſame of corne,thatit grow- 
eth to the height of canes, with exceeding long eares, yet that 
the graynes vaniſh to nothing, before they be rype,for the molt 
art : and that there is more plentifull (tore of other thinges in 
thoſe Ilands, then elfwhere.Suger prelles are euery yeere increa- 
ſed. Now lette vs ſpeake of the tree which yeeldeth parchment, 
which is very like a date tree,the leaues whereof are ſo great,that 
euery one being ſpread vpo the head,may defed the whole body 
of a man froma thowreof raine, as if hecaſt a cloath cloake vp- 
pon his backe. This is but a ſmal matter, lette vs ſpeake of that 
which is admirable : thoſe leaues which cleaue to the tree no 0- 
therwiſe then the Date doth to her tree, the leafe plucked vppe 
by the roote, whereby it is ioyned to the tree( for the leafe you 
lay holde on is ealily taken from the tree by thruſting the poynt 
of a knife tuthe bottome of the ſtalke) in the innerrinde there- 
of contayning the parchment, a little white skinne is found,like 
to the white of an Egge : whiche is pilled away, as the skinne 
is layed from a ſheepe new killed, andis taken wholefrom the 
barke, not much letle then a ſheepes,or a goates skin of parch- 
ment : whiche all thoſe people vſe, as if they hadde gotten 
archmentit ſeite : and they ſay it isno lefle tough and ttrong. 
hey cutte that parchment with litſers, ſo muche onely as fer- 
uerh forthe preſent neceſlitie of writing. This tree is called 
Tagna : the fruite thereof is lyke to an Olifte , it fatteth ſwine, 
and is not ſo conuenient formenne, But howe they vie the be- 
nehitte of the other leafe which may bee written vppon , dif- 
feryng from this thinne skinne , wee haue ſuthciently ſpoken 
in his place. There is another Tree whiche groweth in the 


cliftes of Rockes, and not in a fatte ſoyle, and itiscalled Pyrha- 
bayay

But 

the truiteof the Tree called 2famera, inthe Landes is no byg- 

ger.then a ſmall 2ſe/on, butin the Continent,not much letle the 
agreatone, This fruite nouritheth three ſmall creatures ſome- 
what greater then anutte, for preſeruation onely of their kind, 

Nowe let me ſpeakea little of the Pepper of the Ilandes, and of Pepper of d:- 
the Continent. They haue woodes tull of truites whiche bring ueile lorts, 
forth Pepper, I call it pepper, although it be no pepper,becaule 

it hath the {trength and Aromaticall talt and ſauour of pepper, 


nor is that graine letle eſteemed then pepper, they cal it Ax:,ac- 


centing p laſt (illable,& it exceedeth the height of Poppey.Grains 

or berries of them are gathered like thoſe of /xmper, or firretree, 

but notaltogether ſo great : there are two ſortes of that grayne, 

ſome lay fiue:one of them1s halfe as long againe as the length 

of a mans finger, it is ſharper, and biteth more then pepper, the 

other is rounde, no greater then pepper. But this conliſteth of 

a thinne skinne, and certayne ſubltantiall, and animall partes, 

which three, haue a hotte kinde of (harpenetleand biting. The 
thirdeis not biting, yetaromaticall, which if wevſed, we ſhould 

not neede Caxcaſean pepper : that which is ſweete, and pleaſant | 
they call Bomatam, the thinne ſort they call Caribe, beecaule it is Boniztum, « 
ſharpeand ſtrong, and from thence they call the (aribales Ca- Caribe.

noltrils. A certayne prielt told mee of a cruell and mifchieuous A tracicall 
at,who iixetimes ſayled from the Continentto C:baard Hifpa tale of bar ba. 
16a, that long voyage by ſea, guing three times, and returning 29s reloluti- 
as often, his name was Bezeditius Martinez a man of good lore. I 
This was he, who firſt came to Barchivonato make report of 1u- 
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in and the reſt of thoſe bordering countryes. Heſayth that 


acertayne man called CAadronus a citizen of the towne of A/be 
z:tinthe Country Spartaria, hadde by an auncient cuſtome, a 
certayne King with his ſubie&s at his commande,vnderhis ſub. 
ietiontodigge golde out of the Mines,ina placecalled S. Iames: 
in ſhorttime, that mine of gold was found by chance. This king 
wich his Miners,gathered for his Temporary Mailter gooo, Caſ- 
tellanes of gold. Now it was decreedein our Kings Senate;that 
ſome largetle, of our commodities, ſhoulde bee giuen to cuerie 
one departing from their labour, to witte,acappe,a ſtomacher, 
ora lhirt, acailocke, ora glalle, or ſuch lyke. The king ſuppo- 
{ſed hee ſhould hauehad fomefatte larges from his mailter , be- 
cauſethatin ſo ſhorta time he hadde foundeſo great a Mule of 
Galde. Madronus dealt more ſtrictly with him then he ought : 
whereupon the King concciued ſuch diſpleaſure,and anger,that 
calling thoſe Miners into an houſe, to the number of niaty hue, 
he thus debateth with them. My worthy companions & friends 
why deſire weeto liue any longer vnder ſo cruel] feruitude ?lette 
vs nowe goevnto the perpetuallſeate of our Aunceſtors:for we 
fhall there haucreſt from theſe intollerable cares and grieuaun- 
ces which we indure vader the ſubietion ofthe vathankful, Go 
ycebeefore, Iwill preſently followe you. Having ſpoken this, 
he helde whole handfulles of thoſe leaues which depriue life,pre 
nn for the purpole:and giueth cuery one part thereof beeing 
indled, to ſucke vp the fume: who oveyedhis command. The 
King, and achiefe kinſman of his, a wiſe and prudent man, re- 
ferued thelaſt place for themſelues,to take the fume. Thewhole 
pauement of the Hall was now couered with dead carkales : fo 
that ancager confliaroſe betweene thoſe two that wereliuing, 
whether of them ſhould kill himſelte fir{t,The king vehemently 
vrged that his companion ſhould firlt difpatch himſelte: but his 
companion faith he wil follow him,butnor goe before. Atlegth 
the king made riddance of himſelfe firft. Hiscopanion through 
the loue of ſweete life, deriding the king,and thoſe other fooles, 
refuſed to follow, & comming out from thence, reported to our 
men what had happened. Heefurther ſayth, that much about 
thattyme, another more horrible accident fell out, in the Pro- 
uincecalled the Princes prouince,one of thecity captains called 
| ; ; Olandus 
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Olandus had a Cubenfian raayden the daughter of aking:the cap- a werthic and 
tayne ſuſpeRing( though ſhe werewith childe by him) that ſhe Roman lyke 
dealt abroad, faltened her to two woodden ſpits, not to kill her, 2& ofan In. 
but to terrific her, and ſet her to the fire, and commaunded her Gian mayd, 


to bee turned by the othcers:; the mayden ſtricken with feare 
through the cruelty thereof, and [trange kinde of torment, gaue 
vpthegholt, The king her father vnderſtanding the matter , 
tooke thirtic of his men with him, and went to the houſe of the 
Captaynewho was then abſent, and ſlewe his wife whom he had 
maryed after that wicked at committed, and the women who 
were companions of the wite, and her ſcruants euery one: then 
ſhutting the dore of the houle,and putting fire vnder it,he burnt 
himſclte,and all his companions that aflifted him,together with 
the Captaynes deade family, and goods. Heereporteth alſoa 
fearefull ſtory of another mayde. This mayde being deflowred 
of a Spaniſh A4zlcrror,went home, anddeclared what had hap- 
pened, and told her parents that ſhe would therfore kilherſelte, 
it booted not tocomfort her. She tooke the ivice of /#cca,which 
ifitbe taken rawe, is poyſon , if boyled, is vſed for milke; the 
force of p poylo was not ſuch;that it would kil her:yet notwith- 
ſtanding ſhe rcſolued to ende her Iyfe, by any meanes whatſoe- 
uer. The next day, ſhee ſayd ſhee would goe waſh her ſelfe at a 
ryuerneereadioyning : foritis the manner with them to waſh 
theniſelues twice euery day : ſhee foundea cruell way of reuenge 
for her ſelte :1heebent downealittle tree ſtanding by the ryuers 
lide, and broakeit to the height of herheade, and ſharpened 
the poynt of the tree as wellas ſhe could. Then getting vppe in- 
to agreatertreeneere vntoit, ſhee thruſt the poynt of the tree 
into her ſe!fe, where ſhee was deflowred, and remayned (pyt- 
ted, euen as a kidde to bee roaſted at the kitchen fire, Another 
maydealſo, a fewe dayes aiter, determined to finith the miſe- 


ryes of her lyfe, who brought as a companion with her,the maid g;ns Apes 19 
ſeruant of this Prieſt, of lyke yeeres to her ſelfe, and ealllic hell. 


perlwaded her, that by herexample, ſhee woulde goe with her 
vnto their aunceſters, where they ſhoulde leade a quiet and 
peaceable life :binding therefore the girdles, wherwith they were 
girt,tothe boughes of a tree,& faſtening them witha knot about 
their necks,they calt thElelues down from the tree, & ſo by han- 
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ing themſelues, they obtayned theirdelires, They report rna- 
ny thinges of ſuch like matters. I determine therefore to vphold 
this laſt leafe with a giant-like diſcourſe, to backe and defende 
theſe reportes, like that fearefull ſupporting eLehlas.Diecus Or- 
dacins, of whom I made mention betore, diligently viewed ma- 
ny ſecrete andſolitary places of thoſe Countries, and appeaſed 
their Kinges : eſpecially the King of that Prouince, where the 
Money tree groweth, where he learned howe that Money tree 
was planted, and nouriſhed, as I haue declared in his place.

Azgliomns,a Lawyer,& one of the Counſell of Hypariolabrought 
to the citie /4&oria,notlong after your Holineſſe departed thence 
towardes Rome. I haddeit at home for certayne dayes : itwas 
five ſpannes long, from the huckle bone vnto the knee,and the 
proportion aunfwered the length. Afterthis, they thatwereſent 
by Cortes to the Montanous Countryes of the South, reported 
Acountry in- that they hadde found a Country inhabited with theſe men,and 
habited with for proote thereof, they are ſayd to haue brought manie of the 
Gene. ribbes of thoſe deade men. Concerning other occurrents,which 
happen among vs; your Hoelzneſſe is often aduertiſed by thoſe 
that are neere aboutthe Emperoxr, and therefore none of thoſe 
- matters are to bee required of me, whiche diſquict the afflited 
mindes of Chriſtian " rok intangled in mutuall ſecret hatred, 
anddifpleafure, to the benefit of the Aluhnmetanes, and lotle, & 
hinderance of our Religion. Nowe therefore I bid your Holes 
farewell, beforewhoſe teete proſtrating my lelte , I dedicate my 
molt humble, and deuoted ſeruice.

Others helpe hee vieth in 
ranging new countries :many have throughly ſearched the mids 
dle of the Mountaynes from the playne of Teanſtitax vnto the 
South : and from the Eaſt vnto the Welt they tinde them ve- 
riefarreextended. They who attempted the diſcouery lay,they 
trauayled fiftie leagues : and that they were well ſtored with vi- 
Rualles, and delightfull,and famous for many excellent cities. 
From thoſe Mountaynes, anddiuers Ryuers running through 
the playneof Tennuſtiran, this Tohammes Ribera, in token of the 
| riches of the ſoile, bringeth many ſorts of gold,as big as a lenti}, 
| Pearles, Or the pulle of peaſe,& divers pearls fro the louth Rm my 
mm my with fuc 


 barres, amounteth to 32000, Ducates: and that which may be 
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wereſuch as were founde with A/utecenma, and his gallant and 
delicate Nobles, or other enemyes among the ſpoyles of warre. 
When I had this Ribera at home with mee, the Reuerend Secre- 
tary ( aracciolus, Legate to your Holineſſe, with Gaſpar C OntariNUS 
the Venetian Embaſſadour, and Thomas Mainus a yong man, the 
nephew of great /aſon WHainzs, Embailadour for the Duke of 
I1illane, delirous to heare, and lee {traunge thinges came vnto 
me. They wondered not at the great plenty of golde, nor that Thepuricie of 
it was ſo pure of his owne nature (for it is ſo pure, that golden the goldeof 
Ducates might bee coyned thereof, without refining it)but they thelepares, 
firſt wondred at the rumber and forme of the vetlels, filled with 
golde, which from diuers Nations contained diuers fortes, ſent 
for.7ribate: & for proofe that that gold was gathered with them, 
euery vellell orlittle cane had the leuerall markes of their couns 
try printed in them with an hotte Iron : and euery one of them 
conliſted of eyght nine or tenne drammes weight of gold, That 
being ſhewed vnto vs, declareth, whatkinde of gold properly 
belongeth to one manne, of thoſe who were partakers of thoſe 
thinges: For Riberahimſelfe is mailter of all that, whiche hee 
ſhewed: but, thatwhich1s broughtin the ſhyppe which ſtaieth, 
isan huge malle, to bee preſented to the Experonr : the ſumme 
of the golde whicheis moulten and brought into wedges, and 
made of ringes, Iewels, ſhieldes, helmettes, and other thynges, oro _ 
amounteth to the ſumme of an hundred and hftie thouſand du- the Emperor, 
cates more, as he faith:but I know not what flying report there 
is, thatthe French Pirates haue vnderſtoode of thoſe ſhips, Ged 
ſende them good ſucceiJe. Letvs nowe come to the particulars 
of this Ribera, which are but ſmal ſhaddowes, and proportions 
of the thynges whiche are to bee brought. Hee ſhewed vs 
Pearles, (no worſethen thofe which humane effeminacte cal- 
leth Oriextall) whereof many exceedea very great hilberd , but 
for the moſt parte not very white, beecaule they take them out 
of roaſted Sielle fiſhe , ingendring pearles : yet wee fawe 
ſome cleare, and ofagood luſtre, Butcliis is but a ſmall! mat- 
ter. Itwasa delighttull thing to becholdetiie varicty of Tew- Tees. 
elles, and Rynges : there is no fourefocted beaſt, no toule, 
nofyſhe, whicke their Artificers hauc once {eenc, but they are 

able 
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able todrawe, and cutte in mettallthe likeneile and proportion 
thereof, eucntothe lyte, VVelſcemed to behulde liuing coun» 
tenances, and wondered attheirvellels,carerings, chains,brace- 
lettes, andall of golde, wherein the curious workemanſhip and 
labour exceeded the matter and mettall, as allo their creſtes, 
plumes, targettes , and helmettes, artificially wrought with 
{inale prickes and pouncing ſo drawne outin length, that with 
the ſmalnetle thereof, deceiued the very light of the Eye : wee 
were muche delighted with the beautie of two glatles e{pecially, 
the one was garnithed and edged about, with an halfe globe of 
golde, thecircumferenceand compatle thereof was a [panne 
broade : the other was ſette in greene woode, not ſo bigge al 
together. This R:beraſayth,that there is ſuch a Quarrie of {tons 
in thoſe Countryes, that excellent glatles may bee made there- 
of by ſmoothing and poliſhing them, ſo that weeall contelled 
that none of ours did better ſhewe the naturall and lively face of 
amanne. Weelawe a Viſarde very excellently well made, ſet 
ina tableon the inlide, and aboue vpon that, inlayed with ve- 
ry ſmall ſtones, ſo faſtened together, that the nales coulde not 
enter them, and the cleereſt eye woulde thinke them to bee one 
cntire ſtone, made of the ſame matter , whereof wee ſaydethe 
glatſe was compoſed : it haddealſo golden eares, and 2. greene 
circles of Emrodes ouerthwart-the face therof, trom either {ide 
of the heade, and as many yellow, with bone teeth, ſhewing 
themſclues halfe out of the mouth, whereof two of the inner- 
molt checke teeth hanging downefrom either jawe, were putte 
forth without the lyppes: thoſc Viſasdes they ſette before their 
Idolles face, when their Prince 1sficke, and takethem not a- 
Fay before heeeither eſcape and 'recouer, orels die. After this, 
hee brought foorth diuers garmentes out of a very great cheſt : 
they haue three kindes of matter or ſtuffe, whereof they makeal 


' garments,the firſt is of Cotton,the next, of the feathers of toule 
: and the thirde, they compact of Conies haire:and they {et thoſe 


feathers in fuch order betweene the Cony haire, & intermingle 
them betweene the thriddes of the Cotton , and weaue them in 
ſuch dithculty, that we doc notwell vaderſtand how they might 
do it.Of cotton there is no wonder : for they weaue their cotton 
cloth,as we weaue,or begin ourwebs,of linnen, woollen,or {i]ke.

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lJous tobeholde:they call it a garment, becaule they couerthem- 
ſclues therewith, but it hath no reſernblance with any other gar- 
ment,of any faſhion:it is onely a {quarecouering likevnto that, 
which your Helinescalt on your ſhoulders, ſomtimes in my pre- 
ſence, when you were about to kembe your heade , to preſerue 
your garments,leatt haire,or any other filth ſhould tal vpon the 
That couering they calt about their necke,and then knitting 2. 
of the foure corners vnder their throate, they lette the couering 
hange downe, whiche ſcarce couereth the bodicas luweas the 
legges. Hauing ſcene theſe garmentes I ceaſed towonder, that 
ſogreata number of garmentes was ſent to Cortes,as we mentio- 


ned before : for they are of ſmall moment, and many of them 


take vppe but litle roome. T hey haueallo {loppes or breeches , 
whereat (for elegancie & ornament)certayn toyes of feathers of 
divers colours hange : from the knee downeward they goe bare, 
Many vſe breeches for the molt parte of feathers, they mingle 
feathers and Conies haire molt curioully together in the cotton 
thriddes inall thinges, and of them they make their winter gar- 
ments, and couerlets or blankets for the night. For the reſt,they 
are naked, and vnletlc it beextreame cold,they alwayes put out 
one of their armes, Thertore they are a! omwhat fivartt,& brown 
coloured : but the country (although they ſometimes feelethe 
cold)necetlarily cannot be much troubled with cold,ſecing they 
fay that plaine is diſtant from the Noth Pole from 19.Degrees 
onely vntvu 22, but I marked one thing deſcribed in the Mappes 
whereof he hath brought many.On the North,the Mountains 
in ſome places are diſtant one from another, molt fruitefull val- 
I:yes diuiding them,betweenethe narrow pallages whereof, the 
violence of the Northeroewindes is very [trong, and boyſtrous 
in that playne, ard therefore that (ide of thecitty Tenrnſtitan 
whiche lookethrowardes the North, is fortified w:th rampires 
of huge ſtones, andtymbertaſtened in the grounde, todetend 
the citic from the violence of whirlewindes. Iſawe the hke in« 
uention at Yertice, to ſuſtayne the furie of the Aariaticke Sea , 
jteaſte it ſhoulde ſhake the houſes, the Venetians call that 
pile of woode, the ſhore, commonly E/L:i2.

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Concerning the ſhape and faſhion of their garments, it is ridicu-

ned into goddes or heauenly creatures. Hereupon walking free- 
ly through the villages, and townes, they are reuerently recci- 
ued of all that meete them, as if they were halfe deified alreadie, 
and areſent away laden with whatſoeuerthey demande, whether 
they deſire any thing for foode, or ornament: nor doth he who 
Siueth to the goddes, ſuppoſe,that day fell out valuckily with 
him, wherein he beltoweth ſomething. Therefore they diuerſly 
handle theſe di uers kindes of facrificesin offeririg them to their 
Idols. They ſtretch out either ſacrifice on that ſhone flat vppon 
their backe, andafter the like manner open them through the 
ſhort ribbes, plucking outthe heart, and with the bloud of either

that it had no itJue out: eſpecially to that ſouth Sca neere vnto 
it, but whetherit fell into the other ſea, hee ſaith, hee leftthem 
doubttull. Therefore he plainely confelleth, as hce himſelfe re- 
porteth by the opinion of maiſters and pilottes,that they-holde 
it for a certainty, that this is that heape or gathering together of 
waters,correſpondent tothe North Sea, and thatthe ſtreight ſo 
much deſired , might there bee founde. If you delireto knowe 
what Ithinkein this caſe, Ithinkeit ſpoken to excuſe himlſelte, 
beecauſe hee foundenot the ſtrayght: both by reaſon of the na- 
ture of thoſe potable waters, as allo forthat the borderers are 
ignorantwhether thoſe waters haue any iflue out,we ought to be

In 
the ende ofthe ſecond Chapter of my firlt Decade, your Exced- 
lencie ſhall finde mention made heercof : that barke reſembleth 
the taſte or ſmacke of Cynamon, the bitternes or biting of Gin- 
ger, and the ſweete {mell, and odour of Cloues. Out ot our dul- 
nefſe, wee ſecke ſtrange ſpices, which we ſhould not want, if ſuch 
as commonly groyy in our Vandes, were in vic, andrequeſt : as 
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_ faerafa- ithout doubt they wilbe heercafter. The crucll and voſatiable 


hunger of gold, - hath violently tranſported the minds of the ſpa» 
niardes to the onely loue thercof: other things being contemned, 
alrhough worthily precious, and profitable, are reicCted as vile, & 
contemptible. Behold, what Ireport of our pepper, ſent to .4/- 
canis together with the reſt, which like mallowes and nettles with 
vs, groweth cucry where in great plenty, whuch being bruiſed, & 
ſtainped, and rhe bread being intuſed, and mungled with water, 
all the Ilanderseate, whereot they ſay therc are fiue kindes, T his 
pepper is hotter then the Aalabarian, and Carcaſear pepper, & 
where twenty graines of alabarianand Cancaſean pepper would 
not ſuffice, fiue of thele are cnough, and they make the fleihie pot. 
tage oftheſc fiue more {weete, and delicate , then of thoſe twen- 
tic. Themadnesof mankinde1sſo great,that what things he ob- 
tayneth with more difhculty, hee thinketh them tobe more ſweet, 
and profitable. Thus tree is famous onely for the barke, it ſendeth 
forth tor many furlonges, ſauory,and pleaſing ſinelles,andrefreſh- 
Dones bail- ing ſauours, it reacheth out his Road boughes, and 1n the /ncatar 
dingin trees. J]andsitis very common, - So great a multitude of Doues builde 
their ncits among the boughes thereof, that ofthe next borderers 
the Birzmiagreat [land, and the Inbabitantes of the countrie of 

Florida, patling ouer thither to-catch Doues, carry away whole

The night before the holy day of ado- 
ration, the King himſclte, hauing his bedd madein the Images 
chamber, fleepeth before the Images. The day beginning toap= 
care, the people run vnto him. The King himifclte bringeth the 
mages in his armescloſe ynto his breaſt : and ſheweth them on 
high vnto the people, which Images together withthe-King, the 
people kneeling or proſtrate on the ground withreuerent trebling © 
and feare, and loude voyces, falure. Then preſently the King de- 
parting, bindeth them to the brea [ts of two old-men of approued 
authority, with linnen clothes after their manner fairely wrought 
of cotton, They bring them out decked with garments of feathers 
of diuers colours, and accompany them vnto the open fielde with 
hymnes, and ſongs, or with dauncing andſkipping of young men 
and maidens. And atthar time tt is not lawtull forany to foay at 
home, or to bee elſe where ; not onely hee who ſhould bee abſent 
ſhoulde be taxed with the finne and fault ofherefie , bur alſo hee 
who ſhould exerciſe this ceremony coldly, or diſordercedly. The 
men accompany them the whole day,and the women allthe night 
long with the Images, ſhewing all f1gnes of 10yfullneſſe, and ar- 
uments ofadoration, flcepenotartall. Andlaſtly, the next day, 
they are carryed back againe vnto the Pallace after the ſame crder 
that they werebrought forth. Thus much be ſpoken concerning 
their Images, from whichthey thinke they ihall obtaine ferrilitie 
of the fieldes, health of their bodies, and peace, orvictory if they 
be in batrayle, it they reucrently and rightly ſacrifice vnto them, 
They ſacrifice as they did in old time. with cakes made of corne: 
and they thinke their prayers ſhall be heard tor the 1ncreaſe and 


fruires of the field,efpecially if they be nungled with teares. There

as growe olde, waxe young againe, ſo that allare of like yeeres 
full of toy and mirth, Theſe thinges arc deltuered by worde of 
mouth and tradition from the Elders to the younger, fora moſt 
ſacred and true hyſ(torie,inſomuch as he who but ſeemed to thinke 
otherwiſe, ſhouldebce thruſt outof the ſociety of menne. They 
thinke alſo that men liue vppon the wheele or orbes ofthe hea- 
uens, and make nodoubt ofthe Autipoges.

They 
aue them neither necellariesto maintaine life,nor-prouided for 
their health, ifitſo happened,thatthrough vaaccuſtomed and 
too much labour they tainted, and tell downe. Contrarily they 
fay, that hewho vnderitandeth that the Indians are appoyated 
to be tranſtered ouer to his heire, willindeuour as in his proper 
ſubſtance, not onelythat they be preſeruedin health , but alfo

Thethirde particular caulc is horrible and 
tcarefull, whereby itis prooucd, that eſpecially in the ſuppoſed 
Continent, they are not woarthy of liberty. Ina certaine parte 
ofagreat Prouinceof the ſuppoſed Continent in the countrey 
called Chiribichs, the Fryars of the Dominicanprofeſſion,ſume 
 ewelue yeers ſince erected ateple. Through athouſands milcrics 
of labours,and hunger, they neuriſhed and maintained the chil- 
dren of kinges and nobles, and when they cameto more yeers 
they endeuoured to drawethem.-to religion, exhorting, admoni- 
ſhing, aad teaching them by-intermixing faireand courteous v- 
ſage. And they had ſoin{tructed many of their children, that 
they miniſtredatthealtars to ſuch as had entredinto religion , 
and had to doe with the holy milſteries, and chat not rudely, and 
vnaptly, and vader(ſtoode the Spaniſh tongue very well.

| driuen out of the neſt, and but yet growing, they goto ingender 

new poſteritie. Hee 1s woorthy of another commendation among 

the Inhabitantes ofthe Priory of the Conception, the ſeate of lus 
Deancry,that he was the firlt that planted the trees of Caſſia fſtr- 

la, the tormer by ling ercaturcs, the other, by planting huniclfe 

whereby they lay, they grew to haucſuchplenty of thole trecs (as 

great as Mulbery trees )1n Hiſpamola, ( *ba, and Jamaica, (whole

"I bleſome tothe Inhabitants, Fhey report pleaſant ſtories concer- 
tarrke wings Ding the coddes of thistree, or rather ſheathes by reaſon of their 
makeinthe length. The windes blowing, eſpecially when they begin toripen, 
Caſliaxee. there 1s ſich a confi berweeng them, thatathouſand flockes of 
gecle 
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geeſe and duckesſceme to make a noyſe or gagle among them ,By 
that concourſe, through the quality of the tart orripe iuyee, or 
through the waight ot the {mallfeedes, and marrow or. ſubſtance 
of the codd,thcy ſay that fweete melodies of diuers founds are caue 
ſed. Concerning thetree,wiuch ] might rather call a ſtalke or ſtenz 
of an herbe, becauſe it is pithy, like a thiſtle, net ſolid, although ic 
ariſe ro the heigth of a bay ercc, many thingsarcto be repeated:but 
heercof mention is briefly made in my former Decades. They who 
inioy this tree, call it a Plane tree, although it difter very muche 
from a Plane tree, and hath noreſemblance or affinity with the 


Plane tree. For the Plane tree 15a ſolid tree, full ot boughes, and The Plane 


more full of leaues then other trees, barren, high or all, andlong

tecting wonders ) hath ſought our. Whoſo wanteth Cxcy, 
gocth out ofthe houle 1 the firſt twilight of the night, carrying 
aburning fier-brande inhis hande, and afccndeth the nexc hil- 
locke, that the Crecxy may feet, and fivingeth the fier-brande 
about calling Ccxiz aloud, and beateth the ayre with often cal- 
ling and crying out Cxczic, Cxcrie, Many 1imple people ſup- 
pole that the Cc delighted with that noyſe, ccme flying and 
flocking togethertothe beliowing ſound of hum that calleththem, 
for they come with a ſpeedy and headlong courſe : bur 1 rather 
thiake the Crczy make hatt to the brightnes of the fier-brande, 
becauſe fwarmes of gnatrs fly vnto euery light, which the Ccay 
cate in the very ayre, as the Martlets, and Swallowes doe. Be- 
holde the deſired number of Cxcxy , at what time, the hunter 
calteth the fier-brande out of his hande. Some Crcuins ſome- 
times followeth the fier-brande, and lighteth on the grounde, 
then is hee caſily taken, as trauaylers may take abectle (if they 
haue neede thereot ) walking with his winges ſhutt. Others de- 
nie that the Cxc-4 are woont to bee taken aſter this manner, 
bur fay, that the hunters eſpecially baue boughes tull of leaues 
ready prepared or broad linnen cloathes, wherewith they ſimite 
the Cxcurzs flying about on high , and ftrike him ro theground, 
where hee lycth as it were aftomſhed , and ſuffercth humlelfe 
to bee taken, or asthey ſay , following thefall ofthe flie, they 
take the praye, by caftinge the ſame buthie bough , cr linnen 
cloath yppon him : howſocuer it bee, the hunter hauinge the 
bunting Cc, returneth home , and ſhutting the doore of 
the houle , letteth the praye goe . The Crcrixs locled , ſwitt- 
ly flyeth about the nach houle fecking gnatrs, vnder their hang» 
ging bedds, and about the faces of them that lleepe , whiche 
the gnatts vie to aſlayle, they ſeemeto ezecutethe ofhce of watch- 
men, thatſuchas are ſhutt in, may quietly reſt. Another plea» 
ſantand profitable commodity proccedeth from the Cxcxy . As 
many eyes as euery C#cxix5opencth, the hoſtenioyeththe light 
of ſo many candcls : fothat the Inbabitants ſpinne, ſewe, weaue, 
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and daunce by the light of the flying Cxcxins, The Inhabirantes 
thinke that the Cxcxims,is delighted with the harmony and mclo- 
dic of their ſinging, and that hee allo exerciſcth his motion in the 
ayre according to the aftion oftheir dauncing. But hee, by realon 
ot the diuers circuits of the gnats, ct necellity {wattly fiyeth abour 
diucrs waycsto {ecke histoode : and our menalloread, & write 
by thathghr, which alwayes continueth, vnll hee haue gotten 
cnough whereby he may be well tedd, The gnars being cleanſed, 
or driuen our of doores, the Cxcxues beginning to famuth,the light 
beginnerh to fayle, therefore when they lee his light to waxe dun, 
opening the lutle doore, they endeucur to ſet hun at hibertie, that 
hee may fecke his foode, In fport, and meriment,or totheintent 
to territie ſuch as are affrayd of cucry ſhaddow, they ſay that many 
wanton wild fellowes ſometumesrubbed their faces by might with 
the fleſhe of a Cxcxizs beeing killed, with purpoſero mecre their 
neighbours witha flaming countenance, knowing whether they 
meattvgor, as with vs ſometimes wanton young men, putting 
a gaping toothed vilard vpon their face, endeuour to terrttic chils 
dren, or women whoare eaſily trighted:for the face being anncin- 
ted with the lumpe or fleſhy parte of che C#xcarns, ſhineth like a 
flame of fire, yer m ſhort ſpace that fiery vertue waxcth feeble, and 
1s extinguiſhcd, ſeeing it 15 acertayne bright humor recetued na 
thin ſubitance, There 1s alſo another wondertull commodity pro- 
ccedivg trom the Czcx:z: the Handers appoynted by our menn, 
goe with their good will by night, with 2, Cxc:ytyed roche great 
tooes of their tecte : ( forthe trauailer goeth better by direction of 
the lights ofthe Cxcx4, then if hee brought ſo many candels with 
him, asthe Czcxy open eyes) he allo carrieth another Cucxins 
im t1shand ro ſceke the F7:e by night, J7:e area certayne kinde of 
Cory, alittle excceding a mouſe 13 biggeſle, and bulke of budie ; 
winch four-tooted beaftthey onely knewe, betore our comming 
thither,and did cate the fate, T hey goe allo a fiifung by ckelights 
of the Cc, vnto the which arcthey are cheifly addicted, and cx- 
erctled cherem from the cradell,thatit 1s all one with eyther ſexe of 
them toſ;vimme, and to goe yponthe dric land : and tis nowon« 
der, the cl1lde birth of thoſe women conſidered, who when they 
kno 1t 15 tune to bee delivered ofthe clulde being ripe, they goe 


very ftrange. t00:th ynto the neighbouring wood, and there taking holde of 
| the 
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the boughes of any tree with both their handes, they are disbur- 
d*ned without the helpe of any midwife, and the mother herſelfe 
ſpeedily running, raketh the chulde 1n her aries, and carryeth 1t 
ynto the next river. There ſhee waſhcth herſclfe, and rubberh, & 
dippeth che clulde often, ai.d returneth home againe without any 
complaint, or noyte,and gruethn fucke,and atrerwardes as the 
manner 1s, ſh:e waſheth hertclte, and the clulde often eucry day. 
All ofthem doe the like atter one manner. There are, who lay, 
thatthe women being ready to bee defuered, goe forth tothe was 
ters themſclues, where ( aschey report ) they ſtay with theirleggs 
wide open, that the clulde may tall into the water. Diuers ce- 
portdiuerlly concerning thele things. Vhile I was writing this 
diſcourſe of the prety Cxcnins, a litcle before noone, accompani- 
ed with Camilins Gillimus (whom I make my continuall compani- 
on, both beecauſe hee 1s your Zxcellexciesteruant, as allo tor his 
pleaſing diſpofition and behautour ) 1acobrs Canizares the doore- 
keeper of Caſars chamber, came vato me ynexpeRed, who allo 
from he firit beginning of theſe things ( rogether with no ſinall 
number of Palartizer, the famuliar frindes of the Catholicke Prin- 
ces Ferdinande and Elizabeth, young men deſirous of noueltics ) 
went with Colonrs himlielte, when hauing obtayned the ſecond 
fleete of 17. ſhippes, hee vnderrooke the matter or diſcouery of 
the Ocean : whereof I haue ſuthciently , and at large diſcourſed 
to A/rarins, He declared many things 1nthe preſence of Guliars, 
while wee were at dinner. VVho when he ſaw I had made men- 
tion of the Cxcnirs, layth, that ina certaine Iland of the Canibalc, 
inanexceeding darke 11ght, when they wentaſhoarcand lay on

man, Ccouered thcir priuities with breeches onely. Both ſexes in 
ſteede of belles, filled their armes, thighes, calues of their leggs, & 
ancles with ſhelles of certaine ſhelfiiſh taftened vnto them , which 
made aſweeterathng ſound ateucry motion, as forthe reſt, they 
were all naked, Being thus laden wich ſhelles, ſhaking the earth 


with their feere, tripping, ſinging, and dauncing, they reuerently 


ſaluted their King, who litting in the entrance of a gate, beating 
on adrumine or taber with a ſticke recciued them comming vnto 
him. When they were abour tofacrifice to their Zemes, to their 
1doll (I {ay ) like the infernallſpiritesas they are painted, and to 
the ende that becing purged they might bee more acceptable to 
their godd,cuery one thruſting the hooke(which alwates on theſe 
dayes they carry intheir handes)downe 1nto their throateuen to 
the weeſell, or vaula', they vomired, and voyded their glorious 
oltentation , cuen to the emptying of themſelues. Afterwardes 
they went into the Kinges court, and all fate before their princely 
Zemes, ina rounde circle or ring, atterthe manner of a Thea- 
ter, asit werein the turaing circultes of a Zabyrinth , with 
their feete vnder them like a Vayler, almoſt trembling through 
ptztie and feare , they beheld their Zemes wry necked, bending 
their heades to one ſhoulder,and pratcd that theirfacrifices might 
notbe dipleaſing tortheir godd. \Vhile theſe thinges, were rhus 
donein the court of their drumming king the women were buſily 
mployed in another place, in offering cakes, a figne 'giuen by 
the Zowiti, the women crowned with garlands of diuers flowers, 

dancing, 
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dauncing, and ſinging their hymnes( which they call Areires ) of- 

fer cakes 1n baskets very fairely wrought and platted 1n. In their 

entrance they began to compaſle them that fate, who ( as though 

| they had beenerayled by a tuddaine leape ) together with the wo- 

men (by their Areites)extolled their Zemes with wonderfull prat- 

ſes and commendation, and ſinging, recited the renowmed aGtes 

of the anceſtors of their King, And after this,they gaue their Ze- 

#5 chankes tor benefits paft,and humbly belought hum to proſper 

their future cltate, and then atlength both ſexes kneeling offered 

cakes vntotheir godd, the Boxxts hauing recetued them, ſanCutied 

them, and cutthem into as many {mall little peeces, as there were 

men there, Eucry one brought home his portion vatouched and 

kepric the whole yeere for an holy rehique, And by the perſwaſt- 

on of the Bomrs, they thought that houle to bee vnlucky, and ſub- 

ict ro many dangers of fire, and whulwindes which they call F#- 

racanes, if it wanted the like little peece of cake. But your Excel- 

lcncy ſhall heare another ridiculous matter of no ſmall moment: af- 

ter their oblations, hanging with open mouth they expeCted an- 

ſweres from their woodden, or bombaſin cotton fRufted Godd, 

The Oracle gs {imple antiquity did fromthe Oracle of Apo/ls, Andait eyther 
by winde included , or deluded by the Boxrrz, they perſwaded 
themſcluesthata voyce came from their Zexes, which the Boxis 

interpreted at their pleaſure, they went forth checrectully ſinging, 

and making melody, lifting vp their voyces in commendation:and 

ſpentthe whole day 1n the open ayrecxerciling ſports, and daun- 

ang. Butifthey went out forrowtfull hanging their heades, ſup- 

- poling their Zemes to be angry, & tooke that filece for a greivous 

and oininous figne,they teared dileaſes, & other lofles would fol- 

low theron,and if war afiayled them,thcy greatly feared vnhappy 
ſuccefle.Both ſexes going forth ſighing, with their kayre hanging 

looſe, & with aboiidant ihedding cf tearces,cafting away their orna 

ments,p:ned theſclues with fatting, &al-ftinencefro tweet & plea 

{ant meats,cucn to extreme taintnes, vatil they thought they were 

reconciled to their Zemzes. This Jacobus Canizercs,&his copanions

Darien, whereunto the Kings at certaine times of the yeere ſend 
ſlauesto bee ſacrificed, trom very tarre remooued countries, and 
they alſo adore theplace with exceeding great concourle of peo- 
ple. They killthe flaues betore their godd, and then burne them, 
{uppoſing tharflaming odor to be acceptable to their Idoll, as rhe

fay, that within the memory oftheirgreate grandfathers, 
rivers, and founraines fayled, throughthe diſpleaſure ofthar an= 
gry Godd : and that the greater parte of the men of thoſe coun- 
tries periſhed through hunger, and thirft, and ſuch asremayned 


alive, leauing allthe montanous places,deſcending to the plaines 


ncere vnto the Sta, vied pitts digged on the ſhoare in ſteede of 
fountaines. Therefore all the Kings mindefull of ſo greate a de- 
iruction, through religious feare, have their pricſtes at home, 
and their Chappels compaſſed with countermures, which they 
{weepec, andcleanſe every day, & are very carefull that no hoare- 
nes, or mouldines, norſomuchas an herbe, or other filth bee in 
them . Whenthe King thinketh ro defire of his patticular Idoll, 
eyther {nnfhine, or raine,or ſome ſuch like thing which the neigh- 
bourhood wanteth, hee with his pricſtes getreth vp intoa pulpitr 
ſanding in his domeſiicall Chappell, not purpoting to departe 
thence, vntullthey bauc obtayned their requeſts from the godd, o- 
uercome by their intreaty : they vrge, and vehemently defire him 
with effetuall prayers, and cruell taſting , thatthey may obtayne 
their defires, and humbly pray that they may not be forſaken.

what manner they are called, and ſummonedto their religious, 
and facrcd rites, or what inſtruments 'they viſe. One day ( the 
curſed thirſt of gold prouoking hereunto ) the Spaniardes hauing 
leuicda ſtrong power of armed menn, went topaſlethrough the 
bankes of that river Dabaiba, Heere they light vpona King whom 
they ouerthrew, and hadd from lum about fourteene thoufande 
penſa of gold, brought into diuers formes,very faircly wrought.a- 
mong which they tonnd three golden trumpets, and as many gol- 
dcn belles, one ofthe belles weyed fixe hundred penſa, the other 
were lefler, Beeing demaunded, for what ſcruice they vicd the 
trumpets, and belles, they anſwered ( asthey lay) that they were 
woont to vic the Harmony and Concent ot Trumpets to ftirthem 
vp to mirth ypon their feitiuall dayes, and times to ſport, and that 
they vicd the noyſe avd ringing of belles to call the people to the 
ceremonies of their religion, The clappers of the belles ſcemed 
to bee made after our manner, but ſo white, and cleere,thar at the 
firlt fight, ſaucthatthey were too long, our menne woulde hauc 
thought they hadd beene made of pearles, cr ofthe Mother of 
carle, inthe ende they vaderſtoode they were made of the 
nes of ſhes. T hey ſay,theeares ofthe hearersare debghted with 

a ſweete and pleaſant founde , althoughe the ringing of golde 
vſcthtobeedull. The tongues or clappers mooued, ___ the 
lippes or brimmes of the belles, as wee ſee in ours. A thouſand 
three hundred ſweete ſounding little belles of golde, like ours, 
and golden breeches , orcgd-pecces ( where the Noblemen 
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incloſe their priutties, faſtened with alittle cotton cord behind ) 

were in thisbooty and praye. Itis very neceſſary andexpedienr 1, aſtity inioy 
for their Prieltes to beware of all luxury , and carnall pleaſure, if neg to their 
any (contrary to his vowe and purpoie of chaſtity) ihall be found pricſtes, 

ro bee polluted, hee ſhall eyther bee ſtoned to death, or burned, 

forthey ſuppoſe chaltity pleaſerh that God the Creatore What 

time they talt , and gue themſclues to. prayer, bauing waſhedand 

rubbed their faces , ( when at other timies they walked alwayes 

painted ) they nowe lifted their handes, and cyes-to heauen, and 

abſtatne not onely from harlots, and other venercous ations, but : 
alto from their owne wiues. They arcſuch ſimple men, thatthey = qa 
know not how tocall the ſoule, nor vnderitand the power there- fond oi 
of: whereupon, they often ralke amongthemſelues with admi- tle of a kinde 
ration what that inwifible and not intelligible eſſence might bee, ofimmoreality 
whereby the members ot men and brute beaftes ſhould be moved: 

I know not what ſecret thing they ſay, ſhould live after the corpo- 


_ ralllife. That{I know not what) they belecue that after this pere- 


grination,, if it lived without ſport, and. reſerucd that maſſe com- 
mitted vnto it without injury done to = it ihoulde goe to a 
certayne zternall felicity : contrary, itt ſhallſuffer the ſame tobe 
corrupted with any fileby luft, violent rapine, or raging furie, 
they ſay , itſhall finde athouſande tortures1nroughand vnplea- 
fant places vnderthe Center : and ſpeaking theſe things , hfring 
vpp their handes they ſhewe the heauens, and after that cafting 
the righthand down, they poynt to the wombe of the carth. They , . 

bury their dead 1n ſepulchers. Many of their living wives follow the bn —0n_ 
funerals of the husband. They may hauc as many as they pleaſe, 
(excepting their kindred, & allics)vnleſſe they be widdowes,wher 

upon, they found themintected with a certaine ridiculous ſuper- 

ſition. They childiſhly affirme thatthe thicke ſpott ſeene in the 

globe of the Moone, at the full, isamann, and they belceue hee A tale ofthe 
was calt out to the moylt , and colde Circle of the Moone, wanin the 
that hee might perpetually bee tormented betweene thoſe two Moone. 
paſſions, in ſuffering colde, and moyſture, for inceſt 'commitred 
with his ſiſter, In the ſepulchers, they leauc certayne trenches 
en high, whercinto every yeerethey poure alittle of the graing 
IMaizinm, andcertayne ſuppinges or ſmall/quantitics of wine 
wade after their manner, and they ſuppoſe thele thingeswill bee 
profitable

cruclty. 


That their 
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profitable tothe ghoſts of their departed friendes.But your Excel: 
lency ſhall heare an horrible and thametull a&t more cruell then a- 
ny lauage barbarouſaes, It it happen that any mother ging fuck 
dyeth, putting the chuld tothe breaſt, they bury it aluwetogether 
wich her. Butin ſomeplacea widdow marryeth the brother ot her 
tormer kusband, or hus kinsman, eſpecially if hee lett any chiidren 
They are cafily decetued through the craity dewiles of therr prieſts, 
whereupon they religiouſly oblerue a thouſand kindes ot tole- 
cies. Thcſerlunges are reported to be in the large countries of the 
greatriuer of Dabaiba. But you ſhall hearc other things oiche tame 
nature, (laft related vnto mee by men ot authority, who diligent. 
ly ſearched the South ſhoares of that country ) omitted by e-£gi- 
dins Gonſalns, and his companions, yet woorthy to bee know ne : 
for beſides e/£g1azns himielte, others allo haue ſearched divers 
coaſtes, and nations of thoſe huge countries, with ſcuerall fleets, 
as I haue often ſpoken. Among the Kings of thoſe parts, beſides 
other fooliſh errors, they knewe them touched with one , neuer 


kings &nebles reade, or heard of before, They are informed in ſome places that 
haue enly im* the Kings and Noblemen hauc unnmortall ſoules, and beleeve that 
mortall ſoulcs the ſgules of therelt periſh together with their bodies, except the 


2nd no other, 


familiar friendsof the Princes themſelues, and thoſe onely (whoſe 
maſters dying) ſufferthemſclues robe buricd aliue rogether with 
their mailters funerals: for their aunceſtors haue left them ſo per- 
ſwadcd, thatthe ſoules of Kings, depriued of their corporal clo- 
thing, ioyfully walke to perpetuall delights chrough pleaſant pla- 
ces alwaycs greene,cating,drinking,& gwing themlclues to ſports, 
and dancing with women, after their olde manner, while they 
werelwing, and this they hold for a certaine truth, Thereupon 
many _— with a kindeof emulation caft themſclues headlon 

into the ſepulchers of their Lordes, which, it his famuliar friendes 
deferre to. doe (as we haue ſometimes ſpoken of the wiucs of kings 
inother countries) they thinke their ſovles become temperarie, of 
xtcrnall. The hetres of Kings, and Noblemen in thoſe.countries,

that funerall pompe 1s prepared, & exerciſed afterthis maner. The 
King with the people and neighbourhoode, or what Nobleman 
ſo cucr hee bee, 'allemble together at the place ofthe ſepulcher,& 
kec who prepareth this fugerall powpe, bringeth Tae 
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plenty of wine made after their manner, and all kinde of meats, 
There,both ſexes,burlpecially the wemen,fleepe not thatwhole 
night, one while beewailing the vnhappietortune of the deade, 
with ſorrowfull rithmes, and funcrall fonges, c{pecially it hee 

dyed inthe warres, ſlayne by the enemie ( for they purſue one a- 

nother with perpetuail and deadly hatred, although they lyue 
cuntented with alittle ) then they taxe thelite, and manners, of 
the conquering enemic with rayling ſpeeches, and outragiuus 
contumelies, and cail him a tyrant, cruell, anda traytor, who 
vanquiſhed their Lorde, and waſted his dominion by ſubtill pra- 

files, ard not by vertue of the minde or ſtrength of the bogie 

(tor this is their barbarous cuſtome ) Then preſently they bring 
the Image of the enemie, andfaining fight, they atlaulte the 1- 
magein a rage with diuers incurfions : andatlengrh cuteit in 
pecces, ina vaine reuenge of their deade Lord, Atterthis,they 
returne to cating, and drinking, cuen to drunkennetle, and fur- 
feting ( For they wake divers potions of inebriating graynes, & Ta 
hearbes, as with the Ze/ge alc is made of hoppes,and corne,and y;1 te EE 
with the Cantabr: Sideris made of apples )& tter this, they come ; 
to dancing, and merry ſong,es,cuen tilltfey be extreame weary, 
extolling the vertues of their Lordewith woonderfull cemmen- 
dation in that he was good, liberall, and very louing to his peo 
ple, for that alſo he was carefull of their ſowing, or planting, and 
of their ftanding corne, and to diſtribuce all truites for the be- 
nefite of the people. Forthis is the chiete and principall care 
of Kinges, that in military affaires hee bee a valiant and coura- 
gious ſouldier,and a wiſe commander. Returning againe to their 
mourning,they lift vp their voyces, and bewayle the deade with 
the rythmes wherewith they beganne, ſaying : O moſt famous, Speechegax 
and Noble Prince,who hath violently taken thee away from vs: Funeralles, 
oh vnbappie day,which hath depriued vs of ſo great tzlicity,oh 
miſerable wretches that wee are, who haue loſt (uch a tatiher of 
our country :thele and ſuch like thinges proclaymed, turning to 
the Prince that is preſent, they deliuer wonderiulicommenCcatie 
ons of his mcrits ,  gondnetle and orher vertues, and cempatle 
_ the kingabout with reitles skipping and dancing lite the turies 

of Bacchus, yet withali,looke rcuerently vppon him, and adore 
him,and ſay that in him they behold a preſeat & future remedie 

Oo and 
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and ſolace of their afflitions, and ſo many cuils palt : and after 
the maner of flatterers,they call him more elegantand fine then 
the fineſt, more beautifull then the faireſt,and more liberall then 
the molt liberall, and ſinging all together with one voyce they 
proclaime him religious and gratious, and many ſuch like, Now 
when the day beginneth to appeare;they ce forth of the houle, | 
and finde a Canow ( of the bodie of onetree,capable of 60.oars 
and more)with the image of the dead ready prepared there, For 
the trees in that place are of an exceeding length, eſpecially the 
Citrons, the familiar and common trees of thoſe countries, of 
whoſe excellent prerogatiuesI lately learned one, vnknowne to 
Check me before. They ſay the (ran planckes, belidestheother aun- 
plankes notpe cient commendations thereof, beecaule they are of a bitter tat, 
netrable by are ſafe trom that miſchieuous plague of Sea wormes,which cat 
_ feaworaies. through the pumpes of ſhips, wherlocuer the ſeais full of mire & 
filth, and boare them worſethen a pierced live , Theſe littie | 
fea-woormes the Spanyard calleth Broma. In the meane fpace 
while the maiſter of this funeral pompe cometh forth,the kings | 
Stewardes, and officers, kcepe the foreſaide Canow of the deade | 
ready prepared without, filled with drinkes, hearbes,& fruits, & 
filh,fleſh and bread, ſuch as he dehghted in while hee was liuing: | 
then they who are inuited comming forth,cary the Canowvpon 
their ſhoulders, going about the Courte. And preſently in the 
fame rooms whenee they lifted the Canow vpto cary it,put- 
ting fire vnder it, they burne it with all the thinges included,ſup- 
lng thattumeto be moſtacceptable and plealing to the ſoule ; 
Thebrunh of the deade. Theaall the womenne hilled with excetle of wine, 
behaviour of With their hayre looſe, and their ſecrets diſcouered,vntemperatly 1 
their wom ca, foming,ſometimes with a ſlowe, and ſometimes with a ſpeedie 
pace, with trembling legges, ſomewhile leaning to the wals, and | 
fometimes ſtaggering, and raging, with ſhamleſle alles ,8 laſt- t 
ly taking the weavons of the men with noyſeand outcrics, they | 
brandith, and ſhake the fpeares,& handle the darts and arrowes, 
and furiouſly running hither, and thither ſhakethe courtit (elfe: 
and afterthis being weary, they caſt themizlues flatte yppon the 
grounde,not couering their fecretes,and there ſleepetheir fill, | 
Theſe thinges are chietely vſed inan Yand of the Sea called Ce- 
feacowherunto our men went by the way vnder the conduct of 
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Spmeoſa.But one other thing omitted, although but a homly tale "Re 

yetit is not to be concealed, The young men earneſtly buylied Al I nd 
in thele mad paſtimes, exerciling their Arerres with ſongs, theſe efyorngiting 
are their ſports, they perce the middle of their priuie members 

with the ſharpe bone of a fiſh, whichthe Spanyardes and latines 

call Raia, in greeke Bitzs, and moouing, and exerciſe themſelues 

with skipping & dancing they bedew the paucment of the court 

with ſtreames of flowing bloude. Atiength caſting a certayne 

powder thereon,found out by the Batitor remedie therof,who 

execute the office of Surgeis, philitians,& prieſts,within 4.daies 

they cure the woundes giuen vnto themſelues. In thoſe countries 

alſo there are ſubtill and craftie Magitians, and Soothſayers, ſo 

that they neuer attempt any thing,without conſulting with their 

Augares : for whether they purpoſe hunting,or fiſhing, or to ga- 

ther golde out of the mines, or determineto ſeeke for thell-filke 

wherethe pearles growe, they dare not {tirre one foot, vnles the 

maifter of that art Tequenigra ( which is a name of dignitie ) firſt 

ſignifye by his appoyntment, that the time is now fit.

cureheires with other faculties ) yet they ſay, they are filthie , 

and publiquely inclined to prepoſterous venerie, There is allv 

another cultome elſe-where, whiche is muche vied in our I- 

landes Hiſpaniola, Cuba, and Jamaica.

they yeclde manie examples , butone of them is gratiuus 

and well to bee lyked. Certayne Spanyardes intermixed with 

the barbarous lamaicares crolled ouer the Sea from Jamaica 

to Hypaniola, amonge the womenne one was verie beauti« 

full, who: hadde kept her felfe vntouched tyil that day, and 

was alouerof chaſtitie, The Spanyardes of purpoſe turning Let thepapifts 
vnto her, began to call herniggardlie, and delirous to preſerue numberthis a 
her honour after an euill manner. The lafcivious diſpolition pre. = 
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and ſcurrilitie of thoſe wanton young men was ſuch, that they 


madethe young maiden almoſt madde, thereupon ſhe determi- 
ned by proſtituring herſelte, to expect as many as wouldeabule 
her. This mayden who nicely reliited that coaflict at fir{t,ſhew- 
cd herſelife molt liberall toſuch as delired to imbrace her, The 
name of auarice 1n both ſexes, is odtous,and intamous in thele 
Tlandes. But in the Continent in many places it iscontrarie, 
They are louers of the chaſtity of their wiues : and hereupon 
they are ſo icalous, that the wiues offending therin,are punilhed 
by cutting their throates.

They cuttea great beameor peece oftymber, 
and at one of the endes therof they carue the Image and reſem= 
blance of a manne ( forthey are skiltull in all Imaginary art) 
then digging a trench in acleere moone-light night they taſten 
the peece of tymber inthe nextway tothe patlage , where the 
prodigious foule came flying downe from the top of the Moun- 
taynes toleeke her pray, leauing one]y the ſhape and proporti- 
on of amanne appearing aboue grounde.

at length brought himtohisende : next, where e£gidins Gone 
ſalxs arryued ſeeking the {trayght ſomuch delired on the North 
and Chriſtopherus Olitzs, of whom wee touched a few things in 
the former Decadetothe Duce. Then will wee ſpeake ſome- 
what of Petriss Arias Gouernorof the ſuppoſed Continent,ſee- 
king the ſame. Andpreſently after , wee will recite Licentiatus 
Aarcellas Villalabos, Judge of the Indian Senate in Hi/pantola,8& 
his familiar Zacob#s Garfias Barrameda,who comming lately from 
Fernandas Cortes gouernour of Nowa Hiſpania, reported certaine 
great and ſtrange matters vato me.

mcr Decade. that Gr,45z ſeemed delirousto poilelle the Parncar countries 
bordering vpon the Domigions of Cortes, Wee haue ailo faid 
that Garazzes himſcife with great lotles was twice ouerthruwne by 
the alinoſt naked inhabitauates, who dwelt vppon the greate 
Ryuer Panucxs, and wandring likea fugitiue arryued as often 
withinthe power of Fernandrs Cortes, and was by himrelicued, 
and often refreſhed with necellaries,when he wanted, as appea- 
reth at large by Cortes his writinges, and myne, wandryng 
through the Chriſtian worlde . Foure ſhyppes are arryued 
from the Indies, and wee haue receiucd letters from thoſe who 
were partakers of the paynctfull labour, and miſcries, and alſo 
haue the diſcourſe of Garains, by woorde of mouth from them 
who returned. Beeing about to polleile (by Ceſars permiſſion) 
the bankes of the great ryuer Parrers nowe diſcouered, tothe 
intent hee might plant a Colomie there, whereof hee hadde long 
conlidered, the eighteenth of the Calendes of Iune, hedepar- 
ted from Tzmaica (by a newe name called the Ilande of S. Iames, 
whiche hee gouerned along time) with a fleete of 11. ſhyppes, 
whereof lixe were of the burden of a hundred and twentie anda 
hundred and fiftie tunnes,two were of that kinde which the Spa- 
nyard calleth Caraxetes, and as many Brigantmes with two ran= 
ges of oares : the number of his ſouldiers were, 144. horſe, 
300. archers footemen, 200, ſhotte, 200, bearing (woordes 
and targettes,” and with this armie ne ſayled towardes {ba cal- 
led Fernandina, TheTropick of Cancer diuideth Cuba. Iamaica 
Zona torrida 1yeth more to the South from it, within the Zoxe falſely cal- 
fallly ſe called led Zorrida by auncient writers, {ba is almoſt twiceas lon 
as 7ralie, thefurtheſt Weſt angle whereof fult of hauens, _ 
led the Heade of the Carrentes, Garaixs tooke, and purpoling 
to take in frelhe water, woodde, and gratile to feede the horſes, 
hee aboade there ſome fewe dayes. That angle is not very 
tarre 
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farrediſtaunt from the fir{t limittes of Nona Hiſpaxia, which 
Cortes in Cefars beehalfe, commaundeth , whereby hee vn- 
der{toode that Cortes hadde erected a Colomie vppon the banke 
of Panucrs. Garaizrs fendeth for the Centerions, they conſult, 
and deliberate what was ncedfullto bee doone; Some thought 
ithtteto ſecke newe countries, feelng manie lay open vnto 
them, and rhat the fortune, and greatnetle cf Cortes was to bee 
feared, others aduile and counleiied, that the waighty charge 
they hadde vadertaken was not to be forſaken, eſpecially beeing 
contirmed by Cafars letters patents, whereby he conſenteth the 
Province (houlde bee called Garatana, Their ſuffrages and con- 
ſeat preuayicd, who tooke the woorſer parte * ſo thatthe per- 
nicivus opinion ot his confortes pleaſed Garains well. Hauipg 
founded the mindes of the Centerions, and Commanders, hee 
exerciſed a vaine ſhaddowe and counterteite ſhewe of ereing a 
Common-wealth, aid diuideth the places of Magiſtracy, and 
authoritie, among them, to the intent that having offered ho- 
nour and prefermentes vnto them, hee mighr cauſe the chicte 
menneto bee more readieand prompt, And of this ſhaddow- Alphond 
like & Imaginary Color he createth gouernors, Alphonſus Men- MA. 
deza, the nephewe of Alphon/us Pachecus (ometimes Mailter 0 : 
the Spaterſians, and ioynedas fellowe in office with him Fernan- Feraandus 
dus Figueroa acitizen of Ceſars Caſtle of no meaneand bale pa- Figueroa. 
rentage, and two others brought away from the lland of C#ba.

the Duke of Alba, and Yillagranxs his olde familiar of the kings 

houſe, aad Iacobus Cifontens, one of the common people, but Tacobus Ci. 
induſtriousand wiſe . Out of the vulgar ſorte allo hee created fonteus. 

E xecntory louldiers, whiche the Spanyard calleth A/grazullos, 
ande/£ditesor clarkes of the Markettes to looke tothe waights, 

and meaſures. Allthefe, Garains bindethto him by oath , a- 

gaynſt Cortes if peraduenture it ſhoulde come to arines,. or o- 

ther violent courſes. So, deceiued with vaynehope, beeing 

not experiencedin the caſualties of fortune, norwell acquain- 

ted with the crafte and ſubtiltie of Cortes, . they ſette ſayle : if 

they hadde knownethe good happe proffered , fortune offe- 


zedthem her blefled browe. Suddenly from the South atem _ 
aroſe 


Garaianz, 
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aroſe, whiche deceiued the Pylottes. The ſhyppes comming 
neerethe landefell into a ryuer ſomewhat letle then Panucns, 
whiche they ſuppole to bee Parrcus, This ryuer lay tothe 
North warde from Panrcrs, whether the violence of the winds 
traſported them, peraduenture about ſome 70, leagues towards 
the lande of Florida lately knowne and diſcouered, Thetwens« 
tie-tiue of IJune vppon whiche day, Spayne celebrateth the ſo- 
lemnitic of Saizt 1ames their protetor with GO D, they en- 
tred the mouth of thatryuer, andcalt anker, in the (hoare 
whereof they finde Pa/me, or Date trees, whereupon they call 
Theriver of 1f the ryuer of Pa/zze trees. The buylinelle or charge of ſears 
Palmetrees. Ching the bordering countrey, is committed to Gorſalus Ds» 
Gonlalus Do- campus the liſters ſonne of Garairs, tor whiche {eruice they ſend 
_ from the Flcetea ſmall Z7igaztine whiche drewelittle water.Do- 
campus layled fiiteene leagues vppe the ryuer, ſpent three dayes, 
and aſcending vppe the ryuerby little and little, he found other 
ryuers were received into that greater ryuer, and hauing his cics 
fixed on Paxacrs, hee falleiy reported that the country was vn- 
manured, vnprofitable, and deſert, For they learned after- 
wardes that this Prouince was pleaſant, and well bleſt,and ſto- 
red with people.

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companions feeding his horſes there, as an vſurper of anothers 
ſoyle, and brought them bounde to the Colony of Sxint Stephen, 
by them erectedin tae name and behalte of Corres. Miſerable 
and wretched Garazzs therefore remayned there (till beetweere 
S$7/la and Charybars expecting tne fleete.Now at length the com- 
panie of the eete atryue atthe mouth of Paauczs , of eleuen 3. 
ſome ſay foure, the reſt periſhed by (hip wracke, Two of Cortes Shipmracke., 
his Commanders of tiat Prouince, Jacobus Docampogouernour 
of the citie , and Va/egizs leader of the fouldiers, caryed by boat, 
enterthe Admirall of that fleete, they eafily ſeduce the ſouldiers The Admirall 
and quickly drawe there{t into the power of Corres, fo that the CO "a 
ſhippesare caryed ypthe ryuerto the Colony of S. Stephen. While ; 
Garains wasin thele extremities, he vnderſtoode the borderyng 
country of the riucr of Pa/mes was a rich and fruittull ſoyle, con- 
trary to the deceitfullſpeech of Goxſalus Docampo his liſters ſon, 
yea, and in ſome places a more bletled and tertile countrey then 
the boundes of Panxcrs. There had Garains planted his Colomie, 
fearing the fortune of (orres,if the obſtinacy of his liſters ſonne 
had not deceiued him. Garazes being thus diltretled, knewe nut 
what counſell they ſhould rake, the mure he repeateth that that 
Provincewas deligned and allotted him by Ceſar, ſhewing his 
letters patentes, his matter ſucceeded the worſe, Through per- 
ſwation of the Gouernour Jacobus Docampo, Garainslendeth Garaius ſends 
metlengers vnto Cortes, one named Petrys Canus, the other 7o- Beflengers wo- 
haxnes Ochoa, this, one of Garains his olde familiars, the other *%*e 
newly admitted, ſomtimes afamiliartriende of Cortes who was 
well experienced in thoſe countries, both of them are ſeduced 
by Cortes, as the Garatazes reporte complayning. Perrzs 
Canus returneth , and Ochoz remayneth (till, for it was a- 
greede that Garains ſhoulde goe to Cortes, Ihave ciſewhere 
fayde, when,by vncertayne reportte,he Senate of Hs/pantola 
wrote thoſe thinges to Ceſar, and our Colledge of Indian af- 
fayres. Nowealthough miſerable Garaws almolt behelde his 
owne deſtruction, yet hee diiſembled that hee woulde willing- 
ly goc, and ſeeing hee muſt goe though heewere vnwilling, 
through ſo great violence and compullion , hee pacifyed 
his minde, and yeelded to the requettes of Corres whiche 
brought 
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brought power and authoritie with them to commande.Accom 
panyed with /acobrs Decamps heegocthto Cortes, who chole his 
{eate in that great citie of the lake Texrffirmm, otherwiſe called 
Hexico, the heade and Aetropulzs of manie kingdomes. Gara= 
72 is received with a ioytull countenance, but whether with the 
like mind,let him wdge whole propertie it is to ſearch the harts, 
Hearing of the calamitie of Gararzes, and the departure of the 
Gouernour, the Barbarians lette vppon the ſculdiers ciſperied 
through their houſes, and finding them ftraggling. they kill a- 

bout two hundred and hiftie, ſome {ay more, With their laugh- 

tered bodies they make themſelues ſumptuous,and daintie ban- 
quets, for they alſo are menne caters, Cortes vnderſtanding of 
this diſcomfiture, ſent Sandowalns ( a woorthie man of his Com- 
maunders ) with fortie horſe, and a conuenient and necellarie 
number of footemen for the purpoleto take reuenge for lo toule 
and hainous a fa. Sandonalrs is faide to haue cuttea huge num- 
ber of the (laughterers in peeces, for they durſt ner now lift vp 
a finger againſt the power of (tes or his Captaines, whole 
names they feared, He is reported to haue ſent 60.kings to Cor- 
zes (for euery village hath his king)whereupon Cortes comman- 

deth that euerie one ſend for his heire,they obey his commande, 

Then making an exceeding great fire, he burned all the kings, 
the heires looking thereon. And preſently calling the heires,he 
demandeth whether they ſaw the effect of the ſentence pronoun- 
ccd again{t the {laughterers their parents, After that, with a ſe- 

uere countenance he chargeth them, that being taught by this 

cxatyple, they beware of all {uſpition of :dilobedience. Becing 

thus diſcouraged and terrified, he ſent them euery one awaic to 

their auncient patrimonyes, yet ſubie to tributes , Thus they 

report, others, ſomewhat after another maner.For report is va- 

ried cuen from the next neighbour, how much more trom ano- 
therworlde. Nowe Cortes commendeth Garaizsto be guett to 

Alphonſis ſurnamed Yillanoua, lometimes footemants Garains, 

( andthrult out of ſeruice for deflouring his Maifters mayde) 

then chamberlaine to Cortes, aid commanded he ſhuuld be ho- 
norably intreated, and that the bond of amitie might be the hir- 

mer, Cortes taketh the legitimate {onne of Garaizs to bee his {on 

1:law to match with his baſtard daughter. Behold vpon Chritt- 
mas 
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mas day atnight, Cortes and Garainsgoe together to heare mor 
ninge mattens after our manner. Seruice becing ended at the 
rilinge of the ſunne;they returne,and found a dainty breackfaſt 
prepared, Garains comminge fourth of the church , complai- 
ned hr[t that hee was oppretled with a ceitaine kinde of windy 
colde, yethce tooke ſome (male {ulterance with his company- 
ons, but returninge to his appointed lodginge heelay duwne, 
thediſcaſe increaſed till the third day , ſome lay ,the fourth, at 


what time hee yeelded his borrowed ſpirit tu his Creator. There Suſcicions waz

{ie : howloeuer it bee Garars: dyed, the belt of the Gouernours 
of thoſe countries: which way ſocuer the matter happened, it 
littleſkilleth , his (onnes, kindred, and freinds of rich menn be- 
inge now fallen icito poyerty , The nuſferable wretched mann 
dyed, who peraduenture might haue liued along and quiet life 
if hee had bin conterited with the olde Gouernment of Fl:/rar

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Afutecznma, hadde many princes ſubie& to his dominion, and 
thoſe, Lordes of greatcitties, theſe ( for the molt parte) (ortes 
conquered, becauſethey refuſed to obey,yetin their kingdomes 
he placed in their ſteede, ſome of their children, brethren or 0- 
ther meaner kindred, that the people ſecing the Images and re- 
preſentations of their auncient-Lordes might the more quictly 
beare the yoke. The neereſt of rhuſe citties to the ſalt Lake, is 
called Teſcucus, whiche containeth about the number of 20000. 
houſes, and it is whiter then a ſwan , becauſe all the houles are 
playſtered with a kinde of limy ZBitamen like morterjſo. bright & 
clecre without, that ſuch as beholde them a farre of, not know= 
ing the matter, wouldethinke they were litle riling hilles couc+ 
red with ſnowe. They ſay,this citic is almoſt ſquare, three miles 
in length,and conſiſteth of the like breadth with litle difference. 
Ouer this citie he made a yong man gouernour,deſcended from 
the proper {tocke or bloud of the auncient nobilitie. Otmmba is 
ſomewhatletler then Teſcxcxs . He gaue this citie alſo her ruler, 
one of a mildenature,and obedient to his commaunde, whom 
( becing baptized ) hee called Fernandus Cortes after his owne 


name. The juriſdictions of theſe cities are great,ofa fruitful ſoyle 


and famous for the golden ſandes of the riuers.Euery one of the 
kinges, that the Spaniardes may not enter into their boundes, 
which may hardly be done without iniurie, yecrely by compoſi-

his tribute for the profittes of his kingdome. He alfo permitteth 
many Prouinces truly to enioy their libertie without kinges,and 
toliue after their auncient Jawes, except the cuſtomes of hu- 
mane ſacrifices, from whom hee haddeno meane ſupplies and 
ayde agaynſt Autecznma. Notwithſtanding, thefe countries, 
euen tnele pay their tribute to Cortes. The country Guaxaca is 
free, aboundingwith golde : ſeuentie leagues diſtant from the 
Princely pallaceof the lake. There is alſo another of the ſame 
condition, calledLecpzreca, and manie others, which pay gol- 

den 
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den tributes. Cortes alſo himſelte hath golde mines aſlignedto 
histreaſury or exchequer, which he emptieth with the armes of A "m 
ſlaues, and ſetteth their children at libertie, to till the ground, or 

apply themſelues to mechanicallartes. But one particular thing

a littleyrhat the dregges, or groller matter may ſettle in the bot- 


. tomeof the great boll, or vellell of tenne or aleuen gallons : it 


isa plealant drinke, not much diſtempering, although they 
that drinke thereof vntemperatly,ſhall perceiue it troubleth the 
fences, asour fuming wines. They call the tree and the fruite 
Cacahas, as weecall p Cheſnntr,& Almond, tor both:that foame, 
as it were thefogde of fatmilke,the Spaniard calleth the daugh- 
ter, which they ſay hath the force of meate and drinke.

__ cularcountries are nouriſhers of theſe trees,and money,for they 
:growe not euery where, orproſper being planted, ortranſpor- 


ced, as-wee may ſee of the fruites of our countrie. For Citrens or 
Oringes, which wee call Toremas, and Zimones, and ſuchelike o0+« 
thers, canne hardly proſper, or bring toorth fruite in fewe pla- 
ces. From the Kinges therefore, and their fruitefull countries, 
Cacahs is their tribute to Cortes,wherewith he payeth the ſoul= 


theirmoney diers wages, and maketh drinkes, and procureth other necella- 
Cacahaspayd ries. But the groundeapt for this gitt,is not pn forcorne.

Tribntespayd JAme, : ſhoulde not be ſatisfied intheſe things, not hauing read 
to Cortes out the bookes dedicated to Pope Leo, and Adrian, There are kings 
of rich filuer alſo who are mightic, and rich in liluer mines : their tributes

are liluer, out ofthe which Cortes hath full cupboordes, and 
emboiled plate both ofiluer, and goldevery fairely wrought, 


By theſe examples your Holineſſe may vnderſtande,what eſtima- 
tion and opinion they haue of our Cortes. T hey lay, that Cor- 
tes liueth diſcontented, for the infinite treaſures violently taken 
away three yeeresince, by the French Pyrats , which hce ſent 


vnto Ceſar, among whiche, the ornamentes of their Temples 


wereadmirable, whiche they ( together with humane ſacrifices) 
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conſecrated to theirgoddes. But whar ſhall wee ſpeake of the | 
IJewelles, and precious ſtones? Omitting the reſt, therewas an An Emrodeof 
Emrodelike a Pyramis,the lowelt parte or botrome whereof was ® W23dertull 
almoſt as broade as the palme of a mans hande, ſuch a one (as EY 
was reported to Ceſar, andtovs in the kinges Senate) as never 
any humane Eye behelde.'The French Admirall is ſayd to haue 
gotren it from the Pyzattes at an incredibleprice. But they exe- 

cutedtheir ſauage outrage molt cruelly agaynſt miſerable A- 
phonſis Abulenſis Commaunder of the ſhyppe that was taken:he 
is a younge manne delcended of a noble houſe, but not rich,ha- 
uing taken him, they kcepe himcloſe pryſoner, reſting vppun 
one onely argument, becauſe they committed ſuch a lewel,and 
the reſt of the treaſures to his truſt, Hereupen they thinke,they 
may exac twentie thouſande Ducates of him, if he will bee re- 
deemed. They who knewe the precious ſtone ſuppole that it 
cannot poſiibly be procured for any weight of golde, andthey 
ſay itis tranſparent, bright and very clecre, In theſe countryes 
of Teneſtitan, for that the colde is vehement there, by reaſon of 
thediſtance from the ſea, and the necrenetle of the high maun- 
eaines,although itlie eighteene degrees within the. torride Zone, 
our corne or wheate groweth if it be ſowed, and beareth thicker 
cares, and alſo greater graines. But ſeeing they hauethree kinds 
of the graine Maizinm, white, yellow, and red, of thoſe many Miiviom k 
ſortesthey like the flower better, and itis more wholſome then ;eranq -—eag 
the flower of wheate.. They hauealfo wilde Vines in the woods ho'fomethen 
very common, which bring foorth great and ſauory cluſters of wheate, 
grapes, but they haue not yet made wine thereof. It is reported Vines: 
that Cortes hath planted vines,but what will ſucceed , time ſhall 
diſcouer.

Before the dryed leaues be beaten 1nto powder, they goe to 
the woods of the Mountaynes, where exceeding plenty of ſhels 
and ſnaylesareingendred, by reaſon of the moilture of the carth, 
of thoſe ſhelles'hcaped vpp, and putintoa furnace made for that 
purpoſe, with a certaine particular kinde of woodd, and a greate 
and vchement fire vaderit, they make lime, and minglett with 
the powder. The force of thatlime 1s ſo great, that his Jippes that

There areallo Crowes, ( not Crowes which Ofa kind 64 
are blackiſh birdes)witha crooked Eagles bill, rauenous, but {low Crowes. 
in flight, asrvee ſee, and may obſcruein the flying of that flowe 
birde familiar in Spayne, bigger then a Goole : aboutthe ſetting 
of the Sunnc, a fragrant breath or vapour commeth from them, ,, _1.. 
butat noone, orin foggy weather, none atall. Partridges, Tur- : 
tles, and Stockdoues are bredd there in an infinite number, and 
they haue little Sparrowes lefle then our VWrennes. They report 
marueilous things concerning their induftrious architeure in the 
building of their neſts,to defend their young from rauening fowles 
and other monſtrous beaſtes. Nextvnrothe Chiribichenſes lyerh | 
the Country of A:aia, along by the ſhoares whereof, the Spany- 
ardes ſayled ; they who caſttheireyes farreintothe Sea,, the re 
eyther playing, orelle idle, ſawe an vaknowneand ftrang thing, 
ſwimming aboue water, and conſidering with fixed eye what 1t 
ſhoulde bee , confidently affirmed they ſawethe hayry head of a 
man withathicke bearde, and that it hadd armes . While they Ofa Monftes 
quietly behe!de a farre off, the monſter ſecurely wandred heere, ofthe Sea 
and there, wonderinge atthe fight of the ſhippe , but rayſing like a man. 
their Companions with exceedinge loude outcryes , and ex- 
clamation, the Monſter hearing the ſcunde of the voyce was 
terrified, and diucd ynder VVater, and ſhewed that parte of the 
body which was hidden vnderthe water, and beholding the tayle, 
they obſcrued it to bee like the tayle ofa filhe , with the ſha- 
king, and flapping whereof it made that place of the calme ſea 
full of waves, or lourges.

Sooth-ſaying , or divination, they are louers on ofthe Chi-

ſeatly the neerer they come, they litt yp their yoyces, and reite- 
rated ſongs, cuer almoſt vttering the fame thing, as forexample : 
Itis aclcerc day, the day is cleere, it isa cleere day. One Com- 
maunder of enery towne giuerh a rule ynto the reſt, of their dan- 
ces, and ſonges, who auntwere ſogreat a Commander with a mu- 
ſicall accord, fo thatit way ſeeme ro bee but one voyce in many, 
and one motion,in many morions, One of the kin{mgn'or fam. 
liar freindes of that Commaunder, gocth before the troope or c6- 
pany, direCing his ſteppesto the tolding gates of the Court, then 
they enter the houſe without ſinging, one counterteiting the arte 
of fiſhing, anorher hunting, modeltly dauncing, aftertbar, ano- 
ther ( like an Orator ) talketh aloudeprayſing the King, and his

Thus being done, they ſitt all fi- 
lent vppon the ground with their feete yuder them, and eate till 
they ſurfeite, and drinke tillthey be drunke,and the more vntem- 
peratly any one drinketh,the more valiant 1s he accounted, Then, 
women vic drinke more modeſtly,to the intent they may hauethe 
greater care of their husbandes ouercome with drunkennes, tor 
cuery husbandis licenced to haue his wife to looke vnto bim,while 
theſe ſportes of Bacchas laſt : they alto viethe helpe of women at 
theſe times to beare their carriages of meates and drinkes to the

they know by coniecture to be naturally inclined to that ſeruice, 
& as we direct out children to the ſchooles of grammarians; and 
£ ; on Rihetoritians,, 
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R hetoritians,ſo do they ſend themto the ſectet,and ſolitary pla- 
ces of the woods, For two yeeres ſpace they leadean harde and 
ſtrict life in cottages,& receiue ſeuercinlticutions, vuderthe Py- 
thagoreazrule or inſtruction of their old maſters. They ab(taine 
from all kinde of things nuuriſhing bloud, & from the at of ge- 
neration,or the thought thereof, drinking onely water, and live 
without any conuerlation with their parents,kindred,or compa- 
nions. During the lighe of the ſunae, they ſee not their iaiſters 
atall, whogoe vnto theirſchollers by night but ſende not for 
them. They rehearſcto the childrenſorgs or charmes that rayſe 
deuils, and together with them, they ſhew them how to cure the 
ſicke:and at the end of two yeeres they returne backe totheir fa- 
thers houſes. And they bring ateltimouniall with them of the 
knowledg they haue gotte from their maſters the Peaces,as they 
that haue atta:ned the title of DoQor/iip doe,from the cities Boxs 
nia,Papia,and Peruſinm,otherwile,none learned in the art of Phi- 
licke dare practiſe the ſame. Their neighbouring allies,or frieds, 
if they be licke,adniit them not to cure them, but ſend for (tran- 
gers, and thoſe eſpecially of another king. Accurding to the di- 
uersnature,or qualitic of the diſeaſe,they curethem by divers ſu 


perltitions, and they are diuerſly rewarded , If alight griefe op- Their cure of 
preile him plyeth licke, taking certaine hearbes in their mouth, thelicke. 


they put their lips to theplace of thegriefe,&lulling the aſleepe, 
they ſucke itout with great violence,and ſeeme to draw the offen 
live humor vntothem,then going forth of the houſe with either 
checkeſwelling,they ſpit,& vomit it out againe,& ſay,the lick pa 
tient thall ſhortly be well, becauſe through that ſucking,& lulling 
alleepe,the diſeaſe is forcibly drawne out of his veines ; butifthe 
weake pattie be opprelled with a more vehement feuer, & cruell 
paine,or any uther kind of ticknes,they cure them after another 
maner.T he Ptaces go vnto the licke, & cary in their hands alitle 
ſticke of a tree known vnto them,no comon prouocatis to vo- 
rait,& calt it intoa platter,or diſhful of water,that it may be moi- 
{tened,or wethe litteth with him that !yeth (ick,& ſaith, the dif 
eaſed pattie is vexed with a deu:l,they pa'e preſent belecue his re 
port,& his kindred,& familiar [rieds intreat the Piaces to beſtow 
his trauaile & paines for remedy therof. Wherupon hegoeth to 
the weake patient, & continually licketh and (ucketh al his body 
after the manner we haueſaide,and mumbling vttereth certaine 
Rr; charmes 
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charmes, ſaying, thatby that meanes he bringeth the deuill out 
of p marrow of the licke,& drawethhim into himſelfe,then pre- 
ſently taking plitle moyltened ſticke,he rubbeth his own palate 
euen to the Y/xxla,8 after that he thrulteth the litle (ticke downe 
into his throate, and prouoketh vomit, and ſtraineth vntill hee 
caft vppe whatfoeuer meate is in the bottome of the (tomacke, 
or alinott whatſoecuer is init, andwith panting ſpirit, now rrem- 
bling, another while ſubmitle, andlowe, hee ſhaketh his whole 
bodice, and belloweth foorth loude cries, and lamentable grones 
more ſtrongly then a Bull wounded with dartes in a race, and 
thumpeth and beateth his brelt, ſo that the (weate runnes trick= 
ling downefor the ſpace of two houres, like a ſhower of rayne 
from the roofes of the houſes, The two coloured Fryars of the 
Aonafterie lay they ſawe it,and alſo wondered thereat, how that 
Piaces ſhould not burlt in the middle through fo violent a moti- 
on and agitation. The P:aces being demanded why hee ſuffered 
theſe torments,ſayth he mult indure the,that through charms, 
inforcing thedeuilles from the marrow ofthe licke, and by ſuc- 
king, and lulling him a ſleepe, he might calt out the divel drawn 
vnto himſelfe. Now when the Pzaces hath long diſquieted him- 
felfe with divers vehementaQions, flthily belching, he caſteth 
vpacertaine thicke lumpe of fleame, inthe middlewhereofan 
harde cole-blacke ball lies wrapped, they gather that lothſume 
excrement together with the hand,and ſeparate the little blacke 
ball from the relt of the rume, the Praces lying halte deade with 
the licke partie, then they go forth of the houſe,and with a loud 
voyce they cait away the litle ball as farre as they can,repeating 
theſe words againe and againe, Aſutonoro quian, Maitonorn quian 
which ſignifieth:goe diuellfrom our friende, goe diue! from our 
friende. This being done, hee requireth of thelicke manne the 
price or recompence of the cure, inſomuch that the ſicke partic 
ſuppoſerh he ſhall ſhortly beweil, and ſo thinke his kinſinen, & 
tamiliars, Then plentie of thegraine Aazzium, and other food 
is giue him, according to the qualitie of the diſeafe,they likewiſe 
gue himcablets of golde to hange at the brell, ifthelicke party 
bee able, and the infirmitie daungerous, or hardeto be cured. 
But this is to bee remembred, the two coloured Fryars of the

he often repeateth, ifthedeuill beinge called deferre his cum-

This good tri- 
ar, belides the reſt, added one thinge: behold ſaith hee whether 
doc the ſoulesof the (hiribichenſes goe, after they depart out of 
this bodily priſon?We drawe them (faith he) and violently car- 
ry them away to the burninge,and eternall ames,that together 
with vs,they may ſuffer punithment of their filthy muſdeedes:and 
theſe things were dune in the prelence of many (hiribwchenſes by 
thecommaundemeat of the fryar.Notwithſtanding this report 
diuulged throughout the whole cofitry,nothing diſcouraged the 
Chiribichenſes at all from their old euill beehautour and man- 
ners,butthat they followed and executed their appetitie, and de 


(ires after.the ſame maner they were woont,as friar Thomas c6- 


plaineth. This being done the good friar of Cordxbaturninge 
to the Praces lying licke, ſaith, thou vncleane ſpirit depart from 
this man. That word being ſpoaken, the Paces ſuddenly aroſe, 
bur ſo amaſed, that he ſtoode longe eſtranged from himlelfe, 
{carſe {ſtandinge on his feete,who, as ſoone as he had liberty 'of 
ſpeach,begann to curſe, and greeuouſly to complaine of his de- 
parted gueſt, which ſo longe time afflicted his body. Garſras 
Loaiſaallo une of the twocoloured preaching friars, as heathit- 
meth, whom your Holes hath aduanced ro the heigth of his or- 
der ynder a Caraimall, now Confeſſorvato Ceſar, and Oximenſian 
Prelate,checfe of our Indian Sexate, ſaith, that Corduben/ran friar, 
is worthey of all commendation, & that he ſpeaketh truth. And 
this thinge ſeemeth not ſtrange in my iudgement, ſeeinge our 
Jae permitreth vs to contelle, that many haue bin vexed with

{ſpirits out of men. Theſe Pacesaiſo inioy the ſociety of hanque- 
tinges with others,dancings,& other light paſtimes,yet are they 
ſeparated from the people tor their grauity. Nor doe theſe Mags 
z:axs theſelues vnderſtand the ſenſe of their charmes,as it faileth 
out with our cofitry men:although the vulgartongue be next vn 
top latine,yet few Pare preſent at þ ſacred ceremonyes of religis 
perce:ue what p prieſts linge, yea and amonge prieſts thetelues 
through ycarcles negligenceofthe Pralgtes there are nes 
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that contented only with the pronouncinge of the woordes,not The manner 
perceivingthe matter,dare preſume to ſay divine ſeruice.Now af of theirtooliſh 
ter what manner, they celebratetheir tunerals,wil not be vnfit to funerals. 

be hearde. The bodyes of ſuch as dye, eſpecially ofthe nobility, 

they ſtretch cut beinge layd vpon hurdels, or grates, partly of 

recde, and kindlingea ſoit fre of certaine herbes they drye 

them ,and all the mwyſture beeing diſtilled by droppes, they 

afterwards preſerue them and hange them vp in ſecret rooines 

for houthold godds. Other cuuntryes allo of this ſuppoſed 

Continent haue that cultome whereot I thinke Iſpoake in my 

former Decades,to Pope Leo your Helines his cuuſen german.But 

ſuch bodyes as are put foorth vndried,are buriedina trench dig 

ged at home with lamentation and teares.

ſed vatu them in this heape of thinges, for I ſayde, they thould 
conclude this worke, except ſome newe thinges aroſe, it is there- 
tore more meete that thoſe worthie flectes which often cutte the 
Ocean, (ſhould drive away the laſt troope of ſo great and infinite 
varietic of matter, and nowe drawe backe my wearie hand from 
writing. For while I was imployed in my former treatiſe tothe 
Duke, and inthe thinges mentioned to your Helneſſe in this 
booke, many occurreats came which paitly I reported, & part- 
ly occalions offered, compelled to bee referued vntill this tyme, 
becauſe allo I haue no libertic,for other builinetle, everie day to 
apply my ſelfe to ſet downe in writing the ſuccelle of the attay res 
of India :ſometimes a whole month patleth my handes without 
anie intelligence, and therefore when I haue leaſure all thinges 
are written in haſt, and almoſt confufedly, nor can order be ob- 
ſerued inthe, becaule they fall out diſorderedly: but let vs come 
to the fleetes. Of 4. ſhips ſent from Hypamolathe former yeere, 
one came hither, from whoſe mariners, and the Senate remai- 
ning there,thoſe things were related,and written vnto vs, which 
are declared concerning Garaizes, e/Egidins Gerſalus, Chriſtophe- 
rus Olitus, Petrus Arias, and Fernandus Cortes. Thebtth of the

From him,I haue re- geportsfrom 
ceived letters, from Gomera one of the fortunate Ilandes, where Iohannes 
alithatareto paile the Ocean, arriueto takein freth water, Hee Mendeguren= 
writeth, that he performed his voyage with proſperous ſuccetle *®* 
in tenne dayes ſpace, and mante ſwifter ſhips might haue done it 
in ſhorter time, but he was faine to ſlacke hisfaylesto expect his 
ſlowe conſorts, leaſt Jagging behinde they ſhoulde light into the 
mouth of thefrench Piratcs,who ſtayd long hovering for them 
vnder fayle: the fourth day atter, he ſayth, they woulde ſet fayle 
to Sea, then, beeing ſecure from the feare of Pirates, they will 
hoyſe all their ſayles, and ſpreade them at their pleaſure :and we 
pray God they way ſucceſiully performe the voyage they haue

ning Corzer, theſe pilots ſay it is gathered by conjieQure that he exped.tion a= 
was ſlaine with all his company by the inhabitauntes ( through gain Oluus 


whoſe dominions hee determined obſtinatly to trauayle)aiter 
this maner, He left many captains behind , with commidement 
to follow when they were ready, who following his {teps,founde 
the bridges broken,and all the wayes cut of behind, & a certain 
wandring rumor went, that the bones of men, and horſes were 
ſcene _— certaine mariſh weedes of the ſea coal, ingendred 
in the moyltened earth through the violent motion of tepeſtes, 
& ouerflowings,& among the braks,& buſhes therabouts, Thele 
things this Caraxell which fled,reported cocerning Cortes, &the 
kings inraged magiſtrates.

more, from the Colony of Parama, and that well harbonred, ſix 
degrees only,and an halfe diſtant from the £quino#iall, where 
the difference of day,and night, is ſcarce diſcerned the whole 
yecre , Conccrninge the. prerogatiues of theſe coaſts I haue 
fufficieatly ſpoakein my former Decades.

Hee gaue mece the names of ali the 5. ſhippes that 
accompanied the Fifterie , and of all the mariners, and 
meane officerswhatſueuer, And in our Sexate aiſembled he ſhew 
ed why he aſi1gned that valewe of the boety or pray, becauſe he 
particularly declared, how much ſpices Þ 77:nitie brought, how 
much ſpice was left in the handes of Zabazalla king of the Tland 
of HMachiana,one of our 7.Tlands ingendring ſpices,and of ano- 
ther next burdering kinge of the Ilande of 7:dore, and his 
ſoune, and of the ſtewardes of both the kinges, and their 
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domeſticall noble menne by name, all whiche was bought for a 
price, alligned to [ohares de Campo remaining there with $reſt. 
And concerning the wares, or marchandiſe, how much (tecle,& 
copper plate, how much hempen, and flaxen cloath, how much 
pitch, quick-(iJuer, Peterlightes, tapers of Tzrkze ,oArſenicke Or- 
pi tor pictures, corals,and reddiſh tannes,or hats,caps,looking 
glailes, glaily and cleere ftones, bels, poynts, ſeats fit for kings, 
and what cngins with their munition was therein , for the ex- 
.change of which thinges by the kinges chicfe officers remaining 
there, tawit, the Auditor, and Trealurer, ſpices might be gathe- 
-red, to be brought backe by ourſhippes which were to bee ſent. 
It may bedoubted what Ceſar will doe in ſuch a caſe, Ithinke he 
will dillemble the matter for awhile, by reaſon of the renued af- 
finity, yet though they were twinnes of one birth, it were harde 


to ſuffer this imuriouslolle to pale vnpunithed , I ſuppoſe the 


matterwill firſt peaceably bee treated by Embailadours. Butl 
heare another thing which will be diſtaſtfull to the king of Por- 
tugat,Ceſar cannotalthough he delired to difſemble the matcer, 
forthe owners of thoſe marchandiſes will earneftly require Iu- 
fticeto be done, which were diſhoneſt to deny vnto the enemy, 
how much moretohigowne tributaryes. The auncient Por:#- 
galles prophelic the inſuing deſtruction of his kingdoe,through 
cheſe raſh and vnaduiſed attempts : for they too proudly deſpiſe 
the people of Cafteele, without whoſe reuennues and commodi- 
ties they ſhould periſh throughtamine,ſeeing charis but a mean, 
and poore kingdome, ſomtimes a County of Cafteele. The Ca- 
ftcelians through rage and tury, tret, and foame,and deſire that 
Ceſar wouldeindeuourto reduce that kingdome to the crowne 
of Cafteele: king Philip,Geſars father ſometime thought, & ſaide, 
that he woulde doe it, and time will publiſh the ſentence. In the 
meane ſpace, I bidde your Helneſſe farewell, proftrate beefore 
whoſe light I preſent my kitles to your tecte. 
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
